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Foreword

Many of the prophecies apply to the 
future, but in the light of what is now being fulfilled 
the immediate future can be well approximated and 
what is about to befall the world is readily seen. 

An understanding of prophecy establishes faith 
and confidence in God and lifts many burdens from 
mankind. The understanding thereof reveals the true 
reason why evil has prevailed for many centuries and 
why God’s due time is at hand to relieve mankind 
from the oppression of evil. Jehovah God is man’s 
eternal Friend and Benefactor. Nothing makes this 
fact clearer than his prophecies which he is now un- 
folding to those who seek and love the truth.

CHAPTEE I 

Origin and Purpose 

J EHOVAH, the Almighty God, the Most High, is 
the Maker of all things good. lie is from ever- 
lasting to everlasting, and there is none other. 
He covers himself with light for his garment, and 
all light proceeds from him. He created the heavens 
and stretched them oat like a curtain and filled them 
with his reflected glory. He laid the chief comer 
stone and foundations of the earth and built it accord- 
ing to his sovereign will. In its youth he made the 
cloud for its garment of covering and the thick dark- 
ness for its swaddling-cloth. He set the sun in the 
heavens for the light of the earth by day, and the 
moon and the myriad of stars for its light by night. 
He even numbered the stars and gave each one a 
name. With him every thing is order and there is no 
confusion. He causes the stars and the planets to take 
their respective places and move continuously in their 
assigned orbits. He has made the mountains to lift 
their heads high above the sea and has commanded 
the eagle to mount up above the rocky crag and to 
make her nest in the strong places. He has clothed 
the earth in verdure and filled the great forests with 
beasts and fowls of the air. 

He created man in perfection and made him the 
prince of earth’s creation. The eternal destiny of all 
creation he holds in his mighty hand. The depth of 
tite riches of his wisdom and knowledge, and the 
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height of his power and love, are too great for the 
comprehension of man. The Almighty One, however, 
condescends to invite man to come and reason with 
him and to learn of his way. To know and to obey 
God means to have life everlasting in peace and happi- 
ness. Where then should man expect to find knowl- 
edge and wisdom except in the revelation of the Al- 
mighty God? His Word is a fountain of knowledge 
and wisdom, ever flowing to supply refreshment and 
life to those who drink therefrom. He is the Fountain 
of life everlasting. 

Jehovah God is the origin and source of all true 
prophecy. In proof of this statement it is written; 
“Thus saith Jehovah, the King of Israel, and his 
Redeemer, Jehovah of hosts: I am the first, and I am 
the last ; and besides me there is no God. And who, 
as I, shall call, and shall declare it, and set it in order 
for me, since I established the ancient people? and 
the things that are coming, and that shall come to 
pass, declare unto them.”-Isa. 44: 6, 7, R. V., margin. 

Every man who loves righteousness and truth, and 
who loves God and has devoted himself to the Most 
High, can approach the study of God’s Word without 
fear, and with confidence that his efforts shall be rich- 
ly rewarded. When he does so, he not only will re- 
joice but will sincerely desire to tell others about the 
goodness and loving-kindness of God. To those who 
are devoted to him the Lord says: “Pear ye not, 
neither be afraid; have I not declared unto thee of 
old, and showed it? and ye are my witnesses. Is 
there a God besides me? Yea, there is no Book; I 
know not any.”— Isa. 44; 8, B. V. 

Every one who understands and appreciates the 
prophecy of God will delight to bear the precious 
truths to others, that they too may rejoice and find 
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the vr&7 to life. Qod is onselfish, and therefore he 
loves the creatures which are the work of his hand. 
All his works are perfect. He made man perfect and 
in his own likeness and image. (Ps. 111:8) Ood can 
not look with approval upon sin, evil or wickedness. 
The sinner is one who breaks God’s law. God is merci- 
ful to the sinner who repents and seeks God’s favor 
in the way appointed. Sin is always attended with 
sorrow. A wicked one is he who, having been en- 
lightened, wilfully and maliciously sins against that 
light. Satan is the wicked one, and became such be- 
cause he wilfully betrayed his sacred trust in order 
to accomplish his covetous purpose. In so doing he had 
no regard for the right of man and no consideration for 
his solemn duty to God. He therefore manifested a 
malicious heart or motive and acted deliberately and 
contrary to the light of truth. All who, after having 
been enlightened, knowingly and persistently go in the 
way of Satan are wicked. The wicked is ensnared 
with the work of his own hand. (Ps. 9: 16) All the 
wicked God will destroy. (Ps. 34:16; 145 : 20) ‘ ‘ Good 
and upright is the Lord: therefore will he teach sin- 
ners in the way.” (Ps. 25:8) All men aside from 
Adam were bom in sin and shapen in iniquity. (Ps. 
51:5) Therefore God has provided the way for the 
sinner to return to him and to be fully reconciled to 
him. 

The first prophecy was spoken by Jehovah while 
man was in Eden. That great prophecy covered the 
whole period of time from the beginning of the mani- 
festation of evil until the recovery of obedient man. 
At the same time it foretold the destruction of the 
wicked one who had been the agency that caused man 
to fall by reasem of 8in.--Gen. 3: 14-19. 
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The last great prophecy recorded in the Ci^ine 
Becord was one which Jehovah God gave by and 
through his beloved Son. (Bev. 21:1-7) It foretells 
the new and glorious government of righteousness in 
operation for the good of man. The first prophecy 
marks man’s way in sorrow, sickness, weeping and 
death. The last great prophecy tells of the blessed 
time coming when God will wipe away all tears, when 
sorrow and crying shall cease, when death and the 
grave shall be for ever destroyed, when all things 
shall be made new and all obedient ones restored and 
all hmnankind shall be the sons of God and for ever 
blessed. 

All true prophecy uttered between the times men- 
tioned has been spoken by creatures as the mouth- 
pieces of Jehovah God and is intended for the benefit 
of man who seeks truth and life. The study of divine 
prophecy is the most enlightening and profitable study 
in which man can engage. Knowing that it proceeds 
from the Most High and that it is given because of his 
love for his creatures, the reverential person ap- 
proaches its study with confidence that it will point 
out to him the way to endless life and joy. 

When mankind was well on the downward road of 
evil, God caused a prophecy to be uttered cofacem- 
ing his future purpose to send his great executive 
officer, with his retinue of holy angels, to execute judg- 
mfflit upon all. (Jude 14, 15) Enoch was the one who 
delivered that prophecy, and it was the first prophecy 
uttered by man. Then in due time followed the proph- 
ecy from God uttered by Abraham. That great proph- 
ecy foretold of the time coming when God would 
bring forth *‘The Seed” through which all the fam- 
ilies and nations of the ^rth shall be blessed. (Gen. 
12:8; 22: 18-22) All subsequent prophecy may well 
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be cudd to bisve related to the carrying out of these 
pressed purposes of Qod and to have been so stated 
that its understanding could be had by man only in 
Ood’s due time. A general rule by •which the student 
of prophecy is to be guided with reference to the study 
thereof may be stated thus; Prophecy can be under- 
stood by those devoted to God when the prophecy has 
been partially or completely fulfilled or is in course 
of fulfilment. The understanding will be given only 
in God’s due time. 

PROPHET AND SEER 

What is a prophet? A prophet is one who speaks 
for and in behalf of another. The word “prophet” 
is almost always used in connection with the mes- 
sage which purports to be from God, whether the 
message is true or false. It is nearly always used con- 
cerning those persons whom God uses to speak his 
message of truth to his people. Such is a true proph- 
et. One who claims to speak in the name of the Lord 
but who does not is a false prophet. Enoch was a 
true prophet of God, who spoke in the early days 
before the great deluge. 

There are two words used in the Hebrew Bible 
from ‘which the English word “prophet” is trans- 
lated. Those words are ^abi and roeh. Nabi is used 
more frequently. Boeh is rarely used, comparatively, 
and is generally translated seer. The word ndbi is 
closely rdated to the word naba, which means to gush 
forth as a fountain or to rush along as a stream of 
water. The utterance of the prophet of Qod did not 
come forth in measured terms of carefully chosen 
words, but, as the psalmist has put it, ‘as the heart 
tbubbling over’: “My heart is inditing a good mat- 
ter”; (or, B, V.y “mjr heart overfloweth with a good-

iy matter.” (Pe. 45:1) In that mumer the prophet 
of Qod spoke. He was a teller forth of that which 
Ck>d had given him. It would not he true to say that 
the prophet had no contrd of his own language. Those 
who are under the control of evil spirits speak with* 
out control of their own language; but not so with 
the prophet of God. The prophet might not choose 
his own phrase, but he was the servant of God com- 
missioned to do a specific work and deliver a spe- 
cific message; and in so doing, the power of God 
operated upon his mind and caused him to speak as 
God would have him speak. His mind and his devo- 
tion must be upon his work. He was not merely a 
writing automaton, but God directed him what to 
say. 

A seer was somewhat different. The seer might be 
a prophet, but was not necessarily so. The seer was 
one who discerned the will of God and who was per- 
mitted to interpret that will. Sometimes, however, 
the seer was used by the Lord to carry a message to 
the people (1 Chron. 25: 5) ; but that did not neces- 
sarily raise him to the rank of prophet. Gad was 
called King David’s seer, and was also called a proph- 
et. (2 Sam. 24:11) Jacob on his death-bed discerned 
the will of God conceming^his own sons and what 
should come out from them, and he gave an interpre- 
tation thereof. — Gen. 49 : 1-27. 

It was in the latter days of God’s chosen people 
Israel that the prophets were most in evidence. After 
the institution of the prophets of Israel there is only 
one ixistance where a prophet of God was sent to an- 
other people, and that instance was the sending of 
Jonah to the people of Nineveh. In the early days of 
Israel, when God would deliver his people from the 
bondage of Egypt, he i^oke to Moses and offered him 
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the service of delivering his people from oppression. 
Moses was reluctant about undertaking the task, say> 
ing to God that he was a man of few words. Then 
God told Moses that he would make Aaron his proph- 
et. Moses was as God to Aaron, and Aaron should 
speak the words which Moses directed him to speak, 
and that he did. That was the first instance where 
one speaking for another was called a prophet and 
that apart from any suggestion of foretelling events. 
—Ex. 4:15,16; 7:1. 

Samuel marked the beginning of the regular line 
of prophets, Peter the apostle furnishes the proof 
when he says: “Yea, and ^1 the prophets from Sam- 
uel and those that follow after.” (Acts 3: 24) Sam- 
uel was not the predictor of future events, but he 
served for the future as well as for the people of his 
time. It was Samuel who under the power and direc- 
tion of Jehovah made preparation for the kingdom of 
Israel. In his day and generation he was specially 
used by the Lord to serve him. Before Samuel the 
first who had preeminence as a prophet and servant 
of God was Moses. While his work was used to guide 
the people of Israel, it took on a wider scope in that 
he predicted future things. He foretold generally 
what should come to pa^ with Israel. Speaking in 
the name of Jehovah he uttered some of the most im- 
portant prophetic speech that is recorded. He proph- 
esied concerning the coming of the great Prophet 
of which he, Moses, was a representation. He proph- 
emed that such great Prophet was to be raised up 
from amongst his brethren, that is to say, an Israelite, 
that in all things the people should hear him, and if 
they would be pleasing to God they must ob^ that 
great Prophet. (Deut. 18: 15, 18) Moses and Samuel 
were both spokesmen for Jehovah. To be merely a 
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spokesman for the Lord, however, is not all that is 
required in order to be a prophet In speaking for 
the Lord and for the immediate service of his peo- 
ple, and in interpreting the will of Glod concerning 
his people, Samuel was a seer before he became known 
as a prophet. — 1 Sam. 9: 9-11, 19. 

Israel was God’s chosen people and was used by 
illustration to set forth God’s purposes for his people 
in future days. The people of Israel were used to fore- 
tell the future of spiritual Israel, that is to say, the peo- 
ple who should become God’s sons by reason of their 
faith and consecration to do his will. Israel was there- 
fore used to foretell events of the future that would 
affect all the nations and peoples of the earth. The 
affairs of the people of Israel were so arranged that 
what came to pass with them furnished a storehouse 
of important Imowledge for the future. In the forma- 
tion of the earth God caused a great treasure of coal 
and oil and mineral and metal to be stored up for 
man. In the history of Israel God provided a great 
storehouse of knowledge and truth for those who 
would seek the truth. 

God sent messages by his servants or prophets to 
that people, which messages have been recorded for 
the benefit of those who should come after them, and 
particularly for the benefit of aU the true followers 
of Christ Jesus. The messages thus sent, while fre- 
quently intended for immediate use, more particu- 
larly had an application to the future. Much thereof 
could not be used at the time, nor even understood 
by tiie prophets themselves. Only in God’s due time 
could those messages be understood. It seems that 
God’s due time is now coming for thmn to be under- 
stood, and hence the due time for the careful study of 
divine prophecy. 
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The day of the literary prophets, which the little 
eompany of sixteen may well be called, extended from 
the time when the kingdom of Israel was about to be 
broken up and the people scattered, to the time of 
their return from Babylon, when God sent the last 
message by his prophet Malachi. To be sure, those 
prophets mentioned in the Bible from Isaiah to Mal- 
achi were servants of God for their own generation. 
It is through their writings, however, that the com- 
mon xmderstanding of the word “prophet” arises, 
because they spoke particularly of future events. 
Those who lived before the exile of Israel to Baby- 
lon foretold of the destruction of the Assyrian power 
and of the Babylonish power that was yet to be de- 
stroyed. They also foretold the destruction of Jeru- 
salem, which must have been a painful service for 
them. They also foretold of a time in the far distant 
future when the despised, dispersed and persecuted 
Israelites would be regathered and planted again in 
their homeland and fully restored to God’s favor. 
They also foretold of things which are coming to pass 
at this present time and which arc seen by all who 
observe current events. 

Because these prophecies are partially fulfilled and 
in course of fulfilment, he who is now on the Lord’s 
side can see approximately what is coming to pass in 
the very near future. These things affect the entire 
human race. Therefore the study of prophecy at this 
particular time of the world’s history is most won- 
derful, thrilling and awe-inspiring. These prophecies 
give one a broader conception of the Most High, and 
enable him to see some of the heights and depths and 
lengths and breadths of God’s marvdous love made 
manifest toward the diildren of men. 
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TRUE AMD FALSE 

The prophets of Israel claimed to speak in the name 
of Jehovah. They began their message by saying, 
“Thus saith Jehovah.’' Other men put themselves 
forward and spoke to the people, claiming to speak 
in the name and by the authority of the Lord, but 
having no commission from the Lord to speak. It was 
necessary for the people to be able to know whether 
a prophet was true or false. God provided a test by 
which the people might know, and that rule or test 
holds good at all times. The test is set forth in the 
Scriptures: “And if thou say in thine heart. How 
shall we know the word which the Lord hath not 
spoken? When a prophet speaketh in the name of 
the Lord, if the thing follow not, nor come to pass, 
that is the thing which the Lord hath not spoken, but 
the prophet hath spoken it presumptuously ; thou shalt 
not be afraid of him.” — Deut. 18:21,22; see also 
chapter 13 : 1-5. 

From this and other scriptures it will be observed 
that three things must obtain to prove that the one 
speaking was truly God’s prophet and representative: 
(!) He must speak in the name of the Lord; (2) the 
prophecy that applied to the immediate future must 
come to pass; and (3) his words must not tend to 
turn the people away from God but must teach them 
to be faithful and true to Jehovah. Even though a 
professed prophet spoke in the name of Jehovah and 
his prophecy came to pass, yet if it appeared from 
his words that his speech would induce the people 
to turn away from Jehovah God, then he was false 
and must be put away from the people and be put to 
death. 

One instance is here menti<nied. Jeremiah the 
prophet of God prophesied to Israel that the people 
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should be taken captive and carried away to Babylon 
and that Babylon E^ould dominate all the nations. 
Hananiah claimed to bo a prophet of Qod and he 
prophesied before the people exactly contrary to the 
speech of Jeremiah and told the people that they were 
to have peace. Then Jeremiah answered and said: 
“The prophet which prophesieth of peace, when the 
word of the prophet shall come to pass, then shall the 
prophet be known, that the Lord hath truly sent 
him.” (Jer. 28:9) Thus Jeremiah restated the di- 
vine rule. God had already sent the Prophet Jere- 
miah before the people to be his true prophet. Hana- 
niah now attempted to prove himself as a true proph- 
et' “Then Hananiah the prophet took the yoke from 
off the prophet Jeremiah’s neck, and brake it. And 
Hananiah spake in the presence of all the people, 
saying. Thus saith the Lord ; Even so will I break the 
yoke of Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon from the 
ncek of all nations within the space of two full years. 
And the prophet Jeremiah went his way.” (Jer. 28; 
10, 11) The words spoken by Hananiah were contrary 
to Jeremiah’s words and tended to turn the people 
away from God. 

The Lord directed his prophet then to prophesy: 
“Go and tell Hananiah, saying, Thus saith the Lord, 
Thou hast broken the yokes of wood; but thou shalt 
make for them yokes of iron. For thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel, I have put a yoke of iron 
upon the neck of all these nations, that they may serve 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon ; and they shall serve 
him : and I have given him the beasts of the field also. 
Then said the prophet Jeremiah unto Hananiah the 
prophet. Hear now, Hananiah ; the Lord hath not sent 
thee; but thou mutest this pe<^le to trust in a lie. 
Therefore thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will east thee 
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from off the face of the earth: this year thou shalt 
die, because thou hast taught rebellion against the 
Lo]^. So Hananiah the prophet died the same year, 
in the seventh month.” (Jet. 28:13-17) Hananiah, 
being exposed as a false prophet, was put to death. 

Even so it is at the present time. The clergy of to- 
day claim to speak in the name of Jehovah God. Their 
words, however, prove them to be false and untrue 
representatives of God. The Scriptures show that God 
is love. The clergy tell the people that God has pro- 
vided a great lake of fire and brimstone in which to 
torture for ever those who are not in harmony with 
what is taught in the churches. Their words there- 
fore tend to turn honest people away from God. The 
clergy tell the people that many are in purgatory and 
it is possible to pray them out, and that the clergy 
can perform this work. Such words are also false and 
tend to turn away from God honest people not wish- 
ing to know a God who would torture a creature and 
then release him at the supplication of an imperfect 
man. 

The cleigy tell the people that the blood of Jesus 
had no purchasing value, and that the people can 
save themselves by merely looking upon Jesus as 
a good man and by becoming a member of the church 
and following what the church teaches. Those words 
are not true and they tend to turn honest people away 
from such a Gk)d as the clergy represent. Others of 
the clergy tell the people that God did not create man 
perfect, that man did not sin and fall, and that there 
is no.truth in the ransom saeriiice. They tell men that 
man is a creature of evolution and can and will bring 
Mms^ up to perfection by his own efforts. Those 
words are false and tend to turn the people away from 
•Jehovdh God. 
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The clergy teach the people the doctiine of the 
trinity, to wit, that “€k)d the Father, Qod the Son, 
and (jh>d the Holy Qhost” are three persona in one, 
and all three equal in power, substance and eternity. 
Such q)eech or prophecy, which no one can under- 
stand, not only is confusing, but dishonors Jehovah 
God and turns reasonable people away from the great 
Jehovah God bendes whom there is none other. — ^Isa. 
42 : 8 : 45 : 5 , 6 . 

The clergy tell the people that they 'need not study 
the Bible, because they can not understand it’, that 
the clergy arc the only ones who can understand it, 
and that therefore the people should take their in- 
struction from the clergy and follow what they tell 
them. That speech tends to turn the people away 
from Jehovah God and to cause them to forsake his 
Word. 

The clergy tell the people that the governments of 
the world which are called "Christendom”, although 
very evil and corrupt, constitute God’s kingdom on 
earth and that the people must be gladly submissive 
to whatsoever they may suffer from these govern- 
ments. By such speech honest people are turned 
away from Jehovah God. 

The clergy tell the people that there is no evidence 
of the second presence of the Lord Jesus Christ, that 
there is no reason to believe that Giod will ever bring 
restitution blessings to the people, that all who ate 
saved must go to heaven, and that those who do not 
choose to follow in the way the dergy teach concern- 
ing heaven must go to eternal torment. Such speech 
ia false and tends to turn the people away from Ood. 

The dergy of modem times teach nothing that in- 
duces or tends to induce the people to love, adore and 
worship the grelit Jdiovah Go d an d to magnify his 
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name; and therefore their speech shows them to be 
false prophets. While they claim to speak in the name 
of the Lord, their predictions neither come true nor 
tend to magnify Jehovah’s name. According to the 
divine rule they prove to be false, and the Lord prom* 
ises that in due time he will deal with them as he 
does with all hypocrites. — Matt. 24 : 51. 

From the rules by which the prophets would be tested 
or judged it is evident that some things which were spo- 
ken in the name of Jehovah by the prophets were to have 
fuldlment soon after the time spoken. But the coming to 
pass of some of these events was not alone sufficient to 
prove one a prophet. Complete fulfilment must take 
place in due time. When Jehovah had a message for the 
future time it was indicated by words of the prophet 
such as Jeremiah used, to wit, “Behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord,’’ or as Isaiah said, “It shall come to 
pass in that day.’’ This is an important point in study- 
ing prophecy, and the student must keep it in mind. 
The test was provided by Jehovah, and to such test all 
the prophecies must be subjected. Many things spoken 
by the prophets of God have not yet had fulfilment. For 
instance, Isaiah prophesied that God would establish 
on earth a righteous government which shall rest upon 
the shoulder of the Messiah. (Isa. 9:6,7) Also that 
all the nations would go up to Jerusalem and learn 
of Jehovah, follow his teachings through his govern- 
m^t, and leam war no more. (Isa. 2:24) Jeremiah 
prophesied that God would make and inaugurate a 
new covenant with Israel and that by the terms of 
that covenant both those dead and those living should 
have an opportunity for a blessing. If these prophe- 
eies have not been fulfilled, and if all possibility of fol- 
filment is past, then these prophets are proven false. 
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The clergy seize upon such as a basis for denying 
that God will restore Israel and establish his right- 
eous government on earth through Christ. They deny 
that those men, who thus spoke, truly represented 
Jehovah God. By so doing the clergy make Gfod a 
liar, or else these prophets are false. But those who 
are now truly devoted to the Lord can see from pres- 
ent conditions in the earth that many of the prophe- 
cies are at this time in course of fulfilment. The Lord 
has announced certain physical facts that will como 
to pass in fulfilment of prophecy by which facts tho 
student can determine when the prophecy is in course 
of fulfilment. These physical facts show that God’s 
prophets spoke the truth, and indicate that in the near 
future all their prophecies will be fulfilled according 
to God’s will. 

The modem clergymen deny that the prophets of 
the Old Testament spoke anything that applies to the 
present or future days. To appear considerate before 
the people they say that those men of old doubtless 
spoke what they believed to be true, but that they 
were wrong, and that the modem clergyman has more 
wisdom than the prophets of old. The clergymen are 
now what Jesus said about the scribes and Pharisees j 
namely, they are blind guides of the blind. They do 
not discern God’s purposes, first to gather ’the seed 
of promise’, and then through ‘the seed of promise’ 
(The Christ) to restore Israel and bless all the peo- 
ples of the earth with life by restitution. The clergy 
therefore dishonor the name of Jehovah God and turn 
the people away from him. 

The issue is now sharply drawn, and is this: Is 
Jdiovah the Almighty God, or is there another! Is 
the Bible the Word of God or merely the words of 
meat This issue will be decided in due season. God 
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has caused his Word to be spoken and recorded. In 
due time he will vindicate both his Word and his 
name. Therefore God will have at tiiis time some peo- 
ple on earth who will faithfully and truly proclaim 
his name and his Word to the end that those who de- 
sire to know him may learn that he is the one true 
God, and that the peoples of earth may have notice 
of his purpose to carry into full operation all that 
the prophets have foretold. 

Those holy men of old called prophets did not write 
their own message. They wrote as the spirit of the 
Lord God moved them to write. The spirit of God, or 
holy spirit, is his power invisible to man but used by 
him to direct men who were devoted to him. His in- 
visible power operated upon those men of old, his 
prophets, and caused them to write down the vision 
they had for the benefit of those who are now on earth. 
“For the prophecy came not in old time by the will 
of man; but holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the holy [spirit].” — 2 Pet. 1:21, 

PURPOSE 

Prophecy recorded in the Bible is not mere literary 
essay to be dissected by modem critics and compared 
with their own learning. It is not intended for those 
who deny the great ransom sacrifice and teach that 
man is a creature of evolution. It is not intended to 
be imderstood by those who push aside the name of 
Jehovah and exdt the name of some creature. It is 
not even for those who profess to be followers of Christ 
Jesus but who magnify the name of some creature in- 
st^d of honoring and magnifying the name of the 
Creator. It is not for those professed Christians, evmi, 
who 'accept a man’s person or give fiattering titles to 
men' and who therefore look to men to guide them 
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rather than to the Lord and his Word.-Job 32 : 21, 22. 

For what purpose, then, was prophecy written? It 
was written for the benefit of the true followers of 
Christ Jesus who are fully devoted to Jehovah God, 
and especially for those who in the “last days" are 
giving their all to Jehovah God and to the honor of 
his name. (Rom. 15 : 4 ; 1 Cor. 10 : 11) “Every scrip- 
ture inspired of God is also profitable for teaching, 
for reproof, for correction, for instruction which is in 
righteousness: that the man of God may be complete, 
furnished completely imto every good work .” — 2 Tim. 
3:16,17, R. V. 

Those who wholly devote themselves to the Lord 
God and joyfully obey his commandments shall under- 
stand, because they are wise within the meaning of 
the Scriptures. They are wise in that, being devoted 
to the Lord, they apply their knowledge to do as the 
Lord directs them to do. The wise shall \mderstand, 
but the wicked shall not understand. — ^Dan. 12: 10. 

Jehovah used his chosen people Israel to make pic- 
tures, or what we call types, and the reality thereof 
comes to pass or is applied long after the picture is 
made. Such pictures or types are really prophecies. 
He used some other men, such as Job, as types or to 
make pictures, which constitute prophecies. The tab- 
ernacle in the wilderness and the temple in Jerusa- 
lem spoke each a prophetic message, although them- 
selves silent. The priesthood, Aaron and his family, 
and Isaiah and his sons, were types or pictures which 
spoke prophetically of things to come to pass imme- 
diatdy preceding the inauguration of God's right- 
eous government. All these things are to bo conrid- 
ered as prophecy, in the examination of the subject. 

Man had been alienated from Gfod by reason of sin 
put in active operation by Satan the Devil God, to 
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be sore, knew that Satan wonld ever continue to be* 
smirch his good name and bring reproach upon it 
and turn man away from him and away from the 
truth. He would let Satan go to the full and let man 
have the opportunity to choose good or evil. He would 
also furnish honest and faithful men with evidence of 
his own supreme power, justice, wisdom and love, and 
prove that in his own due time he would establish a 
righteous government, destroy the evil and the work- 
ers of iniquity, and magnify his own name that all 
men might learn the way to life. Therefore he caused 
the prophets to be his witnesses, and the truth of their 
testimony he proved centuries after it was uttered. 
He brings to pass the events which they foretold when 
speaking as his mouthpieces. Thereby the proof con- 
clusive is furnished that Jehovah God knew the end 
from the beginning, and that Jehovah alone is the 
only true God. 

James, seeing this and moved by the spirit of the 
Lord, said: “Known unto God are all his works from 
the be^nning of the world.” (Acts 15 : 18) Jehovah, 
knowing the end from the beginning, furnished 
prophetic testimony by which the man now devoted 
to God can be thoroughly furnished with the light that 
enables him to pursue a good and righteous work. 
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Redemption 

J EHOVAH makes it clear in his Word that his 
purpose has ever been to magnify his Word, to 
keep his name before men for their own good, and 
to manifest his loving-kindness toward the children 
of men. Ijet the student always keep these truths in 
mind in the study of prophecy. Also let him bear in 
mind that at all times, from Eden till this very hour, 
there has been and is yet in the universe God's arch- 
enemy, who is Satan the Devil, and whose purpose is 
and always has been to defame God and to bring re- 
proach upon his name and to turn men away from 
Jehovah God. Keeping these things in mind will enable 
the student to better understand as he progresses in 
his studies of divine prophecy. 

The fact that God created the perfect man and wo- 
man and gave them the power to multiply and fill the 
earth is at least presumptive proof that Jehovah pur- 
posed that in some future day that perfect pair 
should be surrounded by a multitude of perfect chil- 
dren, all dwelling together upon the earth in happi- 
ness and giving glory to the great Almighty Creator. 
Doubtless he had revealed his purpose to the Logos 
and Lucifer at the time of the laying of the founda- 
tion of the world. (Job 38:7) The rebellious Lucifer 
attempted to spoil the purpose of Jehovah and to 
obtain the service and worship of man for himself. 

Necessarily the issue at once arose, to wit. Would 
Jehovah maintain his good name and make good his 
word, or would he be compelled to destroy his crea- 
ture for ever and thereby admit that his purpose in 
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the creation of the earth and man upon it had failed? 
Satan would reason like this: *I£ Ood does carry out 
the announced penalty of his law by causing Adam 
to die, that will be an admission that Ood can not 
make a man who will maintain his integrity and his 
allegiance to Jehovah, and will therefore prove that 
God’s efforts at creation have failed. If God does not 
kill Adam according to the announced penalty of his 
law, then God proves himself a liar and no one of his 
creatures will have confidence in God. In either event 
God’s creatures, losing confidence in him, will turn 
away from him, and I shall receive the worship of 
man and probably other creatures [which he so much 
coveted].’ 

It was Satan’s desire and probably his belief that 
God would not kill Adam; hence he boldly concocted 
and told the first lie: “Ye shall not surely die.” He 
not only made God out a liar, but challenged God to 
carry out the penalty of his law, reasoning that by 
so doing God would prove his own weakness. There- 
fore the rebellion of Lucifer and the fall of man at 
once involved the word and name of the great Creator. 
What would God do in vindication thereof? 

God did pronounce the sentence of death on man, 
but did not carry it into immediate execution. He 
expelled Adam from Eden and turned His face away 
from man. If those conditions should continue for 
ever, with man completely alienated from Ctod, and 
man should continue to live, man would therein suf- 
fer mental torment. Probably the docthine of eternal 
torment originated at that time with Satan, and from 
the time that Adam was expelled from the presence of 
G^ till now Satan has kept that defamatory doctrine 
alive. If God should have compassion upon Adam and 
set aside his judgment and ignore it thereafter, what 
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would be the effect on his creatnrest Man would con* 
elude that he could sin again and continue to violate 
(3od’s law with impunity. The angels of heaven would 
also conclude that they could do likewise. The fact 
that God did not put Adam to death immediately was 
doubtless used by Satan to turn many of the angels 
of heaven away from Jehovah and to cause them to 
follow Satan. Satan would therefore prove to himself, 
and have some tangible evidence for others, that God’s 
not having put man to death made God a liar and 
destroyed the reason for confidence of his creatures 
in him. Doubtless this was the reason why many of 
the angels turned away from Jehovah and followed 
after Satan. 

Men have insisted that God should have forgiven 
Adam and extended mercy toward him and not en- 
forced the penalty of his law. In support of their con- 
clusion they cite the words of Jesus addressing Peter. 
Peter asked Jesus how often he should forgive his 
brother if he sinned against him. Jesus answered: 
“Until seventy times seven.” (Matt. 18 : 21, 22) Those 
who use this as an argument in support of the con- 
tention that God should have forgiven Adam, do not 
recognize that the relationship between two men who 
are brothers is very different from that of God toward 
his perfect creature. The creature Adam was perfect 
and deliberately violated his Maker’s law. The words 
of Jesus related to brothers, both of whom were im- 
perfect and therefore sinners, and who should have 
due consideration for the weaknesses of each other. 
Adam was a perfect man ; and his obligation was to 
obey God’s law. The statement of that law was plain 
and explicit. (Gen. 2:16, 17) There was at least an 
implied covenant on the part of Adam to keep that 
law, and he iraa able to do so ; therefore the question 
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of repentance and forgiveness could not be taken into 
consideration, i OtJO • 

Furthermore, if man could sin deliberately ahd be 
forgiven, there would be no reason why the angels of 
heaven also might not sin and be forgiven. The very 
foundati<m of God’s entire universe would be shaken. 
With all these questions that are perplexing to the 
creature the great Creator was in no wise disturbed. 
God knew from the very beginning what would be the 
end, and he let Lucifer and his other creatures reason 
as they might choose and take the course that they 
might desire. God’s wisdom is too great for creatures, 
even including the enemy Satan. (Ps. 10:5; Prov. 
24:7; Rom. 11:33) God does, however, open his 
treasure-house of Icnowledge and gives wisdom to those 
who love him, and he permits them to see some of 
the riches thereof. (Ps. Ill : 10 ; 25:9) In due time 
Jehovah will prove to all intelligent creation that Sa- 
tan’s logic was entirely false, that his conclusions were 
wrong, and that all who have followed in his way 
have been evil. God will prove that He is the only all- 
wise, just and all-powerful and loving One, that there 
is no other God besides him, and that those who will 
have life must obtain it in God’s appointed way. 

At the same time that God pronounced his sentence 
of death against Adam, he also pronounced the judg- 
ment of death against Satan. He has deferred the 
execution of the latter even to a day future. Doubt- 
less Lucifer also used this fact to induce the angels 
of heaven to follow his way, for many of them did so. 
Therefore it is clear that the issue from then till now 
is, Who is the great supreme God! That is now the 
issue that must be determined. 

God must be just and must therefore put Adam to 
death. He had his own good purpose in ddaying the 
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execution of his judgment for nine hundred and more 
years. That judgment of death has affected all of 
Adam’s offspring. (Bom. 5: 12) All being bom sin- 
ners, >811 men are entirely helpless to bring about a 
reconciliation of man to God. If man is ever to be 
justified and stand right before his Maker, God must 
provide the way. God alone is wise enough and power- 
ful enough to do it ; and, knowing the end from the 
beginning, he did make provision for man’s justifica- 
tion or reconciliation. Paul, having learned wisdom 
from the Lord, told how God was just and the justi- 
fier of man. — Rom. 3 : 24, 26. 

From the very day of the expulsion of Adam from 
Eden God began to utter prophecy relating to the 
restitution of man. While God knew the end from 
the beginning, Satan was not wise enough to know 
that. In pronouncing the judgment Jehovah foretold 
of “the seed” that would come in some future day, 
but not from Adam, which “seed” should be the com- 
plete conqueror of Satan and should destroy death 
and its power. No one was wise enough to know when 
and how the “seed” and conqueror would come. God 
made the statement of the fact, and that is aU-suiE* 
dent — Gen. 3:15. 


COVERING 

Gk>d prepared the skins of animals, and with these 
made a covering for Adam and Eve. That was a 
prophetic act. Necessarily one or more animals must 
die in order to provide such covering of skins. The 
covering was provided because of sin. Thus God 
prophetically indicated that the sin of man could be 
covered and hid from his sight, but only by and 
throi^h the death of another. The death of the one 
furnishing a cover must be a substitute for Adam’a 
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life. That prophetic act of Jehovah pointed to the 
further fact that he would provide a substitute for 
man to redeem man ; that the Eedeemer must become 
such at a great cost ; and that he must be strong and 
overcome the enemy. From time to time God con- 
tinued to put things before man which pointed to the 
future Eedeemer. It remained for the latter day, 
when men are provided with the Bible and have the 
spirit of the Lord, for them to understand these things 
by tlic grace of God. Now, thanks be unto God, the 
time has come for man to understand and appreciate 
to at least some degree God’s wisdom, love and power, 

DEFINITIONS 

Jehovah having uttered a prophecy concerning the 
Eedeemer, let us now determine what is meant by the 
term “redeemer”. The meaning of the words “re- 
deem” and “redeemer” must be ascertained from 
the Scriptures. In the Old Testament two Hebrew 
words arc generally employed to translate the words 
“redeem” and “redeemer”. The word goal is one of 
the words mentioned, and means to buy back by the 
next of kin or the avenger, and to deliver by the pay- 
ment of a purchase price. (Lev. 25:25, 48 ; Ex. 6:6) 
The word poda/i is also employed, and means to rescue, 
make free or set free, or deliver. (Deut. 13 : 5 ; Hos. 
13: 14) Therefore the correct understanding of “re- 
deemer”, according to the Scriptures, is that the next 
of kin or the avenger could pay the purchase price 
required and thereby make free or deliver the one 
held in bondage. By that means redemption of the 
one bound is accomplished. 

The Scriptural proof is that when Adam sinned the 
bondage of death resulted to him, and that therein 
all men have come under such bondage. (Bom. 5: 12; 
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8:21) If man is to be delivered from that bondage, 
it must be done by one who can pay and is willing to 
pay the price that is required ; and that one must be 
stroujg and able to resist and overcome the power 
which has kept man in bondage. The first prophecy 
uttered indicated that there would be a great conflict 
in connection with the redemption of man from bond* 
age, and that the Deliverer must be a conqueror. The 
purpose at this time is to show that God prophesied 
the coming of such a great Redeemer and Deliverer, 
or means by which deliverance should be accomplished. 
The purpose is also to show that this was foretold by 
prophetic words and prophetic action. 

SACRIFICE 

Jehovah gave respect to the sacrifice of animals. 
The offering of animals as sacrifices prophetically 
pointed to what God would require for the release of 
man from bondage. Abel and Cain each brought an 
offering for sacrifice unto the Lord. The sacrifice of 
Abel was the firstling of his flock, and God had re* 
spect to that sacrifice. The act of pving respect to 
that sacrifice by Jehovah must have prophetically 
pointed to what would be required for man’s release 
from bondage, because 2500 years thereafter God com* 
manded the Israelites to make a similar sacrifice. 
(Gen. 4:4; Num. 18: 17) The sacrifice of Cain was 
not acceptable unto the Lord. The reason is now ap* 
parent to the careful student, to wit, that Cain’s 
iMrifice was only the fruit of the ground and did 
not require the giving up of life; whereas the sacri* 
flee that Abel brought required the sheddii^i of blood. 
"By faith Abel offered unto God a more excellent 
saimfiee than Cain." (Heb. 11 : 4) This does not mean 
tiuit God took pleasure in the da^g of annuals. It 
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does mean that it prophetically pointed forward to the 
time when Qod would accept a life as a substitute for 
that which Adam had forieited, and that such life 
would be the price of redemption. 

There is no Scriptural evidence that men in early 
times had any knowledge of the real purpose of sacri- 
fice, but faithful men learned that the sacrifice of life 
had respect by Jehovah and that this had something 
to do with man’s future blessmg. Their faith in Gk)d 
was pleasing to him. By receiving such sacrifice the 
Lord was making prophecy. Jehovah had no real plea- 
sure or satisfaction in the sacrifice of animals, but 
such was his method of prophesying concerning his 
purpose of providing redemption for man. In his due 
time he would reveal to the faithful ones the meaning 
thereof, and thereby their faith and confidence in him 
would bo made strong. (Ileb, 10:6) That men had 
such faith in Jehovah God is proven by what followed. 

When Noah came out of the ark he slew animals 
and offered them in sacrifice unto God, and the Lord 
had respect to such sacrifices. (Gen. 8:20) That time 
was far removed from the time of Eden, but undoubt- 
edly the sacrifice offered by Noah was a remembrance 
of sin and of the necessity for a substitute for the 
sinners ; hence the sacrifice was a prophetic act. 

Abraham was justified by faith and he manifested 
his faith in God by offering up animals in sacrifice. 
This he did as soon as he reached the land of Canaan. 
(Gen. 12 : 7) It is not to be understood that Abraham 
Wew God’s plan of redemption, but he had faith in 
God that whatever Qod did was right ; and God di- 
rected Abraham’s action, and his sacrifice of animals 
unto God was a silent prophecy pointing to some- 
thing better in the future. Then God subsequently 
directed Abraham in making a sacrifice that spoke with 
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prophetic doquenee of the great saetifice to be made 
in the future for man’s redemption. Qod commanded 
Abraham to take his only son Isaac, whom be loved, 
and offer him for a burnt offering. (Gen. 22:1-18) 
Abraham proceeded to do as be was commanded; and 
when he had gone to the very point of slaying his 
only beloved son, God stayed his hand. Immediately 
JeWah provided an animal for sacriflce in the place 
of Isaac. By the acts there performed a great proph- 
ecy had been uttered with just as much force as if 
the son had been actually killed. Here was not only 
a prophecy of what God would require as the price 
for man’s redemption, but an interpretation of the 
meaning of the sacrifice of animals. It showed that 
the sacrifice of animals was merely a prophetic pic- 
ture saying in substance that in some future day there 
must be a sacrifice of life that will furnish the great 
cost price for the redemption of man, and that that 
life must be a substitute for Adam and therefore a 
perfect life. 

Ih that prophetic picture Abraham represented 
God, while Isaac, Abraham’s only son, represented 
God’s only beloved Son Christ Jesus. Offering up his 
only wh was a great cost to Abraham and propheti- 
cally said: Jehovah God is the Redeemer of man by 
reason of the fact that he makes provision for redemp- 
tion, and that provision is made with great cost tq^ 
J^ovah. There was nothing in what Abraham did 
in connection with the sacrifice to interpret the pro- 
phetio picture. But today the student of the Scriptures 
can wdl see that God did thereby foretell how the 
Redeemer would be found and provided, and that in 
(ni|« to be fhe redeemer of man such Redeemer must 
die saerifidaliy. 
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When Qod was about to deliver bis people from the 
bondage of Egypt, which bondage represented the 
bondage of mankind to their oppressor, the enemy 
Satan, he caused the Israelites to offer a male lamb 
without blemish. Its blood was sprinlded over the 
doorpost of each residence, and where that blood was 
sprinlded the first-borns were protected from death. 
The Passover lamb was sacrificed, and then Moses, as 
the active deliverer, led the Israelites out of bondage. 
(Ex. 12:1-51) Primarily the slain lamb stood for 
Moses, who could not die and still lead the Israelites 
out ; and therefore the Iamb prophetically foretold the 
Greater than Moses and the One whom Moses repre- 
sented, and that He should die as a sacrifice. 

When God gave the Israelites his law at Mount 
Sinai he provided for the tabernacle and prescribed 
the ceremonies to be performed in the use thereof. 
(Ex. 25 : 1-40) The tenth day of the seventh month 
of each year was the one day of the year on which the 
Israelites were to afflict themselves because of their 
shortcomings and transgressions. That was their an- 
nual atonement day. On that day animals must be 
slain and the priest must take the blood of those 
animals and carry it into the Most Holy of the taber- 
nacle and sprinMe the blood upon the mercy seat. 
First the blood of the bullock, and then the blood of 
the Lord’s goat, was thus sprinkled. That ceremony 
made atonement for the sins of the people for the 
year. Doubtless that is all the Jews could see about 
what was done. They could not understand the real 
meaning of these sacrifices. There again, however, a 
great prophecy was uttered. That prophecy showed 
that one must be found to be offered up as a sacrifice 
for mankind, and how atonement should be accom- 
plished. The court that surrounded the tabemade 
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was the place where the animals were slain, and rep* 
resented the earth where the great sacrifice must be 
made. The Most Holy represented heaven itself, and 
there the blood must be sprinkled; saying in effect 
that the great redemptive price for the release of man 
must be paid in heaven and that that price must be a 
life poured out in sacrifice. 

Jehovah caused his chosen people by their very 
course of action to utter prophecy relating to the 
future. He showed that the Redeemer must also be 
the Deliverer. Egypt was holding the Israelites in 
restraint, with Pharaoh as the ruler thereof represent- 
ing Satan and his oi^anizcd power holding mankind 
in restraint. Moses, strong in the Lord and in the 
power of his might, delivered the Israelites, thereby 
uttering a prophecy which said: ‘The day will come 
when the Greater than Moses shall rise who will 
redeem and deliver the human race from the bondage 
of the enemy.’ Likewise David, in rescuing the Israel- 
ites from their enemies, representatively prophesied 
that God would send a Mighty One who would rescue 
the people and deliver them from their enemies. 

Then God caused men who were really devoted to 
him to speak words of prophecy concerning the Re- 
deemer. It is not to be expected that those men would 
understand the meaning of the words they uttered 
concerning the Redeemer, but they spoke or wrote 
as the power of God moved them. 

In his great suffering and tribulation Job repre- 
sented, among other things, humankind suffering and 
desiring to be delivered. Job first speaks of the good- 
ness of God and the inagnificance of man, and how 
impossible it is for imperfect man to bring himself 
into harmony with his Creator. Then he adds: 
*‘There is no umpite [mediator] betwixt us that mij^t 
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lay Ms hand upon us both.” (Job 9:83, B. T.) This 
prophecy said in substance: There must be one to go 
between Qod and man, which mediator God will pro- 
vide for the deliverance of man. Then Job gave utter- 
ance to these prophetic words: “But I know that my 
redeemer liveth, and as the Last over my dust will 
he arise ; and though after my skin is struck off this 
followeth, yet apart from my flesh shall I see God.” 
— Job 19:25,26, Rotherham. 

Jehovah caused his prophet to utter these words: 
”I will ransom them from the power of the grave; 
I will redeem them from death.” (Hos. 13 : 14) The 
word "redeem” in this text means to buy back with 
a price, and the word “ransom” employed in the 
same text means to rescue, make free and deliver. 
The prophecies therefore mean that some day in Ms 
appointed way God would buy back the right of man 
to life, and buy this right with a price, and would 
rescue, deliver and set men free from the power of 
death and the grave. 

Relating to the same matter God caused his proph- 
et to write: “They that trust in their wealth, and 
boast themselves in the multitude of their riches ; none 
of them can by any means redeem [deliver and make 
free] his brother, nor give to €lod a ransom [provide 
the covering or redemptive price] for Mm: . . . that 
he should still live for ever, and not see corruption.” 
(Fs. 49:6-9) Regardless of all the riches a man 
might possess, he could not provide the price required 
to make himself or Ms brother or the human fam- 
ily free. God must make the provision. Then the 
prophecy is uttered that God will do that very thing 
for man. “Like sheep they are laid in the grave; 
drath shall feed on them ; and the Upright iflmll have 
dondnion over than in the morning ; andih^ beaufy 
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shall consume in the ge&ve from their dwdling. But 
God will redeem my sonl from the power of the grave : 
for he shall receive me/ — Ps. 49: 14, 15. 

Gradually God, by words and the actioirs taken by 
his people under his direction, disclosed his purpose 
to provide redemption by the sacrifice of a life as a 
substitute for Adam. Then through his prophets he 
teUs more specifically of his purposes. He foretells 
the coming of a man entirely pure and free from sin ; 
that he would be offered as a sacrifice and would will- 
ingly submit to death ; that he would pour out his be- 
ing in death and in his death would provide the 
great cost price that would redeem man from death 
and the grave; that the perfect man wotild die as 
though he were a sinner, yet being without sin, and 
his life would be made. an offering for sin; that God 
would raise him up again, that Jehovah’s purpose 
would prosper in his hand and that he should not 
only be the Redeemer of man by his own life-blood 
but be a great Conqueror and triumph over the 
enemy. Among other things in this wonderful proph- 
ecy he uses these words: 

“Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried our 
sorrows; yet we did esteem him stricken, smitten of 
God, and afflicted. But he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our iniquities ; the ehafr 
tisement of our peace was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed. All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one to his own way; 
and the Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us all. 
He was oppressed, and he was afflicted, yet he opened 
not his mouth; he is brought as a Imnb to the slaugh- 
ter, and as a sheep before her shearers is dumb, so 
he openeth not his mouth. He was taken from piimn 
and fnnn judgment: and who shall declare his gener- 
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atkmt for he was eat off out of the land of the living: 
for the transgression of my people was be stricken. 
And he made his grave vnth the wicked, and with the 
rich in his death; because he had done no violence, 
neither was any deceit in his mouth. Yet it pleased 
the Lord to bruise him; he hath put him to grief; 
when thou shalt make his soul an offering for sin, 
he shall see his seed, he shall prolong his days, and 
the pleasure of the Lord shall prosper in his hand. 
He shall see of the travail of his soul, and shall be 
satisfied ; by his knowledge shall my righteous servant 
justify many ; for he shall bear their iniquities. There- 
fore will I divide him a portion with the great, and 
he shall divide the spoil with the strong; because he 
hath poured out his soul unto death: and he was 
numbered with the transgressors; and he bare the 
sin of many, and made intercession for the transgres- 
sors.”— Isa. 53:4-12. 

The prophetic evidence proves beyond a doubt that 
from the very moment Lucifer rebelled and man fell 
God purposed to provide a perfect human being on 
earth who would prove his complete loyalty and faith- 
fulness to God, maintain his integrity and devotion 
to Jehovah, be wholly submissive to God’s will and 
willingly die as a su^titute for Adam, and thereby 
provide a covering and a redemptive price for man; 
and that that Mighty One God would raise up out 
of death, grant unto him the divine nature and use 
him to vindicate his own Word and great name. 

THE TEST 

How shall we know that these prophecies are 
true! The answer is, Because they completely 
meet the divindy-provided test. Every prophet that 
spoke the truth i^oke in the name of Jehovah; there* 
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fore the prophecy is Jehovah’s Word. Jehovah pro- 
vided the test by which the people might know the 
truth or falsity of such prophecy. All the prophecy 
herein set forth exactly complies with those require- 
ments; namely, all were spoken in the name of Je- 
hovah, all tend to turn the people to Jehovah and 
teach them that he is the Almighty God, and many 
of the prophecies have been fulfilled or are in course 
of fulfilment, thereby proving that the prophets who 
spoke were God’s prophets and spoke his Word of 
truth. If some of the prophecies thus spoken have 
already been fulfilled, then with absolute confidence 
we may expect the other portions of the prophecy to 
be fulfilled. 


FULFILMENT 

Jesus was bom exactly at the place foretold by 
God’s prophet. (Me. 5:2) He was begotten, not by 
man, but by the power of Jehovah God, and was 
therefore pure and without defilement. (Matt. 1:18; 
Heb. 7:26) He was brought into the world to speak, 
and did speak, in the name of Jehovah God. (John 
6 : 38, 57) He was bom a Jew under the law, and was 
therefore raised up from among his brethren, even 
as Moses had prophesied. (Dcut. 18 : 15, 18 ; Gal. 4:4) 
When he appeared to begin his work on earth as a 
man, John the Baptist, one of the greatest of the 
prophets, pointing toward Jesus, said: ” Behold the 
Lamb of God [Jesus, foretold as the sacrificial or 
Paschal Lamb], which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” (John 1:29) Jesus had come to be offered 
up as a sacrifice even as the lamb was offered by the 
Israelites, and the life of Jesus would be poured out 
for the mn of the world. The prophet of Jehovah 
had foretold that he would come ’to comfort those 
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tiiot moTim*. (Isa. 61: 1,2) Jesus went about doing 
good and comforting those who did mourn, healing 
the tdck and opening the eyes of the blind. (Luke. 
4:18; Matt. 11:28) All mankind was in bondage to 
death and in need of life, and Jesus said: “1 am 
come that they might have life.” (John 10: 10) He 
further said that he came to give his life a ransom, 
the purchase price, for man.-Matt. 20:28; John 6 : 51. 

Jesus was persecuted and oppressed; he was as* 
saultcd and wrongfully chaiged with crime; he was 
tried and convicted as though he were a wicked per- 
son, and was crucified between two thieves, all of 
which had been foretold of and concerning him by 
God’s prophet. He was raised from death by the 
power of Jehovah. (Acts 10: 38-40) He was raised, and 
ascended into heaven, the great Conqueror over death, 
and is alive for evermore, and still leads on, the Con- 
queror over all opposition. (Rev. 1:18; 6:2) As to 
why his life-blood was poured out in death God’s in- 
spired witness testified, to wit: “We see Jesus, who 
was made a little lower than the angels, for the suffer- 
ing of death, crowned with glory and honour: that 
he by the grace of God should taste death for eveiy 
man.”--Heb. 2:9. 

“For there is one God, and one mediator betwemi 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus ; who gave him- 
self a ransom for all, to be testified in due time.” 
(1 Tim. 2:5,6) “Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible things, as silver 
and gold, from your vain conversation received by 
tradition from your fathers; but with the predotm 
tdood of Christ, as of a lamb without blmnish and 
without spot : who verily was foreordaihed heioxQ the 
f^dation of the world, but was manifest in these 
liit times for you.”— 1 Pet 1; 18-20. 
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He \ra8 offered “to bear 1;he sins of many". 'He 
hath appeared to put away sin by the sacrifice of 
himself.’ (Heb. 9 : 26-28) “In whom we have redemp- 
tion through his blood, the for^veness of sins, accord- 
ing to the riches of his grace." (Eph. 1:7) “But 
now in Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were far off 
are made nigh by the blood of Christ. For he is our 
peace, who hath made both one, and hath broken 
down the middle wall of partition between us ; having 
abolished in his flesh the enmity, even the law of 
commandments contained in ordinances ; for to make 
in himself of twain one new man, so making peace; 
and that he might reconcile both unto God in one 
body by the cross, having slain the enmity thereby." 
—Eph. 2: 13-16. 

“In whom we have redemption through his blood, 
even the forgiveness of sins ; and, having made peace 
through the blood of his cross, by him to reconcile all 
things unto himself ; by him, I say, whether they be 
things in earth, or things in heaven.” (Col. 1 : 14, 20) 
“Neither is there salvation in any other: for4here 
is none other name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved.” — ^Acts 4: 12. 

FALSE PROPHETS 

The clergymen or pastors of the various churches 
of modem times claim’ to be prophets speaking in the 
name of God. Before their congregations they some- 
times speak of the name of God and of Jesus, and 
they deny the power thereof. In this they fulfil the 
prophecy uttered of and concerning them. (Isa. 29: 
13; 2 Tim. 3:5) They deny the Bible’s testimony of 
man’s creation, his sin and fall ; they deny that 
needs a redeemer, and deny the blood of Jesus poui^ 
out as the puidmse priee for man’s redemption. They 
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wholly miounee the ^at ransom sacrifice. Dr. 
Barnes, bishop of Birmingham, England, is a sample 
of the many modem clei^^ymen, and from a sermon 
delivered by him on September 26, 1927, the follow- 
ing is a quotation: 

“In this age of social and moral confusion, of in- 
tellectual progress and unrest, the turmoil was so great 
that few landmarks seemed safe, and the religious be- 
liefs and traditions of our forefathers were sharply 
challenged. 

“Were they to cling to the old faith! We would 
rather say: Welcome new discoveries with an open 
mind and reverence the great men who made them. 
But let them remember that, behind all the new knowl- 
edge, the fundamental issues of life would remain 
veiled. 

‘“Today there is, among competent men of science, 
unanimous agreement that man has been evolved from 
an ape-like stock. He arose, possibly a million years 
ago, from a tangle of apes which began to vary in 
different directions. 

“As a result tlie stories of the creation of Adam 
and Eve, of their primal innocence and of their fall, 
have become for us folklore. But by the men who 
built up Catholic theology they were accepted as 
solid fact. Man’s special creation was one of the 
primary assumptions of the Catholic system. In it the 
fall explained the sin. 

“Darwin’s triumph has destroyed the whole theo- 
logical scheme. Man is not a being who has fallen 
from an ideal state of perfect innocence: he is an 
animal slowly gaining spiritual understanding and, 
with the gain, rising far above his distant ancestors.’’ 

Ask almost any clergyman of the present time con- 
eeming the purchase of mankind by the blood of 
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Jesos, and lie will tell yon that the blood of Jesus 
was not shed as a redemptive price. Whether ignorwt 
of the great array of divine prophecy concerning the 
Bedeemer and redemption, or whether these men de- 
liberately misrepresent the truth, does not matter as 
to the truth or falsity of their words. Put to the di- 
vine test, their words arc proven false, because (1) 
they deny the Word of God ; (2) their prophecy con- 
cerning man’s being able to save himself has never 
come true and never will; and (3) their teachings 
turn men away from Jehovah God and produce 
agnostics and infidels. Therefore such men arc false 
prophets and are representatives of their father the 
Devil, and his bidding they do even as did their 
counterparts in the days of the Jews. — John 8 : 42-44. 

The sacrifice of animals, offered by the Jews and 
made to prophetically show God’s purpose, the mod- 
em clergyman claims to abhor. Human sacrifice for 
the sin of man is to them even more abhorrent. The 
real trouble with such clergymen is that they do not 
wish to acknowledge that man is a sinner and that he 
is wholly dependent upon God for his redemption, 
deliverance and restitution to life. 

All people know from observation and experience 
that man is imperfect, subject to sickness, pain and 
death. They know that no man has ever been able 
to bring himself up to the point of perfection or to 
live everlastingly. The greatest desire of all sane 
persons is that they might have life. They want to 
know the truth. There is no truth except that which 
is contained in God’s Word or which is fully in 
harmony with God’s Word of truth as set forth in 
the Bible. Concerning this Jesus said: “Thy word is 
truth.” (John 17 : 17) To know and follow the truth 
means to know the way to life. 
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Th« great array of prophetic utterances concerning 
redemption of man, accepted and supported by the 
fulfilment of that prophecy, is conclusive proof that 
the prophets of God foretold the truth. These prophe- 
cies furnish the foundation for faith and the confi- 
dence of all honest persons to go on in the study of 
prophecy. Let the people therefore disregard the 
theories advanced by men and devote themselves to 
an honest and careful study of God’s Word of truth. 
So doing they will learn that Jehovah is the only 
true God and that he employs the good office of the 
great Bedcemcr, the Prophet, Priest and King, to 
lead men to the way of life. As the honest person 
pursues these studies it opens to him the great trea- 
sure house of knowledge and wisdom leading to bound- 
less blessings. Who then is the great Prophet, Priest 
and King, who will deliver the people from their 
bondage and show them the way to life? 
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Prophet, Priest and King 

J EHOVAH, in prepamg for the complete vindica- 
tion of his Word and his name, foretold the 
mighty agency he would use to accomplish that 
purpose. He would bring forth a Prophet who would 
speak authoritatively for Jehovah, a Priest who would 
serve as the chief executive officer of the Lord, a King 
who should in God's due time rule the world in right- 
eousness. Since the Redeemer and Deliverer of man 
must be strong and a great conqueror, it might be ex- 
pected that the same Mighty One wo^d till the office 
of God’s Prophet, Priest and King. 

The work of Moses as a prophet was about done, 
and God would have him tell Israel of the coming 
of the Greater than Moses. He therefore said to the 
Israelites: “The Lord thy God will raise up unto 
thee a Prophet from the midst of thee, of thy brethren, 
like imto me; unto him ye shall hearken. And the 
Lord said unto me, ... I will raise them up a 
Prophet from among their brethren, like unto thee, 
and will put my words in his mouth; and he shall 
speak unto them all that I shall command him. And 
it shall come to pass, that whosoever will not heaiken 
unto my words which he shall speak in my name, I 
will require it of him.” — ^Deut. 18:15, 17-19. 

All peoples of earth ^all in due time hear and obey 
that m4dxty Prophet, or Jehovidi himself will take the 
matter in hand. “It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God.” <Heb. 10: 31) It fol- 
lows that the One here described would come not to 
speak his own message but to speak tiie message of 
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the Almighty Ood and to acquaint the people concern* 
ing the will of the Most High, that his will might be 
done by the peoples on earth as it is' done in heaven. 

The fact that God said that the great Prophet 
would be “like unto” Moses must mean that the work 
done or duties performed by Moses foretold the kind 
of work to be done or duties to be performed by the 
Greater than Moses. That which prominently stands 
out in the work of Moses may be summed up in this 
manner : He was appointed by Jehovah, God raised 
him up to be the deliverer of his people. He was the 
law-giver. He was the teacher of the people, inform- 
ing them of God’s will. He was the true and faithful 
witness of God for the people. He was the father and 
comforter of the Israelites. Above all, he stood for 
the name and glory of Jehovah. The Greater than 
Moses must do likewise, only on a far wider scale. 
The chief reason why God sent Moses to Egypt was 
to “redeem [Israel] for a people to himself, and to 
make him [for himself] a name”. (2 Sam. 7:23) 
Therefore the chief reason for sending the greater 
than Moses must be to redeem the people and to 
make a name for Jehovah God. There is no intimation 
that he would be sent merely to save some and get 
them to heaven to help God run his aifairs. 

If it be found from the Scriptures and from the 
events that have actually come to pass that the proph- 
ecy uttered by Moses concerning the conung of the 
greater Prophet has been fulfilled, then it follows 
that the one fulfilling the prophecy is the mighty Rep- 
resentative of Jehovah God and that his words are 
true and import absolute verity and must be followed 
and obeyed. It would also follow that any man, 
whether clei^jyman or other, who dmiies the words of 
Jesus is a false prophet and his words are false. All 
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manMnd, be they Jews or Gentiles, mtist obey what- 
soever this great Prophet commands, if they would 
have the favor of Jehovah God. 

FULFILLED 

John the Baptist was a prophet. He was the one 
who made announcement of the coming of Jesus 
Christ the Son of God. The learned Jews came to 
John and inquired if he was that Prophet concern- 
ing whom Moses prophetically wrote. John answered 
that he was not, but that the one coming after him 
and whom he announced is that great Prophet. "When 
Jesus appeared and began his work John said: “This 
is he of whom I said, After me cometh a man which 
is preferred before me; for he was before me.” — 
John 1 : 21, 30. 

When Jesus was baptized in the Jordan the spirit 
of God descended upon him and there was a voice 
from heaven saying: “This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased.” (Matt. 3:17) John testi- 
fied that he witnessed this great demonstration of 
power. (John 1:33,34) Peter at Pentecost declared 
Jesus Christ to be the One whom Moses foretold. 
(Acts 3 : 19-24) Paul also identifies him as that great 
Prophet. (Rom. 1:1-3) The New Testament scrip- 
tures abundantly testify that Jesus Christ is the great 
Prophet foretold by Moses. Did he meet the divine 
requirements of a prophet! He did in every respect. 
He spoke in the name of Jehovah God ; his wor^ on 
all occasions tended to turn the people to Jehovah 
God and to honor his name, and many things that he 
said have come to pass. 

He spoke in the name of Jehovah and authorita- 
tively as God’s mouthpiece. “God, who at sundry 
times and in divms mannms spake in time past unto 
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the fathers by the prophets, hath in these last days 
spoken unto ns by his Son, whom he hath appointed 
heir of all things, by whom also he made the worlds." 
(Heb. 1 : 1, 2) Jesus always honored his Father and 
claimed no honor for himself. "I seek not mine own 
will, but the will of the Father which hath sent me." 
(John 5 : 30) ‘ ‘ As my Father hath taught me, I speak 
these things. ... I honour my Father. ... If I 
honour myself, my honour is nothing; it is my Father 
that honoureth me." (John 8 ; 28, 49, 54) He did not 
attempt to magnify himself, but always magnified 
Qod’s name. When those who heard him would not 
believe him, he asked them to believe him because of 
his works. — John 14: 10, 11. 

The entire New Testament record of Jesus abun- 
dantly proves that he was the great Teacher from 
God bearing testimony to the truth of Jehovah. For 
this cause was he bom and came into the world. 
(John 18:37) Ho was the great expounder of the 
will of God. As God’s great mouthpiece he declared 
things to come to pass which could not be understood 
until they were fulfilled. 

Jesus’ great prophecy concerning his second pres- 
ence and the end of the world is set forth in the 
record. (Matt. 24) The things there prophesied began 
to come to pass in the year 1914, and they are still 
in process of fulfilment Jesus foretold the fall of 
Jerusalem and the dispersion of the Jews and that 
subsequently they would again become the recipients 
of God’s favor. The first part of that prophecy was 
long ago fulfilled, and the latter part is now beginnk^ 

. to be fulfilled. He testified that he must die to pro- 
vide the great redemptive price for man. (Matt. 20: ' 
28 ; John 10 : 10 ; 6 : 51) That prophecy has been ful- 
filled. (Hd>.2: 9; lTim.2: 5, 6) Hepn^hesiedthatlie 
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would be raised from the dead, would asemid into 
heaven, and would come again; all of which prophecies 
have been fulfilled. Many of Ids prophecies have been 
fulfilled, and many more arc yet to be fulfilled. What 
is here said is said for the purpose of showing that 
he met in every sense that which was required by the 
Lord and which proved him a true prophet, and that 
he is the great Prophet who Moses prophesied was 
to come. 

As Moses was the redeemer and deliverer of the 
Israelites from Egypt, so is the great Prophet Jesus 
Christ the Redeemer and Deliverer of all mankind. 
As Moses was the law-giver to the Israelites, so Jesus 
Christ is the great Law-giver for the people. As 
Moses was teacher of the people of Israel, so Jesus 
Christ is and ever will be the great Teacher of man- 
kind. As Moses was the guide for the Israelites, even 
so Jesus Christ is the Guide and Leader and Instruc- 
tor for the people. (Isa. 55:4) As Moses was a 
“father" to the Israelites, so Jesus Christ is the 
great Life-giver of the world. (Isa. 9 : 6, 7) As Moses 
stood for the honor of Jehovah’s name, even so the 
Greater than Moses, Christ Jesus, whom God hath 
exalted, is now and ever shall be an honor and glory 
to the name of Jehovah God. (Phil. 2 : 9-11) The proof 
shows beyond all question that Jesus Christ is the 
great Prophet whom God foretold by the mouth of 
Moses, and that the words spoken by Jesus are from 
Jehovah, and that all who would live must hear and 
obey his words. 


APRIEST 

The high priest of Jehovah God is the one who 
servM him offidaUy as his prinmpal officer. The cere- 
mony perfomied in connection witii the tabmmacls 
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on the atonement day was a prophetic ceremony. The 
priest performed that ceremony. In substance that 
prophetic ceremony said: The time will come when 
the great High Priest, appointed by Jehovah, shall 
serve in that official capacity in making atonement 
before God for the sins of the world. A perfect hu- 
man sacriflce must be offered up as a substitute for 
sinful man, thereby providing the cost price for the 
redemption of man, and must in due time be presented 
to Jehovah. Who would be the priest to perform that 
sacrificial work? Paul, the inspii’ed witness of the Lord, 
answers the question and identifies Christ Jesus as 
that great High Priest who was faithful to God 
who appointed him. (Heb. 3:1-6) The proof shows 
not only that he was the Priest of God when on earth, 
but that he still occupies that high office in heaven 
itself. (Heb. 4: 15; 8: 1) He did not take that high 
office by his own appointment, but took it by appoint- 
ment from Jehovah God. — ^Heb. 5 : 5, 6. 

Once each year, on the atonement day, the high 
priest of Israel performed the prophetic ceremony 
by offering the lives of animals; and in fulfilment 
of that prophecy Jesus Christ, the great High Priest 
of God, offered his own life-blood once, and thereby 
provided the ransom price and sin-offering for man- 
kind. “Christ being come an high priest of good 
things to come, by a greater and more perfect taber- 
nacle, not made with hands, that is to say, not of this 
building; neither by the blood of goats and calves, 
but by his own blood, he entered in once into the 
holy place, having obtained eternal redemption for 
us. How much more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal spirit offered himsdb? without 
spot to God, purge your conscience from dead works 
to serve the living Godt For Christ is not entered 
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into the holy places made with hands, which are the 
figures of the true; but into heaven itself, now to 
appear in the presence of God for us. For then must 
he often have suffered since the foundation of the 
world: but now once in the end of the world hath 
he appeared, to put away sin by the sacrifice of him- 
self. ’ Heb. 9:11, 12, 14, 24, 26. 

As further proof that the Jewish ceremony on the 
atonement day was prophetic, the high priest of the 
Jews must be taken from the tribe of Levi; and henee 
it was called the Levitical priesthood. Jesus was from 
the tribe of Judah, about which tribe nothing was 
said concerning priesthood. There was another priest- 
hood provided, which is designated in the Scriptures 
by the Lord as the priesthood “after the order of 
Melchiscdec”. (Heb. 7:11-17) Then Paul, in that 
connection, quotes the words of the prophet: “With- 
out father, without mother, without descent, having 
neither beginning of days, nor end of life ; but made 
like unto the Son of God, abideth a priest continual- 
ly.”— Heb. 7: 3. 

By this language is meant that this priesthood did 
not come into office by reason of birth, as did the 
priests of the Levitical order, and that therefore ho 
had neither father nor mother ; and since there is no 
record of the beginning of the Mighty One, and since 
there is to be no end of his priesthood, it is stated 
that he was without beginning of days or end of life. 
Therefore the Levitical priesthood prophetically re- 
ferred to the work of the great Priest, Christ Jesus, 
to be performed in connection with the antitypical 
atonement day, but it did not foreshadow other work 
that the same great Priest does. 

Another prophecy was made foretelling that great 
Priest and the natnrh of his work. When Abraham 
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vras returning from rescuing Lot he was met by 
Mclchizedek, who was then king of Salem, which 
means that he was the king of peace, and he was at 
the same time a priest of the Most High God; and 
he gave Abraham nourishing food and drink (Oen. 
14:18; Hcb. 7:1) That prophecy foretold the com- 
ing of a Mighty One who would fill the office of Priest 
of the Most High God and who would minister life- 
giving portions to the peoples of the earth, Jesus 
Christ fulfilled this prophecy and is God’s great High 
Priest and chief executive officer for ever, and he gave 
unto the people that which will bring and sustain life. 
(Bom. 6:23) Being God’s chief executive officer, he 
does and will perform all things for Jehovah and in 
the name of Jehovah. Concerning this it is written 
that ‘all things arc from Jehovah and all things are 
by Christ Jesus ’. — 2 Cor. 5: 18; 1 Cor, 8:6. 

KING 

The prophecy concerning Mclchizedek shows also 
that the great High Priest who fills the office is at 
the same time the great King or Ruler. God caused 
Isaiah to prophesy concerning the coming of the 
Mighty One upon whose shoulder the government of 
righteousness would rest, and who would give life 
and peace to the peoples of earth. He foretold that 
that Mighty One is the Prince of Peace. (Isa. 9: 6, 7) 
When Jacob was on his death-bed God caused him to 
utter a prophecy concerning what should come to 
pass in the future. Among other things he prophe- 
sied as follows: “Judah is a lion’s whelp: from the 
prey, my son, thou art gone up: he stooped down, he 
couched as a lion, and as an old lion; who shall rouse 
him upt The sceptre ^all not depart from Judah, 
nor s lawgiver from between his feet, until Shiloh 
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come ; and nnto him shall the gathering of the peo- 
ple be.” — Qen. 49 : 9, 10. 

Jesus descended from the tribe of Judah and is 
identified in the Scriptures as “the Lion of the tribe 
of Juda”. (Rev. 5:5) The Mighty One thus fore- 
told by this prophet must have the right to rule and 
be the great Law-giver to the people, even as Moses 
was the law-giver to Israel. His name Shiloh means 
peaceful One, or the Prince of Peace. The fact tlmt 
the prophet declared that unto him shall the gather- 
ing of the people be is a prophecy that he would be 
the Ruler of the people. Jesus has partially fulfilled 
this prophecy and is in course of fulfilling it all. 

Jehovah caused his prophet to foretell the place of 
the birth of him who must be the rightful Ruler of 
the world. “But thou, Beth-lehem Ephratah, though 
thou be little among the thousands of Judah, yet out 
of thee shall he come forth unto me that is to be ruler 
in Israel; whose goings forth have been from of old, 
from everlasting.” (Mic. 5:2) When Jesus was bom 
at Bethlehem this prophecy was fulfilled partially, 
or in miniature. The words of the prophecy, “Whose 
goings forth have been from of old, from everlasting,” 
definitely identify the Logos, by whom all things were 
created and who was made flesh and dwelt among 
men, as the One who was bom to be the Ruler of the 
world. (John 1:1-4) When Jesus was on earth he 
was anointed to be King and therefore was the King 
at that time, but he did not assume the ofiice of Ruler 
at that time. He must wait until God’s due time, which 
was future, as he stated to Pilate. (John 18 : 36-38) 
The prophet indicated the time that Jesus would as- 
sume his office as King when he said : “Therefore will 
he give them up, xmtil the time that she which trav- 
aileth hath brought forth: then the remnant of his 
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brethren shall return unto the children of Israel.”— 
Mic. 5:3. 

That prophecy relates to the time when his nation 
would be born and his rule would begin, which has 
now been fulfilled, but which will be discussed in a 
subsequent chapter. God, through his prophet, re- 
ferring to a future time, said: “Yet have I set my 
king upon my holy hill of Zion.” (Ps. 2:6) That 
prophecy began to have its fulfilment in 1914, as will 
appear from evidence hereinafter submitted. 

The indisputable prophetic testimony shows there- 
fore that he whom Jehovah provided to redeem the 
human race is also the great Prophet of Jehovah God 
and speaks with absolute authority for Jehovah. The 
proof is also that he is the everlasting “Pi’iest of the 
Most High God” and will for ever administer the du- 
ties of that office, and is hence the chief officer of 
Jehovah. The proof is also that he is the great King 
and rightful Ruler of the world, who will rule in 
righteousness for the blessing of the people, and that 
he received the everlasting right to all these high 
ofQces at the time when he was anointed by the holy 
spirit of Jehovah. 

“Anointing” means designation to office and that 
the one thus anointed is clothed with power and au- 
thority to act in that oflice. The word “Christ” means 
anointed one, and it was at the time of his anointing 
that he received the name Christ. From that time 
forward he has properly possessed the titles of Proph- 
et, Priest and King. The word “Messiah” also means 
the anointed one. God, through his prophet, foretold 
that tlie Messiah the Prince would be cut off, but not 
for himself. (Dan. 9 : 25, 26) That prophecy is ex- 
actly in harmony with Isaiah’s prophecy concerning 
the One who should pour out his soul unto death to 
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provide the redemptive price for man. (Isa. 53: 8, 12) 
Jesus fulfilled this prophecy, because he is the Anoint- 
ed, the Messiah, and he poured out his soul unto 
death, not for himself but for the benefit of mankind. 

When Jehovah God raised Jesus out of death and 
exalted him to the highest place in heaven, he had 
then become the Redeemer and the One who makes 
atonement for sin ; and he rightfully holds that title 
in addition to those of Prophet, Priest and King. 
Jesus then possessed the power and authority to estab- 
lish immediately a righteous nile on the earth and take 
action against the great enemy to oust him from ruler- 
ship of the world, and to perform the work of vindicat- 
ing Jehovah’s name, and to command all the people to 
obey. It would have been his greatest joy to do so 
then, had it been God’s due time ; but God’s due time 
had not yet arrived ; therefore Jehovah said to him as 
he had foretold through the words of the Prophet 
David: “The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou at 
my right hand, until I make thine enemies thy foot- 
stool.” (Ps. 110:1) Paul recorded the fulfilment of 
that prophecy when he wrote: “But this man, after 
he had offered one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down 
on the right hand of God ; from henceforth expecting 
till his enemies be made his footstool. ”-Heb. 10: 12, 13. 

The above prophetic statement can not be taken to 
mean that Jesus must remain idle or inactive when 
directed to sit down, but must mean that he was to 
await God’s due time for taking action against the 
enemy to oust him from the courts of heaven, estab- 
lish a government of righteousness, and vindicate his 
Father’s name. There was much other work for him 
to do in the meantime. When he was about to end 
his earthly ministry as a man, he said to his disciples: 
“And I covenant for you, even as my Father has 
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covenanted for me, a kingdom, that you may eat and 
drink at my table in my kingdom, and sit on thrones, 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel." (Luke 22:29, 
30, Diaglott) Thus Jesus uttered a prophecy that his 
faithful followers (meaning his disciples and others 
who should likewise follow in his footsteps) would be 
with him in his kingdom. 

Again, he said to his disciples about the same time: 
“I go to prepare a place for you. And if I go and 
prepare a place for you, I will come agmn and receive 
you unto myself, that where I am there ye may be 
also." This was also a prophecy, the understanding 
of which was hidden from his followers until the time 
of his coming and his kingdom. Now that prophecy 
has been at least partially fulfilled and is in course of 
fulfilment, and those who are devoted to the Lord can 
understand it and do understand it. Seeing then that 
the prophecies foretold the Redeemer, the great Proph- 
et, Priest and King, and that these prophecies have 
been fulfilled or are in course of fulfilment, there is 
an abundance of proof to establish the faith of all 
who love Jehovah. The fact tliat the Lord caused 
these prophecies to be written for the benefit of the 
man who devotes himself to Jehovah God is conclu- 
sive proof that in God’s due time the prophecies 
would be understood. 



CHAPTEB IV 


Days of Understanding 

J EHOVAH reveals himself and his purposes to his 
people in his own due time. His prophecy there- 
fore can not be understood until it is God’s due 
time for understanding it. Prior to his due time any 
interpretation is merely a guess. Without doubt it 
has been pleasing to the Lord for those consecrated to 
him to seek an understanding even before the due 
time to understand. Their very attitude of searching 
for the truth kept them in harmony with the Lord. 
The holy angels of heaven sought an understanding; 
and while the Lord did not reveal his purpose to them, 
he did not rebuke them, and thus shows that he is 
not displeased with those who search for the truth. 
It will be found also that the understanding of the 
prophecies of God increases as the fulfilment thereof 
unfolds. Therefore one may see some part of proph- 
ecy now, and later see it more clearly. “The path of 
the just is as the shining light, that shineth more and 
more unto the perfect day.’’ (Prov. 4:18) It is also 
true that prophecy has more than one fulfilment. It 
will be found that at a certain period of time the 
prophecy has a small or miniature fulfilment, and 
later a much larger and complete fulfilment. 

Many students have made the grievous mistake of 
thinking that God has inspired men to interpret 
prophecy. The holy prophets of the Old Testament 
were inspired by Jehovah to write as his power moved 
upon them. The writers of the New Testament were 
clothed with certain power and authority to write as 
the Lord directed them. However, mnee the days of 
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the apostles no man on earth has been inspired to 
write prophecy, nor has any man been inspired to 
interpret prophecy. The Apostle Peter emphatically 
says: “Knowing this first, that no prophecy of the 
scripture is of any private interpretation.” (2 Pet. 
1 : 20) The interpretation comes from the Lord in 
his own due time. When his due time arrives to bring 
about the physical facts by which those devoted to 
him can see that these facts are in fulfilment of 
prophecy, then the prophecy can be understood. The 
truth docs not belong to any man or any other crea- 
ture. God’s Word is truth. In his due time he mtikes 
it clear to those devoted to him, and not before. 

To his faithful disciples Jesus said: “When he, 
the spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you into all 
truth: . . . and he will shew you things to come.” 
(John 16: 13) The spirit of God was given to these 
disciples at Pentecost, and thereafter they spoke or 
wrote under the supervision of the spirit of God. 
(Acts 2 : 4) The Lord did show them things to come, 
and some of them uttered words of prophecy. There 
is no Scriptural proof, however, that the apostles had 
successors, and therefore we must conclude that they 
had a special mission from the Lord to understand 
and speak according to his will. Without doubt some 
of them at least had a better understanding than they 
wei’e permitted to disclose to others. Paul speaks of 
himself as receiving a vision from the Lord and of hear- 
ing words which it was not lawful for him to utter. 
(2 Cor. 12 : 4) So far as the Bible discloses, there is 
no other man since the days of the apostles who has 
had any vision that was not lawful for him to utter. 
From the words of Jesus we must understand that 
even his disciples would be permitted to understand 
God’s purpose oivly in his due time. 
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Jestis also said to his disciples: ‘‘And now I have 
told you before it come to pass, that, when it is come 
to pass, ye might believe.” (John 14:29) This is a 
plain statement of the rule concerning the understand- 
ing of prophecy, namely, that ‘when it comes to pass, 
ye may believe and understand'. The ‘‘ye” in that 
text refers to the disciples, and it must be limited to 
those who arc devoted to Jehovah God. This explains 
why the Lord’s Word can not be understood by those 
who are not in harmony with God. If a man wants 
to understand the Word of the Lord, he must devote 
himself to the Lord honestly and sincerely. ‘‘The 
secret of the Lord is with them that fear him ; and he 
will shew them his covenant.” — Ps. 25: 14. 

The apostles, under the supervision of the Lord, or- 
ganized the church in their day. To the members of 
the church of that time the written epistles of the 
apostles were directed, but they were intended more 
particularly for the understanding, aid and comfort 
of the members of the church at the end of the world. 
(Rom. 15:4; 1 Cor. 10 : 11) After the death of the 
apostles there quickly came upon the church a time 
of darkness. That was a long period of darkness and 
is generally mentioned as the ‘‘dark ages”. During 
that long period of time the face of the Lord was 
turned away from that organization called ‘‘the 
church”, so far as revealing his purposes was con- 
cerned. That period of time lasted approximately 
from the third century to the nineteenth century. In 
that period there was probably a very small number 
of the true followers of Christ on earth. The number 
claiming to be the followers of Christ was lai^e, but 
those who were faithful and true were few in num- 
ber. That was the period of time when the true and 
the false grew together, which Jesus described in the 
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parable as the “wheat” and the “tares” growing in 
the same field. He declared they must continue thus 
to grow together until the end of the world. (Matt. 
13 : 24, 30, 39) Thus growing together, the true fol- 
lowers of Christ were greatly hindered by the false. 
The teachers in the churches were selfish men inter- 
ested in political influence and personal flattery. 
Under the influence and control of the enemy Satan, 
they caused the truth to become obscure and to bo 
seen very dimly. 

Again attention is called to the words of Jesus, the 
great Prophet, who with authority from Jehovah said 
to his disciples: “I go to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go ... I will come again and receive you 
unto myself.” It should therefore be expected that 
the coming again of the Lord would mark the begin- 
ning of a better understanding of God's Word. In 
harmony with this, Peter at Pentecost uttered a 
prophecy saying; “Times of refreshing shall come 
from the presence [face] of the Lord [Jehovah] ; and 
he shall send Jesus Christ, which before was preached 
unto you; whom the heaven must receive [retain] 
until the times of restitution of all things, which God 
hath spoken by the mouth of all his holy prophets 
since the world began.” (Acts 3:19-21) In this the 
apostle clearly foretells a time of refreshing to the 
people of the Lord, and that the time would be at the 
second coming of the Lord Jesus. 

That would not mean that Jesus must be bodily 
present again on the earth, because with him distance 
is no barrier. He is a spirit being of the divine nature, 
and his power is without limitation, regardless of his 
actual bodily position. Being clothed with all power 
in heaven and in earth, he could administer the affairs 
of the church from one point as well as from another. 
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The apostle’s words mean that, at a stated time and 
acting in accord with Jehovah’s orders, Christ Jesus 
would begin to minister to those consecrated to God 
and give them refreshing. What would be the nature 
of that refreshing f 

Peter mentions “restitution”, which would mean 
a restoring of that which had been taken away or hid- 
den, and would necessarily include the truth that was 
hidden during the “dark ages”. On another occasion 
Jesus said that 'Elijah must first come and restore all 
things’. (Matt. 17 : 11) Elijah was a prophet of God 
who did a restitution work in his time, in that he 
restored to the Israelites an understanding of the 
truth concerning God and their covenant relationship 
with God. (1 Ki. 18 : 39) His work was prophetic and 
foretold that the Lord would restore his truth to his 
own people. After Elijah was dead, Malachi prophe- 
sied that God would send Elijah the prophet before 
the great and dreadful day of the Lord. (Mai. 4: 5, 6) 
That prophecy is proof that another should do a 
work similar to that done by Elijah, but on a far 
greater scale and of much more importance. 

The restitution or restoring of all things, of which 
Jesus spoke, and also that mentioned by the Apostle 
Peter, must begin with the restoring to the people of 
God the trutlis that had been hidden during the dark 
ages. That restitution work woiild progress durmg 
the manifestation of the second presence of Jesus 
Christ. It would be expected that the days of under- 
standing of the prophecies would begin sometime 
after the manifestation of the Lord’s second presence, 
and the understanding would continue to increase 
thereafter. 

The Scriptural proof is that the second presence of 
the Lord Jesus Christ began in 1874 A.D. This proof 
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is specifically set out in the booklet entitled Our 
Lord’s Rdurn. In the Scriptures there are three dif- 
ferent Greek words used in connection with the 
second coming of the Lord Jesus Christ. Those words 
are, to wit: parousia (Matt. 24:3), which means pres- 
ence; epiphnneia (2 Tim. 4:1), which means pres- 
ence and shining forth with increased light; and 
apokalupsis (Rev. 1:1), which means the presence of 
the Lord shining forth with increased light and to a 
complete uncovering or revelation. Thus is shown the 
progressive unfolding of the prophecies during the 
presence of the liord. That is the period of refresh- 
ing mentioned by Peter, and that refreshing is given 
to, and is for, the benefit of the faithful students of 
God’s Word, because God has turned lus face to them 
and the Lord Jesus Christ is manifesting his presence 
and is ministering to them. 

Within the period of his presence there is a grad- 
ual and progressive restoration or restitution of the 
fundamental truths of the Word of God. Therefore 
the work of Elijah foretold a period of time for the 
restoration of all the groat fundamental trutlis of the 
divine purpose. This i)rophccy has been fulfilled. Par- 
ticiilarly three great fundamental tniths were little 
understood until after the second presence of the 
Lord. Those truths are, to wit, the philosophy of the 
ransom sacrifice, the mystery of God concerning Christ 
and his body members, and the restitution of the hu- 
man race during the reign of Christ. 

That restitution of fundamental truths would not 
mean an unfolding and understanding of all the 
prophecies, for the reason tliat they had never been 
understood. It is impossible to restore a thing that 
did not once exist or that was not once understood. 
Without a question of doubt the apostles understood 
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the fundamental trutlis, mentioned above as being 
restored. It is also equally certain that there are 
many of the prophecies that they could not clearly 
understand, becaxise it was not God’s due time to 
reveal them. One of these truths, in particular, was 
in reference to the Lord’s second coming, one which 
he stated no man understood. (Matt. 24:36) There- 
fore the conclusion is that the restitution of all things 
does not have reference to an interpretation of the 
prophecies. 

Another general rule that may be safely followed 
by the student of prophecy is this: A prophecy is 
usually in course of fulfilment before the followers 
of Christ discern it, and often such followers are 
used by the Lord to perform a certain part in fulfil- 
ment of the prophecy without their being aware that 
they are so used. Then, after progress in the fulfil- 
ment, he makes it known to them. By faith the true 
Christian goes on doing what he can in harmony with 
God’s will, and then the Lord shows him how he has 
been used by the Lord. Evidently the Lord does this 
for the purpose of encouraging the Christian and 
increasing his faith. 

Interpretation of prophecy has been written time 
and again by men, and many have believed such in- 
terpretation to be true. Afterward, when they found 
out that the interpretation was not true, many have 
become discouraged and have turned away from the 
study of God’s Word. This is a great mistake. If we 
always keep in mind that the truth is God’s and not 
man’s, and that no man can interpret prophecy, but 
that the true follower of the Lord can see it after it 
is fulfilled, then the student will be less liable to be- 
come discouraged. He will then be giving all honor 
and glory to Jehovah and not to any man. Jehovah 
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never makes any mistakes. Where the student relies 
upon man, he is certain to be led into difficulties. 
When he relies upon the Lord, he will be kept in 
perfect peace. — ^Isa. 26 : 3. 

PREPARING THE WAY 

Jesus Christ, the great Prophet of God, prophesied 
that he would come again. The fulfilment of that 
prophecy is one of the outstanding parts of the di- 
vine plan. Having arranged for others to be taken 
into the ‘covenant by sacrifice’ and ultimately into 
the kingdom, the Lord at his second coming would be 
expected to first do some special work in behalf of 
those. They must have the truth restored to them to 
be enabled to discern the presence of the Lord and 
to do the will of God. They must have a knowledge 
of the Scriptures in order to be thoroughly furnished 
and prepared for the work the Lord would have them 
to do. (2 Tim. 3 : 16, 17) When the Lord organized 
the church he provided that those who are apt to 
teach would communicate what they had learned to 
others who desired to know the truth, and thereby 
the members of the church would be used to aid one 
.another. Such ministry God committed to the faith- 
ful followers of Christ Jesus. Of course the enemy 
would attempt to prevent this and to turn the minds 
of all away from God. 

During the “dark ages” he used the clergy espe- 
cially to blind the others, and the result was that by 
far the greater number were unfaithful to what they 
did know and became blind to all the truth. There 
were some who were true and faithful. The dishonest 
ones were used by Satan to blind many. The dishonest 
clergymen or teachers in the church magnified them- 
sdives and other men, and hid from the eyes of the 
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people an understanding of Jehovah God and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, In this way Satan used them as 
his instruments. God’s due time came to send Christ 
Jesus, that refreshing times might begin for his faith- 
ful people. As the honest ones would be refreshed by 
the truth, they would be used by the Lord to aid 
others in teaching them the truth and preparing them 
to discern the second presence of the Lord and his 
kingdom. Such a ministry of truth was given to the 
apostles, and all honest followers of Christ Jesus 
since have had some opportunity to do something to 
enlighten others. To continue pleasing to the Lord 
they must bo honest and preach God’s truth, and 
particularly his means of salvation by Christ Jesus. 

Note the apostle’s argument: “Therefore, seeing 
we have this ministry, as wo have received mercy, we 
faint not; but have renounced the hidden things of 
dishonesty, not walking in craftiness, nor handling 
the word of God deceitfully; but by manifestation 
of the truth commending ourselves to every man’s 
conscience in the sight of God. But if our gospel 
[the message of truth] be hid, it is hid to them that 
are lost [perishing] ; in whom the god of this world 
[Satan the enemy] hath blinded the minds of them 
which believe not, lest the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ, who is the image of God; should shine unto 

them. For we preach not ourselves, but Christ Jesus 
the Lord; and ourselv^ your servants for Jesus’ 
sake. For God, who commanded the light to shine out 
of darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of the glory of God in the 
face of Jesus Christ. But we have this treasure in 
earthen vessels, that the excellency of the power may 
bo of God, and not of m’’ (2 Cor. 4 : 1-7) It follows, 

then, that the first essential to understanding the 
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truth when restored to the church would be honesty. 
In order to remain in the truth and advance with the 
light of the Lord’s presence, honor and glory must 
be given to God and not to man. This would be a 
preparatory work. 

Jehovah, through his prophet, foretold this very 
work of preparing tlie way. “Beliold, I will send my 
mcssengei’, and he shall prepare tlie way before me: 
and the Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly come to 
his temple, even the messenger of the covenant, whom 
ye delight in; behold, he shall come, saith the Lord 
of liosts.” (Mai. 3: 1) Christ Jesus the great Proph- 
et, God’s authoritative spoke.sman, is the great “mes- 
senger” who is sent to execute this order of Jehovah. 
This order is designated in the Scriptures as ‘pre- 
paring the way before Jehovah’. This work of pre- 
paring the way before Jehovah God would consist 
of restoring the fundamental truths, and bringing the 
honest seekers for truth together for the study of the 
Word of God and for instruction and aid to them in 
building one another up in the most holy faith. Un- 
doubtedly this is tlie woi’k conceiming which Jesus 
proi)hesicd when he said that ‘Elijah must first come, 
and restore all things’, Elijah the prophet did a 
prophetic work of restoring to Israel a knowledge of 
God, foretelling a work which Christ Jesus would do 
and in which the faithful body members would have 
some part. 

That work of restoration, foi’cshadowed by Elijah’s 
work, began approximately in 1878 and continued 
until 1918. During that period of time the good news 
of tlie second coming of the Lord, the philosophy of 
the great ransom sacrifice, the mystery of God, and 
the final destiny of humankind, were especially taught 
amongst the truth-seeking people of the earth. That 
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period of time was a time of understanding these 
great truths as they had never before been under- 
stood. To be sure, the vision of the truth continued 
to increase from the beginning of that period. How- 
ever, in that period of time much of the truth was 
not revealed, because it was not God’s due time. 

That wliieh was revealed was an understanding of 
the ten great fundamental truths of the purpose of 
salvation. An understanding of the prophecies that 
had been ftxlfilled was given to the church; but of 
course those that had not been fulfilled or that were 
not in course of fulfilment coxild not be understood, be- 
cause it Avas not God’s due time. The work of pre- 
paring the way before the Lord took place during the 
parousia of Christ Jesus and before the epiphaneia, 
as these words arc hereinbefore defined. 

Keferring again to the prophecy of Malachi, it is 
easi^ seen that when the Messenger of Jehovah would 
finish the work of preparing the way before Jehovah, 
then something else would be due to come to pass, 
and that something else is stated in these words; 
“And [then] the Lord [Jesus Christ], whom ye seek, 
shall suddenly come to his temple, even the messenger 
of the covenant, whom ye delight in ; behold, he shall 
come, saith the Lord of hosts.’’ (Mai. 3:1) Up to 
1918 the faithful Christians on earth were espcciaBy 
looking for tlie Lord to end the work of the church 
on earth and take them all to glory. They began to 
get a better understanding of God’s purposes; and 
the reason therefor was that at that time the Lord 
“'ame “suddenly” or straightway to his t^nple. 

THE TEMPLE 

It Is important, then, to understand what is the 
ten^e of God and what is meant by the Lord’s com- 
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ing to his temple. “Moses verily was faithful in all 
his house, as a servant." Christ Jesus is the Head of 
the house of the sons of God. (Heb. 3: 6) The temple 
of God is another name for the house of sons. The 
temple is made up of God’s anointed, Jesus Clii’ist 
himself being the “chief comer stone” thereof, and 
the faithful members of the body constituting the 
other “living stones”. (Eph. 2:18-22) The apostle 
funiishcs further proof when he says: “Ye are the 
temple of tlio living God; as God hath said, I will 
dwell in them, and walk in them ; and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my people.” (2 Cor. 6:16; 
1 Cor. 3:16) The coming of the Lord to his temple 
would mark the beginning of a time of special under- 
standing by those who arc of the temple of God ; and 
the facts show this to be true. 

It is the Lord Jesus, the Bridegroom, in whom the 
bride members of the church delight and for whose 
coining the bride faithfully watched. This is proven 
by the prophecy which Jesus spoke concerning tho 
wise virgins. (Matt. 25 : 1-8) All during the time that 
Christ Jesus was ‘preparing the way before Jehovah' 
his true and faithful followers were watching and 
waiting for him to come and gather them to •himself, 
even as he had prophesied he would do. With delight 
they anticipated his coming, because they delighted 
in him. This identified the class mentioned by the 
Prophet Malachi as the ones delighting in Jehovah’s 
Messenger. These are called the “virgins” because 
they are pure and undeflled, trusting wholly in the 
Lord. The church is likened unto a pure virgin 
espoused to Christ: “For I have espoused you to one 
husband, that I may present you as a chaste vii^n 
to Christ.” (2 Cor. 11:2) These are “wise” virgins 
because they diligently apply themselves to know the 
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truth of God’s Word and then to obey it. “A wise 
son heareth his father’s instruction.” (Prov. 13:1) 
They are called the sons of God because they receive 
their life from God. These collectively are called the 
wise virgins, because the church, the bride of Christ, 
is represented as a pure woman. 

A lamp is a symbol representing God’s Word of 
truth: “Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, and a 
light unto my path.” (Ps. 119:105) “For thou art 
my lamp, 0 Ijord; and the Lord will lighten my 
darkness.” (2 Sam. 22; 29) “I have ordained a lamp 
for mine anointed.” (Ps. 132: 17) Referring now to 
the prophecy that Jesus spoke coneeniing his coming 
to his temple and concerning the wise virgins and 
whatever action would be taken at that time, he said; 
“Then all those virgins arose, and trimmed their 
lamps.” (Matt. 25: 7) One trims a lamp to make it 
shine more brilliantly, that he may see to a better 
advantage. The statement of Jesus therefore means 
that the faithful ones would at once begin to search 
the Scriptures more diligently, that they might obtain 
greater light upon God’s Word. Therefore, with the 
coming of the Lord to his temple, the wise virgins, 
being received into the temple condition, would be 
illuminated and have a better understanding of the 
Word of God. 

Three and one-half years after the anointing of 
Jesus and after his beginning to preach God’s king- 
dom on earth, he rode into Jerusalem and offered him- 
self as King, and immediately went to the temple or 
house of the Lord at Jerusalem and cleansed it. In 
1914 Jehovah set his anointed One upon his throne; 
therefore at that time Christ Jesus took his authority 
as King. Three and one-half years thereafter, to wit, 
in 1918, the Lord came to his temple, which is the 
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temple of God. One of tlie purposes of the Lord’s 
coming to his temple, as shown by the words of the 
Prophet Malachi, was and is to give those of the tem- 
ple class a clcai’cr understanding of God’s purposes. 
Therefore that would mark the beginning of a clearer 
understanding of the prophecies, because it was God’s 
duo time. 

Again referring to Malachi ’s prophecy in this con- 
nection, note that it is written; “And he shall sit as 
a refiner and purifier of silver; and he shall purify 
the sons of Ijcvi, and purge them as gold and silver, 
that they may offer unto the Lord an offering in 
righteousness.’’ (Mai. 3:3) Silver, in the Scriptures, 
is a symbol of the truth; therefore the Lord, after 
coming to liis temple, would refine and purify the 
truth, that is to say, give a clearer vision of the truth 
to those of the temple class. It should be expected, 
therefore, that after 1918 the true followers of Christ 
would gradually increase in clearness of vision of the 
truth and would have a better understanding of it 
than they had before, and particularly with reference 
to the prophecies. The facts show that that is exactly 
what has come to pass, and this in fulfilment of the 
prophecy. The temple class learned that Iho Lord 
had not come for the purpose of taking all to heaven ; 
but later they had a better under-standing of God’s 
purposes, and learned that the Lord had something 
for the temple class remaining on earth to do before 
being taken into heavenly glory. The coming of the 
Lord to his temple therefore marks the beginning of 
the days of understanding. 

It was from the sons of Levi that the priests of 
Israel were taken, which prophetically foretold that 
the “royal priesthood’’ would be taken from amongst 
those consecrated to the Lord God. (1 Pet. 2:9,10) 
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The statement of the prophet that when Jesus came 
to his temple he would “purify the sons of Levi, and 
purge them as gold and silver”, foretold that with 
the coming of the Lord to his temple he would lake 
account with and cleanse those wlio had been taken 
into the covenant of sacrifice, that the approved ones 
might bo known, and that those would have a clearer 
vision of God’s purposes and would joyfully do God’s 
will. It would be expected, therefore, that after 1918, 
when this purifying work began, the true followers 
and the approved ones would have a clearer vision of 
God’s Word, and that those who were not thus ap- 
proved would not have a clearer vision of his Word. 
The physical facts show that that is exactly what oc- 
curred following the year 1918. Some became offended 
and forsook the Lord and his work. Others, after the 
trying experiences, began to have a clearer vision of 
the prophecies and God’s purposes, and greatly re- 
joiced therein. It was after 1918 that God’s anointed 
people first saw and appreciated the meaning of “the 
robe of righteousness” and “the garments of salva- 
tion”. 

God had caused his prophet to say: “I will greatly 
rejoice ip the Lord, my soul shall bo joyful in my 
God; for he hath clothed me with the garments of 
salvation, he hath covered me with the robe of right- 
eousness, as a bridegroom decketh himself with orna- 
ments, and as a bride adorncth herself with her 
jewels.” (Isa. 61:10) After 1918 the wise virgin 
class began to see that the robe of righteousness means 
Jehovah’s approval, and that the garments of salva- 
tion identify these approved ones who are pleasing 
to God and who are honestly endeavoring to do his 
will. Seeing this, they began to rejoice greatly, and, 
having continued under the robe of righteousness, 
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they have likewise continued to rejoice. Many of the 
other prophecies began to open up to the anointed 
after that time, and as their vision thereof clarified, 
their joy in the Lord continued. 

Further corroborative testimony is given by the 
prophecy uttered by Christ Jesus the great Prophet 
as relating to the end of the world and what followed 
thereafter. He said: “The kingdoms of this world are 
become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ." 
(Rev. 11:15) That corresponds exactly with the 
words of God’s prophet in Psalm 2 : 6, when the Lord 
Jehovah placed his Son upon his throne. Then in that 
connection Jesus further prophesied: “And the na- 
tions were angry, and thy wrath is come." (Rev. 
11:17,18) In 1914 the nations became angry, and 
the World War began and continued for four years, 
ending in 1918. That World War and the attending 
events were exactly in fulfilment of the prophetic 
words of Jesus recorded in Matthew 24; 7-10. It was 
in that year of 1918 that the Lord came to his temple: 
“And the temple of God was opened in heaven, and 
there was seen in his temple the ark of his testament: 
and there were lightnings, and voices, and thunder- 
ings, and an earthquake, and great hail. "-Rev. 11: 19. 

The temple of God was open to those approved ones 
of the temple class, and therefore such began to have 
a better understanding of heavenly things. From that 
time forward the members of the temple class have 
understood the prophecies as they had never under- 
stood them before, because that marked the beginning 
of God ’s due time for such understanding. The fiashing 
of the “lightning", as stated by the Lord, represents 
God’s truth ; and as it fiashed upon the temple class, 
the members thereof continued to have a clearer vision 
of the Lord’s purpose, and particularly of theproph-

ecies. This represents the epiphancia, or presence of 
the Lord and shining forth with increased light. Such 
condition of shining forth with increased light must 
continue until the apohalupsis, or complete uncovering 
of God’s purposes pertaining to his kingdom or right- 
eous government. 

In answer to a question concerning his second pres- 
ence, the end of the world, and coming to his owm, 
Jesus Christ the great Prophet said: “And then shall 
appear the sign of the Son of man in heaven. ’ ’ (Matt. 
24 : 30) It was after 1918, when the Lord came to 
his temple, that the great sign of the Son of man did 
appear in heaven in fulfilment of the above-stated 
prophecy. What, then, is that sign? 
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God’s Organization 

J EnoVAn caused his great Prophet, to whom he 
gave a revelation, to write these prophetic words : 
“And there appeared a great wonder [or, sign, 
margin] in heaven; a woman clothed with the sun, 
and the moon under lier feet, and upon her head a 
crown of twelve stars.” (Rev. 12:1) It is quite cer- 
tain that the sign mentioned in this prophecy is the 
same one that is mentioned by Jesus in his prophecy 
recorded in Matthew 24 ; 30. In both instances the 
word sign is from the Siime root. It is also certain 
that the sign could not be seen and appreciated mitil 
the Lord came to his temple and the temple was 
opened. A sign means an indication or pi'oof given 
for the i)urposc of establishing a fact. The “great 
wonder” or sign must of necessity be something in 
fulfilment of prophecy. Since this sign is to be seen in 
heaven, it follows that it would be discernible by those 
who have a vision of heavenly things. 

With Jehovah everything is in order and proceeds 
orderly. With him there is no confusion. (1 Cor. 
14:33) lie knew the end from the beginning, and 
therefore everything with him must work exactly in 
order and come to pass at his fixed lime. In his first 
prophecy he spoke of the woman that would produce 
tlic “seed” or offspring which would be used to ac- 
complish his purposes. That prophecy could not refer 
to Eve and her child, but must have reference to 
something prophetically represented by the woman 
and her seed. The Scriptures furnish the proof that 
“tlio seed” is “The Christ”, God’s Anointed. (Gal. 
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3:16,27-29) In connection with the “seed” it is 
written that the city of “Jerusalem which is above 
, . . is the mother of us all”, meaning all who are of 
that “seed”. The earthly city of Jerusalem must 
therefore refer to God’s organization above. There- 
fore a woman is used to represent symbolically God's 
organization. We must know that God has an or- 
ganization, because everything is done in order, and 
nothing could be done in order witliout an organiza- 
tion. Therefore the irresistible conclusion is that the 
woman mentioned in the prophecy of Ilcvelation 12 : 1 
is God’s organization. 

It may well be said that God has always had an 
organization ; but since the cartli is for man, and tiie 
Scriptures were written for men on earth who are 
being prepared for God’s organization, the prophecy 
above must have reference to the organization tliat 
would have a direct effect upon men. It must have 
reference to an organization prepared specially for 
men, and more particularly for those men who arc to 
bo taken into the temple class and made a part of 
God’s organization. The great Prophet Jesus uttered 
a prophecy to his disciples and said: “In my Father’s 
house arc many mansions: if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a place for you. And 
if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you uulo myself ; that where I am, there 
ye may be also.” — John 14:2, 3. 

The word “mansion” used in this scripture means 
a place to stay or abide, a residence. In God’s or- 
ganization there arc many positions or places to .stay 
or abide. But Jesus’ declaration was that he was 
going to prepare a place in that organization for his 
faithful followers on earth. He meant that he would 
prepare a place in God’s organization for them, that 
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they might be there with him ; and that in due time 
he would return and receive them to himself, that 
they might abide with him. Since the ascmision of 
Jesus into heaven that which has been the great de< 
sire and hope of the true followers of Christ Jesus 
has been his coming and his kingdom. 

Jesus was prophesying concerning his coming and 
his kingdom when he spoke of the “sign” appearing 
in heaven. The time must come, therefore, when his 
true followers would have the proof and understand- 
ing of his kingdom, when it is brought forth, and 
when it would begin to operate. When a woman gives 
birth to a child, it means that the child is brought 
forth that it may begin its actions of life. It is there- 
fore confidently stated that the sign appearing in 
heaven is the proof or the indication to the temple 
class that the kingdom has begun. (Ps. 2 ; 6) And this 
some of the faithful would see before being taken to 
the Lord in glory. 

The woman, in the prophecy uttered (Rev. 12:1), 
appears “clothed with the sun, and the moon under 
her feet”. God made the sun and the light it gives. 
(Ps. 74 : 16) “For the Lord God is a sun and shield.” 
(Ps. 84; 11) In one of God’s prophecies uttered con- 
cerning the kingdom it is written: “His seed shall 
endure for over, and his throne as the sun before me.” 
(Ps. 89:36) Jehovah covers himself with light as 
with a garment. (Ps. 104:2) The law of God is his 
expressed will, and those who love him are guided 
thereby and walk in the right way. — Ps. 19 : 7 ; 89 : 37 ; 
119:105. 

The woman clothed with the light of the sun and 
walking in the right way repres^ts God’s organiza- 
tion illuminated by him and moving according to his 
wiU. Upon the head of the woman was seen a erowui 
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whicH prophetically says: ‘The Head of God’s or- 
ganization is Christ Jesus, the great Prophet, Priest 
and King and chief executive ofQccr of Jehovah, 
clothed with all power in heaven and in earth.’ (Matt. 
28:18) The ‘twelve stars in the crown’ shows the 
twelve divisions of the glorious organization of Jeho- 
vah, represented in the twelve apostles. (Rev. 7:5-8) 
It is after the temple is opened in heaven that those 
of the temple class yet on earth, by reason of the 
“lightnings” of Jehovah, see this great wonder or 
sign. 

When Jesus ascended into heaven he was directed 
by his Father to “sit thou at my right hand, until 
I make thine enemies thy footstool”. (Ps. 110:1) 
Jesus must have been eager to get into action and 
oust the enemy and vindicate his Father’s name. The 
time would come, as shown by the prophet, when he 
would do that very thing. That would mark the be- 
ginning or bringing forth of the kingdom or govern- 
ment. The prophecy therefore describes God’s organi- 
zation as ‘a woman with child ready for the birth and 
pained [or anxious] to be delivered’. (Rev. 12:2) 
The time must come when Jesus Christ would take 
his power and begin the operation of his kingdom, 
because God had caused his prophet to prophesy that 
he would send forth Jesus to rule amongst his enemies. 
(Ps. 110:2) That would mark the fulfilment of 
Psalm 2 : 6, when God would set his King upon his 
throne. That would represent the birth or bringing 
forth or beginning of the kingdom, which kingdom is 
to rule the world. That would be clearly in fulfil- 
ment of the prophecy: “And she brought forth a 
man child, who was to rule all nations with a rod of 
iron; and her child was caught up unto God, and to 
his throne.”— Bev.*12: 5, 
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The “man child” is God’s government which shall 
rule and dominate all the nations and peoples of the 
earth and which will not permit any opposition. Thus 
is shown God’s kingdom which will rule according to 
his will. That is the kingdom and rule for which 
Jesus taught his disciples to pray: “Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done in earth, as it is in heaven.” 
(Matt. 6:10) Therefore the prophecy shows God’s 
organization represented by the woman clothed with 
the sun, and giving birth to or bringing forth the king- 
dom to rule. 

It was in 1914 that the 'period of wailing’ came to 
an end. (Ps. 110:1; Hob. 10:13) That marked the 
time of the end of Satan’s rule, and from that time 
forward he would not be permitted to go on without 
hindrance. It was then that the World War began, 
which marked the fulfilment of the prophecy concern- 
ing the Lord’s presence and the end of the world. 
(Matt. 24:7-10) It was then that the war in heaven 
began, resulting in the ousting of Satan from heaven. 
(Rev. 12 : 7-9) But the true followers of Christ Je- 
sus could not and did not sec that “sign in heaven” 
until after 1918, because it was in 1918 that the Lord 
came to his temple and began to give to the temple 
class greater light upon God’s Word. (Rev. 11:19) 
By that time the Lord had ‘prepared a place’ for his 
body members, as he had prophesied ; and now he had 
come to assign them a place in God’s organization 
and to give them greater light that they might ascer- 
tain the will of God concerning them. The birth of 
the nation or government, the beginning of the Lord’s 
kingdom by placing the Lord upon his throne, and 
his coming to his temple, is the key-truth to the un- 
locking of much of the prophecy which God reveals 
to his people, 
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ZION 

God has provided in his Word cumulative testi- 
mony concerning his purposes, to the end that men who 
are truly devoted to him may be completely furnished 
with evidence firmly establishing their faith. There- 
fore the evidence which is cumulative is here sub- 
mitted from the Scriptures, proving that God has a 
great organization visible and invisible, and that his 
organization is now operating in harmony with his 
Avill, and that in this organization is the temple class, 
some in heaven and some on earth. 

Zion is one of the names given to God’s organiza- 
tion. The city of Jerusalem was also called Zion: 
“The city of David [Beloved J, which is Zion.” 
(1 Ki. 8 : 1) God organized the city of Jerusalem and 
put his name there, thus identifying it as his, and it 
pictures his organization. The prophet records that 
God “chose the tribe of Judali, the mount Zion, which 
ho loved”, and built his sanctuary there, and chose 
David as the head thereof. (Ps. 78:68-70; 76:1,2) 
Thus in prophetic phrase he describes Zion as God’s 
organization, and Christ Jesus the Beloved of Je- 
hovah as the Head thereof. 

When David brought the ark of the covenant from 
the house of Obed-edom, he placed it in the tabernacle 
on Mount Zion, in the city of Jerusalem. (1 Ki. 8: 1) 
That was the official part of the city, because the king 
dwelt there and it was the executive office. There- 
after the temple was built and the ark of the covenant 
was taken into the temple, and then the name Zion 
was applied to that place. — 1 Ki. 8 : 4-21. 

The ark and the light shining upon it represented 
the presence of Jehovah, or his place of dwelling. 
(Lev. 16:2; Heb. 9:5; Isa. 60 : 19 ; Ex. 13:21) Zion 
therefore represents God’s officid family, which is 
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his place of dwelling: “Mount Zion, wherein thou 
didst take up thy habitation." (Ps. 74: 2, Rotherham) 
“For the Lord hath chosen Zion; he hath desired it 
for his habitation.” — Ps. 132: 13. 

In the city of Jerusalem there were many who were 
not of the official or royal family. Not all of those 
who were brought into God's family will constitute 
a part of his official organization. The Scriptures show 
that there are many who will not be of the royal 
family but will be a part of God’s organization, be- 
cause servants of the royal family. (Eev. 7:15) There- 
fore the name “Jerusalem” embraces all of the 
church, or the called-out class, whereas “Zion” more 
particularly represents those who will be of the royal 
family and sit with Christ Jesus in his throne. (Rev. 
3:21) Jehovah is therefore shown as dwelling in 
Zion, which more specifically represents his organiza- 
tion. (Ps. 9:11) The two words “Jerusalem” and 
“Zion”, being used to represent God’s organization, 
are both symbolized in the Scriptures by a woman. 

BUILDING UP ZION 

By his prophet God foretold that in due time ho 
would build up Zion. “When the Lord shall build 
up Zion, he shall appear in his glory.” (Ps. 102:16) 
The word here translated “build up” is also rendered 
“obtain children” and “set up”. Condder now an- 
other prophecy in connection with Revelation 12:5. 
Jehovah, through his prophet, foretold Zion’s giving 
birth to a man child and to children. “Before she 
travailed, she brought forth; before her pain came, 
she was ddivered of a man child.” (Isa. 66:7) The 
man child in this prophecy is, without a question of 
doubt, the same as the man child mentioned in Revela- 
tion 12. The mode employed by Jehovah in building 
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up Zion se^ns to be this : When God’s due time came, 
he placed his anointed Son Christ Jesus npon his 
throne. This is represented by his holy hill in Zion, 
which is the highest place or head of Zion. (Ps. 2:6) 
That is pictured as the woman, his organization, giv- 
ing birth to the man child or bringing forth and be- 
ginning the government of the Lord for the benefit of 
the Lord’s people. Then the Lord directed his be- 
loved Son to proceed with his rule and to oust the 
enemy. — ^Ps. 110 : 2-6. 

Up to that time there had been no travail or trouble 
in Zion; but immediately following the setting of 
Christ Jesus upon his throne the travail or trouble 
began. That travail was a fight, with the Lord Je- 
sus, the great King and Priest of Jehovah, and his 
holy angels on one side, and the enemy, the Devil, 
and his angels on the other side. Prior to that time 
Satan had access to heaven and the heavenly courts. 
(Job 1:6) In the fight that followed Satan is ousted 
from heaven. It is described in the prophecy thus: 
''And there was war in heaven: Michael and his 
angels fought against the dragon; and the dragon 
fought and his angels, and prevailed not; neither was 
their place found any more in heaven. And the great 
dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, 
and Satan, which dcceiveth the whole world; he was 
cast out into the earth, and his angels were cast out 
with him. And I heard a loud voice saying in heaven, 
Now is come salvation, and strength, and the kingdom 
of our God, and the power of his Christ ; for the ac- 
cuser of our brethren is cast down, which accused 
them before our God day and night. And they over- 
came him by the blood of the Lamb, and by the word 
of thdr testimony ; and th^ loved not their lives imto 
the death.”— Rev. 12:7-11. 
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Shortly following this war in heaven the children 
of Zion were brought forth, and there was great re- 
joicing. This was foretold by the prophet when he 
said; “Who hath heard such a thing? who hath seen 
such things? Shall the earth be made to bring forth 
in one day? or shall a nation be bom at once? for as 
soon as Zion travailed, she brought forth her children. 
Shall I bring to the birth, and not cause to bring 
forth? saith the Lord: shall I cause to bring forth, 
and shut the womb? saith thy God. Rejoice ye with 
Jerusalem, and be glad with her, all ye that love her: 
rejoice for joy with her, all ye that mourn for her.” 
—Isa. 6G;8-10. 

Jesus Christ, of course, was born when he was raised 
from the dead. The “man child”, however, repre- 
sents the new nation or kingdom which was bom or 
brought forth when God placed his King upon his 
throne. But the ‘children of Zion’ must be members 
of the body of Christ who are brought forth or bora 
after the travail. The prophecies of Isaiah and Revela- 
tion 12 are therefore in exact accord with each other. 

It would appear that the logical order of bringing 
forth would be, first, those followers of Christ who 
had died faithful unto the Lord, such as the apostles, 
and, after them, the faithful on earth. Jesus had 
prophesied and said to them; “If I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again and receive you unto 
myself; that where I am, there ye may be also.” 
Paul was one of the faithful, and ho was about to die 
when he wrote to Timothy: “For I am now ready to 
be offered, and the time of my departure is at hand. 
I have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, 
I have kept the faith ; henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at that day: and not 
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to me only, but imto all them also that love Us ap- 
pearing. ’ ’ — 2 Tim. 4 : 6-8. 


RESURRECTION OF THE FAITHFUL 

Here is the key to the understanding of the matter. 
Paul knew that he was about to die and must remain 
dead until the coming of the Lord Jesus to receive 
him. Paul’s words are in the nature of a prophecy 
and fix the time of his resurrection, when he says, 
“at that day.” It will bo found that wherever this 
expression is used in the Scriptures it has reference 
to the presence of the Lord when he takes his power 
and begins his reign. Paul further fixes the time even 
more definitely when he says “which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me”. The Lord comes to 
his temple for the purpose of judgment, and that is 
when he gives the crown, as Paul here states. (Ps. 
11 : 4, 5) Furthermore, Paul said, on another occa- 
sion, “The dead in Christ shall rise first.” Then 
“we which are alive and remain unto the coming of 
the Lord shall not prevent [anticipate or precede] 
them which are asleep”. — 1 Thess. 4:15. 

The apostles, and others who likewise died faithful, 
constitute a part of the temple of God. (1 Cor. 3 : 16, 
17) They are a part of Zion, and to be brought into 
Zion or built up into Zion they must be brought forth 
from the dead. The conclusion is therefore irresistible 
that the saints who died faitliful to and approved of 
the Lord would be awakened out of death, brought 
into the temple and builded up as a part of iZion, 
after the Lord had prepared a place for them and 
had come to his temple. Paul wrote: “We must all 
appear before the judgment seat of Christ” for the 
purpose of judgment. The awakening of the faithful 
saints out of death, and bringing of them into Zion, 
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constitutes their final judgment, at which time the 
righteous Judge, Christ Jesus, gives to each of such 
approved ones the crown of life, and brings them into 
the place in God’s organization prepared for them. 

JUDGMENT 

One of the chief purposes of the Lord’s coming to 
his temple is for judgment, and that judgment must 
begin at the house of God. (Mai. 3:1-3; Ps. 11 : 4, 5 ; 
1 Pet. 4: 17) It would follow, then, that the people 
of the Lord who are on the earth at the time of his 
coming to his temple must be judged before being 
installed as a part of God’s organization as members 
of Zion. Their judgment and approval there would 
mark the time of building them up into Zion. That 
the coming of the Lord to his temple would mark the 
beginning of a fiery and crucial test or trial upon 
all of those upon earth who professed to be the Lord’s 
is shown by the words of the prophet who said: “Be- 
hold, . . . [he] shall suddenly come to his temple. 
. . . But who may abide the day of his coming? and 
who shall stand when he appeareth? for he is like a 
refiner’s fire, emd like fullers’ soap; and he shall sit 
as a refiner and purifier of silver: and he shall purify 
the sons of Levi, and purge them as gold and silver, 
that they may offer unto the Lord an offering in right- 
eousness. ’ ’—Mai. 3 : 1-3. 

Clothed with all power and authority to judge and 
to execute judgment, Jesus Christ sits in judgment as 
a refiner to purify the sons of Levi and to make mani- 
fest those who are not approved. (John 5 : 22) The 
sons of Levi described in the prophecy pointed for- 
ward prophetically to the people consecrated to do 
(^’s will and who would be on earth at the time of 
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jot^ment. That some would not stand in that trial, 
but would fall, is clearly shown by this prophecy. 

Now give consideration to the facts in fulfilment of 
the prophecy. In the year 1918 there came upon the 
professed people of God a trying time that tested the 
faith and devotion of all. During the period of time 
in which Christ Jesus wns ‘preparing the way before 
Jehovah’, many had come out from the denomina- 
tional systems and declared their purpose to walk in 
the light of the truth and serve God. In the fiery ex- 
periences of 1918 many of these fell away from the 
Lord and turned back to the world. Many of such 
had been looking for the Lord to come and take them 
to heaven, and had particularly fixed the year 1914 
as when this should be done. The year 1914 was a 
marked date; but these had merely contemplated 
something to happen which did not come to pass. 

Under the fiery trial that came thereafter, to wit, 
in 1918, such were disappointed, became fearful, lost 
their faith and fell away. Amongst this consecrated 
class of Christians there were those who withstood the 
fiery trial and test, came through it, and continued in 
their full devotion to the Lord. Those who were thus 
proven faithful were approved, as represented by 
“the robe of righteousness”, were brought into the 
temple condition, and have since then had a clearer 
vision of the truth than they ever had before. As they 
have continued to grow in their unselfish devotion to 
the Lord their vision and appreciation of the truth 
have increased. 

Great numbers of profeMcd Christians upon earth 
at that time were a part of the organization known 
as “organized Christianity”, or the denominational 
church systems. About 1918 the leaders in these 
church sgrstems forsook the'^Lord and his kingdom,

fell completely away, and adopted the nudieshift 
which is called the League of Nations and which is 
the child of the Devil, and declared it to be God’s 
kingdom manifested on earth, and that the desire of 
the people would be brought about through that ar- 
rangement, The judgment of the Lord was therefore 
upon the systems of so-called organized religion. The 
physical facts fully bear out the conclusion that the 
judgment on the house of God began in 1918, when 
the Lord came to his temple, and that then the faith- 
ful were builded up into Zion. 

PARABLES 

"When teaching his followers concerning his coming 
and his kingdom, Jesus spoke in parables. Many of 
those parables were prophecies. Among such are the 
parables of the pounds and the talents. In the proph- 
ecy of the pounds Jesus pictures himself as ‘a noble- 
man going into a far country to receive for him- 
self a kingdom, and to return’. (Luke 19:12) Jesus 
actually received his kingdom in 1914, when God com- 
manded him to rule. (Ps. 110 : 2) Necessarily his re- 
turn must be after that time and must therefore refer 
to his coming for his faithful ones, to receive them 
unto himself, even as he had prophesied. In the pro- 
phetic parable of the pounds Jesus shows himself as a 
man traveling into a far coimtry: “And he called his 
ten servants, and delivered them ten pounds, and 
said unto them. Occupy till I come.’’ (Luke 19:13), 
To the same effect it is written concerning the para- 
ble of the talents, that ‘he called his servants, and 
delivered xmto them his goods, to one five talents, to 
another two talents, to another one, to each according 
to his several ability; and straightway took his 
journey’.— Matt. 25 : 14, 15. 
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The fulfilment of these prophecies began when Je- 
sus ascended into heaven, where he must wait until he 
received his kingdom or government over which he 
would he the great Euler. During his absence all the 
kingdom or government interests here on earth were 
committed to those who had made a covenant to do 
Grod’s will, including all those who came to a knowl- 
edge of the truth and consecrated themselves thus to 
do during that period of time in which Jesus the 
Messenger was preparing the way before Jehovah. 
(Mai. 3:1) All of such kingdom interests the Lord 
represented under symbols of goods, talents, money 
and pounds. 

Who would now remain true and faithful unto the 
Lord and devote themselves to the Lord’s interests, 
to the exclusion of those of the world, until his com- 
ing? When he came, whom Avould he find faithful? 
Then the prophecy reads: “But his citizens hated 
him, and sent a message after him, saying. We will 
not have this man- to reign over us.” (Lulce 19: 14) 
The clergy, as leaders in so-called “Christendom”, 
have claimed to be citizens of the Lord’s kingdom. 
That part of the prophecy last above quoted had its 
fulfilment when the clergy, as leaders and controllers 
of the denominational systems, declared that they 
would set up the League of Nations as a method of 
rule, that they and their allies, Big Business and 
politicians, would rule it, and that they would not 
have Christ to rule over them. 

Christ Jesus received his kingdom and began his 
reign in 1914. Shortly thereafter he returned accord- 
ing to these prophecies. For what purpose? His an- 
swer is, that he would come to take an account with 
his servants, that is to say, for judgment. It is thus 
stated in the prophetic parable: “And it came to pass.

that when he was returned, having received the king* 
dom, then he commanded these servants to he called 
nnto him, to whom ho had given the money, that he 
might know how much every man had gained by trad- 
ing.” (Luke 19:15) “After a long time the lord 
of those servants cometh, and reekoneth with them.” 
(Matt. 25:19) Accounting with his servants is the 
same as judgment or trial, as foretold by the ancient 
prophets.— Mai. 3:1-3; Ps. 11 : 4, 5. 

Then the prophetic parable states what would be 
the result of tliat accounting or judgment, and these 
are considered in reverse order. First, the enemies, 
which are the clergy and the principal of their flocks: 
“But those mine enemies, which would not that I 
should reign over them, bring hither, and slay them 
before me.” (Luke 19:27) The facts show that this 
prophecy was fulfilled in 1919, when the League of 
Nations was accepted by the clergy and the principal 
of their flocks instead or in place of Christ as the 
great Ruler. There they lost all opportunity of ever 
being of Christ’s kingdom. They are pictured in an- 
other prophetic parable as the “tares” which are 
gathered and bound in bundles for destruction. (Matt. 
13:30) By reason of the vigorous proclamation of 
God’s truth by his faithful servants, and by reason of 
the exercise of the “wisdom” of the clergy, the eccle- 
siastical systems have been forced to bind themselves 
into the bundle of the church federation system. 
Therefore their opportunity of participating in the 
kingdom of Christ is for ever gone. 

The servant who did not make proper use of the 
kingdom interests, represented by the pounds and 
talents, as he had opportunity, had all such interests 
taken away from him by the Lord at the time of the 
aewunting, and such were given to those whom the 
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Lord approved as faithfuL The Lord calls the Tin- 
faithful ones “unprofitable servants”, and concern- 
ing alt such the prophecy declares that they arc bound 
and cast into outer darkness. (Matt. 25 : 24-30 ; Luke 
19:20-24) The physical facts show that this part of 
the prophecy had its fulfilment from and after 1918. 
Those who failed or refused to faithfully look after 
the interests of the Lord’s work by earnestly and 
honestly representing him amongst men, have lost 
their interest in the kingdom and have no vision or 
understanding of God’s purposes. They are in the 
dark. 

The great Prophet shows that upon examination 
when he should come to the temple there would be 
found a class of faithful ones. Having received the 
report of these faithful ones, the Lord “said imto 
him, Well, thou good servant : because thou hast been 
faithful in a very little, have thou authority over ten 
cities”. (Luke 19 : 17) “His lord said xmto him. Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant : thou hast been 
faithful over a few things, I will make thee ruler over 
many things: enter thou into the joy of thy lord.” 
(Matt. 25 : 21) Those who go to make up the faithful 
class are approved and are invited to enter into the 
joy of the Lord. To the faithful ones the Lord then 
commits all his kingdom interests on earth. All the 
interests or opportunities of serving the Lord are 
taken away from the unfaithful and delivered to the 
faithful, and such faithful class is otherwise desig- 
nated as the “remnant”. 

The Lord spoke another prophecy in connection 
with his coming to his temple and bringing the faith- 
ful into his organization. He likened the fiery trial 
then to the flood in Noah’s time, using Noah and his 
faithful family to illustrate the faithful class that

would be watching for the Lord and earnestly doing 
what they could to give attention to his interests. 
He then shows that two will be serving in the field 
together, both claiming to represent the Lord, but 
only one would be approved. Then the Lord adds: 
"Watch therefore: for ye know not what hour your 
Lord doth come. Who then is a faithful and wise ser- 
vant, whom his lord hath made ruler over his house- 
hold, to give them meat in due season? Blessed is that 
servant, whom his lord, when he cometh, shall find 
so doing. Verily I say unto you, That he shall make 
him ruler over all his goods.” — ^Matt. 24: 42, 45-47. 

The physical facts show in fulfilment of this proph- 
ecy that since 1918 there have been a small number 
of true and faithful followers of Christ Jesus who 
have ^ven witness to the name of Jehovah and his 
King and kingdom. That faithful class have taken 
the wise course because they have done what the Lord 
commanded should be done, and the faithful are con- 
tinually doing it in the Lord’s appointed way; and 
such the Lord designates as that "faithful and wise 
servant”. There has also been and is a class taking 
a contrary course and opposing the work of the Lord 
in giving a witness to his name and to lus kingdom, 
and these are designated "that evil servant”. (Matt. 
24: 48-51) It is those who compose the "faithful and 
wise servant” class that constitute the children of 
Zion, brought forth and built up into the organiza- 
tion of the Lord. 


THE REMNANT 

Jehovah caused his prophet to foretdl a irmnant 
or residue among his people. "In that day shall the 
Lord of hosts be for a crown of glory, and for a dia- 
dem of b^uty, unto the residue [remnant] of bis 
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people, and for a spirit of judgment to him that 
sitteth in judgment, and for strength to them that 
turn the battle to the gate." (Isa. 28 : 5, 6) The Israel- 
ites were a prophetic people. Many of the prophecies 
had a small-measure or miniature fulfilment with that 
people; but the complete fulfilment is with spiritual 
Israel and must be with those who have made a cove- 
nant with the Lord to follow in the footsteps of Je- 
sus. There was a great falling away of the Jews from 
the Lord and their covenant, leaving only a small 
remnant concerning which Paul bore testimony. 
(Eom. 11 : 5) Isaiah foretold only a remnant to re- 
main. (Isa. 1:9) He further prophesied that he and 
his children were given for "signs and for wonders in 
Israel”. (Isa. 8:18) The words "signs" and "won- 
ders" mean signals pointing definitely to something 
in the future. God directed the naming of Isaiah’s 
sons. The name of one meant the severe and inevita- 
ble judgments by ■which the Lord would visit his 
professed people. (Isa. 8:1) The name of the other 
meant "the remnant shall return" and receive the 
blessing of the Lord because of faithfuhiess. (Isa. 
7:3) This prophecy corresponds exactly with Avhat 
Jesus prophesied in the prophetic parables of the 
pounds and talents. 

A remnant is that which remains after the larger 
number has been removed. The judgment that began 
when the Lord came to his temple in 1918 has removed 
or taken away many and left a remnant that vow to 
continue faithful to the Lord God. The remnant is 
the approved class which receives the robe of right- 
eousness, and to which are given the garments of salva- 
tion (Isa. 61:10; Matt. 22:2-14), and which has on 
the wedding garment. Beferring to the time of com- 
to his temple and judgment, Jesus said: "When 
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the Bon of man cometh, sh{^ he find faith oh the 
earth?” (Luke 18:8) His prophecy, set forth in 
the parables of the pounds and talents, shows that 
many would not remain faithful, hut that the rem- 
nant would remain faithful. He also prophesied on 
another occasion that he would gather out from 
among his professed kingdom class those who are un- 
faithful and lawless, and that a remnant would re- 
main.— Matt. 13:4149. 

God, through his prophet Isaiah, said: “Therefore 
will I divide him a portion with the great, and he 
shall divide the spoil with the strong.” (Isa. 53: 12) 
“The strong” represents the faithful who come 
through the fiery trial and who remain strong in the 
Lord. (Ps. 118 : 13, 14 ; Eph. 6 : 10) Such is the class 
that will sit with the Lord in his throne and have 
power over the nations, (Rev. 2 : 26, 27 ; 3 : 21) These 
are they who vrill reign in heaven with Christ, (Rev. 
20 : 6) Not all who profess to be followers of Christ 
and speak in his name shall be in the kingdom. (Matt. 
7:22,23) It is only the “faithful and true” that 
will constitute the remnant and be the Ones that will 
receive a portion in the kingdom. All others will be 
shaken out, as the prophetic words of the Lord show. 
(Heb. 12:26,27) That shaking and separating has 
been in progress during and since the year 1918. It 
is the remnant that is built up and made a part of 
Zion and has thereby become a part of God’s oi^ani- 
zation. 

GATHERING TOGETHER 

Jehovah, through his prophet, foretold the gather- 
kig of his faithful people, to himself: “Gather my 
mints together unto me; those that have made a 
covmxant with me by sacrifice.” (Ps. 50:6) (The 
covenant by sacrifice there mentioned is the covenant 
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God made with Jesos when he promised to give him 
the divine nature ; and it was made at the Jordan at 
the time of the baptism of Jesus. Into that covenant 
pthe<s were invited, the condition being a full devo- 
tion to the Lord God even unto death. (Luke 22:28- 
30, Diaglott) Many have agreed to do God’s will; 
but the mere making of a covenant is not sufficient. 
The one who is favored by being brought into that 
covenant must prove himself faithful and true by per- 
forming his part of the covenant. Manifestly from 
the words of the prophet some would prove faithful 
and some unfaithful. The gathering unto Jehovah 
takes place when the Lord comes to his temple and 
puts his professed people to the test. The approved 
ones are gathered unto the Lord by being brought 
into the temple condition and builded up as a part 
of Zion or God’s organization; The faithful are the 
ones who have the loving-kindness of Jehovah, because 
they are devoted to him and are objects of his love. 

This same text is rendered by Rotherham in this 
language: “Gather yourselves unto me, ye my men of 
lovingkindness, who have solemnised my covenant 
over sacrifice.’’ At the appointed time the faithful 
ones separate themselves from the unfaithful by rea- 
son of the wise and faithful course that they take. 
When the examination is had and the Lord finds them 
faithful, he sets them aside, or separates them, into 
a company for his own purposes. (Isa. 43 : 21) Them 
therefore constitute the remnant. It is against this 
remnant class that the enemy specially directs his 
attack, because they are the only ones faithfully rep- 
resenting the Lord on earth; and they fredy and 
jo^^ulljr offor thmnselves in the day of the Lord, and 
lejdee to do what the Lord gives them to do.— Rev. 
12:17; Ps. 110:8. 
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SCRET PLACE 

Jeborah catised his prophet to foretell a secret 
place for those who were gathered unto the Lord. 
“He that dwclleth in the secret place of the Most 
High, shall abide under the shadow of the Almighty." 
(Pa 91; 1) This prophecy could not have its fulfil- 
ment until tlie Lord came to his temple, at least so 
far as the church on earth is concerned. No one 
could be in the secret place of the Most High unless 
that one is a part of the Lord's organization. When 
the examination is had and the approved ones are 
found, the Lord takes them into Jehovah’s organiza- 
tion and there they are safe. If they continue faith- 
ful unto the Lord, they shall abide or remain for ever 
in that place of security. Hence the prophet says; 
“Because thou hast made the Lord, which is my 
refuge, even the Most High, thy habitation; there 
[dxall no evil befall thee, neither shall any plague oome 
nigh thy dwelling." — Ps. 91:9,10. 

To be in the secret place of the Most High means 
to be within Qod’s organization with Christ Jesus 
the Head of Zion. No one could enter that secret 
place unless he is brought forth as a child of God 
and anointed with the spirit of Jehovah, proves faith- 
ful to his covenant, and is brought into the temple of 
the Lord and made a part of God’s organization. In 
this prophecy it is written: “He shall give his angels 
charge over thee." (Ps. 91:11) The word “charge" 
here used means an enjoining upon one or more the 
care and custody of another. (Zech. 3:7) It is God 
who does the appointing of the angels, and it fol- 
lows, therefore, that the angels are a part of God’s 
organization, and that those who constitute the rem- 
nant, and who are brought into the secret plaee of 
the Most High, have the special protection which God 
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has provided for them by the good offices of his angels. 
The Scriptures show that Qod uses holy angels as his 
messengers, and that they are a part of his organiza- 
tiem ; and when the faithful remnant become a part 
of his organization, they have this special protection. 
— ^Luke 1:19; Ps. 34 : 7. 

When Jesus was about to be taken by the mob, 
Peter smote off the ear of one of the mob. Jesus said 
to him: “Thinkest thou that I cannot now pray to 
my Father, and he shall presently give me more than 
twelve legions of angels?” (Matt. 26:53) Undoubt- 
edly the legions of angels then stood ready to go to 
the assistance of Jesus and were subject to his com- 
mand. That the Lord God gives speeial aid and pro- 
tection to his faithful remnant, who are brought into 
his organization, is made eertain by the words of tjie 
prophet: “He shall call upon me, and I will answer 
him: I will be with him in trouble ; I will deliver him, 
and honour him.” (Ps. 91:15) There is a special 
reason for this protection, and this will be considered 
in a subsequent chapter. 

THE STONE 

Jehovah commanded that Solomon should build a 
house or temple in Jerusalem unto the name of the 
Lord. (1 Ki. 5: 5) The Lord directed the preparation 
of the material for this house. “And the house, when 
it was in building, was built of stone made ready be- 
fore it was brought thither; so that there was neither 
hammer, nor axe, nor any tool of iron, heard in tlie 
house, while it was in building.” (1 Ei. 6:7) The 
building of Solomon’s temple was a prophetic aet. 
It foretold the building of the spiritual house or tem- 
ple of God, of which Christ Jesus is Head. (Heb. 
8:6) T^ “spiritual house” of the Lord, ia baht up 
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of living stones. (1 Pet. 2 : 3-5} Qod caused his proph- 
et to write; “Therefore thus saith the Lord God, Be- 
hold, I lay in Zion for a foundation a stone, a tried 
stone, a precious comer stone, a sure foundation: he 
that believeth shall not make haste. Judgment also 
will I lay to the line, and righteousness to the plum- 
met: and the hail shall sweep away the refuge of 
lies, and the waters shall overflow the hiding place.” 
—Isa. 28:16,17. 

The fact can not be overlooked that this prophecy 
refers to the time of judgment in connection with the 
laying of the “chief comer stone”. The laying of the 
stone here mentioned by the prophet has to do with 
God’s organization. What is meant by the stone? 
The Scriptures frequently speak of Jesus Christ as 
the King. Those faithful followers who become part 
of the house or organization of the Lord become also 
a part of his kingdom or royal family. They are made 
pillars in the temple of God. The term “kingdom” 
is sometimes applied to Christ. (Matt. 21: 43) There- 
fore, Scripturaily, “The Stone” mentioned by the 
Prophet Isaiah means God’s anointed King, ^me- 
times the Scriptures speak of Jesus Christ as the 
kingdom. (Luke 17:21) In such instances the king- 
dom means the Boyal One. The apostle quotes the 
prophecy of Isaiah and definitely identifies JStus 
Christ as the Head or chief comer stone. (1 Pet. 
2: 1-8) The Apostle Paul also quotes from the same 
prophecy and identifies Jesus as that chief Stone. 
(Bom. 9 : 32, 33 ; Eph. 2 : 20, 22) “The Stone” there- 
tore means God’s anointed King, and the laying of 
the comer stone means presenting him to God’s pro- 
tewed children as King to rule. 

l^e pn^hecy (Isa. 28: 16) is one that has a double 
t nl^lme nt. The first or miniature fulfilment took 
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plaice when Jeans was on earth ; a complete fulfilment, 
later, when he comes to his temple. The Israelites 
were God’s typical or prophetic people. Jesus was 
sent to them, and he preached to no one else while on 
earth. Jesus was anointed as King, and then began 
to preach concerning the kingdom. At that time, how- 
ever, the Stone had not been laid. The Jews must 
have an opportunity to accept him as their King and 
Jesus must first be tried, because the prophecy says 
that the Stone was ^’a tried stone”. During the three 
and one-half years of his ministry Jesus was put to 
the severe test or trial, the enemy Satan seeking in 
every possible way to destroy him. (Matt. 4:1-10) 
Under the fiery trials he was proven true and faith- 
ful to God, and therefore “precious”. In due time 
Jesus rode into Jerusalem and offered himself to the 
Israelites as their King. That was the miniature ful- 
filment of the prophecy. — Matt. 21 : 1-10. 

The official element of the Israelites, made up of 
the clergy, the politicians and the commercial powers, 
rejected Jesus as Bong and sought to turn all others 
against him. Shortly thereafter Jesus went to the 
temple and drove out the money-changers, and re- 
buked those who opposed the kingdom. (Ma](t. 21 : 13) 
Thf), day following, he pronounced the curse upon the 
fig tree, thereby prophetically declaring that the 
Jewish nation should no longer prosper but should 
come to an end. On the same day, while speaking to 
the ruling dement of Israel, he quoted from the 
prophecy of Psalm 118, saying, “Did ye never read in 
the scriptures. The stone which the builders rejected, 
the same is become the head of the comer: this is 
the Lord’s doing, and it is marvellous in our eyesf 
Thet^ore say I unto you. The kingdom of God diall 
be ^wn tern, you, and gjven to a nation bringing 
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forth the fruits thereof.” (Matt. 21:42,43) TSiere 
he told them that he had offered himself to them as 
their King, that they had rejected him, and that their 
opportunity to be of the kingdom had come to an end. 

As Solomon gathered together material for the tem- 
ple, or the house Of the Lord, before he erected it, 
even so Qod by Christ Jesus, from Pentecost until 
his second coming, has gathered material for the spir- 
itual house of the Lord. On the memorable day of 
Pentecost the faithful disciples of Jesus received the 
anointing of the holy spirit and were there made pro- 
spective members of the house of the Lord. They were 
there prepared as material for the house and laid 
aside until the due time for the 'erection of the tem- 
ple, even as Paul stated. (2 Tim. 4 : 6-8) The period 
of time from Pentecost until the second coming of 
the Lord has been used to prepare other living stones 
to be built up into the house of the Lord. Concerning 
this it is written: ‘Ye also are living stones built up 
into the spiritual house.’ (1 Pet. 2:3-5) All the 
anointed ones of the Lord who shall ever be a part of 
the royal family of heaven or the kingdom are there- 
fore living stones, prepared like unto Christ Jesus 
to be placed in the house of the Lord in his due time. 
The placing thereof is done silently and without at- 
tracting the attention of the world, even as the mate- 
rial was placed in Solomon’s temple without sound 
of tools or confusion. 

COMPLETE FULFILMENT 

In the year 1914 God placed his anointed King 
upon his throne and directed him to begin his rule 
unongst the enemy. (Ps. 2:6; 110:2) Three and 
one-half years thereafter, to wit, 1918, the Lord came 
to his temple. At that time he presmted himself to 
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his professed people as their King and earth’s right* 
ful Gtovernor. At that time Jesns Christ was also a 
tried and precious Stone. In the great battle fought 
in heaven between Christ Jesus and the enemy Satan, 
Christ Jesns was victorious, therefore tried, true and 
faithful, and the Conqueror. (Bev. 12:7-10) When 
he presented himself as King, in the complete fulfil- 
ment, those who believed and accepted him rejoiced 
greatly, and to them he is and ever will be ‘ ‘ precious ’ ’. 

At that time the prophecy was fulfilled in comple- 
tion so far as the laying of the comer stone is con- 
cerned. Then followed the revelation and proclama- 
tion of the truth, which the Lord God has used and 
is using to sweep away the refuge of lies with which 
Satan has blinded the minds of the people. (Isa. 
28:17) In quoting from the prophecy Peter says: 
“Wherefore also it is contained in the scripture, ^ 
hold, I lay in Sion a chief comer stone, elect, pre- 
cious, and he that believeth on him shall not be con- 
founded.’’—! Pet. 2:6. 

God’s anointed King, Christ Jesus, is both the 
foundation and the chief comer stone. The foxmdation 
stone of the building is that which bears up the weight 
of the building. There comes a time, as the building 
progresses, that the proper angle or line of the build- 
ing must be fixed. The chief stone is placed in the 
building, and to that the plumb line is dropped 
and every stone must be made to conform to 
chief comer stone. As the material of the house of 
the Lord which Solomon built was prepared in ad- 
vance and'' erected without noise of hammer or iron, 
even so the material for the glorious house of the 
Lord is prepared and brot^ht together without noise 
or confurion. The chief comer stone is laid and the 
btlimr stones of the btdlding are made to eonform 
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thereto, because they must be in the inu^ and like* 
ness of the chief comer stone. — ^Bom. 8:29j 

STUMBLING 

Jehovah’s prophet, speaking of the same precious 
Stone, said: “He shall be ... for a stone of stum- 
bling and for a rock of offence to both the houses of 
Israel.” (Isa. 8:14) There were two parts of the 
house of Israel, (1) the ruling class in the south part 
of the country, who claimed to know the law of God, 
who heard Jesus and had every reason to believe that 
he was the Messiah ; and (2) the common people, more 
particularly those who resided in the north part of 
the country. The leaders of Israel drew near to the 
Lord with their mouths, yet their hearts were far 
removed from him. It was their duty to teach the peo- 
ple God’s Word of truth, but they ^d not. The com- 
mon people had been told to expect a king ; and when 
they heard Jesus they would have made him king by 
force, had he not prevented them. (John 6 : 15) When 
he offered himself as King, the ruling class rejected 
him, and also nearly all of the common people re- 
jectedhim. “Both the houses” or parts of Israel stum- 
bled over Christ as the Messiah and King. Only a 
remnant of Israel believed on the Lord Jesus as the 
Christ and remained faithful. This was a miniature 
fulfilment of the prophecy. — ^Bom. 9 : 82, 38 ; 11 : 5. 

From Pentecost to the second coming of the Lord 
tilie gospel was preached, and many heard and be- 
lieved. These divided into two houses or companies. 
The clergy organized a system of religion called the 
'^Christian religion”, and in that system the politi- 
eians, military leaders, and the rich have alumys been 
'^the principal of the flock”. A great many joined 



themselves to the church but, because they were poor 
aud unlearned, they were kept in the background. 

Then in 1878, when the Lord began the work of re- 
storing the fundammital truths to his people, many 
came away from the denominational systems and 
came together for the study of the Word of the Lord 
and to build each other up in the most holy faith. 
These formed the other spiritual house of Israel. In 
this house two parts were made manifest: first, the 
leaders in the church who concluded that by reason 
of their learning and position in the church they were 
entitled to more favor and places of honor ; the others, 
those who loved the truth, looked forward to the time 
when they would be ready to go to heaven and be 
taken to the Lord. In both branches there have been 
some who really loved God and have therefore stood 
the test. 

God’s anointed King, the Stone, was laid in comple- 
tion in 1918 when he came to his temple and offered 
himself as King. Thereafter the stumbling took place. 
“Organized Christianity” is called the nominal Chris- 
tian systems. In 1918 those systems rejected Christ 
as King and substituted the League of Nations ar- 
rangement. They therefore stumbled over the Stone 
and fell. To those who had come out of the denom- 
inational systems, and who had seen and accepted 
evidences of the Lord’s presence, there came a great 
test or fiery trial 

Many of these rejected the proof of the Lord’s 
presence, that he had begun his reign and that he had 
come to his temple, and they fell away. Those who 
withstood the test and came through the fiery trial, 
and were refined, are those who make up the 
rmnnant. These became a part of the <mganization 
ofi the lAzd. The others aM turned. aside. Therefore 
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tlie physical facts the stumbling of both 

bouses of Israel and a remnant remaining. The test 
of 1918 is another proof that the Lord came to his 
temple and was laid as the chief comer stone in comr 
pletion at that time. 

"THAT DAY” 

In prophecy the term “in that day” is often used, 
and ^ particular reference to tlie period of time 
when the Lord is building up Zion. “That day” is 
the Lord’s day, because it is the time or period begin- 
ning when the Ijord Glod placed his King upon his 
throne and sent him forth to build up Zion. In proof 
of this, note the words of God’s prophet : “Open to me 
the gates of righteousness: 1 will go into them, and 
I will praise the Lord: this gate of the Lord, into 
which the righteous shall enter.” — Ps. 118: 19, 20. 

When the Lord Jesus was placed upon his throne 
(Ps. 2:6) in 1914, the kingdom there began to func- 
tion, and therefore the way of ingress was opened, as 
represented by “the gates”, and through these gates 
into God’s organization the righteous would enter. 
In this connection the prophet says: “I will praise 
thee : for thou hast heard me, and art become my sal- 
vation.” (Ps. 118:21) This part of the prophecy 
particularly applies when the Lord brought his ap- 
proved ones under the robe of righteousness, and gavu 
them the garments of salvation by which they aro 
identified as a part of God’s organization. Then the 
prophet proceeds: 

“The stone which the builders refused is become the 
head stone of the comer.” (Ps. 118:22) Ck)d*8 
anointed King is presented to the professeid people 
of God, and is rejected by many, but gladly accepted 
by the zemnaut The latter see and a^redate the 
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great trath that the Lord is now in his holy tonple, 
and therefore say; “This is the Lord's doing; it is 
marvellous in our eyes. This is the day which the 
Lord hath made; we will rejoice and be glad in it.” 
(Ps. 118:23,24) By this prophecy, which Jesus 
quoted and applied to himself, “that day” is definite- 
ly and certainly fixed. It is “the day” in which the 
Lord God begins to work through Christ Jesus to 
vindicate his name, and therefore it is “the Lord’s 
day”.— Ps. 110:2-5. 

In the examination of prophecy, when the words 
“in that day” appear in the prophecy the student 
may fix the time of the beginning of the fulfilment 
thereof. Having once fixed the time meant by the 
term “in that day”, he may know that the prophecy 
could not be fulfilled until after the beginning of 
“that day” in 1914, so far as the King is concerned, 
and until after 1918 so far as the faithful associates 
of the Lord JesUs are concerned. The temple class 
then begin to realize that there is a fight between the 
‘seed of the woman’ and the ‘seed of the serpent’; 
and having a great desire to be faithful to the Lord 
and be victorious, with zeal and joy they pray: “Save 
now, I beseech thee, 0 Lord ; 0 Lord, I beseech thee, 
send now prosperity. Blessed be he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord: we have blessed you out of the 
house of the Lord.” — ^Ps. 118 : 25, 26. 

THE RULER 

God's prophet not only foretold the place of the 
birth of Jesus as the Ruler, but fixed the time when 
his rule would begin and when he would build up 
Zion and give the remnant a place in God’s organiza- 
tion, “Therefore will he give them up, until the time 
that she which travaileth hath brought foi^h; then 
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the remnant of his brethren shtill rethm unto the 
children of Israel/’ (Mic. 5:3) The time is approx- 
imately when Zion travails and brings forth the na- 
tion of righteousness and it begins to function; and 
it is then that the remnant are brought into God’s 
organization. 

“And he shall stand and feed in the strength of 
the Lord, in the majesty of the name of the Lord his 
God; and they shall abide: for now shall he be great 
unto the ends of the earth.’’ (Mic. 5 ; 4) Jesus Christ, 
the King and Head of Zion, stands and feeds his 
people, as stated in the prophecy; and that he does 
in the name and majesty of Jehovah God. This is in 
full accord vrith the prophecy of Jesus when he said: 
“Blessed are those servants, whom the lord whmi he 
cometh shall find watching: verily I say unto you, that 
he shall gird himself, and make them to sit down to 
meat, and will come forth and serve them.’’ — ^Luke 
12:37. 

As the Ruler of the world, as the great Prophet, 
Priest and ICing, Christ Jesus stands forth and feeds 
his household upon the “food conveniwit’’ to them by 
unfolding to them the prophecies, and gives them an 
appreciation thereof. He spreads a feast for them in 
the presence of the enemy, and the remnant partake 
of the food that is graciously provided for them and 
rejoice. (Ps. 23:5) This food they receive in tiie 
name of Jehovah, and give him the glory and honor 
therefor. This has been particularly fulfilled to the 
Lord’s people since 1918. 

••SEVEN EYES" 

Jriiovah caused his prophet to write: “In that day 
shall the branch of the Lord be beautiful and glorious, 
and the fruit of the earth shall be exeellmit and come* 
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ly for them that are escaped of Israel’' (Isa. 4:2) 
Manifestly this scripture refers to those who have 
been separated from the unfaithful and who show 
their faith and devotion to God. Being brought under 
the robe of righteousness and made members of God’s 
organization, they are made a part of his “branch” 
or “servant” class. In corroboration thereof another 
of God’s prophets wrote: “Behold, I will bring forth 
my servant the Branch.” (Zech. 3:8) This servant 
class is composed of Christ Jesus the Head and his 
“faithful and wise servant” members who are on earth. 
(Isa. 42:1; Matt. 24:45) “My servant the Branch” 
is a prophetic statement concerning God’s organiza> 
tion,andhas particular reference to the time when the 
Lord comes to his temple and builds up Zion. Then 
the prophet says: “For, behold, the stone that I have 
laid before Joshua: upon one stone shall be seven 
eyes ; behold, I will engrave the graving thereof, saith 
the Lord of hosts, and I will remove the iniquity of 
that land in one day.” — ^Zech. 3: 8, 9. 

The stone here mentioned represents God’s anointed 
and beloved King; while “Joshua” represents the 
members of the temple class who have had their filthy 
garments removed and have been brought under the 
robe of righteousness, which occurred when the Lord 
brought them into the temple condition. — ^Zech. 3 : 3-5. 

“Seven” is a number symbolic of completeness or 
perfection, while “eyes” symbolizes wisdom. “Upon 
one stone shall be seven eyes” represents Christ 
Jesus the Anointed King as having complete light 
and wisdom, which shines forth and illuminates 
those of the temple dass. As the prophet describes, 
the glorious Head of Zion is set before Joshua, which 
meana the members of the temple dass, and according 
to tbe irill of God, Christ Jesus js^ects upon tiiem 
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tbe light of truth. That is the reason wh^ the proph* 
ecies are now beginning to unfold and are unfolding 
since the Lord’s coming to his temple and building up 
of Zion. The members of the temple class are now 
assigned to a place in God’s organi 2 sation ; and if 
they are faithful and remain in the temple condition 
to the end of their earthly course, they will be given 
a permanent place in the organization of God to walk 
among the angels that “stand by’’, thus showing a 
more exalted portion than the angels. “Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts : If thou wilt walk in my ways, and 
if thou wilt keep my charge, then thou shalt also 
judge my house, and shalt also keep my courts ; and 
I will give thee places to walk among these that stand 
by.” — ^Zeeh. 3: 7 ; see also Luke 22:30. 

“SHIN E“ 

When Zion is built up, then those of Zion show forth 
the glory of Jehovah Gtod, and not the glory and 
honor of men. God caused his prophet to write; 
“When the Lord shall build up Zion, he shall appear 
in his glory.” (Ps. 102:16) Many Christians have 
committed the grievous error of showing forth the 
praises of men rather than the praises of Jehovah. 
The Scriptures are explicit in teaching that the Lord 
God has called out a people for his name, that such 
people might show forth his praises. (Acts 15:14; 
1 Pet. 2 : 9, 10) Any Christians who will now show 
forth the praises of men thereby testify that they are 
not of the organization of God, and that if they ever 
were of his organization they have been put out. 
( Job 32 : 21, 22) “In his temple doth every one speak 
of his [JehovaJi’s] glory.” (Ps. 29:9) It foUowi, 
therefore, that they who lafl or refuse to speidc of 
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tho of Jdumth, and who mafinifT' men as teach* 
ers, are not of the temple class. 

Many a professed Christian has rmored his teach* 
ers “into a comer”. The clergy have done tWs re- 
peatedly and have caused many others to do likewise. 
The teachers of the people of God are Jehovah and 
his beloved Son. The Son always gives honor and 
glory to the Father. The remnant, now brought into 
the temple condition and showing forth the praises 
of Jehovah, have the promise that even though they 
may have tribulation and adversity, no more shall their 
teachers be removed into a comer. “And though the 
Lord give you the bread of adversity, and the water 
of affliction, yet shall not thy teachers be removed 
into a comer any more, but thine eyes shall see thy 
teachers.” (Isa» 30:20) Those of the temple, then, 
speak of the glory of God. 

In corroboration of this conclusion God’s prophet 
wrote: “Out of Zion, the perfection of beauty, God 
hath shined.” (Ps. 50:2) With Zion built up, and 
the glorious “Branch”, Christ Jesus, the Head there- 
of, reflecting the light and glory of his Father, Jeho- 
vah, and all the members of Zion showing forth the 
praises of Jehovah, therefore Jehovah shines out of 
^on, which is his organization. These show forth the 
praises of God, and reflect his light, which comes 
from his organization, that even the people of the 
world can see much thereof. 

LIGHTNING 

Jehovah, by his prophet, foretold his people, as mem- 
bers of his organization, “in that day” standing in 
the temple of the Lord and singing the praises of 
Jehovah. Then the prophet adds: “He causeth the 
vapours to ascend from the ends of the earth; he 
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maketh ligktnmgs for the rain; he hinbgefh the irind 
out of his treasuries.” (Ps. 185:1-7) Jeremiah the 
prophet of Qod used these same wor^, and the eon- 
text shows that they apply “in that day” whmi the 
Lord builds up Zion. — Jer. 10:13; 51:16. 

Lightning is the dischai^e of atmospheric electricity 
and is usually accompanied by a vivid flash of light. 
Lightning is therefore symbolically used as repre- 
senting God’s truth illuminated. 

All lightnings proceed from Jehovah. “Ask ye of 
Jehovah rain in the time of the latter rain, even of 
Jehovah that maketh lightnings; and he will give 
them showers of rain, to every one grass in the Arid.” 
— Zech. 10:1, R. V. 

Lightning is usually accompanied by thunder and 
a downpour of rain. Lightning illuminates and re- 
veals that which was previously obscured by the dark- 
ness. Symbolically, God’s lightning illuminates his 
Word for those who waited upon him, and reveals 
and exposes that which is opposed to God and his or- 
ganization. The prophecy therefore shows that its ful- 
filment would be at a time when God manifests his 
presence to his people, refreshing them with the truth 
represented by the rain, and giving them greater 
light upon hh) Word, and revealing his purposes to- 
ward them, and at the same time exposing the enemy. 

Thunder symbolizes the voice of Jehovah. 
thou an arm like Godf or canst thou thunder with a 
voice like himt” (Job 40:9) “The voice of thy 
thunder was in the heaven.” (Ps. 77 ; 18) “The God 
of glory thundereth.” (Ps. 29:3) Rdn is a symbol 
of refreshing truth that refreshes and makes glad 
the heart of the people of God. “And they waited 
lor me as for the rain ; and they opened thrir mouth 
wide M for the latter rain.” (Job 29: 23) “Tho% Q 
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didst send a plentiful rain, wlterebf thou didst 
confirm thine inheritance, when it was weary.” (Ps. 
68: 9) ”Sii^ unto the Lord with thanksgiving; sing 
praise upon the harp unto our God: who covereth the 
heaven with clouds, who prepareth rain for the earth, 
who maketh grass to grow upon the mountains.” — 
Ps. 147:7,8. 

These texts show that the truth, and the illumina* 
tion thereof, comes from Jehovah God. God’s Word 
is truth. (John 17: 17) In prophetic phrase it is 
therefore shown that God in his own due time and 
way brings the lightning, thunder and rain, revealing 
his truth to his people and refreshing them. The time 
when he begins to reveal a clearer vision of his proph- 
ecies by this means is shown to be after the Lord comes 
to his temple and builds up Zion. "And the temple 
of God was opened in heaven, . . , and there were 
lightnings, and voices, and thunderings.”-Bev. 11 : 19. 

If one sits in the dark during an approaching storm, 
the fiashes of lightning disclose objects that are other- 
wise obscured by the darkness. One flash will prob- 
ably reveal the object very dimly, but as other flash- 
es come more rapidly and stronger the object is more 
clearly disclosed. It is even so with the truth of God’s 
Word. After the temple was opened and the flashes 
of light from God came, and therewith downpours of 
representing the truth, then the people of God 
who are devoted to him had some vision at first, but 
that vision or understanding continued to increase aa 
the lightning increased with intmisity. That is why 
the truth can be better understood to^y than in days 
gone bs'- It is God's due time for the truth to be 
understood, especially by the mmnbers of his ergani- 
It is the privilege of those of his organization 
to eaU the attention of others to the many truths and 
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the prophecies tinfolding, that the^ too may see, take 
courage and have hope. It is the flashes of lightning 
from Jehovah that have revealed the great “sign of 
the Son of man in heavmi’’, to wit, God’s great or- 
ganization. 

VISION OF HIS ORGANIZATION 

Jehovah has always had an organization, and from 
time immemorial the Logos was the chief officer of 
Jehovah’s organization. Because of the rebellion of 
Satan and the resulting fall of man, God made the 
Logos a man upon earth. At the time of his baptism 
at the Jordan, there began the “new creation’’ of 
God which he will use, especially in dealing with man- 
kind in reconciling the world to himself. Jesus Christ 
was put to the test and proved faithful and true, and 
was exalted to the highest place in heaven and again 
made the Head of God’s organization for ever. And 
this was in fulfilment of prophecy. — Ps. 110 : 4 ; Heb. 
7:17. 

God organized typical Zion, which was prophetic 
of the coming of real Zion. With Christ Jesus as 
Head, he organized the real Zion, which is therefore 
God’s organization real. The faithful followers of 
Christ Jesus, built up in Zion and made a part there- 
of, form that part of God’s oi^anization which will 
carry out Jehovah’s purposes concerning man. The 
Lord Jesus, as God’s executive officer, prepares a 
place for his faithful followers in the organization. 

God’s prophet Ezekiel was given a vision, the de- 
scription of which he records. Ezekiel was a yoimg 
man, wholly devoted to God, and was used by Jeho- 
vah as prophet to write prophecy for the benefit of 
those “upon whom the ends of the world are come”. 
In that vision there appeared four living creatures, 
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97617 one of which had four faces and four wings. 
“Thus were their faces; and their wings were 
stretched upward ; two wings of every one were joined 
one to another, and two covered their bodies. And 
they went every one straight fonvard: whither the 
spirit was to go, they went; and they turned not 
when they went. As for the likeness of the living 
creatures, their appearance was like burning coals of 
fire, and like the appearance of lamps; it went up 
and down among the living creatures; and the fire, 
was bright, and out of the lire went forth lightning. 
And the living creatures ran and returned as the 
appearance of a flash of lightning.” — Ezek. 1:11-14. 

In the vision Ezekiel saw also four wheels of one 
likeness: “Now as I beheld the living creatures, be- 
hold one wheel upon the earth by the living creatures, 
with his four faces. The appearance of the wheels and 
their work was like unto the colour of a beryl: and 
they four had one likeness : and their appearance and 
their work was as it were a wheel in the middle of a 
wheel. When they went, they went upon their four 
sides; and they turned not when they went. As for 
their rings, they were so high that they were dread- 
ful; and their rings were full of eyes round about 
them four. And when the living creatures went, the 
wheels went by them: and when the living creatures 
were lifted up from the earth, the wheels were lifted 
up. Whithersoever the spirit was to go, they went, 
thither was their spirit to go; and the whe^ were 
lifted up over against them: for the spirit of the liv- 
ing creature was in the wheels. When those went, 
these went; and when those stood, these stood; and 
when those were lifted up from the earth, the wheels 
wmre lifted iq) over i^ainst them; for the spirit 
tho litdng ereafore was in the whe^s. And the lihi^ 
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ness of the firmament upon the heads of the living 
creatxire was as the colour of the terrible crystal, 
stretched forth over their heads above. And under 
the firmament were their wings straight, the one to- 
ward the other: every one had two, which covered 
on this side, and every one had two, which covered on 
that side, their bodies. And when they went, I heard 
the noise of their wings, like the noise of great waters, 
as the voice of the Almighty, the voice of speech, as 
the noise of an host: when they stood, they let down 
their wings. And there was a voice from the firma- 
ment that was over their heads, when they stood, and 
had let down their wings.” — Ezek. 1:15-25. 

Then the prophet beheld in the vision a firmament, 
and above the firmament and above everything ani- 
mate and inanimate there appeared the likeness 
of a throne upon which a glorious person sat 
enshrined in perfect light: “And above the firma- 
ment that .was over their heads was the likeness 
of a throne, as the appearance of a sapphire 
stone; and upon the likeness of the throne was 
the likeness as the appearance of a man above upon 
it. And I saw as the colour of amber, as the appear- 
ance of fire round about within it, from the appear- 
ance of his loins even upward, and from the appear- 
ance of his loins even downward, I saw as it were the 
appearance of fire, and it had brightness round about. 
As the appearance of the bow that is in the cloud in 
the day of rain, so was the appearance of the bright- 
ness round about. This was the appearance of the 
likeness of the glory of the Lord. And when I saw 
it, I fell upon my face, and I heard a voice of one 
that spake.” — ^Ezek, 1:26-28. 

“Four” is another divine number representing 
oompleteness. The vision, therefore, speaks prophet!- 
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cally of something complete. It is a vision or prophecy 
to have fulfilment in due time. The living creatures 
and the inanimate objects, or instruments, appear- 
ing in the vision, together give the appearance of an 
enormous living chariot-like organization extending 
high into the heavens, and over all of which Jehovah 
God presides. In that organization, and appearing 
next to Jehovah, is his great High Priest and execu- 
tive officer, Christ Jesus. With him in heaven, and 
forming a part of the great living organization, are 
those faithful followers of Jesus, including the apos- 
tles, who died and for whom the Lord prepared a 
place in God’s organization, and who had their resur- 
rection and were put in their places when the Lord 
Jesus came to his temple. 

There appear in the organization cherubim, who 
are executive officers of Jehovah and therefore mem- 
bers of the organization. Then appear legions of pure 
and mighty angels who have their places in the or- 
ganization and perform their respective duties. Down 
on the earth is the remnant, whieli constitute the 
“feet of him”, which means the last members of the 
body of Christ on earth and for whom the Lord has 
prepared a place to stand and walk about in God’s 
organization; and these do what the Lord has for 
them to do, and they arc a part of his organization. 

The entire organization, represented by the sym- 
bols in the vision, revolves within a circlet of divine 
wisdom and is directed by the perfect wisdom that is 
from heaven above. The vision, therefore, speaks 
prophetically of God’s perfect and mighty organiza- 
tion. The prophet says that in the vision “out of 
the fire went forth lightning”. That must mean that 
Jehovah sends forth his truth through his organiza- 
tion, and that the lightning represents the illumine- 
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tion of that truth which comes from Jehovah, The 
vision is a prophecy ; and it is now in course of ful- 
filment, because the organization is functioning since 
tlic Lord came to his temple. 

BLESSED ARE THE MEMBERS 

Those creatures on the earth who are members of 
God’s organization are small in number and are sur- 
rounded on every side by the enemy and his agencies. 
They need have no fear, however, and they do not 
fear. They love Jehovah with a perfect love, and per- 
fect love casteth out fear. (1 John 4:18) For their 
encouragement the Lord caused his prophet to write: 
“Unto thee, O Lord, do I lift up my soul. 0 my 
God, I trust in thee: let me not be ashamed, let not 
mine enemies triumph over me. ’ ’ — Ps. 25 : 1, 2. 

Because of their complete devotion to the Lord they 
will never again ‘see their teachers removed into a 
comer’. (Isa. 30:20) They are fearless because Je- 
hovah has put his hand over them, which is their pro- 
tection, (Isa. 51:16) Jehovah God has brought them 
into his house and, they being in “the secret place 
of the Most High”, he says to them: “Thou shalt not 
be afraid for the terror by night; nor for the anw 
that liieth by day.” — Ps. 91:5. 

The prophetic vision of Ezekiel, and the fulfilment 
thereof, shows the faithful saints, such as Paul, now 
resurrected and assigned to their places in God’s or- 
ganization in heaven. Those who compose the faith- 
ful remnant on earth must have their resurrection 
change befom they can enter a like glorious place in 
the invisible part of God’s organization. That change 
comes about through death, because these are in the 
covenant by sacrifice. As long as they are faithful 
these have no fear of death, because Jesus uttered a 
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prophecy that has its fulfilment from and after the 
time that the Lord builds up Zion, saying, “Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth : 
Yea, saith the spirit, that they may rest from their la- 
bours, and their works do follow them.” — ^Rev. 14 : 13. 

Such faithful ones are in the Lord and in the earth- 
ly part of God’s organization ; and, there continuing 
faithful imtil the time of their resurrection, their 
change will come “in a moment, in the twinkling of 
an eye”. To such the Lord Jesus now says: “Be 
thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a crown 
of life.” (Rev. 2:10) Blessed, therefore, is the man 
who today has the testimony of Jesus Christ that ho 
is of God’s organization, and who appreciates the 
great privilege of performing the part assigned to 
him in that organization. 



CHAPTER VI 


Satan’s Organization 

J EHOVAH’S great prophet foretold another sign 
in heaven that would appear unto those of the 
temple class. “And there appeared another won- 
der in heaven ; and behold a great red dragon, having 
seven heads and ten horns, and seven crowns upon 
his heads. And his tail drew the third part of the 
stars of heaven, and did cast them to the earth : and 
the dragon stood before the woman which was ready 
to be delivered, for to devour her child as soon as it 
was bom.” (Rev. 12:3,4) This scripture is also a 
prophecy, and it is apparent that its fulfilment takes 
place approximately at the same time that the proph- 
ecy relating to the woman giving birth to the man 
child is fulfilled, as stated in the scripture. If that 
conclusion is correct, we should be able to find some 
facts showing its fulfilment. 

The prophecy discloses a great red dragon ready 
to devour the man child of the woman as soon as it 
is bom. Dragon is one of the names God gave the 
Devil. It refers to Satan the enemy and all the wicked 
agencies wliich he employs, lied, like unto fire, sym- 
bolizes that which is dcstractive. The meaning of the 
word “dragon” is that which devours. “Red dragon” 
therefore represents the devilish and extremely wick- 
ed organization moving to devour and destroy Zion 
and the man child, which is the new nation or gov- 
ernment that shall rule the world in righteousness. 

Therefore the conclusion is that the “great red 
dragon” in the prophecy represents Satan’s organiza- 
tion that is opposed to God’s organization. There is 
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both a visible and an invisible part of Satan’s or- 
ganization, because Satan is a spirit being invisible 
to human eyes. The number seven is a symtol of that 
which is complete and invisible, while the number ten 
symbolizes that which is complete and visible to man. 
The two numbers, being divinely symbolic numbers, 
therefore represent the complete oi^anization of Sa- 
tan, both invisible and visible. The “seven crowns” 
represent the complete power and authority that is 
exercised over his organization, and which is invisi- 
ble to human eyes, and also that the controlling power 
of the great organization of Satan is invisible to man. 
“Ten horns” is a symbol of complete dominating pow- 
er over all the nations of the earth. Jesus told his 
disciples that Salan the Devil is the invisible ruler 
of the world and is opposed to him. (John 14:30) 
Paul gave similar testimony. — 2 Cor. 4 : 3, 4. 

That Satan’s organization invisible is divided into 
and operated by departments under subrulers, is 
quite reasonable ; and the conclusion is supported by 
the Scriptures, Wc know that is true with reference 
to the visible part, and the visible always reflects that 
rule by which the invisible is governed. In addition 
to this, the prophet of God mentions the “prince of 
Persia” and the “prince of Grecia” that opposed the 
angel of the Lord and therefore represented the Devil. 
(Dan, 10: 13, 20) This would indicate that the Devil 
has appointed an acting prince over each nation or 
earthly division of his organization. Paul tells of these 
“rulers of the darkness”, and that they war against 
the members of God’s organization. — Eph. 6: 12. 

Many have been deceived concerning Satan and 
made to believe that he does not amount to much, and 
that he was bound long ago, and that he has no or- 
ganization. Many have also been induced to believe 
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that Satan has horns and hoofs, and carries an asbes- 
tos poker with which he stirs the fires of his inferno 
and tortures the creatures who fall into his clutches. 
Satan himself is authority for all such fantastic lies 
which his agencies rise to confuse the people and to 
blind them to his real course of action. 

The Scriptural proof is that Satan is a subtle, wily, 
elusive, fraudulent, hypocritical and very deceptive 
enemy of righteousness. He represents himself as an 
angel of light, and covers his deadly lies with a little 
truth, that he may deceive the unsuspecting. (2 Cor. 
11 : 14; 2 Thess. 2:9) So subtle are his methods that 
he has induced many good Christian people to believe 
that he has nothing to do with the present world 
governments, and comparatively few have ever seen 
and appreciated the fact that he has a powerful or- 
ganization. Therefore it appears to be both important 
and necessary to set out here the proof concerning 
his organization, its inception and development, and 
its purpose. 

BABYLON 

That which moved Lucifer to rebel and become Sa- 
tan, the enemy of God, was covetousness. He desired 
to have an exalted throne above others of creation, 
that they might bow and worship him even as crea- 
tion bows before the throne of Jehovah and worships 
him. He set about to complete his oi^anization, both 
among the spirit beings and among human beings. 
On earth he oi^nized men into religious systems. 
Then he organized the commercial power and sup- 
ported it with a military arrangement, and then a 
political organization. He saturated the entire or- 
ganization with a religion. The leaders in the com- 
mercial and political parts of his organization he made 
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the principal ones of the flock of the religions part 
of the organization, and thereby formed a combina- 
tion of all three parts. Babylon well represents the 
religious, Assyria the political, and Egypt the com- 
mercial factor of his powerful organization. In the 
world powers that succeeded these three named above, 
the three elements of commercial, ecclesiastical and 
political are always prominent and appear as the 
governing factors. 

Babylon was founded by Nimrod, who was the son 
of Cush, who was the son of Ham. “And the begin- 
ning of his kingdom was Babel, and Erech, and Accad, 
and Calnch, in the land of Shinar.” (Gen. 10:10, 
6-9) The name Nimrod means “rebellious, or him 
that rules”. {Cruden’s) Nimrod left the land that 
had been assigned to his father Ilam, and invaded the 
land assigned to Shem in the northern regions, and 
settled in the land of Shinar. In this he manifested 
the covetous and rebellio;xs spirit of Satan. It seems 
fitting that, when the time came for God to send 
faithful men into the promised land of Canaan, he 
called Abraham and brought him away from the coun- 
try controlled by Satan through his agencies. He took 
Abraham out of the very birthplace of Satan’s organ- 
ization. 

Babylon or Babel is, according to the native ety- 
mology of the word, spelled Bab-il, and means “the 
gate of God”. The Hebrew word Babel means “con- 
fusion”. “Therefore is the name of it called Babel 
[margin, confusion] ; because the Lord did there con- 
found the language of all the earth: and from thence 
did the Lord scatter them abroad upon the faee of all 
the earth.” (Gen. 11:9) It is also called Sheshach 
(Shishaki), the name of the moon god. The city of 
Babel was built by Nimrod (the rebeUious) for the 
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manifest purpose of making a name for others than 
Jehovah the true God. (Gen. 11 : 4) The fact that the 
city was given the name Bab-il (Babylon) is proof 
that it was built in defiance of Jehovah God and was 
the enemy organization from its very inception. It 
was thus named in derision and in defiance of Al- 
mighty God. 

The Scriptures show that the deity of the rebellious 
city was “Bel”. (Isa. 46:1; Jer. 50:2; 51:44) 
Aiithoritics, such as Dr. Strong, state that “Bel” is 
a contraction from the name “Baal”, which means 
master, husband, god or lord. Jehovah is the Lord 
God and “Imsband” of his people and his organiza- 
tion, (Isa. 54: 5) Satan, otherwise called Bel or Baal, 
was and is the husband and lord of Ins organization 
on earth, set up with Nimrod as its visible head. Nim- 
rod became the husband of his own mother. Therefore 
Satan created and maiTied Babylon his organization. 
All the acquisition by Satan was the result of his 
covetousness. Jehovah, through his prophet, says: “0 
thou that dwellest upon many waters [peoples and na- 
tions] , abundant in treasures, thine end is come, and 
the measure of thy covetousness.” (Jer. 51: 13) Je- 
hovah named Satan the Dragon, which means de- 
Tourer or one who swallows up ; and thus Jehovah 
identifies Bel (Baal) as Babylon’s god, and the city 
or organization of Babylon as the Devil’s organiza- 
tion which devours others. — Jer. 51 : 34. 

Baal-worship was the established Devil religion. 
The devotees worshiped the Devil even as he had de- 
signed that they should do. (1 Ki. 16 : 31-33 ; 18 : 19- 
40) “Religion” was the most prominent part of the 
organization of the city of Babylon. The manifest 
purpose was to get the minds of the people turned 
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away from Jehovah and to induce them to vrotship 
the Devil and his creation. 

According to one authority, the name Bel means 
“the confounder”, and he suggests that Babylonians 
worshiped Bel, and not Jehovah, as the confoimder 
of the language. The confounding of tho language or 
speech at Shinar resulted from the wrong-doing of 
Satan anti his agencies ; and therefore Satan is prop- 
erly called a confounder. Satan has confounded tho 
religious belief and practices, and has blinded the 
people to the truth. God speaks through his prophet 
against the Devil and his organization, and commands 
his faithful witnesses thus: “Declare ye among the 
nations, and publish, and set up a standard ; publish, 
and conceal not: say, Babylon is taken, Bel is con- 
founded, Merodach is broken in pieces.” — Jer. 50:2. 

Nimrod, the first king of that wicked city, was a 
giant and a great hunter of wild beasts, a great 
campaigner and acquirer of property by seizure, and 
exalted himself before the people as greater than Je- 
hovah God. He shows forth, therefore, the propen- 
sities of tlie religionists, the profiteer or militarist, 
and the politician. It is manifest, however, that the 
chief purpose of the organization, put foremost at 
that time, was to establish the Devil-worship and 
bring reproach upon the name of Jehovah God. 

In the course of time Nebuchadnezzar succeeded 
Nimrod as the ruler of Babylon. He also was a strong 
sponsor of the Devil religion. “For the king of Baby- 
lon stood at the parting of the way, at the head of the 
two ways, to use divination: he made his arrows 
bright, he consulted with images, he looked in tho 
liver.” (Ezek. 21:21) “Nebuchadnezzar the king 
made an image of gold, whose height was three-score 
cubits, and the breadth thereof six cubits; he set it 
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up in the plain of Dura, in the province of BjSj^ylon.” 
(Dan. 3:1) He was a wicked, tyrannical and cruel 
ruler. (Dan. 4:27) Jehovah’s prophet speaks of 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon as a dragon; 
“He hath swallowed me up like a dragon.” (Jer. 
51:34) Therefore the Lord, through his prophet, 
identifies the king of Babylon as the Devil’s represen- 
tative and gives him one of the Devil’s names. The 
same prophet also calls the Iring of Babylon “the king 
of Sheshach”.-Jer. 25:26. 

The Prophet Isaiah definitely identifies Lucifer the 
Devil as the ruler of Babylon, and supports the iden- 
tification God gave through Jeremiah: “Thou shalt 
take up this proverb against the king of Babylon, 
and say, How hath the oppressor ceased! the golden 
city ceased! How art thou fallen from heaven, 0 
Lucifer, son of the morning! how art thou cut down 
to the ground, which didst weaken the nations! For 
thou hast said in thine heart, I will ascend into heav- 
en, I will exalt my throne above the stars of God : I 
will sit also upon the mount of the congregation, in 
the sides of the north.” (Isa. 14:4,12,13) This 
agrees with the fact that Nimrod established his or- 
ganization in Babylon in the north instead of in the 
south ; therefore that in forming that organization he 
invaded the land settled by others. 

The evidence is strong and convincing that the king, 
ruler, god and husband of Babylon is Satan, that old 
Serpent, the Devil. Babylon is thereby Satan’s wife, 
and hence is symbolized by an evil and immoral wo- 
man. It has been said tW Babylon pictured ‘tha 
church nominal which was originally the gateway to 
glory and to God’, but which fell and “became a 
gateway to error and confusion and a miserable mix- 
time composed chiefly of tares and hypocrites”. The 
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Scriptures do not support that conclusion. Babylon 
was never the nominal organization of God or of 
Christ. Babylon was never on the side of the Lord 
God, but was organized in defiance of Jehovah God 
and devoted to the Devil religion, and therefore could 
not fall away from God. Therefore it could not mean 
an apostate religion; but it docs mean that which it 
is and always has been, a devilish religion and devil- 
ish organization. The fact that religions other than 
the so-called “Christian religion” have fallen to Sa- 
tan’s organization is entirely a different matter. 

Jehovah called it Babel, or “confusion”, from the 
time it was founded on the plains of Shinar; and 
therefore Babylon could not represent an organiza- 
tion that was once the gateway to gloiy. He called 
it confusion, because it was the place where he con- 
fused the tongues or speech of the people. Babylon 
worshiped the Devil from the very beginning. The 
facts show beyond all doubt that Babylon (Bab-il) 
is the organization founded by Jehovah’s arch-enemy, 
Satan the Devil. That name has from the very be- 
ginning stood for the Devil’s organization, and still 
stands therefor. Manifestly it is only in irony and 
derision that God addresses it as a virgin. — Isa. 47 : 1. 

The Scriptures show that the Devil’s organization 
is of two parts, to wit, (1) that which is invisible to 
man and which really controls, and hence controls the 
entire organization ; and (2) that part which is visible 
to man. The organization is designated “this present 
evil world”, over which Satan is the god. (Gal. 1:4; 
2 Cor. 4: 3, 4) The invisible part is called “heaven”, 
because invisible; while the visible part is called 
“earth”, because visible to man. (2 Pet. 3:7) “The 
burden of Babylon, which Isaiah the son of Amoz 
did see. ... I will punish world for their evil. 
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and the wicked for their iniquity; and I will cause 
the arroguncy of the proud to cease, and will lay low 
the liauglitiness of the terrible. . . . Therefore I will 
shake tlie heavens, and the earth shall remove out of 
her place, in the wrath of the Lord of hosts, and in 
the day of liis fierce anger, ’ ' — Isa. 13 : 1-13 ; Rev. 
17:3-3,18. 

The coustniclion of the ancient city of Babylon 
represented both her lieavcniy and her earthly divi- 
sions and position. Out from tlie well-spring in Eden 
flowed the River Euphrates, which well represents 
the human race after the expulsion of man from Eden, 
The city of Bal)ylon was built on both sides of that 
river, which flowed from north to south, and the river 
therefore divided the city into two parts. In one 
part of the city was built the temple, and in the other 
part of the city the palace; and the two parts wore 
connected by a bcatitiful bridge and also by an un- 
derground passage. The two divisions of the city 
hemmed in the river, and the waters of the river 
pa.ssed between the two divisions. The river therefore 
represents the human race, hemmed in between the 
invisible and visible parts of the Devil’s organization 
over which he rules. He rules there, and his organiza- 
tion rests U])on and draws support fi’om the people, 
Babylon is described in the Scriptures as a “whore”, 
and is refei'rcd to by the Ijord’s prophet as ‘sitting 
upon the multitudes, peoples and nations ’.-Rev. 17 : 15. 

MORAL STATUS 

The city of Babylon, the Devil’s organization, is 
in the Scriptures charged with and shown as guilty 
of fornication, idolatry, sorcery, murder, and many 
other crimes. (Rev. 17:5,6) Babylon the great has 
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“made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of 
her fornication”. (Rev. 14: 8) “For all nations have 
drunk of the wine of the wrath of her fornication, 
and the kings of the earth liave committed fornication 
with her, and the merchants of the earth are Avaxed 
rich througli the abundance of her delicacies.” (Rev. 
18:3) “Stand now with thine enchantments, and 
with the multitude of tliy sorceries, wherein tho\i hast 
laboured from thy youth ; if so be thou shalt be able 
to profit, if so be thou mayest prevail. Tliou art 
wearied in the multitude of tliy counsels. Let now 
the astrologers, the stargazei-s, the monthly prognosti- 
cators, stand up and save thee from these things that 
shall come upon thee.” (Isa. 47:12,13) “For thy 
merchants Averc the great men of the earth; for by 
thy sorceries were all nations decciA^ed.” (Rev. 18: 
23) “For it is the land of graven images; and they 
arc mad upon their idols.” (Jcr. 50 : 38) “The nations 
have drunken of her wine; therefore the nations are 
mad.” (Jer. 51:7) “The great Avhorc, Avhich did cor- 
rupt the earth Avith her fornication. ’ ’ — Rev. 19 : 2. 

The Scriptures associate Avinc with the harlot. Evi- 
dently this is not the Avine that the clergy and the 
advocates of prohibition pretend to be against. The 
Lord defines Avhat it is Avhen he says: “They also 
have erred through wine, and through strong drink 
are out of the way. ’ ’ ( Isa. 28:7) “ They arc drunken, 
but not with [natural] wine; they stagger, but not 
Avith strong drink.” (Isa. 29:9) It is manifest that 
they are intoxicated with the wicked things which the 
Devil has promulgated and caused to be taught. It is 
the Avine of the harlot and is a counterfeit of the wine 
of God’s true organization. “Wisdom . . . hath killed 
her beasts, she hath mingled her wine ; she hath also 
furnished her table,” — Prov. 9; 1, 2.

PBOPHECT 


It has been suggested that "the wine of her fornica- 
tion” (Rev. 17:2) means the union of the nominal 
church with the states of this world, thereby mani- 
festing unfaithfulness toward "the Bridegroom”, 
Jesus. This could hardly be true. Neither literal nor 
symbolic Babylon was ever espoused to the Bride- 
groom Jesus, and the church could not therefore be 
guilty of foniication in this sense. Babylon was es- 
poused and married to the Devil, and the doctrines 
that she has put forth have caused others to commit 
fornication and adultery with her. Earth’s kings have 
committed fornication with her. Babylon, being the 
product of the Devil’s power, could not be represented 
otherwise than as an unchaste or immoral woman, 
representing an immoral organization in the sight of 
God ; and hence the ruling factors of the earth, unit- 
ing with her and adopting her religion, would be 
guilty of unclcanncss; and any system uniting with 
her or being seduced by her, and that had once be- 
longed to the Lord’s organization, would be guilty of 
fornication and adultery. The worship of idols, es- 
pecially on the part of those who had once been in 
a covenant with Jehovah, brands them with adultery 
and unclcanncss, all of which Babylon is guilty of 
starting or originating. 

"Moreover he [Jehoram, king of Judah] made high 
places in the mountains of Judah, and caused the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem to commit fornication, and 
compelled Judah thereto.” (2 Chron. 21:11) The 
inhabitants of Jerusalem were God’s covenant peo- 
ple, but when they adopted the Devil religion they 
committed fornication with the Devil’s organization, 
to wit, Babylon. The same rule applies to spiritual 
Israel. Those who, having once been God’s covenant 
people, thereafter became contaminated by the wine 
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or false doctrines of the Devil and adopted the Devil 
religion, committed fornication with Babylon the 
mother of harlots, and her name attaches to them by 
reason of their being adopted into her family. 

Jehovah brands Babylon as “the mother of harlots 
and abominations of the earth". She is the mother of 
everything that is abominable in God’s sight. She is 
the mother of ‘the abomination that maketh desolate, 
spoken of by Daniel the prophet’. (Matt. 24: 15) The 
name Babylon applies primarily to Satan’s organiza- 
tion, and attaches to all the seed which that organiza- 
tion produces and which represents that evil organi- 
zation. 

The primary purpose of Satan is to reproach Je- 
hovah God, turn the people away from him, and com- 
pel worship of himself. Knowing that God’s creatures 
who love him would sing his praises and worship 
Him, Satan brought into being his organization, and 
at the very beginning thereof made religion the most 
prominent part; and then he makes the commercial 
and the political or ruling powers a part of his or- 
ganization, and they adopt his devilish religion. It 
is the religious clement of Satan’s organization that 
he uses chiefly to blind the people concerning Jehovah 
God, and therefore the religious clement was made 
the most prominent in the beginning and is the most 
reprehensible before God. 

Until iniquity was found in Lucifer he was a part 
of God’s organization. By reason of his covetous de- 
sire to have the worship of creation he produced a 
wicked religion. By the multitude of his merchandise, 
or the commercial factor, he has produced violence; 
and by his selfish desire to rule creation he produced 
the political or ruling elements, all of which appear 
in his organization. — I2zek. 28 : 14-18. 
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It was unfaithfulness on Lucifer’s part that caused 
him to rebel against God and to form the wicked or- 
ganization and become the husband thereof. There- 
fore Babylon is represented as an unchaste woman 
and means an immoral organization, and hence is the 
mother of all “harlot” systems. The visible part of 
Satan’s organization, to wit, tlie earthly governments, 
is represented under the symbol of beast”, because 
harsh, criu!! and oppressive. It is the “beast” that 
carries or bears up tlie organization of Satan; and 
she, the organization of Satan, rules over and sits 
upon the i)eoples and nations of the earth. (Rev. 
17 : H, 5, If), 18) The pi-ophet of God calls the Devil’s 
organization “the lady of kingdoms”. (Isa. 47:5) 
This is manifestly an ironical statement. The Scrip- 
tural proof is conclusive, therefore, that Babylon was 
organized by the Devil and that it represents the 
Devil’s complete organization. 

EGYPT 

Although Babylon was first organized, Egypt was 
the tirst nation of great and dominating strength. 
The predominating factor of Egypt was her military 
power, Avhich stands for the commercial factor of the 
govi'i’innent. The real reason for building up the 
military power is to acquire or hold property. Al- 
most all ware have been 2 u*ompted by a covetous de- 
sire to acquire the property of others, and have been 
promoted by the commercial factors of the rulers of 
the nations. The w'ars which Jehovah commanded his 
chosen peoiilc to fight were fought either for the exe- 
cution of God’s judgment against evil-doers or to main- 
tain his good name, and were always carried on for 
good. God is the Giver of life, and he has the perfect 
right to take it away when he secs good. Not so with 
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others. The Devil’s organization has carried on war 
for a selfish and unrighteous purpose, and has builded 
great military force for that purpose. 

Egypt was so called by the Greeks and Komans. 
The Hebrew name is Mizraim, which means “the en- 
closer or the embanker of the sea”, probably refer- 
ring to the fact that the first Pharaoh turned tlie Nile 
into its course by embankments. Tliis is supported by 
the words ascribed to Satan : ‘ ‘ My river is mine own, 
and I have made it for myself.” (Ezek. 29:3) The 
name is derived from the Hebrew word Mazor {Mah- 
tsohr), and, according to Dr. Strong, means “some- 
thing hemming in, a mound, a siege, and distress”. 
Sometimes the Hebrew word Mazor is used as the 
name for Egypt. See Isaiah 19:6; 37:2.5; Micah 
7 : 12, R. V., margin. 

“Rahab,” which means 'proud, is the ecclesiastical 
name applied to Egypt, doubtless because of her 
pride, arrogance and boastfulness against God. (Ps. 
87:4; 89 : 10) “The land of Ham” is another desig- 
nation, probably because of one of Ham’s sons whose 
name was Mizraim. — Gen. 10 : 6. 

In ancient times the land of Egypt was very fertile, 
especially along the valley of the Nile. Its productiv- 
ity depended on the regular and annual overflow of 
the Nile River. The people worshiped the river, evi- 
dently because Satan used this means to turn the peo- 
ple away from the true God and make them believe 
that their gods, of which he was chief, brought the 
blessings to them through the River Nile. The Scrip- 
tures note the absence of rain in Egypt. (Deut. 11; 
10, 11) Hail, lightning and thunder were probably 
unknown to the Egyptians until the Lord sent the 
plagues at the time he sent Moses there. “And Moses 
stretched forth his rod toward heaven ; and the Lord 
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sent thunder and hail, and the fire ran along upon 
the ground ; and the Lord rained hail upon the land 
of Egypt. So there was hail, . . . very grievous, such 
as tlicrc was none like it in all the land of Egypt 
since it became a nation.” (Ex. 9:23,24) The ex- 
traordinary phenomenon of the fire, which manifestly 
was lightning, running along upon the ground, called 
the attention of the ])coplc to the fact that Jehovah 
was the Mighty God, and made for him a name 
amongst the people. 

The natives of Egypt were aftlicted with skin dis- 
eases, denoting a bad condition of the blood ; thus sug- 
gesting a bad condition because of sin, as the life is in 
the blood. God told his people, the Israelites, that if 
they would be diligent and hearken unto his voice and 
do right, then he would put none of those diseases upon 
them which were upon Egypt. (Ex. 15:26; Dcut. 7 : 15) 
Disobedience to God would bring upon Israel such 
loathsome diseases as afflicted the Egyptians. (Dcut. 
2.S ; 27, 60) Thus God v/ould teach his people that only 
ho has the power to remove sin and affliction. 

The Egyptians were noted for the use of the horse. 
“And Solomon had horses brought out of Egypt. 
, . . And a chariot came up and went out of Egypt 
for six hundred shekels of silver, and an horse for 
an hundred and fifly.” (1 Ki. 10:28,29; see also 
Ezek. 17 : 15) The primary use of horses w'as for 
military purposes. The chariots were drawn by horses, 
and the chariots were used for war purposes. This 
arrangement made Egypt a great military power that 
dominated all the other nations. Becaiise of the mis- 
use of the horse and because it destroys trust in Je- 
hovah, ho, the Lord, does not speak favorably con- 
cerning the horse: “Woe to them that go down to 
Egypt for help; and stay on horses, and trust in 
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chariots, because they arc many; and in horsemen, 
because they are very strong ; but they look not unto 
the Holy One of Israel, neither seek the Lord!” — 
Isa. 31:1-3. 

The displeasure of God concerning the use of horses 
is shown when he directed Josiali to remove them; 
“And he took away the horses that the kings of Ju- 
dah had given to the sun, at the entering in of the 
house of the Lord, by the chamber of Nathan-melech 
the chamberlain, which was in the suburbs, and 
burned the chariots of the sun with fire.”-2 Ki. 23: 11. 

The enemies of Israel came with hoi’ses and chariots 
of war to fight against the people of God: “And the 
Lord said unto Joshua, Be not afraid because of them : 
for to morrow about this time will I deliver tlicm up 
all slain before Israel: thou slialt hough their liorses, 
and bum their chariots with fire.” (Josh. 11: 6) To 
hough means to hamstring a horse and make it use- 
less. David did the same thing ivith the horses of 
the Syrians. — 2 Sam. 8 : 4. 

It does not appear that the word “horse” can prop- 
erly apply to doctrines ; but, in particular, the horse 
does symbolize Avar, war policies, and war propaganda, 
and therefore fitly represents a military organization. 

A further proof that Egypt was a military power 
is that the Egyptians hated the peaceful occupation 
of the herders of sheep. “For every shepherd is an 
abomination unto the Egyptians.” (Gen. 46:34) It 
is well known that men or organizations that have 
used horses and military equipment have little use 
for the peaceable occupation of a sliepherd; and this 
was first manifc.stcd by the Egyptians, and the Lord 
has shown it in his Word. 

The Egyptians worshiped the Devil and practised 
the DevU religion. The magicians of Egypt were 
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scribes or horoscopists who drew magical lines and 
circles, and claimed to state thereby what their invisi- 
ble gods had determined concerning a person. The 
commercial or military powers were subject to and 
practised the Devil religion, as did also the political 
or ruling power. The rulers were against Jehovah 
and oppressed the people. With indignation the king 
said to Moses; “Who is the Lord [Jehovah], that I 
should obey his voice?” — Ex. 5:2. 

The religion of Egypt, used of the Devil and op- 
posed to Jehovah, is .sliown by the following Scriptural 
proofs: “Against all the gods of Egypt I will exe- 
cute judgment: I am the Lord [Jehovah].” (Ex. 
12:12) “And it came to pass in the morning that 
his siiirit was troubled: and he sent and called for 
all the magicians of Egypt, and all the wise men 
thereof ; and Pharaoli told them his dream ; but there 
was none that could interpret tliem unto Pharaoh,” 
(Gen. 41: 8) “And the spirit of Egypt shall fail in 
the midst thereof; .‘ind I will destroy the counsel 
thereof; and they shall seek to the idols, and to the 
charmers, and to them that have familiar spirits, and 
to the wizards.” (Isa. 19:3) “He shall break also 
the images of Beth-shemesh, that is in the land of 
Egypt ; and the houses of the gods of the Egyptians 
shall he bum with fire.” — Jcr. 43: 13. 

The ruling factors of Egj^pt therefore comprised 
the king and princes, the religious professors, the 
militarists and the building engineers. “The princes 
also of Pharaoh saw her [Sarah] and commended her 
before Pharaoh.” This shows that the king had his 
politicians looking after his personal interests. Con- 
cerning Joseph who was in Egypt it is written: “The 
king sent and loosed him; even the niler of the peo- 
ple, and let him go free. He made him lord of his 
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house, and ruler of all his substance; to bind his 
princes at his pleasure, and teach his senators wis- 
dom.”— Ps. 105:20-22. 

Special provision was made in Egypt for the 
mongers of religion. “Only the land of the priests 
bought he not ; for the priests had a portion assigned 
them of Pharaoh, and did eat their portion which 
Pharaoh gave them: wherefore they sold not their 
lands.” (Gen. 47 : 22) In the Devil’s organization ho 
had seen to it that the religionists were particularly 
taken care of and provided for. The Devil lias al- 
ways kept religion prominent and to the fore. 

Concoming the military forces it is written that 
Pharaoh had a great host of chariots, and horses to 
draw those chariots, and horsemen. (Ex. 15:4; 14: 
7, 9) “Harness the horses; and get up, ye liorscmcn, 
and stand forth with your helmets ; furbish the spears, 
and put on the brigandincs. Egypt riseth up like a 
flood [of the Nile]. . . . Come up, ye horses; and 
rage, ye chariots ; and let the miglity men come forth ; 
the Ethiopians and the Libyans, that handle the 
shield; and the Lydians, that handle and bend the 
bow.” (Jer. 4G: 4, 8, 9) The Ethiopians and Libyans 
and Lydians were the allies of Egypt, and their place 
of residence was on the border of Egypt. 

As proof that they were great builders and en- 
gineers, it is written: “Therefore they did set over 
them taskmasters, to afflict them with their burdens. 
And they built for Pharaoh treasure cities, Pithom 
and Raamses.” (Ex. 1:11) It is in the land of Egypt 
that great pyramids and temples have been builded, 
and without a doubt they were built at the instance 
of Satan. These combined ruling factors of Egypt 
were haughty, domineering, blood-guilty, oppressive. 
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presumptuous and blasphemous. — Job 21:14,15; 
Isa. 19:11. 

The proof is conclusive that Eg 3 T)t was Satan’s or- 
ganization and that the dominating element in the 
visible part of that organization was the commercial 
power, which created and operated the military for 
its selfish purposes and caused the politicians to do 
the bidding of that element. The religious element 
of the nation was that of the Devil, and wielded an 
uncanny influence over the other ruling factors. Here 
again the manifest purpose was to turn the people 
away from God and to corrupt them and keep them 
in subjection to the Devil, who was particxilarly rep- 
resented in Egypt by Pharaoh the king. To further 
strengthen the proof, God in his Word definitely says 
that Egypt is the Dragon or Devil organization, 
created and organized by Satan who claims the earth 
and everything therein for his o^vn selfish purposes: 
“Thus sailh the Lord God, Behold, I am against thee, 
Pharaoh [the Devil] king of Egypt, the great dragon 
that lieth in the midst of his rivers, which hath said, 
My river is mine own, and I have made it for myself” 
[let Jehovah keep his hands off]. — Ezek. 29:3. 

The common people of Egypt were kept in sub- 
jection to the rulers, even as Satan keeps the peoples 
of earth in subjection to himself by and through the 
rulers. The common people were not so harsh to the 
Israelites as were the rulers. It is even so today ; the 
common people are not harsh against God’s people, 
as arc the ruling factors. The financial lords today 
claim the natural resources of the earth which God 
intended for the people. They also advance the opin- 
ion that they properly rule and control the people, 
and that by divine right. Egypt was a house of 
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bondage to God’s people, Israel; and so the Devil’s 
organization is holding the peoples of earth in bondage. 

ASSYRIA 

Assyria was also an organization of the Devil. 
Three elements or governing factors, to wit, religious, 
eommercial and political, appeared therein, but that 
which is made the foremost is a political religion, or 
a political rule, or a form of religion that is used by 
the politicians. By that is meant that the politicians 
who controlled the people accepted the religion as a 
matter of expediency. 

Tlie prophetic books of Jonah and Nahum are de- 
voted exclusively to Assyria and Nineveh, its capital 
city, and strikingly foretell a state of the Devil’s or- 
ganization in which a political class will be in the 
saddle and adopt and follow a false religion because 
it is thought expedient in carrying out the political 
purposes. In this the political factor is strongly and 
consistently supported by the commercial power, the 
“giants”, which together with the politicians are 
made the principal ones of the flock of the religious 
system. The prophetic record concerning the A.ssyr- 
ian world power seems to clearly foretell a eondition 
of the Devil’s organization existing during the period 
of preparation and immediately before the great con- 
flict between Satan’s organization and God’s organi- 
zation. Otherwise stated, it foretold a condition exist- 
ing on earth when approaching the time of the estab- 
lishment of God’s kingdom, which is the present time. 

Nimrod was Satan’s chief man on earth. He had 
built Babylon and three other cities in the land of 
Shinar, and became a great campaigner against the 
peacefully-disposed Shemites who lived in Mesopota- 
mia. Asshur was one of the sons of Shem, and evident- 
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ly he and his offspring settled that part of the valley 
of Mesopotamia that lies north of Babylon. Nineveh 
was the capital city of Assyria and, according to the 
Common or Authonzed Version of the Bible, it was 
built by Asshur. (See Genesis 10:11.) The accuracy 
of that translation is disputed by many who claim 
that it was Nimrod who built Nineveh, the capital 
city. There is much force to their contention. Gen- 
esis 10 : 10 tells of the beginning of Nimrod’s exploit.s. 
Prom verses six to twenty the record pertains to the 
sons of Ilam, of which Nimrod was the most promi- 
nent. It does not seem reasonable that in the very 
midst of the description of that family it would break 
off the continuity of the description by interjecting 
the statement concerning the sons of Shem, who are 
mentioned iii the same chapter, beginning with the 
twenty-second verse. 

One well-recognized authority on translation 
(Hislop) contends with much force that the proper 
translation sliould read thus: “And he [Nimrod], 
being strengthened [after he had built Babylon, and 
Erech, and Accad, and Calneh, in the land of Shinar ; 
and had become a ‘mighty’ man in the earth] went 
forth out of that land [Shinar], and buildcd Nineveh, 
and the city Rehoboth, and Calah.” The marginal 
rendering of the Common or Authorized Version sup- 
ports that conclusion, and it reads: “And he [Nim- 
rod] went out, into Assyria.” The weight of author- 
ity, therefore, is that Nimrod extended his domain 
and increased liis might in the earth by invading As- 
syria and bringing Assyria into subjection to him, 
and that he built Nineveh as its capital city. 

One of the prophets of the Lord calls the land of 
Assyria the land of Nimrod. (Mic. 5:6) Being the 
capital city, Nineveh was the official residence of the 
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niler who is called “the king of Nineveh”. (Jonah 
3:6) It was the royal city of the second world power, 
and Babylon became the capital city of the third 
world power. These facts sliow that Assyria, and its 
chief city Nineveh, was an organization of Satan the 
Devil. 

Nineveh was a city or organization of great im- 
portance, and is called “Nineveh, that great city”; 
and, again, the prophet says, “Now Nineveh was an 
exceeding great city of three days’ journey.” (Jonah 
1 : 2 ; 3 : 3) The Hebrew day’s journey being approxi- 
mately twenty miles would thei'cfoi’c make tile city 
approximately sixty miles in circumference. The 
prophet says that there were more than sixscoro 
thousand persons (120,000) that could not discern be- 
tween the right hand and the left hand. This mani- 
festly refex’s to infants, and would warrant the con- 
clusion that the total iiopulation of the city was be- 
tween 600,000 and a million. 

A lion is used in the tScri]>tures to symbolize a ruler. 
( Gen. 49 : 9, 10 ) Fierce 1 ions would therefore symbolize 
harsh, cruel and oppressive rulers. Suck rulers or 
political instruments operate selfishly at the behest of 
the mighty commercial power, and their evil deeds 
are screened by the hypocritical religionists. Describ- 
ing the capital city of Nineveh and its rulers, the 
proi)het says: “Where is the den of the lions, and 
the feeding-place of the young lions, where the lion 
and the lioness walked, the lion’s whelp, and none 
made them afraid? The lion did tear in pieces enough 
for his whelps, and strangled for his lionesses, and 
filled his caves with prey, and his dens with ravin.” 
— Nah. 2:11,12, E. V. 

In prophetic phrase is here described a company of 
cruel political rulers, who exploited the people to feed 
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themselves an3 their allies in the Devil’s oi^anization. 
Manifestly this record of the prophet is made that the 
predominating element of that part of Satan’s or- 
ganization could be disclosed. God then expressly de- 
clared tliat he is against that organization. This is 
tlie l)cst proof that the organization mentioned there 
is that of Satan the Devil. — ^Nah. 2 ; 13. 

Tlic king boasted of his political power and that he 
had a treraoiidous political organization: “For ho 
sailh, Arc not my princes altogether [all of them] 
kings [politicians]?’’ (Isa. 10:8) Nineveh was per- 
meated with and debauched by the Devil religion. 
Hero is proof that the “whore” is the Devil’s organi- 
zation, and particularly llie religious part thereof, 
which the Devil uses to seduce and turn the people 
away from Jehovah and to cause both rulers and 
people to walk on in darkno.ss and evil: “Beeause of 
the multitude of the whoredoms of the well-favoured 
harlot [Nineveh], the mistress of witchcrafts, that 
sellcth nations through her whoredoms, and families 
tliTOUgh her witchcrafts.” — Nah. 3: 4. 

The Devil, by appealing to the superstitions of the 
political and commercial giants and rulers of the land, 
seduces them and causes the nation to be under his 
(Satan’s) control. At the present day there is much 
evidence showing that both politicians and big finan- 
ciers consult spirit mediums and thus receive infor- 
mation from the Devil. While the ijoliticians in Nine- 
veh were in the van of the organization, the commer- 
cial factor was exercising its part. The organization 
of Assyria, and particularly the capital city, Nineveh, 
was noted for its commercial wealth. “Take ye the 
spoil of silver, take the spoil of gold ; for there is none 
cud of the store and glory out of all the pleasant 
furniture,” (Nah. 2:9) “Thou hast multiplied thy 
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mereliants above the stars of heaven : the cankerworm 
spoileth, and llceth away.” (Nah. 3:16) Let the 
reader now have in mind tlic present commercial- 
military powers of the world and see how well the 
prophet long ago deseribed the same. 

Assyria, and its capital city, w’as a great military 
power and was strongly fortified. “Thy crowned 
[rulers or officers of authority] arc as the locusts 
and thy captains [field marshals or military command- 
ers] as the great grasshoppers, which camp in the 
hedges in the cold day [the latter sitting around 
ready to act at the bidding of their owners].” — 
Nah. 3:17. 

The Assyrian army which encamped before Jeru- 
salem approximated 200,000 warriors. There were 
probably many more than that, but the record is that 
185,000 of them wore killed by the Lord in one night. 
The king of Assyria defied Jehovah God, and en- 
deavored to turn even God’s consecrated people away 
from him and cause them to give allegiance to the 
Devil. (Isa. 36: 13-20) And thus is proven her mili- 
tary strength and her use by the Devil. 

Assyria, and particularly Nineveh, her capital city, 
Satan’s organization, and which w'as ruled by the 
politicians, profiteers, militarists and religionists, v/as 
a bloody organization preying upon others, lying to 
deceive, exploiting and robbing the people. “Woe to 
the bloody city! it is all full of lies and robbery; the 
prey departeth not ; the noise of a whip, and the noise 
of the rattling of the wheels, and of the prancing 
horses, and of the jumping chariots.” — Nah. 3:1,2. 

It was the rulers of Nineveh who brought about 
the Samaritans, that company of religious hybrids 
who mingled their paganism, the Devil religion, with 
a pretended and superstitious worship of Jehovah. 
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The Lord plainly names them as “adversaries” of 
his people, who wanted to join with those who were 
God’s people and to call themselves by the name of 
the Lord and at the same time practised the Devil’s 
religion in the name of Jehovah. “Then they came 
to Zerubbabol, and to the chief of the fathers, and 
sai<l unto them. Let us build with you: for we seek 
jmur God, as yc do ; and we do sacrifice unto him since 
the days of Esar-haddon king of Assur [Assyria], 
which brought us up hither.” (Ezra 4:1-3) When 
God’s chosen people refused to join with them, these 
same hypocritical religionists became the avowed ene- 
mies of the Israelites and persecuted them, (Ezra 
4:4-7) The As.syrian rulers had carried these aliens 
into Samaria to repopulatc that land, and to establish 
there the Devil religion in order to corrupt their 
neighbors the Jews. — 2 Ki. 17 : 24, 29. 

The throe great earthly organizations, namely, 
Babylon, Egypt, and Assyria, were all Satan’s organi- 
zations which show his wicked organization from dif- 
ferent viewpoints. Babylon is the mother, and Jeho- 
vah in his Word represents her as “the great whore” 
and “mother of harlots”. (Rev. 17 : 1-5) The Devil’s 
organization is that which gives l)irth to all the other 
organizations that have opposed and still oppose Je- 
hovah God and bring reproach upon his name and 
l)ersecutc his anointed. It is the Devil religion that 
has corrupted the political lulcre and the commercial 
giants of the world .and turned them against Jehovah. 
God’s Word indicates that when the time comes the 
political and financial powers will awake and, learn- 
ing a measure of the truth, will hate the old “whore” 
and make her and everything that is visible of that 
wicked organization desolate. — Rev. 17 : 1-17 ; Isa. 
10:5,6. 
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Assyria therefore more particularly represents the 
Devil’s organization at a time when political rulers 
dominate the nations and work together with and un- 
der the direction of their commercial allies and sup- 
port and uphold a false religion, and shows that they 
will so continue until the crash comes, Egypt, being 
the Devil’s organization, particularly magnifies the 
commercial part, which produces and maintains the 
military power, as predominating, while at the same 
time the politicians and the religionists work together 
to carry out its policies. Babylon stands as the 
“mother” of the whole wicked system, and specifical- 
ly and primarily represents the Devil’s organization; 
and all who become a part of her properly take her 
name and arc designated as Babylon. 

COUNTERFEIT 

The student of prophecy will find that every part 
of God’s great organization has been counterfeited 
and duplicated by Satan, so far as it has been possi- 
ble. It is apparent that Satan’s purpose has at all 
times been to defy Jehovah God, mock and ridicule 
him, bring his name into disrepute and reproach 
before all creation, and turn all creation away from 
the great God. A comparison between the two will 
here be found of interest. 

THE TRUE 

ALMIGHTY GOD : He is the Creator, the Father, 
and the “husband” of Zion, and is holy. 

ZION : The woman symbolizing God’s organization 
Zion; the mother; the wife that gives birth to that 
which is holy and is approved by Jehovah. 

THE SEED: The anointed of God, Jesus Christ 
being the Chief thereof, to caiTy out God’s purposes. 
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THE FALSE 

SATAN, THE FALSE AND MIMIC GOD: The 
creator and father of Babylon ; the husband of that 
old “whore”; and the father of the wicked ones. 

BABYLON: The woman symbolizing the Devil’s 
organization; the mother of Satan’s organization; the 
wife; the harlot and “mother of harlots” organization. 

THE SEED: Satan’s anointed rulers, that is to 
say, those whom ho authorizes and uses to carry on 
the visible rule of his evil organization on earth, and 
particularly the religious leaders. — John 8:42-44. 

In the first groat prophecy the Lord Jehovah God 
said: “And I will put enmity [hatred and hostility] 
between thee [Satan] and the woman [God’s woman, 
his organization] ; and between thy [Satan’s] seed 
and her seed ; it shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise his heel.” (Gen. 3:15) That prophecy must 
bo fulfiiled, and is now in course of fulfilment; but 
the great climax is not yet, but in the future. The 
two seeds arc now developed and made manifest. The 
hostility not only exists, but is also made manifest. 

THE OTHER SIGN 

“And there appeared another wonder in heaven; 
and behold a great red dragon, having seven heads 
and ten horns, and seven crowns upon his heads.” 
(Rev. 12:3) The other great sign or wonder, men- 
tioned in the text just quoted, is seen at the same time 
as the great wonder or sign mentioned in the first 
verse of the same chapter. The first sign or wonder 
is the woman ready to give birth to the man child; 
the second is the great red dragon ready to devour 
the man child. Both of the signs existed long before, 
but both appeared at the same time to those who were 
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watching as Jesus had advised them to watch. — 
Matt. 24 : 42. 

These two great signs or wonders arc discerned 
after the opening of the temple in heaven, and are 
discenied by those who arc devoted to Jehovah and 
who are privileged to be brought into the temple con- 
dition. It was in the year 1918 that the temple was 
opened in licaven ; and after that time that the true 
followers of Christ on earth discenied the wonders 
or signs. The first duty of those seeing the signs is 
to call the attention of their fellow Christians thereto, 
and then to tell tJicsc truths to all ivho have a desire 
to hear. These signs arc conclusive proof of the 
pi’esence of tlic Lord and of the beginning of his 
kingdom, and of that which opposes liis kingdom; 
and the truth concerning the same becomes of vital 
importance to every one who would know the truth. 

Many professed Christians have failed to sec cither 
of the great signs or wonders. They fail to realize 
that Jehovah God has an organization. Tliey do not 
see that the Devil has an organization, and therefore 
think it wrong to say anything about Satan and his 
organization and the agencies which he uses. Evi- 
dently such have been lulled into a sleep or semi- 
comatose state, and have therefore not been awake to 
the unfolding of the divine purpose. Jesus prophesied 
that there would be just such a class of professed 
Christians on earth at this time, and he counsels such 
to ‘anoint their eyes with eye salve [of light and 
truth], that they may see'. (Rev. 3:18) Failing to 
do so, these are evidently not permitted to enter the 
temple condition. 

That such a condition of lukewarmness of professed 
Christians would exist in the very last days of tho 
church’s earthly experience, is made certain, because 
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Jesus the great Prophet of God so stated. It is the 
hope that the truth herein set forth may aid some 
such lukewarm or sleepy ones to awake and avail 
themselves of the great ijrivilcgcs that the Lord has 
afforded them. 

Now it clearly appears to those who are thoroughly 
awake and devoted to the Lord that the first great 
sign or wonder described by the Lord Jesus in the 
scriptures hcrctofoi'e cited is God ’s organization, mark- 
ing the beginning of the reign of Christ Jesus. It also 
appears that the other great wonder or sign is the 
Devil’s organization, putting forth all its power and 
manifesting all its viciousness to destroy the “seed” 
of God’s organization and to bring further reproach 
upon Jehovah’s name. 

Tliat Satan began the forming of his organization 
in the day of Nimrod, the proof hereinbefore set out 
clearly shows. God caused the records of Babylon, 
Egypt and Assyria to be made in his Word for the 
very purpose of aiding and enlightening his people 
at the time of the end of the world, where we now 
are. (Horn. If); 4; 1 Cor. 10: 11) Therefore it is now 
God’s due time for the understanding of the meaning 
of those records concerning the three groat world 
powers above mentioned. It will not do to say that 
what is here recorded about these world powers is 
ancient histoiy with which we have nothing to do. 
The fact that the sign or wonder is revealed to men 
only after the liord builds up Zion in these modem 
times is proof that now is the time when God would 
have his people to carefully examine that ancient 
history and leam its meaning. That history is made 
prominent in the Divine Record concerning Babylon, 
Egypt and r^yria, manifestly for the purpose of 
enabling the student to see the hideousness and wick- 
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edness of the Devil’s organization at and after the 
time when the “great red dragon’’ sign or wonder 
appears. 

The Devil will make a strong effort to cause many 
to misunderstand what is here written, because it ex- 
poses him and his way of wickedness. Evciy thought- 
ful person should expect that very thing. Satan’s 
methods have ever been fraudulent and marked by 
lies and deception, and are yet. lie is the deceiver of 
men, the slanderer of all who try to do right, the 
opposer of God and all righteousness, and the devour- 
cr of everything that would bring honor to Jehovah 
God’s name. 

Satan will attempt to induce some to believe that 
what is here written is written to cause rebellion of 
the people against the respective governments of 
earth. That is not the purpose of what is here writ- 
ten. The people could accomplish nothing by rebel- 
lion or revolution. The people arc now tied hand and 
foot and are powcrlcfs. They are in complete bondage 
to the Devil and his organization. There is no possible 
way for the people to free themselves. As the Israel- 
ites were in bondage in Egypt, so now are all the peo- 
ples of earth in bondage to the Devil’s organization. 
God will set them free in his good way and time, as 
the Scriptures descriljc and as is herein set out. 

The sole purpose of calling attention to the Devil’s 
organization is that the people may flee from it and 
turn themselves wholly to the Lord God so as to have 
his blessing.s. 

The masses of the human race are held in bondage 
to the Devil’s organization, but they are blind as to 
what is holding them. Without doubt many of the 
officials or rulers of the nations of earth honestly de- 
sire to see a better condition established amongst the 
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people. Many honest endeavors are put forth by such 
men to better the government and the people, but 
(Jod's time has come when the people and the rulers 
must know that there is no power that can bring re- 
lief and blessings except the power of Almighty God. 
It is therefore important for us to sec and appreciate 
God’s organization, and at the same time to see and 
understand the power and wickedness of Satan’s or- 
ganization. 

PRESENT POWERS OF CONTROL 

The strongest nations on earth today jointly desig- 
nate themselves as “Christendom”, because they claim 
that their religion is the “Christian religion”. Other 
nations, which make no pretense of worshiping God 
and Christ, but worship idols, arc called “heathen”. 
There arc two great organizations existing, to wit, 
God’s organization and Satan’s organization. To 
which organization do the nations of the earth today 
belong? Surely all fair and honest persons would 
want to determine this question in the right way, be- 
cause the vital welfare of all the people is involved. 
It could bo of no lasting advantoge to any one to 
blind himself to the truth. Let the facts be dispas- 
sionately and honestly weighed, and then let the ques- 
tion be answered according to the truth. 

The religion of the nations called Christendom is 
claimed to be Christian. But is it? To be a Christian 
one must be a true follower of Christ Jesus, and must 
recognize, serve, worship and obey Jehovah God. He 
must take God’s Word as the truth, because the great 
Prophet Christ Jesus stated that his Word is the 
truth. (John 17:17) The majority of the religious 
leaders of so-called Christendom today deny the truth 
of the Bible, and deny that the blood of Jesus furnish- 
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es the purchase price to redeem man from the bond- 
age of sin and death. The very basis of Christianity 
is the great ransom sacrifice of Jesus CJirist. There 
is no other moans of salvation, as the Word of God 
plainly states. (Acts 4: 12) Every modernist preacher 
on earth denies that God created man perfect, that 
he fell because of sin, and that the saci'ifiec of Jesus 
was to provide redemi)tion for man; and yet those 
men claim to be Christians and arc the leaders of the 
religion of Christianity. 

There can not bo two classes of leaders in God’s 
organization, because God is not the author of con- 
fusion. There arc two, and more, classes of leaders 
in Christendom, n.'imely, the Modernist and the Fun- 
damentalist, the Christian Scientists so called, and 
others. The Fundamentalists, without cxcoi)tion, 
teach that every man has an inherently immortal soul 
which therefore can not die, and that when that wliich 
is called death ensues, the soul continues to live either 
in bliss or in torment. Such is based upon Satan’s lie, 
and Jesus declared him to be the father of lies. (Gen. 
3:4; John 8:44) Every Fundamentalist leader de- 
nies that the blood of Jesus was shed that every man 
might have an opportunity for life, and denies that 
God will give every one an opportunity for such relief 
and restoration to life on earth. 

Jesus Christ, whose name Christendom adopts, re- 
stated his Father’s commandment, “Thou shalt not 
kill,’’ and specifically applied that commandment to 
all true Christians. He further taught that the man 
who hates his brother is a murderer. During the 
World War practically all clergymen. Modernists and 
Fundamentalists, taught and instilled into the people 
the spirit of hatred, and urged them to kill one another. 
There were two sides in that great war, and the clergy- 
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men of Christendom and the principal ones of their 
flocks were about equally divided on the respective 
sides; yet all of them urged the killing of their fel- 
low men on the opposite side. Surely this could not 
be the spirit of Cod’s organization. 

Jesus refused to have anything to do with the poli- 
ties of the world. He was not of the world, even 
though he was in it. He overcame the world and told 
all his followers that they must overcome the world. 
(«John 16:33; S:23; 18:36-38) The reason he as- 
signed wtus and is that Satan is the invisible ruler 
or god of the world. (John 12:31; 14:30) His true 
disciples, authorized teachers and representatives of 
God, told the followers of Jesus that they must keep 
themselves separate and distinct from the world and 
devote themselves to tolling the truth about God’s 
King and his righteous kingdom. — 2 Cor. 6 : 17, 18 ; 
Jas. 1 : 27. 

Furthermore, they taught that he who claims to 
be the follower of Christ and who makes himself a 
part or friend of the world is an adulterer and the 
enemy of God. (Jas. 4:4; 1 John 2:15) All the 
clergy of all the denominations, both Catholic and 
Pi’otestant, participate in worldly politics and dili- 
gently seek to control the political clement of the gov- 
ernments of earth called “Christendom”. All of 
them had to do with the carrying on of the World 
War. Such coui’se is contrary to God’s organization. 

But some one will say, ‘Was not the Christian 
church organized by Jesus and his apostles, and are 
not these clergymen still holding to the Christian 
churcli?’ Jesus and his apostles did organize the 
Christian churcli on earth, and for some time there- 
after that organized body of men called Christians 
followed the teachings of Jesus. The church was then 
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pure, and the apostle refers to the same as a pure 
virgin espoused to Christ. (2 Cor, 11:2) Later that 
organization was overreached by Satan through liis 
organization. 

It is also true tliat the Israelites took the name of 
Jehovah God, and were his covenant people and 
agreed to do his will. They wore a prophetic people 
foretelling the Christian people of Cod. Because of 
the unfaithfulness of the Israelites God withdrew his 
favoi’ from them, and they became the captives to 
Baljylon. What happened to that people was pro- 
phetic, and foretold what would happen, and what 
did come to pass, v/ith those Avho control the organi- 
zation called the "Christian church’'. 

llany centuries ago tlie religion named the "Chris- 
tian religion”, and which was organized, ceased to be 
the true religion because the leadera and i)rincipal 
ones in the flock thereof fell away and became captive 
to Babylon, which is the Devil’s organization. Their 
unfaithfulness to God and to Christ Avas the reason 
therefor. Satan therefore overreached and corrupted 
the organization and in due lime controlled it. Satan 
blinded the people and drew them away from the 
truth of God’s Word and from the study thereof, and 
since tliat time the organization has been Cliristian 
in name only, having within its folds some good, 
honest people, and many hypocrites. 

‘But,’ another asks, ‘sui'cly it can not be denied 
that the religion of "Christendom” holds to the name 
of Christ and of God, and public!}’’ c.alls upon the name 
of God and of Christ and prays to God in public, and 
is not their religion therefore still the true Chris- 
tian religion?' To such the ansAver is that Satan’s 
method is always fraudulent. He induced men in the 
very daAvn of man’s history to hypocritically call 
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themselves by the name of the Lord, and he has been 
doing that time and again since, (Gen. 4:26) The 
Israelites were God’s chosen and covenant people 
and they called themselves by the name of the Lord, 
cand because of their unfaithfulness God said to them; 
“This people draw near me with their mouth, and 
with their lips do honour me, but have removed their 
heart [devotion] far from me.” (Isa. 29:13) To 
the same effect Paul wrote a prophecy conecniing the 
very time in which wc arc now living, in which ho 
said: “This know also, that in the last days perilous 
times shall come. For men shall be . . . lovers of 
pleasures more than lovers of God ; having a form of 
godliness, but denying the power thereof,” — 2 Tim. 
3:1-5. 

As men in the days of Enos were hypocrites and 
called themselves by the name of God (Gen. 4: 26) ; 
as the Phai’isccs and other religious leaders of the 
Jews called themselves by the name of God and were 
liypoeritical (Matt. 23: 12-35) ; even so the religionists 
of Christendom are hypocritical, because they claim 
to bo God’s people and take the name of Christ and 
call themselves Christians, but by their very words 
and course of action deny that they serve God and 
follow Christ. Thus the old “whore”, Babylon, has 
defiled and debauched that which is called “organized 
Christianity”. Satan accomplished this evil result by 
his fraud and deception, and by turning the people 
away from Jehovah. 

Before the Lord came to his temple many students 
of the Scriptures believed and taught that the Catho- 
lic system is “Babylon” and “the mother of harlots”. 
In that they were in error. Babylon is Satan’s or- 
ganization and gives birth to every evil organization. 
Babylon, being the harlot and mother of harlots, is 
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the one that causes otlicr organizations to commit 
harlotry. When the early church fell away from God 
and was seduced by the Devil and became a part of 
his organization, that organization then called the 
church took the name of the “mother” as well as of 
the father. The Catholic church became a part of the 
Devil’s organization; and also the Protestant church, 
when it fell away and joined hands with Satan’s or- 
ganization and made an alliance therewith and there- 
by became guilty of adultery. Leaders of botli the 
Catholic and Protestant systems were blijided and led 
away into evil by Satan’s fraud and deception. In 
both Catholic and Protestant church organizations 
there have been and are now honest and sincere per- 
sons; but they have failed to walk in the light of 
Christ, and therefore Satan has blinded them to the 
truth. Many of these arc crying for relief because 
they arc “prisoners” in the Babylonish or devilish 
organization, and the Lord has given his promise that 
in due time these shall be delivered. 

The clergy leaders of Christendom now bring into 
their pulpits politicians and financiers to teach the 
people, well knowing that such would-be teachers have 
no understanding of or faith in God and Christ Je- 
sus. They also welcome in their pulpits the Jewish 
rabbis, who deny the blood of Christ. They also have 
in their pulpits the teachers of Hinduism, Buddhists 
and Christian Scientists so called, and all manner of 
religious leaders; and they tell the people to ‘be- 
lieve anything they like, because they can be saved 
by one religion as well as by another’. Because of 
their attempt to follow a way of salvation contrary 
to the Lord God’s provision, there has resulted con- 
fusion in all the organized systems of so-called ‘ ‘ Chris- 
tianity”, 
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It has been Babylon, the Devil’s organization, work- 
ing by and through the Devil religion, that has 
brought the politicians and the rulers of the world 
into the fold of so-called “organized religion” and 
caused these rulers to commit fornication with that 
unlioly system. (Rev, 11:8) It has been this same 
Devil’s organization called Babylon that has opened 
her foul arms and received the commercial giants and 
profiteers and merchants of the earth into her fold, 
and has bidden them to partake of her illicit delica- 
cies. The.sc have been made the principal ones in 
the religious flock. (Rev. 18:3; Jer. 25:34) The 
history of ancient Babylon therefore clearly and pro- 
phetically foretold the present religious condition of 
so-callcd Christendom or organized Christianity. 

MODERN EGYPT 

Satan’s organization is eallcd “the world” because 
it consists of an invisible and a visible part, and the 
nations and peoples have for centuries been under 
Satan’s control and therefore form a part of the 
world. For this reason it is designated in the Scrip- 
tures as the “evil world”. Satan is the prince or 
god of this world. (John 14 : 30 ; 2 Cor. 4 : 3, 4) God 
caused the record of ancient Egypt to be made as a 
prophecy foretelling the conditions that would obtain 
on earth at the time of the coming of Christ and his 
kingdom. Therefore ancient Egypt more particularly 
magnified the commercial and military part of the 
modern satanic organization. Jesus Christ was cruci- 
fied in the world, and the place is therefore mentioned 
by the Scriptures as Egypt. (Rev. 11 : 8) This is 
another proof that Egypt was Satan’s organization 
and that his organization still persists on earth. 
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Egypt was noted for her wealth and for her mili- 
tary power. The wealth of the world was never so 
great as it is today, particularly in the nations called 
Christendom. Tliere are a few millionairos and bil- 
lionaires, but there are hundreds of millions of pau- 
pers, in Christendom. The latter are oppressed by the 
ultra-rich, even as the poor of ancient Egypt were 
oppressed. It is the commercial power that malces 
wars, and this in txirn opens the way for them to 
greatly increase tlioir material wealth. All the great 
transportation systems ; all the great banks and finan- 
cial institutions ; all tlie liglit and power corporations ; 
all the great buildings in tiic cities; and almost all 
the food-producing lands and nearly all tlic material 
wealth of the world today, are owned and controlled 
by tho^great commercial giants of Christendom. All 
the great battleships, submarines, aircraft, cxi)losives, 
guns, and other weapons of war, arc held and owned 
by the rich governmental powere of Christendom. 
Docs this great material wealth, and do these instru- 
ments of destruction, fom a part of God’s organiza- 
tion? Does Jchovali God’s organization, of which 
Clirist is the Head, have any need of such v/eapom 
and instruments of destruction? It is so manif(!st that 
all these are oAvned by Satan’s oi'ganization that no 
one should doubt. 

The commercial giants of earth today accept the 
so-called “Christian religion” because they can pay 
the purchase price thereof, and they hope to be saved 
thereby from dire penalties that might be brought 
upon them for evil-doing. By reason of the Devil’s 
fraudulent religion the merchants of earth have 
waxed i-ieh and enjoyed many delicacies. They have 
paid for religious protection and consolation, but the 
time rapidly approaches when they will awake to 
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the fact that they have been duped by the Devil’s 
arrangement or organization named Babylon, and 
particularly by the religious part thereof. 

MODERN ASSYRIA 

Ancient Assyria was a powerful political organiza- 
tion, witi) the political rulers in the van. The great 
power, however, was really exercised by the commer- 
cial interests. The political power or representative 
was in fact the spokesman for the commercial power. 
Great military organizations were formed and em- 
ployed to enforce tlic decrees of the rulers. The Devil 
religion furnished the camouflage for the bloody and 
cruel operations of that organization. This was done, 
as the prophet says, “because of the multitude of the 
whoredoms of the wcllfavourcd harlot, the mistress 
of witchchafts, that selleth nations through her whore- 
doms, and families through her witchcrafts.” — ^Nah. 
3 : 4 . 

“Christendom,” so called, is modem Assyria, cor- 
responding so exactly that it seems certain that God 
caused the record of ancient Assyria to be made pro- 
phetically foretelling the condition on earth at the 
present time. Today the politicians of the nations of 
earth are in the van and are speaking great swelling 
words of their ability to adjust the difficulties of the 
world and to establish a satisfactory condition. The 
power behind these political rulers and spokesmen is 
the great commercial factors of the world. It is the 
latter that really provide the means for the mighty 
military machines to enforce the decrees of the rulers. 

As the political and financial element of ancient 
Assyria adopted the Devil religion of that time, even 
so the religious element of Christendom today ably 
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supports the political and financial factors in world 
policies. Catholics and Protestants, Jewish rabbis and 
all other “approved” religionists, join together in ex- 
tolling the virtues of the modem ruling powers, and 
boast of the ability to establish peace on earth and 
good-will toward men. 

Ancient Assyria was a bloody organization. There 
is more human blood properly charged up to modem 
Assyria, otherwise called “Christendom”, than to any 
other period of the world’s history. In the World 
War millions of people poured out their life-blood, 
and many more millions have been the prey of tho 
great military powers of Christendom. 

Ancient A.ssyria was “full of lies and robbery”. 
(Nah, 3: 1) The ten years immediately following the 
World War have been made prominent by the divers 
fraudulent and false schemes to exploit and rob the 
people. The farmer has been exploited and robbed 
by schemes of the financiers, in which the other two 
rating factors have rendered aid in wrong-doing. Tho 
burden of taxation has been greatly increased, and 
many persons have lost their homes and lands by 
reason of exorbitant and unreasonable tax burdens 
placed against their property for public improve- 
ments. Public officials have become the bosses of 
the people instead of being servants of the people. 
The great financiers name the political candidates and 
permit the people to go through the form of voting 
for them, and then elect those whom the financial 
power desires. This is particularly true in America. 
The great ^aneial institutions control the food and 
raiment supply that the people must have for their 
maintenance and support. 

Material wealth was never so great as it is in mod- 
em Christendom, but this wealth is held by a few.

PBOPHECT. 


Every nation is bristling Tvith guns, warships, air- 
craft and high explosives, and other means for the 
destruction of human life. 

The political rulers are making peace pacts and 
thereby claiming that they will outlaw war, while at 
the same time every nation of Christendom is maldng 
greater preparation for war than at any time past. 
In this policy the political element is strongly sup- 
ported by the commercial and the religious element. 

The religious clement of Christendom, while claim- 
ing to follow Christ, deny his second coming and his 
kingdom, and refuse to hear and obey the Word of 
God. The clergy and religious leaders are proud, 
haughty, boasters, false accusers of those who serve 
God, and despisers of all who diligently seek to tell 
the people the truth in the name of the Lord God. 
Being a factor of Satan’s organization, the religion- 
ists are supported by the other ruling factors because 
the latter believe it expedient for them so to do. 

Paul wrote a prophecy which is in this very day 
coming to pass, even as he said: “This know also, that 
in the last days perilous limes shall come. For men 
shall be lovers of their own selves, covetous, boasters, 
pi'oud, blasphemers, disobedient to parents, unthank- 
ful, unholy, without natui’al atfcction, trucebreakers, 
false accusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of those 
that are good, traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of 
pleasures more than lovers of God; having a form 
of godliness, but denying the power thereof; from 
such turn away.” — 2 Tim. 3: 1-5. 

Babylon, Egypt and Assyria emphasize, therefore, 
the three elements of Satan’s visible organization. 
Thereafter the three ruling elements were manifested 
in all succeeding world powers. Medo-Persia, Greece

and Rome followed in the order named. Each of 
those world powers practised the Devil religion. The 
religion of ancient Rome was called pagan. In the 
course of time the stronger political rulers of Rome 
adopted the “Christian religion” and carried into 
that organization, so formed, many of the ceremonies 
practised by the pagans. Rome became a great mili- 
tary power, and her commercial and political and re- 
ligious interests walked hand in hand in oppressing 
the people. 

Then came the British Empire as a mighty world 
power, and in this the three elements, commercial, 
political and religious, formed the ruling factors and 
continue to rule. It too has become a tremendous com- 
mercial power and a great and cruel military power, 
and the religionists form a part of the government. 
Surely it could not be said that any one of these world 
powers is any part of God’s organization. Since there 
are but two great organizations, this empire must of 
necessity be of Satan’s organization. Exactly the same 
is true concerning America, where the three elements 
of Satan’s organization rule the people. 

The World War produced a condition making possi- 
ble the formation of the eighth world power, to wit, 
the League of Nations, and that was foretold in proph- 
ecy. (Isa. 8:9,10; Rev. 17:9,11) That alliance or 
pact was formed by the political clement, aided and 
supported by the financial and military factors, and 
fully supported and approved by the religionists of 
Christendom. The latter openly declared in 1919 that 
‘the League of Nations constitutes God’s kingdom on 
earth’ and substitutes therefor. Can it be honestly 
contended that the League of Nations constitutes any 
part of God’s organization? If not, then certainly it 
is of Satan’s organization. 
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OPPOSING GOD 

In 1914 Christ Jesus was placed upon his throne 
by Jehovah. That same year the World War began, 
and during that war the hatred of combined Christen- 
dom was made manifest against all who sincerely 
served Jehovah God. The great Prophet of God fore- 
told that condition when he said: “And ye shall be 
bated of all nations for my name’s sake.’ -Matt. 24: 9. 

It was in 1918 that all the nations of Christendom 
involved in the World War openly expressed and 
manifested a hatred against those who insisted on 
serving God and telling the people of his coming king- 
dom for their blessing. Those humble followers of 
Christ were haled into court, were tried upon false 
charges and perjured testimony, and were wrongfully 
convicted. Many were imprisoned, otliers beaten, and 
others killed. They were thrown into military prisons 
and grossly ill-treated because they humbly asked the 
privilege to serve God and tell his Word of truth 
and obey his injunction not to kill. Such hatred could 
have been expressed only by Satan’s organization and 
instigated by. Satan himsell 

The ‘seed of Satan’ and the ‘seed of the woman’ 
were at that time brought forth and made manifest, 
and Jehovah said that there would be enmity between 
them, and that the ‘seed of Satan would bruise the 
heel of the Seed of the woman’. Christ is the ‘Seed of 
the woman’, and his last faithful followers on earth 
constitute the “feet of him”, including the heel. That 
prophecy long ago uttered began to have its fulfil- 
ment in 1918. 

The other great wonder or sign, which appeared 
after 1918 to those who by the grace of God have been 
enabled to see heavenly things, is Satan’s cruel, 
blood-guilty organization standing ready to devour 
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the kingdom of God, represented by the man child 
which was bom. (Rev, 12; 1-4) It is well known to all 
that the clergy and religious leaders of “Christen- 
dom”, so called, hate and violently oppose those who 
insist on telling the people that Jehovah is God, that 
Christ is King, that his kangdom is here, that Jehovah 
has set him upon his throne, and that shortly he will 
establish a righteous government and destroy all evil. 
The Devil hates those who faithfully represent Je- 
hovah, and seeks to devour them ; and the clergy and 
religious leaders of Christendom also hate them, be- 
cause they do the will of their father whose children 
or “seed” they are. — John 8:42,44. 

Satan has made Christendom a part of Babylon, 
and therefore the name Babylon applies to Christen- 
dom because it is of Satan’s organization. Through 
the false religionists of Satan’s organization, the polit- 
ical and commercial ralers of earth have been drawn 
into that evil system. The Lord makes it evident that 
they have been deceived, because he says that in his 
due time these shall awake to the trath, in a measure 
at least, and rid themselves of the vile religious system. 

MORAL CONDITIONS 

Prior to the World War the moral conditions of 
the earth were bad enough, but all will agree that 
since the World War the moral degeneracy is far 
worse. There is great corruption in public official 
places. The exploiting of the people is boldly carried 
on ; the public press is full of accounts of crime and 
scandal. Even the vice among young students has 
become such that it is appalling and causing great 
concern to parents. Many honest persons join in the 
effort to prohibit the manufacture and use of intoxi- 
cating liquors, beUeving that in so doing they will aid 
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the moral status of the people. The facts show that 
the Devil has seized upon this condition to increase 
immorality and debauchery. 

Prior to the World War it was thought to be wrong 
for men to indulge in the use of tobacco and liquor. 
Since the war women use both tobacco and liquor, 
even more freely than men, and this is extended even 
to young girls and boys in the public schools. Be- 
cause of these alarming conditions many good people 
arc now seeking earnestly to find the remedy. There 
must be a reason for this terrible condition. There 
is a reason, and the Lord God’s great Prophet as- 
signed that reason, and it is this ; 

In 1914 Jehovah placed his King upon his throne. 
(Ps. 2:6) There followed a war in heaven, with 
Christ Jesus and his angels on one side against Sa- 
tan and his angels on the other side, which war re- 
sulted in the casting of Satan out of heaven, (Rev. 
12:7-9) Then it is recorded that, because Satan was 
cast out of heaven, there was great rejoicing ; and at 
the same time it was announced: “Now is come salva- 
tion, and strength, and the kingdom of our God, and 
the power of his Christ.’’ (Rev. 12:10) Then says 
the prophet of God: “Woe to the inhabiters of tho 
earth and of the sea ! for the Devil is come down unto 
you, having great wrath, because he knoweth that he 
hath but a short time.’’ (Rev. 12:12) Thus the 
prophecy shows that the Devil is now devoting his 
entire attention to the things of this earth. The “in- 
habiters of the earth’’ arc those who control the 
affairs of the earth; and, in fulfilment of this proph- 
ecy, at this time there is great perplexity and dis- 
tress amongst those who do rule, and they are unable 
to ascertain the reason why. (Luke 21 : 26) The “sea” 
in this prophecy represents the masses of restless hu- 
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manity, the condition of which grows worse day by 
day. This explains the reason why there has been 
such a great moral degeneracy during the past ten 
years. 

The evidence is conclusive that Satan’s organiza- 
tion is now in control of the affaire of earth. The 
great Prophet of God foretold this condition and it 
has now come to pass. Carrying out his well-laid plan, 
Satan is now desperately trying to turn all the peo- 
ples of earth away from Jehovah God and to plunge 
all humanity into the depths of wickedness. He knows 
that the climax is at hand ; hence his desperate deeds 
of corruption and debauchery. 

Politicians and commercial giants may try to re- 
form the conditions ; the clergy may talk of bringing 
about ideal conditions on earth ; and all together they 
may make peace pacts and declare that they will 
bring about lasting peace, but the joint efforts of all 
will fail. There is no power on earth now that is 
able to remedy earth’s evils. Satan’s organization is 
in control, and the people’s hands are shackled. There 
are many people of good-will, in the church denomi- 
nations and outside thereof, who by their combined 
efforts will try to remedy present conditions ; but they 
can not. There is a remedy, and it is complete. It is 
the only remedy ; and it is of much vital importance 
that the peoples of the nations of earth now be given 
an opportunity to know what that remedy is. 

To give such informaiion is the very purpose of 
this publication. It is of vital importance that the 
people know the cause of the evil, before they can 
appreciate how the evil can be eradicated. When we 
see what constitutes Satan’s organization, how cruel, 
wicked, harsh, bloody, immoral and powerful it is, 
then we can begin to see the necessity of a greater 
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power to destroy it. At once it becomes apparent that 
no human powers could accomplish this end. When 
wo sec also that the so-called “Christian religion” or 
“organized Christianity” upholds, aids and supports 
in carrying on this devilish and oppressive system, 
then we may know that organized Christianity, so 
called, is not God’s religion, but the religion of the 
Devil; and wc may know it is a part of the Devil’s 
organization. It is therefore apparent why the clergy 
and religious leaders of today oppose the truth that 
is being promulgated by a company of humble Chris- 
tians who are generally known as Bible Students. 

Never was it so important as now that the people 
know the truth. Satan is putting forth all his efforts 
to prevent the people from knowing the truth. Many 
of the rulers are deceived and blinded by Satan, and 
likewise the people are blind to the truth. What, 
then, shall be done that the people may know the 
truth? 
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The Testimony 

J EHOVAH does not execute his purpose in secret. 
He ^ves due notice of his purposes. It was but 
a brief space of time after the expulsion of man 
from Eden that Satan formed a company of men and 
caused them to hypocritically call themselves by the 
name of the Lord. (Gen. 4:26) Men hurried do^vn 
the road of evil. Satan also led many of the angelic 
sons of God into evil, causing them to leave their first 
estate, take on human form, and debauch the daugh* 
ters of men. Because of this wickedness God deter- 
mined to destroy that evil generation. (Gen. 6:7) 
Before doing so, he sent Noah to bear witness con- 
cerning his purpose. (2 Pet. 2 : 5 ; 1 Pet. 3 : 20) That 
which Noah did was prophetic and foretold what 
would come to pass at the end of the world. Of this 
there is not the slightest doubt, because Jesus so de- 
clared. — ^Matt. 24: 37. 

When God would deliver his people from the op- 
pressive hand of the ruler of Egypt, he sent Moses and 
Aaron to give testimony before that ruler and the 
people, of and concerning his purpose. (Ex. 3:18; 
4:16; 5:1-4; see also Exodus 6 to 12.) That what 
was there done by Moses and Aaron, and what fol- 
lowed thereafter with the Israelites, was prophetic 
and foretold similar things which would come to pass 
at the end of the world, is also certain. (1 Cor. 10 : 11) 
The prophecies fulfilled disclose two mighty organiaa- 
tions, to wit, God’s organization and Satan’s organiza- 
tion, which are at enmity and between which the war 
in heaven has been fought, and between which there 
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is yet a great war to be fought, involving all the peo- 
ples of earth. It should be expected that Jehovah Grod 
would give due notice of that approaching conflict by 
having testimony given in his o^vn good way, of and 
concerning his purposes. 

THE ISSUE 

The great question at issue for early determination 
by all creatures is, Who is the Almighty 6odl That 
issue must and will have a final determination, because 
God has so declared it. When Nimrod, under the 
supervision of Satan, built the tower of Babel, the 
purpose was to prove that Satan was equal to Je- 
hovah God, if not greater. Jehovah destroyed that 
tower and confused the speech of that people that 
they might learn that he is the Almighty God. 

When Egypt’s king became arrogant and oppressed 
God’s chosen people, the issue then was, Who is the 
supreme God? Jehovah demonstrated his supremo 
power at that time, that his name and his supremacy 
might be kept before his people for good, and to dem- 
onstrate to Egypt that Jehovah is God. — 2 Sam. 7 : 23. 

When the king of Assyria appeared with arrogance 
before the city of Jerusalem the issue raised by him 
then was. Who is the supreme God? Jehovah de- 
stroyed the As.syrian army that the people might see 
who is supreme. — Isa. 36 : 18 ; 37 ; 36-38. 

Today the world powers of combined Christendom 
give allegiance to Satan the Devil, and cast reproach 
upon Jchovali, while hypocritically claiming to be 
followers of Christ ; and now the great issue is, Who 
is the Almighty God, and whom shall we obey? Je- 
hovah has expressed his determination that the issue 
shall be settled, and that shortly; but before doing so, 
he will cause testimony to be given before the nations 
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and peoples of the world of and concerning his pur- 
pose, to the end that the rulers and the people may 
have an opportunity to know the truth ; and further, 
that all mouths will be for ever stopped from saying 
that they had no opportunity to know. That the giv- 
ing of such testimony should immediately precede the 
final determination of the great issue is made sure by 
the words of Jesus Christ, the great Prophet of Je- 
hovah God: “And this gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world for a witness unto all na- 
tions; and then shall the end come. For then shall 
be great tribulation, such as was not since the begin- 
ning of the world to this time, no, nor ever shall be.” 
—Matt. 24:14,21. 

The fact that God would have this testimony given 
before the great time of trouble is proof that he would 
thereby furnish a warning to, as well as an opportu- 
nity for, those who hear to profit by the facts, break 
away from Satan’s organization, and seek safety un- 
der the power and protection of Jehovah. It is equally 
certain that Satan would do everything within his 
power to keep the rulers and the people from hearing 
the testimony, to the end that he might hold them in 
his organization. 

WHO WILL TESTIFY? 

Testimony is given by witnesses, detailing certain 
facts that bear upon the issue. Who will be witnesses 
on the earth to testify to the name of Jehovah God 
as tho Almighty One? That question can be deter- 
mined by ascertaining whom God has used on for- 
mer occasions when he would bring his name before 
creation. Jehovah puts his spirit upon men whom he 
sends to deliver his message of truth. That means 
that they are authorized to speak in his name. He 
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endows such with power from on high to act as wit- 
nesses for him. His spirit is his invisible power oper- 
ating according to his sovereign will. (2 Pet. 1:21) 
It is quite evident that God caused a record to be made 
of what he did in the past, to enable men to better 
understand what he will do in the future. 

When God organized Israel into his prophetic or- 
ganization he provided the priesthood to serve that 
people, and he caused the priests to be anointed with 
holy oil, thus indicating authority and approval from 
Jehovah. The holy oil was a representation of the 
holy spirit of God with which he anoints those who act 
in his behalf. Among other duties that must be per- 
formed by the priests of that time was that they were 
required to teach the people by informing them con- 
cerning God’s law and his purposes. (Mai. 2:7) The 
priests of that organization prophetieally foretold a 
similar class that would serve his real organization 
‘when Zion is builded up’. 

Through his prophet God foretold the coming of 
his mighty Son Christ Jesus, the great Prophet of 
Jehovah. Concerning the work that He was to do, the 
prophet wrote: “The spirit of the Lord God is upon 
me; because the Lord hath anointed me to preach 
good tidings unto the meek ; he hath sent me to bind 
up the broken-hearted, to proclaim liberty to the 
captives, and the opening of the prison to them that 
are bound; to proclaim the acceptable year of the 
Lord, and the day of vengeance of our God ; to com- 
fort all that mourn.” (Isa. 61 : 1, 2) When Jesus be- 
gan his earthly work ho took up the book containing 
that prophecy, read it in the hearing of others, and 
applied it to himself. 

“The spirit of the Lord is upon me, because he 
hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the poor; 
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he hath sent me to heal the broken-hearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight 
to the blind, to set at liberty them that are bruis^, 
to preach the acceptable year of the Lord. And ho 
began to say unto lliem. This day is this scripture 
fulfilled in your cars,” (Luke 4:18, 19, 21) The fact 
that, in reading the prophecy at that time, Jesus omit- 
ted the words, ‘‘and the day of vengeance of our 
God,” must be significant. 

He knew that he would come again, and that at 
his .second coming and the end of the world the 
“vengeance of our God” should be told to the peo- 
ple before that great and terrible day; and this con- 
clusion is fully supported by what he subsequently 
said to his diseipl es. ( Matt. 24 : 14, 21 ) In the period of 
time elapsing from Pentecost until the coming to his 
temple and the building up of Zion, his body mem- 
bers would be selected and gathered unto him. The 
last of these would constitute the “feet of him” and 
must therefore perform the duties designated by the 
authority of their anointing. — Isa. 52 : 7, 8, 

For three and one-half j-^cars Jesus gave testimony 
before the people and the rulers, telling of God’s 
purposes. When he stood before Pilate and responded 
to the question concerning his mission on the earth 
and as to whether or not he was a king, he said : “To 
this end was I bom, and for this cause came I into 
the world, that I should bear v/itness unto the truth. 
Every one that is of the truth hcareth my voice.” 
(John 18:37) Thus he proved his mi.ssion to be that 
of the great Witness or Prophet of God, and that all 
who are really of the truth must hear and obey his 
voice and must be witnesses together with him, — 
Luke 24 ; 48. 
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One of the titles given unto Jesus by Jehovah is 
“the faithful and true witness”. (Rev. 3:14) It is 
also stated that his body members must be like him. 
(Rom. 8:29) This likeness must of necessity consist 
in this, that liis body members would be wholly and 
rmreservedly devoted to Jehovah God and delight in 
keeping his commandments. That would mean that 
they must be witnesses for Jehovah. 

“A PEOPLE FOR HIS NAME” 

Jehovah’s purpose in having the gospel preached 
from the time of Pentecost until the coming of Christ 
Jesus to his temple was to take out from among men 
“a people for his name”. The wily enemy Satan early 
began to carry on his campaign to offset God’s pur- 
pose. Well knowing that he must operate by fraud 
and deceit, he projected into the minds of the leaders 
in the earthly organization of the church the con- 
clusion that the mission of the church is to convert 
the world and to robe it in glory and beauty in prep- 
aration for the second coming of Christ Jesus. Sa- 
tan knew that men could not do such, but that to fol- 
low that course would keep them busy and would 
hide their understanding from God’s real purpose. 

When Rome adopted a religion and named it the 
“Christian religion”, the leaders then began to carry 
on a groat campaign to compel the people to become 
members of that church. That meant that Satan had 
gotten control of the organization and had made that 
organization the “religion” of his organization, there- 
fore had made it a part of Babylon. Those who would 
not 3 deld to this influence were subjected to all man- 
ner of cruel treatment and torture. 

The real purpose of the church was entirely lost 
to the sight of honest persons, and such was the re* 
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suit of Satan’s evil influence. As- the Pharisees were 
blind guides of the blind people when Jesus was on 
earth, even so the clergy, who are the counterpart of 
the Pharisees, became the blind guides of the people in 
the church, who likewise were blinded to the truth by 
Satan’s course of action. 

When the conditions in the Roman church became 
intolerable, some of the more honest ones broke away 
to form what is known as the Protestant church. The 
Protestants also fell under the seductive influence of 
Satan, misconceived the purpose of the church, and 
believed it to be their duty to convert the world to 
Protestantism. As a result thereof, many bloody wars 
folIoAved, especially in Europe, between the Catholic 
and Protestant churcli organizations. Both of these 
great organizations participated freely in the politics 
of the world and really became a part of the ruling 
factors. The txnith was hid to them. This condition 
of misconception of the purpose of the church con- 
tinued until the second coining of the Lord and tho 
beginning of the restoration of the fundamental doc- 
trines of the truth. 

During the period of time from 1878 forward the 
work of restoring the truth to the seekers therefor 
was carried on, which work was prophetically fore- 
told by the course of action that Elijah took. In that 
period of time many withdrew from the Catholic and 
Protestant church organizations and joyfully em- 
braced the truth; but some of the former errors clung 
to them. These errors arc represented by the prophet 
as “the filthy garments” that were brought away 
with those who separated themselves from Babylon. 
Many of those who thus came to a knowledge of the 
truth and withdrew from the Catholic and Protestant 
oi^anizatioDs believed and proceeded upon the theory 
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that their chief duty was to prepare themselves for 
heaven. To this end they set about to develop a sweet 
and beautiful character and to call the attention of 
others to the necessity of so doing. That they were 
honest in this, no one will question. 

Of course it was riglit for them to believe that the 
Lord would give the faithful overcomers a part with 
him in his kingdom; and it was right for them to 
believe that they must be pure in thought, in word, 
and in action so far as possible; but they overlooked 
a work that must firet be done by the followers of 
(/hrist while 0 !i the earth. Every Christian should 
lead a blameless life and put forth his best endeavors 
to always do that which is right; but that is not all 
that lie must do. No man can by liis own efforts be- 
come so good and perfect that by reason thereof he 
would be fit to reign with Christ in his kingdom. 

The condition precedent to entering into that king- 
dom is love for and faithfulness unto Jehovah God 
and Christ Jesus. Such love is proven by joyfully 
keeping the commandmenis of God. (John 14 : 15, 21 ; 
1 John 4:17,18; 5:3) That means that the over- 
comers arc unselfishly devoted to the Lord and his 
cause and refuse to compromise, cither directly or 
indirectly, with any part of the Devil’s organization. 
Those who are thus faithful to the end will be granted 
the crown of life and a place with Christ Jesus in his 
kingdom of heaven. The Christian can not be faithful 
and time and at the same time neglect or ignore the 
commandments of Jehovah God. His delight will be 
to keep those commandments. 

Jehovah reveals to man the meaning of his Word 
progressively, “The path of the just is as the shining 
light, that shineth more and more unto the perfect 
day.” (Prov. 4:18) The apostles began to see and 
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understand God ’s purpose at the time they were anoint- 
ed with the holy spirit at Pentecost, but thereafter they 
saw more clearly. Likewise the Lord’s people gradu- 
ally saw the truth as it was restored, and after the 
Lord came to his temple they began to sec it more 
clearly, and the light still continues to increase upon 
God’s Word. When Jesus was on earth he restricted 
his preaching to the Jews alone. For three and one- 
half years thereafter his disciples taught the Jews 
exclusively. The religion of the Jews had become a 
formalism, as a result of the unfaithfulness of the 
clergy and leaders therein. For some time after Pente- 
cost much of that formalism was held on to by the 
disciples of Jesus Christ. 

Some of those honest Christians thought that ‘ex- 
cept a man be circumcised he could not be saved’. Cir- 
cumcision applied to the Jews only, by reason of the 
law covenant. It required time for those who had 
come away from the darlmess of Jewry to see this 
fact. In God’s due time he sent Peter with the gospel 
message to Cornelius a Gentile. The Gentiles had 
nothing to do with circumcision. The fact that the 
gospel had been taken to the Gentiles, and that they 
were not circumcised, raised a controversy amongst 
many of the Christians of that time. 

A convention of the disciples of Jesus was held in 
Jerusalem to consider these questions. James, one 
of the disciples of the Lord, was the chairman of that 
convention. In the course of the discussion Peter 
related how God had sent the gospel by him to the 
Gentiles, and that now there is no distinction between 
Jew and Gentile so far as God’s Word and purpose 
are concerned. Then Paul and Barnabas addressed the 
convention and told what miracles and wonders God 
had wrought amongst the Gentiles by them. In sum- 
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ming up the matter James gave utterance to prophetic 
words. Harmonizing his own words with those of 
God’s prophet Amos, James said: 

“Simeon hath declared how God at the first did 
visit the Gentiles, to take out of them a people for 
his name. And to this agree the words of the proph- 
ets ; as it is written, After this I will return, and will 
build again the tabernacle of David, which is fallen 
down ; and I will build again the ruins thereof, and 
I will set it up; that the residue of men might seek 
after the Lord, and all the Gentiles, upon whom my 
name is called, saith the Lord, who doeth all these 
things. Known unto God arc all his works from the 
beginning of the world.” (Acts 15:7-18) Thus he 
showed that it was a part of God’s purpose from the 
beginning to take out “a people for his name” and, 
this done, then he would build up Zion, set his king- 
dom in operation (which was prophetically shown by 
the reign of David), and then the kingdom blessings 
would be extended to all the families of the earth. 

With the second coming of the Lord and the res- 
toration of the fundamental truths to his followers, 
they learned that the ‘seed of Abraham according to 
the promise’ is The Christ; that Christ Jesus is the 
Head and his faithful followers constitute the body 
members, and that all of these must have the faith 
like luito Abraham. Those who had the faith like 
unto Abraham, when they saw the truth, separated 
themselves from the formalism of the religionists and 
became the servants of God. 

But even these did not have a correct tmderstand- 
ing of the words of James, above quoted, until after 
the Lord came to his temple. They were in no wise to 
blame for that, because it was manifestly God’s due 
time for them to imderstand after the coming of the 
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Lord to his temple. Prior thereto they understood the 
text to mean that the company taken out from the world 
would become the bride of Christ and therefore take 
his name. It did not appear to them that Jehovah’s 
name was involved. It is true that the faithful fol- 
lowers of Christ Jesus who arc overeomers will be- 
come members of the body of Christ in gloiy, and will 
take the name of Christ and become joint-heirs with 
him, and also be called the bride. That, however, is 
not the meaning of the words of James, above quoted. 

The statement of James is a prophecy which could 
not be clearly understood until after it was fulfilled 
or in course of fulfilment. Since the opening of the 
temple tliose of the temple class now clearly see that 
Jehovah God takes out a people for his name, and 
that this must be done before the restoration bless- 
ings of all the families of the earth begin. It must 
be clearly implied from this that God has a specific 
work for those so taken out to perform while yet on 
earth. 

Satan’s organization has cast great reproach upon 
the name of Jehovah God. This is particularly true 
in modern times. “Organized Christianity” is really 
a formalistic religion. This organization has taken on 
the name of Christ and claims to be Christian, but 
the course of action taken by the organization does 
violence and dishonor to the name of Christ and to 
the name of Jehovah God. The leaders and members 
draw near to the Lord with their lip service, but they 
have no heart devotion to him. They use the name 
of the Lord, but with no real understanding. Satan 
has used the organization and the formalistic prac- 
tices therein to blind the people to the truth and turn 
them away from God. God now discloses his purpose 
to bring nmne prominently before the people, and 
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therefore he takes out from among the professed 
Christians a people whom he uses for his name’s sake 
and who will give testimony to the greatness of his 
name. Ilis great name must be properly set before the 
people, because the only way for them to obtain life 
is to know him, the true God, and Christ Jesus, whom 
he has sent into the world as Savior, (John 17:3) 
God selects a people and anoints them and authorizes 
them to give testimony concerning his name before 
the world. 

Egypt was Satan’s organization, and the people of 
God in bondage and under the oppression of Egypt ’s 
ruler prophetically foretold the peoples of earth in 
bondage to Satan and his wicked organization at the 
present time. Bcfoi’e delivering the Israelites from 
Egyptian bondage, God called Moses and, sending 
with him Aaron to do the speaking, directed Moses as 
to the message which must be given to Pharaoh. 
“Tlius saith the Lord God of the Hebrews, Let my 
people go, that they may serve me. For I will at 
this time send all my plagues upon thine heart, and 
upon thy servants, and upon the people; that thou 
mayest know that there is none like me in all the 
earth. For now I will stretch out my hand, that I 
may smite thee and thy people with pestilence; and 
tliou shalt be cut off from the earth. And in very 
deed for this cause have I raised thee up, for to shew 
in thee my power; and that my name may be de- 
clared throughout all the earth.” — Ex. 9:13-16. 

In the sight of men Pharaoh seemed to do as he 
pleased in defiance of Jehovah God, To the demand 
made by Moses Pharaoh replied: “Who is [Jehovah], 
that I should obey his voice?” Because of such de- 
fiance it became necessary for Jehovah to set his name 
right before the people, and that for man’s benefit. 
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Therefore the Scriptures mark out those conditioas 
and circumstances as foretelling the things which 
must come to pass at the end of the world, when the 
affairs of men and nations come to a great crisis. 
Upon this earth at the present time thci*e exists a 
condition clearly foretold by the conditions then in 
Egypt. '^Ncver before in human history since the days 
of Pharaoh until tlie present time has there been 
anything that could so well fit the prophetic course 
of Egypt. That whicli God did to Egypt at that time 
to make a name for himself foretold the manner in 
which he will make his name known before all his 
creation at the end of the world. 

Today the earth seems to have forgotten Jehovah 
God. Truly the words of the psalmist apply now con- 
cerning the agents of Satan who pretend to be Chris- 
tians^ “God is not in all his thoughts.” (Ps. 10:4) 
At the present time human policies, human greed, and 
position of power and wealth have brought their 
harvest to the full. At the present time, though there 
is much profession amongst so-called “Christian” 
communities, the thoughts of the people composing 
“organized Christianity” arc far from God. Not only 
are their thoughts removed from God, but such hypoc- 
risy is practised openly in the name of the Lord that 
it casts reflection upon his name, which makes it now 
necessary for the Lord to destroy the organization 
of the earth even as he destroyed the world in the 
Flood. The people are not so blameworthy as their 
leaders. The latter are really the ‘destroyers of the 
earth’, as Jesus called them. (Rev. 11:18) People 
are much to blame for their lack of knowledge of Je- 
hovah. They have had the opportunity to follow the 
teachings of Jehovah rather than of the evil one and 
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his earthly leaders, but their greed and sel&hness 
have made them forget God. 

The course of Egypt foretells the course of the 
■whole world. In former times Egypt alone was in- 
volved, but now the whole world is involved. Today 
the poor arc oppressed by those in authority. The 
religious teachers have frightened many of the people 
and burdened them with the nightmare of eternal 
torment, while others have been so thoroughly dis- 
gusted with their religion that they have turned en- 
tirely away from God. Satan’s visible organization, 
made up of the religious, commercial and political 
elements, is referred to in the Scriptures under the 
symbol of a wild beast. Many of the people, either 
by coercion or by choice, have “the mark of the beast” 
in this, that they mentally or actively support the 
Devil’s organization. There arc millions of people in 
so-called “organized Christianity” who wink m; the 
evil deeds and hypocritical practices of “organized 
Chri.stianity”. Many other millions are held in subjec- 
tion by fear. They claim to be the people of the Lord; 
but, by their course of action in either openly or 
tacitly approving the conduct of the loaders who re- 
proach God, they prove themselves to be only pro- 
fessed people of God, and not his people in fact. 

Jehovah, through his prophet, foi’etold this condi- 
tion that we now sec existing in the world. Concern- 
ing this time it is written: “For among my [pro- 
fessed] people are foimd wicked men [clergymen who 
pretend to represent God and yet in fact reproach his 
name] ; they lay wait, as he that setteth snares ; they 
set a trap, they catch men [they inveigle men into 
their organizations regardless of whether they have 
any faith in God or not]. As a cage is full of birds, 
so are their houses [organizations] full of deceit: 
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therefore they [the clergy, the leaders and principal 
ones of their flock] are become great, and waxen rich. 
They are waxen fat, they shine: yea, they overpass 
the deeds of the wicked [they wink at the evil deeds 
of politicians and Big Business as well as those of 
the preachers] : they judge not [righteously] the 
cause, the cause of the fatherless, yet they prosper; 
and the right of the needy do they not judge [the 
people need the truth, but they do not give it to them ; 
they do not properly and righteously consider what 
the people need. They feed them on politics, science 
so called, and other like provender].” The Lord thus 
describes the miserable condition of "organized Chris- 
tianity” of the present time. Never before was there 
such hypocrisy practised in the name of the Lord. 
Then God caused his prophet to say further: "Shall 
I not visit for those things? saith the Lord: shall not 
my soul be avenged on such a nation as this? A 
wonderful and horrible thing is committed in the land 
[Christendom, or ‘organized Christianity’] ; the 
prophets [clergy] prophesy falsely, and the priests 
[those who minister in the organization] bear rule by 
their means ; and my [professed] people love to have 
it so: and what will ye do in the end thereof?” — 
Jer. 5 : 26-31. 

God declares through this prophet his purpose to 
visit "organized Christianity” with a time of trouble 
such as man has never known. God will not take this 
action, however, without giving due notice. The time 
for serving such notice, or for the testimony to bo 
given, he indicates must be shortly preceding the 
great trouble. 

To accomplish his work in giving such notice God 
must have some instrument or some persons to be his 
witnesses. The work correi^onds to that which was 
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d<Jiic by Moses. The people are kept in ignorance and 
oppressed, and now the Lord will take action. At 
this lime God has not raised up an individual to do 
his work, hut he has raised up a company of faithful 
followers of Christ Jesus, whom he names his “ser- 
vant”. Those who go to make up this “servant” are 
the ones found faithful and approved by the Lord at 
the time of coming to his temple, and to such he has 
ooramitled the work of giving the testimony ; and God 
commissioned them thus to do. 

The people taken out for the name of Jehovah must 
be the ones whom he uses and will use to inform the 
rulers and the pcoi)le concerning his purposes. Hav- 
ing come to Zion, and having built it up and brought 
his approved ones into the temple condition, the Lord 
informs them that there is a work for them to do, 
and that such work consists in giving testimony to the 
name of Jehovah God and in speaking forth his pur- 
poses concerning the evil organization and his pur- 
poses concerning the people. 

JEHOVAH’S SERVANT 

It follows that those who are taken out to bear 
testimony to the name of Jehovah would be the ser- 
vants of the Most High. Concerning his “servant” 
God caused his prophet to write : “Behold ray servant, 
whom I uphold ; mine elect, in whom my soul delight- 
cth; I have put my spirit upon him: he shall bring 
forth judgment to the Gentiles.” — Isa. 42: 1. 

The servant mentioned by that prophet is Christ 
Jesus, upon whom the Lord put his spirit at the time 
of his baptism in the Jordan. “Christ” means the 
anointed, and therefore all who are broi^ht into the 
body of Christ and receive the anointing of the holy 
Efpirit and are thereby made partakers of Christ, be- 
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come a part of that servant. (Gal. 3 : 16, 27-29) When 
Jesus came to his temple and took an account with 
his servants and found some who had been faithful, 
he approved the faithful ones. These arc shoAvn in the 
prophecy as being brought under the robe of right- 
eousness and given the garments of salvation. (Isa. 
61:10) The “garments” identify such as members 
of the “servant” of the Most High, while “the robe 
of righteousness” shows them as approved servants 
of the Lord. 

The anointing of the holy spirit is the commission 
of such to do a work in the name of Jehovah God. 
God assigns to his great servant, Christ Jesus, the 
work to do, and these members of his body must 
participate in the work because they form a part of 
the “servant”. As Jesus declared that he came into 
the world to bear witness to the truth, even so must 
the anointed members of his body bear witness to 
the truth. The commission given to those anointed 
ones supports this conclusion. Tlie statement of tho 
authority set out in that commission applies to all 
v.'ho are the anointed of the Lord and who are brought 
under the robe of righteousness. 

Bo it noted that the commission received by reason 
of the anointing provides that the “servant” must 
‘preach good tidings unto the meek [or teachable] ; 
bind up the broken-hearted; proclaim liberty to the 
captives, and the opening of the prison to them that 
are bound ; proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, 
and the day of vengeance of our God; and comfort 
all that mourn’. (Isa. 61:1,2) That commission is 
broad and comprehensive, but is even more speeilical- 
ly defined by other prophecies of the Lord. Since the 
commisfflon applies to the entire Christ, there must be 
a time when Christ will cause a testimony to be given 
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concerning God’s vengeance. It is certwn that the 
vengeance of God is to be manifest against the enemy 
organization, and the purpose of the testimony con- 
cerning the same is to give notice to men, both rulers 
and the people, in order that they may have an oppor- 
tunity to Imow that Jehovah is the Almighty God, 
and to separate themselves from the enemy organiza- 
tion before the destruction thereof comes to pass. 

It was in the year 1914 that the Lord Jesus re- 
ceived his kingdom and began to exercise his royal 
power. After casting Satan out of heaven, the Lord 
came to his temple and commissioned his faithful 
servants. Tliis is shown by his own words in the 
parables of the pounds and talents. It is to that ap- 
proved company, brought into the temple, that the 
Lord commits all his kingdom interests on earth. Con- 
cerning such the great Prophet himself said: “There- 
fore be ye also ready : for in such an hour as ye think 
not the Son of man cometh. Who then is a faithful 
and wise servant, whom his lord hath made ruler over 
his household, to give them meat in due season? 
Blessed is that servant, whom his lord when he cometh 
shall find so doing. Verily I say unto you, that he 
shall make him ruler over all his goods.’’ — ^Matt. 
24:4447. 

It is this servant elass that the Lord makes “ruler 
over many things”. (Matt. 25:21) It is this elass 
whom the Lord God has taken out as “a people for 
liis name”, and since they are taken out for his name 
their work must of necessity be that of giving testi- 
mony to his name. This is the class described by 
James at the convention in Jerusalem. His prophecy 
is now in course of fulfilment. 

The faithful class on earth, the people taken out for 
God’s name, constitute the “feet” of Jesus Christ 
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beeaxise th^ are the last members on earth. It be- 
comes the privilege of such to be God’s special wit- 
nesses. This is exactly in accord with the prophecy 
which states; “How beautiful upon the mountains are 
the feet of him that bringcth good tidings, that pub- 
lisheth peace ; that bringeth good tidings of good, that 
publisheth salvation; that saith unto Zion, Thy God 
reigneth ! ’ ’—Isa. 52 : 7. 

This is the class that specially testifies to the fact 
that the nation or Idngdom is born or begun, and that 
God through Christ Jesus has begun his reign. They 
who are members of Zion say to one another: “Thy 
God reigneth!’’ It is this faithful servant class that 
constitutes God’s watchmen. They watch the unfold- 
ing of prophecies; and, watching, they ascertain God’s 
will, and tell one another what they sec, and also tell 
others who have the desire to hear; and this is ex- 
actly in accord with the words of the prophet: “Thy 
watchmen shall lift up the voice; with the voice to- 
gether shall they sing: for they shall see eye to eye, 
when the Lord shall bring again Zion.’’ (Isa. 52:8) 
By reason of the lightnings flashing from Jehovah up- 
on the Head of the temple class, the members there- 
of are enlightened and God’s Word is illuminated, 
and they see the truth exactly in harmony with one 
another; and together they joyfully give testimony by 
singing the praises of Jehovah God and his kingdom. 

CORROBORATIVE PROOF 

Jehovah provides cumulative evidence, which means 
the testimony of one prophet to comborate another 
prophet, and this he does for the straigthening of 
the faith of his people. As a further proof of the 
office and work of his “servant” class, he caused his 
prophet to write: “And it shall come to pass after-

ward, that I will pour out my spirit upon all flesh ) 
and your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, 
your old men shall dream dreams, your young men 
shall SCO visions : and also upon the servants and upon 
the handmaids in those days will I pour out my 
spirit." — Joel 2:28,29. 

The spirit of Jehovah is his invisible power. ‘Pour- 
ing out’ means a libation or gushing forth. God puts 
his spirit upon his creatures to accomplish his pur- 
pose. lie gives his spirit to no one unless that one 
desires to do God’s will and is devoted to Jehovah. 
This prophecy shows a gushing forth or pouring out 
of God’s spirit upon a class for a specific purpose. 
It had a miniature fulfilment at Pentecost and is com- 
pletely fulfilled after the Lord comes to his temple in 
1918. The proof is here set forth for the further 
identification of God’s witnesses, and that their priv- 
ileges and duties might be seen. 

The prophecy shows that its fulfilment applies at 
the close of the experiences of the Israelites, and again 
near the close of the experiences of the true church 
which constitutes spiritual Israel. The prophet states 
that it applies just prior to "the great and the terrible 
day of the Lord". (Joel 2:31) There came a great 
and terrible day upon the Israelites from 69 to 73 
A.D. Je.sus foretold another great and terrible day 
of the Lord God, to come at the time of his second 
presence and the setting up of the kingdom, and that 
just before that day there must be given a great testi- 
mony. — Matt. 24 : 14, 21. 

At Pentecost Peter and others of the disciples re- 
ceived the anointing of the holy spirit. That was the 
first outpouring of the holy spirit. (Acts 2:1-5) Not 
only were the apostles there anointed by the holy 
spirit, but they were given a special power to testify 
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in various tongues, that all present might understand. 
The opponents who stood by mocked and said con- 
cerning these men who spoke in various languages; 
“These men arc full of new wine.” That the honest 
ones might understand the truth, Peter replied: 
“These are not drunken, as ye suppose, seeing it is 
but the third hour of the day. But this is that which 
was spoken by the prophet Joel. ’ ’ — Acts 2 : 15, IG. 

Prior to the day of Pentecost God had put his 
spirit upon a very limited number. Jesus Clirist was 
the first one who was brought forth and in due 
time anointed. Joel’s prophecy was, “Afterward [or 
hereafter] I will pour out my spirit upon all flesh.” 
The words “all flesh” must be rmderstood as Peter 
interpreted the same, namely, all the families of the 
house of fleshly Israel, because the message was then 
limited to the Jews. On that occasion a great number 
believed on the Lord and received the anointing of 
the holy spirit, even as the prophet had foretold. 
(Acts 2: 38-41) On that occasion not only did Peter 
repeat the prophecy of Joel, but his words are also 
prophetic. He said: “And it shall come to pass in 
the last days, saith God, I will pour out of my spirit 
upon all flesh: and your sons and your daughters 
shall prophc.sy, and your young men shall sec visions, 
and your old men shall dream dreams: and on my 
servants and on my handmaidens I will pour out in 
those days of my spirit ; and they shall prophesy: and 
I will shew wonders in heaven above, and signs in 
the earth beneath; blood, and fire, and vapour of 
smoke ; the sun shall be turned into darkness, and the 
moon into blood, before that great and notable day 
of the Lord come.” — Acts 2:17-20. 

The words of the apostle, “in the last days,” lo- 
cate the time for the complete fulfilment of this proph- 
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ecy. "The last days” Tindoubtedly refers to the last 
days of the old world, or Satan’s organization, and 
the beginning of the reign of Christ. (2 Tim. 3 : 1-5) 
We arc now in “the last days”, and should therefore 
expect a fulfilment in completion of Joel’s prophecy. 

After the apostles passed from earth, darkness 
came into the earthly organization of the church be- 
cause of the influence Satan exercised over the leaders 
therein. At the beginning the Lord had planted his 
church on earth amongst men a pure “vine”, and 
then it degenerated into the “strange vine” of the 
earth, even as the prophet had foretold it would. 
(Jer. 2:21) Then God caused Peter to prophesy that 
“times of refreshing [would] come from the presence 
of the Lord”. (Acts 3: 19) That time of refreshing 
did come; and it began with the second presence of 
the Lord and is particularly represented by the work 
of Elijah the prophet, foretelling a specific work of 
the church. 

In the distressing time of 1918 the true followers 
of Christ thought that the work of the church on the 
earth was done. During the year which followed some 
true followers of Christ awakened to the fact that 
there was yet much to be done. In the period of time 
from 1919 to 1923 there was a great awakening 
amongst those who loved the Lord. The zeal mani- 
fested by these shows that the Lord had put his spirit 
upon them. ,The greatest witness to the name of the 
Lord ever given on earth has been in progress since 
the year 1922, and still progresses. Such marks the 
second or complete fulfilment of the prophecy of Joel. 

In the prophecy it is written: “And on n^r ser- 
vants and on my handmaidens I will pour out, in 
those days, of my spirit; and they shall prophesy.” 
(Acts 2:18) Prior to 1922 the preaching of the gospel 
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had been done chiefly by a few of the consecrated 
ones. After that time practically all of the anwntcd 
have actively engaged in giving the testimony to God’s 
purpose to set up his kingdom, his vengeance, and 
the blessing of all the families of the earth. 

Prophesying, or preaching, may be done either by 
word of ^outh or by placing in the h.ands of the 
people the message of truth in printed fom. Such 
has been done, and is now being done, by young men 
and young women as well as old men and old women. 
“All flesh” therefore means all those among the men 
and women who are consecrated and anointed with 
the spirit of God, regardless of sex or previous con- 
dition. 

It seems clear that the term “yoimg men”, used 
in the prophecy, means the younger brethren of Christ 
Jesus, regardless of sex, because no sex distinction is 
recognized in Christ. (Gal. 3:28) “Young men” is 
a term symbolically used to denote strong, vigorous, 
active and zealous ones in the Lord and in his ser- 
vice, regardless of ago. “Old men” symbolically rep- 
resents those who are listless, dreamy, and indifferent 
to what is to be done or is being done. It is the “young 
men”, that is to say, the active ones in the Lord’s 
service, who see visions. A vision means a clearer 
understanding of God’s purpose; and those who sec 
and understand arc moved with a zealous devotion 
to the Lord, and they seiwe joyfully. “Where there 
is no vision, the people perish,” (Prov. 29 : 18) True 
Christians must feed upon and understand God’s 
Word in order to be joyful and vigorous, and there- 
fore be young. — Amos 8 : 11-13. 

Those who have been brought into the temple con- 
dition and have kept abreast with the light of the 
truth as God has revealed it to his people, have grown 
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strong in the Lord and continue to rejoice in serving 
him. Such are the ones whom the Lord specifically 
uses to give testimony to his name. These are the 
ones who arc taken out as a people for his name. 

As hearing upon the time of the fulfilment of this 
prophecy it is written: “And I will shew wonders in 
the heavens and in the earth, blood, and fire, and pil- 
lars of smoke. The sun shall be turned into darlcness, 
and the moon into blood, before the great and the 
terrible day of the Lord come,” — Joel 2: 30, 31; Acts 
2:19-21, 

The physical facts show the fulfilment of this proph- 
ecy since the coming of the Lord to his temple in 1918, 
It is since that time that the Lord has revealed to 
his people the signs and wonders in heaven, that is to 
say, has given liiem a better vision or understanding 
of the Devil’s organization and of the birth of the 
Lord’s kingdom. 

He has also shown them the easting of Satan out 
of heaven and the preparation for the final war upon 
earth, “Blood and fire” are symbols of death and de- 
struction, In the earth during the past few years 
there has been a great amount of death and material 
destruction, “Smoke” is an evidence of destruction 
in progress. So-called “organized Christianity” is rap- 
idly disintegrating. The leaders thereof have “turned 
into darkness” the light of the gospel by denying the 
creation of man as perfect, and denying the fall 
and the redemption of man by the blood of Jesus, 
and by openly uniting with the Devil’s organization 
in declaring the League of Nations as God’s kingdom 
on earth. Their work is destructive of faith in God. 
The moon, as used in the prophecy, is a ^mbol of the 
law of God, therefore symbolically representing God’s 
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will. It has become unto man the symbol of death, 
and this is shown by the moon’s turning into blood. 

These things have come to pass particularly in the 
few years just passed, and are apparent to all who 
have the vision of God’.s purpose. The prophet says 
that these things shall take place “before the great and 
the terrible day of the Ijord come”. That means before 
the final war and trouble mentioned by Jesus in his 
great prophecy. (Matt. 24:21) The prophecy says 
that, contemporaneously with the happening of these 
events, God will pour out his spirit upon all flesh 
and upon whosoever shall call upon the name of the 
Lord, and that these shall bear testimony to the name 
of the Lord. The physical facts show that this i)roph- 
ecy is in course of comjileie fulfilment. This further 
identifies the witnesses who arc taken out as a people 
for God’s name. 


EUJAH AND ELISHA 

Jehovah caused another prophetic picture to be 
made foretelling events to come to pass and a work to 
be done by the true followers of Christ Jesus. Elijah 
the prophet began to carry forward this prophetic 
work. Elisha was anointed in the place of Elijah, to 
cany on and complete the work that Elijah had l>c- 
gun. The work of Elijah foretold the work of restor- 
ing the fundamental troths to the true Christians, as 
hereinbefore stated, (1 Ki, 19:16) The time came 
when God would take Elijah away. “And Elijah 
took his mantle, and wrapped it together, and smote 
the waters, and they were divided hither and thither, 
so that they two went over on dry ground. And it 
came to pass, when they were gone over, that Elijah 
said unto Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, before 
I be taken away from thee. And Elisha said, I pray 
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thee, let a double portion of thy spirit be upon me. 
And he said, Thou hast asked a hard thing: never- 
theless, if thou see me when I am taken from thee, it 
shall be so unto thee; but if not, it shall not be so.” 
—2 Ki. 2:8-10. 

Both Elijah and Elisha prophetically foretold God’s 
anointed people carrying on his work on earth after 
the second coming of the Lord, It was the spirit of 
the Lord God that caused Elijah to carry on that 
work. It was the expressed desire of Elisha that he 
might have a double portion of the Lord’s spirit. 
Undoubtedly this was a prophecy foretelling what 
would be given to those represented as doing the Elisha 
work of the church. Tlio condition to receiving the 
double portion of the spirit was that Elisha should 
see Elijah when ho was taken away. Prophetically 
this foretold tliat tliosc who would discern or see the 
division as to time and work of the church, represent- 
ed by Elijah and Eli.sha, would have a double portion 
of the spirit of the Lord. 

The experiences of Elijah foretold a work of restor- 
ing the fundamental truths, and also the work of giv- 
ing a witness concerning Jehovah and his purposes. 
Elijah completed the work assigned to him, foreshadow- 
ing that a certain period of the church’s work would bo 
completed, but not the complete work of gmng testi- 
mony. The experiences of Elisha foretold a specific 
witness work that must be done by God’s anointed, 
and that such would be given a ‘‘double portion” of 
the spirit of the Lord and would have a zeal and en- 
thusiasm to give the testimony in the name of Jeho- 
vah; and this comports exactly with the prophecy of 
Joel concerning the pouring out of the holy spirit. 

Elijah and Elisha walked on harmoniously together 
until a condition arose that separated them, which 
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foretold and marked the end of the Elijah work of 
God’s anointed people on earth. “And it eamc to 
pass, as they still went on, and talked, that, behold, 
there appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of fire, 
and parted them both asunder; and Elijah wei\t up 
by a whirlwind into heaven. And Elisha saw it, and 
he cried, My father, my father, the chariot of Israel, 
and tlie horsemen thereof. And lie saw him no more : 
and he took hold of his owni clothes, and rent tlio.in in 
two pieces. lie took up also the mantle of Elijah 
that fell from him, and went back, and stood by the 
bank of Jordan.’’ (2 Ki. 2: 11-13) The two prophets 
must therefore rci)rosent identically the same class 
of anointed ones, while their separation represented 
the end of a specific work and the bepfinninp; later of 
another work in the name of the Lord. 

What arc the facts in fulfilment of this prophecy? 
From 1878 until 1918 God’s anointed people on earth, 
under the direction and supervi-sion of Christ Jesus 
the present Lord, engaged in a work of proclaiming 
the message of trutli and setting it before those who 
arc seeking the truth. The effect of this work was to 
gather together the triily consecrated ones for the i)ur- 
posc of study and instruction, and to aid and comfort 
one another in building them up in the most holy 
faith. 

The chariot of fire and horses of fa*c, mentioned in 
the prophecy, well picture the warring and destruc- 
tive organization that was made manifest about 1918 ; 
while the whirlwind pictured the great trouble that 
came upon the people by reason of that war. It was 
in 1918 that the anointed witnesses of God through- 
out all Christendom were hated and persecuted by 
the military organization and by the clergy. There 
came upon God’s anointed people great trouble and 
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persecution because of their activity in giving testi- 
mony to the name of Jehovah, In the spring of 1918 
practically all work by the anointed of God on earth 
was stopped. The taking away of Elijah by the whirl- 
wind foretold that the work represented by him was 
done; therefore the great trouble that came upon 
God’s anointed people in 1918 marked the end of 
the specific work of the church forcshadov/cd by Elijah. 

We know that Elijah was not taken into the literal 
heaven or presence of Jehovah God; because, after the 
taking of Elijah, Jc.sns said; "No man hath ascended 
up to heaven.” (John 3:13) Rather, the prophecy 
meant that the work of the church which Elijah fore- 
told by his course of action was finished and reported 
to God in heaven. 

For more than a year thereafter the anointed of God 
on earth wore inactive, and then these faithful people 
bceajne aware of the fact that there was a great work 
for them to do, and they began to do it. God did en- 
dow his people after 1919 Avith a "double portion” of 
his spirit, and sent them forth as his witnesses; and 
since that time these have been doing a work in the 
name of the Lord, giving testimony in the earth to 
God’s name, raid giving it with a zeal and canicstncss 
never before manifested. This is further proof that 
God’s anointed people must bo his witnesses and give 
testimony in the earth at the present time. 

JEHOVAH’S WITNESSES 

Christ Jesus is God’s great Witness. (John 18:37) 
A witness is one who gives testimony. It follows then 
that those ivho are God’s witnesses, and give testi- 
mony to his name, must be in full harmony with 
Christ Jesus and be members of God’s organization, 
of which Christ Jesus is the Head. Those who have 
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been brongbt into the temple class and built np in 
Zion are anointed of the Lord and authorized by liim 
to be his witnesses. His prophet wrote : “In his temple 
doth every one speak of his glory.” (Ps. 29: 9) The 
fact that they speak of God’s glory is proof that they 
are the witnesses of Jehovah. This statement of the 
prophet seems clearly to sliow that those who claim 
to be the followers of Christ and who fail or refuse to 
give testimony to the name of the Lord God are 
not of the temple class. It is the temple class that 
fills a place in Zion, and it is out of Zion that God 
shines. (Ps. 50 : 2) God has taken out from amongst 
the nations a people for his name, and these he has 
anointed to speak concerning his name: “Even every 
one that is called by my name; for I have created 
him for my glory, I have formed him; yea, I have 
made him.” — Isa. 43:7. 

God has made those who arc of his new creation 
to carry out his purposes, and a part of the work of 
such must be performed by them while on earth. 
Whether or not one will be of the heavenly kingdom 
class will depend upon his faithfulness in performing 
the work given him to do while on earth. 

The people of Christendom in particular have been 
blinded to the truth by rea«on of the Devil ’s influence 
exercised by and through his oi’ganization, and partic- 
ularly by the religious clement thereof. The time 
comes when God will have a witness given to his 
name, and therefore he says through his prophet: 
“Let all the nations be gathered together, and let the 
people be assembled: who among them can declare 
this, and shew us former things? Let them bring 
forth their witnesses, that they may be justified: or 
let them hear, and say, It is truth.” (Isa. 43 : 9) The 
great issue is: Who is the Almighty God? 
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The clergy compose the mouthpieces of Satan with 
reference to religious matters. They claim to speak 
with authority. They prophesy contrary to God’s 
Word, and say, in substance, that by the efforts of 
man and tlie organizations of men peace can be 
brought to the earth, and will be brought; that the 
earth will be cleaned up and robed in glory and 
beauty and be made a fit place to live on; and that 
the clergy and their allies will accomplish this work. 
God will now have them put to the test as to wheth- 
er they arc false prophets or true. Therefore he 
says: “AVho among them can declare this, and shew 
us former things? Let them [of Satan’s oi’ganization] 
bring forth their witnesses, that they may bo justified 
[Xiroving their contention that they can accomplish 
what they claim] : or let them hear [the truth], and 
say. It is truth.” 

Then the Lord God speaks directly to his anointed 
ones, who form his “servant” class, and says to tlicm: 
“Ye are my witnesse.s, saitli the Iiord, and my servant 
whom I have chosen: that ye may know and believe 
me, and understand that I am he: befoi’o me there 
was no God formed, neither shall there be after me. 
I have declared, and have saved, and I have shewed, 
when there was no strange god among you: there- 
fore ye are my witnesses, saith the Lord, that I am 
God.” (Isa. 43: 10, 12) This is proof conclusive that 
God’s anointed ones must give testimony in the earth, 
and tell forth that Jehovah is the only true God and 
that the time has come for him to prove that fact to 
all creation, and that he will prove it by a demonstra- 
tion of his almighty power. 

In performing their duties as God’s witnesses the 
anointed must specifically point out that Jehovah is 
the only true ahd Almighty God; that Satan is the 
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chief enemy of God and is the mimic of the true God ; 
that Satan has a powerful organization, both visible 
and invisible, which he operates for the purpose of 
ridiculing and bringing reproach upon the name of 
Jehovah, and to turn the people away from the true 
God; that Satan has drawi into his devilish religion 
the rulers of the earth and caused the merchants of 
the earth to become a part thereof; tliat God's pur- 
pose now is to destroy Satan’s organization and to 
bring to the peoples of earth peace, prosperity and 
happiness; and that there is no otlier way for the 
people to gain the desired blessings. This testimony 
is to be given, not vindictively, but with a loving de- 
votion to Jehovah God; and for the purpose of in- 
forming the people, that they may see what is the 
right way and what is for their own good. 

OPPOSITION 

It is to be expected that Satan would do everything 
witliin his power to oppose the giving of such witness 
to the name and purposes of Jehovah God. Jesus 
prophesied that Satan, through his organization, 
would put forth great opposition to the truth and 
would pei-seeute those who stand for and testify to 
the truth; that those chosen out of the world to bo 
witnesses for God would be hated and persecuted and 
would have much tribulation. Jesus encouraged his 
followers, however, by telling them that he had suf- 
fered such opposition and persecution and had over- 
come the world, and that they as his servants could 
not expect less. — John 15 ; 18-21 ; IG ; 33. 

Then Jesus spoke a prophecy specifically relating 
to the period of time after the appearing of the two 
great signs or wonders in heaven and the casting of 
Satan out of heaven to the earth. (Eev. 12:1-13) He 
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foretold that Satan’s organization would persecute 
those of God’s organization on earth, and then in 
that great prophecy he used these words: “And the 
dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make 
war with the remnant of her seed, which keep the 
commandments of God, and have the testimony of 
Jesus Christ.” (Rev. 12: 17) By these words of the | 
great Prophet ho definitely identifies those who would 
be God’s witnesses and give the final testimony on 
tho earth, lie tolls that the Dragon, the Devil’s or- 
ganization, is enraged and goes fox*th to make war 
with the remnant of “the seed”, who are the children 
of Zion. The remnant is that faithful company of tho 
followers of Christ composing his “feet” members, 
who arc wholly devoted to God and who delight to 
do his will. Why is Satan so enraged against them? 
Because, says the great Prophet of Jehovah, they 
“keep [obey] the commandments of God, and have 
the testimony of Jesus Christ”. 

TESTIMONY OF JESUS CHRIST 

What is meant by having the testimony of Jesus 
Christ? To be sure, this means that the remnant have 
the testimony of the holy spirit that they are sons of 
God because in Christ (Horn. 8:16,17); and that 
they arc under the robe of righteousness and have the 
garments of salvation, which testifies to their ap- 
proval by the Lord and to their identification as mem- 
bers of his organization. But the words of Jesus 
Christ mean much more than that. They mean that 
to the remnant of Zion the Lord has committed the 
work of giving the testimony that Christ was com- 
missioned to give. Jehovah God made Jesus Christ 
his great Prophet and endowed him xvith all authority 
and power. The obligation is laid upon Christ Jesus 
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to see that the testimony to the name of Jchovali is 
given in the earth. When Jesus came to his temple 
and approved the remnant and brought those into 
Zion, he committed into the custody and keeping of 
this little company “all liis goods”, which means all 
his kingdom interests on the earth. This specifically 
means that Jesus has committed into the hands of 
the remnant the great privilege and obligation of giv- 
ing the testimony to the name of Jehovah. They 
therefore have the testimony of Jesus which God com- 
mitted to him. Being in possession of those “goods”, 
they must give forth the testimony. It is God’s com- 
mandment that this company, made up of the rem- 
nant, must be his witnesses, must bear testimony be- 
fore the rulers and the people, and must tell them 
that Jehovah is the Almighty God a)id what his im- 
mediate purposes arc as shown through his Word. 
By boldly keeping Jehovah’s commandments the 
remnant prove that their love for him is perfect. 
(1 Johji 4 : 17, 18) They could not keep the command- 
ments of God unless they joyfully do his will and give 
the testimony of Jesus Christ (1 John 5:3) ; hence 
Jehovah says to them: “Ye arc my witnesses.” 

Satan manifests his wrath through his dragon or 
devouring organization on earth. He stirs up .his 
sons, the clergy of “organized Christianity”, who 
incite the mob to assault faithful witnesses of the 
Lord. An instance of this took place recently in 
South Amboy, New Jersey. He causes the clergy to 
bring their influence to bear upon the political rulers 
(by reason of their both being members of Satan’s 
organization) to arrest and imprison God’s faithful 
witnesses because they go from house to hou.se to 
tell the people about God’s gracious provision for 
relieving the people of oppression and bringing them 
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their desired blessing. Samples of this recently oc- 
curred in Bcrgenfield and Englewood, New Jersey, 
and in various towns in the states of Connecticut, 
Georgia, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, and in other 
places. 

Tlicso faithful witnesses of the Lord go from place 
to place, preaching the gospel by putting in the hands 
of the people explanations of the Bible, and this they 
do on Sunday as well as on other days of the week. 
They do this because it is the commandment of the 
Lord, and they love to do liis will and love the people 
and wish to tell them of God’s blessings. The hypo- 
critical clergy, posing as representatives of God and 
of Christ, have these faithful witnesses of the Lord 
arrested, on the pretext that they ai’o doing work in 
violation of the Sunday laws. This they do in the face 
of the constitutional provision of the United States 
guaranteeing to every one the right to practise his 
religious belief as he may see fit. These physical facts 
arc hero related in proof of the fulfilment of the 
prophecy uttered by the Lord Jesus, as above set 
forth. 

Arc these witnesses of Jehovah, who insist on toll- 
ing the people of God’s goodness, doing any injury 
to any person or property on the earth? They cer- 
tainly arc not! Then why do the clergy and their 
allies persecute them ? Because incited so to do by the 
father of their organization, Satan the Devil; and 
Satan causes such persecution because of the faith- 
fulness of these wdtncsscs. These witnesses of Jehovah 
arc the only active enemies of Satan that are now on 
the earth. He has all others blinded or silenced by 
fear. The persecutors are of the seed of the woman 
of Satan, namely Babylon, and they hate and perse- 
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cute those who are the “seed" of Zion, even as God 
foretold. 

Will the remnant become fearful and cease to pcive 
testimony to the name of Jehovah? If any one docs 
become fearful and ceases to be a witness, he ceases 
to be of the remnant and of God’s anointed. The 
true members of Zion who constitute the remnant 
need have no fear. Tlieir course of action in telling 
the truth will, to be sure, bring down upon them the 
wrath of Satan’s organization; but for their en- 
couragement God, through his prophet, says to them : 
“But I am the Lord thy God, that divided the sea, 
whose waves roared: The Lord of hosts is his name. 
And I have put my words in thy mouth, and I have 
covered thee in the shadow of mine hand, that I may 
plant the heavens, and lay the foundations of tho 
earth, and say unto Zion, Thou art my people.’’ — 
Isa. 51:15,16. 

The “hand’’ of Jehovah represents his power. The 
remnant arc of Zion. They arc God’s witnesses. Je- 
hovah shields them with his power and says to them : 
“Thou art my people.’’ These faithful witnesses have 
set their love upon Jehovah God. Therefore God says 
to the remnant: “Because thou hast made the Lord, 
which is my refuge, even the Most High, thy habita- 
tion ; there shall no evil befall thee, neither shall any 
plague come nigh thy dwelling. Because he hath set 
his love upon me, therefore will I deliver him: I 
will set him on high, because he hath known my 
name.” — Ps. 91 : 9, 10, 14. 

JOY OF THE LORD 

When Jesus came to his temple and approved the 
remnant, he said to that class: “Thou hast been faith- 
ful over a few things, I will make thee ruler over 
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many things; enter thou into the joy of thy lord.” 
(Matt. 25:21) What did he mean by ‘‘the joy of 
thy lord”? The true understanding of this brings 
confidenec and joy to the follower of Jesus. When 
our Lord ascended on higli, God caused him to sit 
down and remain inactive against Satan until the 
due time came to make tlie enemy his footstool by 
casting him orit of heaven. (Ps. 110: 1) That period 
of time was a long one during which Jesus observed 
Satan constantly bringing reproach upon the name of 
his Father, Jehovah. The commi.ssion to vindicate 
God’s great name was given to Jesus Christ, and God 
cairsed his prophet to foretell the time when Jesus 
would begin that work of vindication. “Jehovah will 
send forth the rod [power or authority vested in 
Christ Jesus] of thy strength out of Zion [his or- 
ganization, saying] : Rule thou [Jesus Christ] in the 
midst of thine enemie.s.” (Ps. 110:2, A.B.V.) The 
war in heaven immediately followed, and Jesus ousted 
Satan therefrc.ni. 

When Je.sus went forth to this task of vindicating 
his Father’s name, that was his great joy. He pro- 
ceeds now to the work of the final vindication of his 
Father’s name, and that is a great joy to him; and it 
is into this joy that he invites the approved of the 
remnant class to enter. The prophet shows that the 
remnant become the willing volunteers to obey the 
Lord and join in the work; that they are born out of 
Zion and have the dew of their youth ; that they arc 
strong and vigorous in the Lord and joyfully under- 
take to give the witness. (Ps. 110:3) That is tho 
reason why a few men and women on the earth now' 
have such great joy in going from house to house and 
in giving the witness to the name of Jehovah. The 
remnant has entered into the joy of the Lord, 
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ALTAR AND PILLAR 

Jehovah caiised his prophet to write conecniing 
the time when ho would have a specific testimony 
given in the world by his witnesses. He fixed the 
time as “in that day”, which period of time had its 
beginning in 1914, and this became manifest to the 
remnant or witnesses of Clod after the Lord came to 
his temple in 1918. At the present time (1929) we 
are now well into the period designated by “in that 
day”. The prophet of God wrote: “In that day shall 
there be an altar to the Lord in the midst of the land 
of Egypt, and a pillar at the border thereof to the 
Lord. And it shall be for a sign and for a witness 
unto the Lord of hosts in the land of Egypt: for 
they shall cry unto the Lord because of the op- 
pressors, and lie shall .send them a saviour, and a 
great one, and he sliall deliver them. ’ ' — Isa. 19 : 19, 20, 

For some time students conscientiously applied this 
prophecy to the “great pyramid” of Egypt; but 
since the coming of the Lord to his temple and the 
flashes of God’s liglhning upon his Word the temple 
class sec that this i)rophccy has no reference whatso- 
ever to a pile of stone in Egypt. It will be observed 
that the prophecy ojjens with this statement; “The 
burden of Egypt.” (Isa. 19:1) It is a prophecy from 
Jehovah, uttered with reference to the world or Sa- 
tan’s organization, symbolized by Egypt, and the 
position occupied by his anointed with reference 
thereto. As further proof that Egypt symbolically 
represents Satan’s organization, Jehovah spoke 
through another prophet, saying: “Thus saith the 
Lord God, Behold, I am against thee. Pharaoh king 
of Egypt, the great dragon [Devil and his organiza- 
tion] that lieth in the midst of his rivers [peoples of 
earth], which hath said, My river is mine own, and 
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I have made it for myself." (Ezek. 29:3) Thus God 
through his prophet speaks against the Devil’s or- 
ganization. It is plainly written that "we [God’s 
anointed] know that w'^e are from God, and that the 
whole world lies under the evil one [Satan the 
Devil]’’.— 1 John 5:19, Diaglolt. 

It was in Egypt (symbolic of the world or Devil’s 
organization) that Jesus Christ was crucified. (Rev. 
11 : 8) Having identified the place, God, through his 
prophet, then further locates the time of the fulfil- 
ment of the prophecy. Christ Jesus, God’s great 
High Priest and chief officer in his organization, be- 
gins action against the Devil’s organization in 1914, 
and thereafter Satan is cast out of heaven. Jesus 
Christ continues his action against the evil one until 
the complete destruction thereof. The words of the 
prophet, locating the time, arc: "Behold, the Lord 
[Jehovah] rideth upon a swift cloud, and shall come 
into Egypt; and tlio idols of Egypt sliall be moved 
at his presence, and the heart of Egypt shall melt 
in the midst of it.’’ (Isa. 19:1) In the work Christ 
Jesus is acting as God’s chief officer. The Prophet 
Isaiah pictures Jehovah riding on the very top of his 
organization and moving against the Devil’s organi- 
zation. 

The League of Nations compact was approved by the 
Federal Council of Churches in January, 1919, and 
later fully supported by the three elements of Satan’s 
visildc organization. Since then the prophetic words 
of Jesus arc in course of fulfilment, namely, "Upon 
the earth distress of nations, with perplexity; . . . 
men’s hearts failing them for fear, and for looking 
after those things which are coming on the earth." 
(LulvO 21:25,26) It is well known to all that jiist 
now the governing powers of the nations of Christen- 
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dom are suffering fear, which burdens them almost 
to the point of heart failure. The prophet definitely 
locates the time, therefore, as the present, and then 
says that “in tliat day” there shall be a specific wit- 
ness given in the world, or Egypt, moaning Satan’s 
organization. 

The prophet further says; “In that day shall there 
be an altar to the Lord in the midst of the land of 
Egypt, and a pillar at the border thereof to the 
Lord.” This pi'ophcey could not possibly refer to a 
physical rdtar or pillar of stone in the land of literal 
Egypt, because it is physically impossible for any 
object to be in the midst of a piece of land and at 
the same time on the border thereof. The remnant of 
God’s people, his witnesses, constitute an altar and 
a pillar to the liord, and these are in the world, but 
not of it; and arc on the very border of the evil 
world, because they stand at tlic border of God’s 
world or kingdom. The remnant, therefore, is pro- 
phetically foretold by this altar and pillar. 

The word “altar”, as used in the prophecy, is de- 
rived from the root w'ord meaning “place of sacrifice, 
or slaughter place”. Those W'ho arc anointed of the 
Ijord have been taken into the covenant by sacrifice 
with Christ Jesus, tlie Head of The Christ. Concern- 
ing such it is written: “We arc accounted as sheep 
for the slaughter.” (Rom. 8:36) And again, tho 
prophet says: “Gather my saints together unto me; 
those that have made a covenant with me by sacrifice.” 
(Ps. 50:5) All the consecrated are pictured under 
the symbol of “the sons of Levi”. When the Lord 
came to his temple these sons of Levi were purged 
that they might “offer unto the Lord an offering in 
righteousness”. (Mai. 3:3) This offering in right- 
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eousness is an offering of praise unto God by giving 
testimony to his name. (Heb. 13 ; 15) These scriptures 
prove that it is the remnant of God that constitutes 
the altar in the midst of the world (Egypt) to give 
testimony to the name of Jehovah God. 

The words of the prophecy, “a pillar at the border 
tliercof,” apply to tlie same class. A pillar means a 
memorial column that stands forth to bear testimony. 
The great Prophet, Christ Jesus, speaking to those 
whom ho woiild find faithful at the time of coming 
to his temple, says: “Him that ovcrcometh will I 
make a pillar in the temple of my God.” (Rev. 3; 12) 
The very purpose of making one a pillar in the temple 
of the Lord is that such may be a witness unto God, 
because “in his temi)le doth every one speak of his 
glory”. (Ps. 29:9) The faithful remnant class, com- 
posing the “feet of him”, Christ Jesus, and as a 
part of the elect “servant” of Jehovah, are the wit- 
nesses of God. As Jesus was in the world, but not of 
it, oven so the remnant is in the world, but no part 
of it. (John 17 : 14) This remnant or pillar st«'ind.s 
on the very border line between the Devil’s world and 
God’s kingdom, and there they bear witness to Je- 
hovah’s name. The faithful arc near the time when 
they will pass over tlie border into the kingdom. As 
an altar class they offer sacrifices of praise unto Je- 
hovah God’s name, and as a pillar they bear testimony 
to his great name. 

Furthermore God’s prophet says: “And it shall 
be for a sign and for a witness unto the Lord of hosts 
in the land of Egypt ; for they shall cry unto the Lord 
because of the oppressors, and he shall send them a 
saviour, and a great one, and he shall deliver them.” 
(Isa. 19:20) The people of the world are now suffer- 
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ing great oppression at the hand of the governing 
powers, and particularly at the hand of the invisible 
mlcr, Satan the Devil. The cries of the oppivsscd 
people ascend unto God and, true to his promise, he 
will send them shortly his great Proplict, Priest and 
King, and Savior, who will relieve them of their op- 
pression and save them. It is just preceding that 
time that the remnant in the world (Egypt) must 
give the witness unto the name of Jeliovali. To this 
class has been committed the testimony of Jesus 
Christ. They have been selected as God’s Avilnesscs 
and commanded to give the witness, and by his grace 
they are keeping the commandments and giving the 
testimony. 

God has commanded the testimony to be given con- 
cerning his name, concerning his purposes against the 
enemy, and concerning his purpose to completely re- 
lieve the people, and save and bless them. Thereforo 
no person on earth who has consecrated himself to 
do God’s Avill can be faithful and true unto God and 
receive the final approval of the Lord if he either 
fails or refuses to keep God’s commandments; and, 
keeping them, he must be God’s witness at this time. 
For that reason there are norv some Avho arc daily 
putting forth this message of truth in printed form, 
that the people may hear concerning God and his 
purposes. Their work is not to convert the world to 
some religion nor to stir up strife or controversy, but 
they are serving notice upon the rulers and the peo- 
ple because God has commanded it thus to be done. 
It is God’s due time that the testimony be given in 
fulfilment of the jjrophccy uttered by his angels at 
the birth of Jesus, that the glad tidings of great 
joy shall come to the people. — ^Luke 2 : 9, 10. 
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HOW LONG? 

Jehovah’s prophet said; “Behold, I and the chil- 
dren whom the Lord hath given me are for signs and 
for wonders in Israel from the Lord of hosts, which 
dwcllcth in mount Zion.” (Isa. 8:18) The words 
“Lord of hosts” always refer to Jehovah preparing 
for or going into battle. None dwell in Zion imtil 
Zion is built up. The prophecy sliows therefore that 
Isaiah and his children stood as types, or sign men, 
foretelling the class of faithful witnesses in the world 
at the time Jehovah is pi*eparing to battle against the 
enemy, and after Zion is built up. This prophecy 
therefore locates the time after 1918, when the Lord 
came to his temple. Isaiah tells that he had a vision 
in which lie saw Christ the King seated upon his 
throne in the temple, and with him his holy mes- 
sengers. That time is fixed when the Lord appears 
at his temple with his holy angels for judgment. (Mai. 
3:1-3; Matt. 25:31) Concerning the vision of Isaiah 
he says: “And one cried unto another, and said. 
Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of hosts: tlie whole 
earth is full of his glory. Then said I, Woe is me! 
for I am undone; because I am a man of unclean 
lips, and I dwell in the midst of a people of unclean 
lips: for mine eyes have seen the King, the Lord of 
hosts. ’ ’ — Isa. 6 : 3, 5. 

Being a type of spiritual Israel, Isaiah, by saying 
that he is a man of unclean lips, would clearly mean 
that there was a negligence on the part of God’s peo- 
ple in giving testimony. The work of the church fore- 
told by the Prophet Elijah ceased in 1918, and the 
Elisha work began about 1919. During the interval 
God’s people on earth were not active in giving testi- 
mony. This was duo to the fiery trouble of war. After 
1919 the church began an active campaign of giving 
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testimony, -which shows a recovery from the condi- 
tions of unclcanncss concerning which the prophet 
spoke, and his words foretold how it would come to 
pass: “Then flew one of the seraphims unto mo, hav- 
ing a live coal in his liand, wliich he had taken with 
the tongs from off the altar: and lie laid it upon my 
mouth, and said, Lo, this hath touched thy lips; and 
thine iniquity is taken away, and thy sin purged." 
— Isa. 6 : 6, 7. 

The seraph in this text represents the Lord’s 
Messenger; and taking fire from tlic altar and put- 
ting it upon the mouth of the prophet foretells that 
the Lord would cleanse his people by touching their 
lips and sending them forth to give a testimony to 
his name. Fire is a symbol of that which cleanses; 
and the prophet says the iniquity and sin was taken 
away by fii'c. In the latter part of 3919 the Lord’s 
people awakened to the fact that they were inactive 
and that the Lord had something for them to do ; and 
this is foretold in the prophecy, as Isaiah stated in 
the vision, to wit: “Also I heard the voice of the 
Lord, saying. Whom shall I send, and who will go 
for us [to bo witnesses] ? Then said I, Here am I ; 
send me. ’ ’ — Isa. C : 8. 

Thus the prophet foretold a willingness on the part 
of God’s people to grasp the opportunity of giving 
the witness. The facts are that in 1919, at a conven- 
tion of Christians assembled in Cedar Point, Ohio, 
those who were there realized that the time had come 
to begin an active witness campaign, and that was 
done. The prophet shows that the giving of this wit- 
ness would not convert the world, but that it is more 
particularly for the purpose of serving notice upon 
the people of and concerning God’s purposes. There- 
fore the Lord said to his people, as foretold by the 
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prophet: “And he said, Go, and tell this people. Hear 
ye indeed, but understand not; and see yo indeed, 
jjut perceive not. Make the heart of this people fat, 
and make their cars heavy, and simt their eyes; lest 
they see with their eyes, and hear with their cars, 
and nnd(!r.stand with their heart, and convert, and 
be healed.” — Isa. 6: 9, 10. 

Then the proplict inquired: “How long” shall the 
witness be given? Thus he foretold that, after the 
Lord’s coming to his temple, the anointed people of 
Jehovah would begin the witness work and would 
inquire “how long” the giving of this testimony must 
continue. The Lord himself then gives the answer to 
the question, and causes the prophet to write: “Until 
the cities be wasted without inhabitant, and the houses 
witliout man, and the land be utterly desolate, and 
the Lord have removed men far away, and there be 
a great forsalcing in the midst of the land.” — Isa. 
6 : 11 , 12 . 

By the words of the prophet God foretold that he 
would have the testimony to be given continuously 
“until the cities [the organizations of the Devil] bo 
wasted” by himself, and until the people be far re- 
moved fi^m that evil organization. Tlie witness lias 
been in progress since then, and there has been a 
great fulling away of the people from so-called “or- 
ganized Christianity”, great numbei’s thereof recog- 
nizing that that organization docs not represent Je- 
hovah God, but is Satan ’s organization. 

God’s anointed people, built up in Zion and brought 
into the temple, x’ealize that Jehovah has been “angry” 
with them because they W'ere not diligent in doing 
his work. Later they show diligence in keeping his 
commandments, and the Lord God brings them com- 
fort ; and this is proven by the words of the Prqphet 
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Isaiah: “And in that day thou shalt say, 0 Lord, I 
will praise thee: though thou wast angry with ino, 
thine anger is turned away, and thou comfortcdst 
me. Behold, God is my salvation ; I will trust, and not 
be afraid: for the Lord JEHOVAH is my strength 
and my song; he also is become my salvation.” — Isa. 
12 : 1 , 2 . 

Water is a symbol of God’s truth. The faithful 
ones, anointed of God, being obedient to God’s com- 
mandments, drink deep at the fountain of truth and 
rejoice. He gives to them a clearer vision of his Word 
and says to them: “Therefore with joy shall yc draw 
water [truth] out of the wells of salvalion.” (Isa. 
12:3) Those who arc actively and joyfully engaged 
in keeping the Lord’s commandments by telling others 
of his great purposes, are permitted by him to have 
a clearer understanding of the truth. Drawing the 
water out of the wells means that they seek the 
truth by studying the prophecies of the Lord and 
watching the facts that come to pass in fulfdment 
thereof. 

Again, in this prophecy “that day” is mentioned. 
“That day” is now here; and concerning this God 
caused his prophet to record his commandments to 
his people, which record applies to all those who truly 
love God and who delight to keep his commandments. 
The commandments of the Lord therefore arc : ‘ ‘ And 
in that day shall ye say, Praise the Lord, call upon 
his name, declare his doings among the people, make 
mention that his name is exalted. Sing unto the Lord; 
foi? he hath done excellent things: this is known in 
all the earth. Cry out and shout, thou inhabitant of 
Zion : for great is the Holy One of Israel in the midst 
of thee.” — Isa. 12:4-6. 
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The prophecies and the fulfilment thereof prove 
beyond any question of doubt that Christ Jesus is 
the great witness for Jehovah God; that when he 
comes to his temple and takes account with his ser- 
vants, to those whom he finds faithful he commits the 
privilege and obligation of giving the witness on earth 
from that time until the fall of Satan’s organization; 
that such witnesses are commanded to declare that 
Jehovah is the only true and Almighty God ; and that 
all who are anointed of the Lord and have his ap- 
proval constitute the company upon earth to give 
that testimony. It being the will of God that this 
testimony must be given at this time, it will be given 
regardless of all opposition. Blessed are they who 
have any part in thus testifying to the rulers and 
the people that Jehovah is God, and that the time has 
come for the establishment of his kingdom. 

It is difficult for many people to understand just 
why a company of Christians persistently go about 
speaking of the Lord and his purposes. They can 
readily see that they arc not attempting to convert 
the people and bring them into some organization. 
They can also see that they are not doing it for money. 
Why, then, is such work being done? What is being 
accomplished by it? 



CHAPTER VIII 


Dividing the Peoples 

J EHOVAH caused his prophet to foretell the rea- 
son why his witnesses miist now give testimony 
before the peoples of the world that he is the 
Almighty God. The enemy and his agents would have 
the people believe that requii-ing the giving of testi- 
mony that Jehovah is God shows selfishness and weak- 
ness on God’s part: selfishness, because, say they, he 
desires the honor that the people would confer upon 
him by giving him praise ; weaknoGS, in this, that ho 
fears all creation will forsake him. Such conclusions 
are entirely wrong and are indeed wicked. God could 
not be selfish, because “God is love’’, which means 
that he is the perfect cxprc.ssion of unselfishness. He 
never did anything for a selfish reason, but always 
for the good of his creatures. Ilis great unselfishness 
and perfect love were specifically shown when he gave 
his beloved Son to be put to death as a sacrifice that 
men might live. In this great act, the apostle truly 
says, Jehovah made a gift for mankind that can not 
be fully valued: “Thanks be unto God for his un- 
speakable gift.” (2 Cor. 9:15) This for ever dis- 
proves that there is selfishness on Jehovah’s part in 
having the witness given. No i)ower could exist or 
be exercised except by the permission of Jehovah, 
because he is the Author and Creator of heaven and 
earth, and all power is in his hands. It is therefore 
impossible for God to fear that anything would bo 
taken away from him. All the facts shov/ tliat he acts 
for the vindication of his name and for tlio benefit of 
his creatures. 
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For centuries Satan haa attempted to prove to all 
others of creation that he is equal to Jehovah God; 
and for this reason he has attempted to duplicate 
and lias counterfeited the principal parts of God’s 
purposes revealed toman. Satan, by reason of his fraud 
and misrcpre.scntations, has succeeded in turning the 
masses of the people away from God. Jehovah has 
not interfered with Satan’s attempt to exalt himself; 
but, unless he did interfere at some time, almost all 
men would be for ever destroyed. Satan has never 
been able to give life to man, and never could do so. 
Jehovah God is the fountain of everlasting life. God 
alone can give everlasting life to his creatures. But 
ho will not force life upon them. He provides life 
as a gracious gift, and then brings man to a Imowl- 
edge of his purposes that man may have an oppor- 
tunity to accept or not. Life is the gift of God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. — Kom. 6 : 23. 

No man could accept a gift without knowledge of 
the gift and the giver. Therefore if man is ever to 
receive life everlasting he must know God and know 
that he is the gracious Giver. The time comes for God 
to halt Satan in his nefarious course, in order that 
man, unhindered, may have an opportunity to receive 
the gift of life. God announces his purpose to destroy 
Satan and his wicked works, to the end that all will- 
ingly obedient ones may have life everlasting in a 
state of happiness. Before that time of destruction, 
however, God causes a campaign of education to be 
carried on in the world for the purpose of informing 
the people what he intends to do for their good. Ho 
will not take action secretly and without giving 
notice. He will have the people told of his purpose, 
and then he will demonstrate to them his supreme 
power. The purpose of the witnessing, or the cam- 
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paign of education, may therefore be briefly stated 
as this : To enlighten the people by opening their blind 
eyes, and to enable the “prisoners” to see that there 
is to be a relief for them, and that all may know the 
only one and true way to life everlasting in happiness. 
To do this it is necessary to tell the people what con- 
stitutes God’s organization and what constitutes Sa- 
tan’s organization, and why the one is opposed to 
the other. 

Long centuries ago God caused liis propliet to write 
and foretell that a time would come when a campaign 
of education would be carried forth in the earth, and 
tliat this would be done by his “servant” in whom 
Jehovah delights: “Behold my servant, whom I up- 
hold; mine elect, in whom my soul delighteth; I have 
]>ut my spirit upon him: he shall bring forth judg- 
mcTit to tlie Gentiles [nations].” — Isa. 42 : 1 . 

It will be observed from this prophecy tliat at the 
time of its fulfilment there are blind people whose 
eyes must be opened, and that there are prisoners in 
the prison-houses who must have an op])orlunity to 
bo relieved. The ])rophccy must have a fulfilment, be- 
cause it is uttered under the direction of Jehovah by 
liis prophet upon whom he has placed his approval. 
The student will look for tlic physical facts showing 
a fulfilment of this prophecy, and, if it is in course 
of fulfilment, he will be able to discern who arc the 
prisoners and who are they that arc blind. 

PRISONERS 

It has been suggested that the grave is “the prifson” 
and that the dead arc in “the piison houses”. That 
conclusion is clearly incorrect. The Scriptures show 
that the pi’isoners groan and cry unto God for help, 
and he hears them. Dead people do not groan and 
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cry. They are unconscious and know not an 3 rthing, 
wailing in the grave for God’s due time to awaken 
them out of death. (Bccl. 9:5,10; Ps. 115:17) A 
prison is a place where men are held in restraint of 
personal liberty. Thus a man may be held behind 
iron bars, or he may be held in restraint by fear and 
for that reason be unable to exercise his liberty. ‘ ‘ The 
fear of man bringeth a snare.” (Prov. 29:25) A 
prisoner held by reason of coercion that puts him in 
fear is just as traly a prisoner as one who is physi- 
cally restrained. 

The Scriptural proof is now here submitted, show- 
ing that the prison-houses mentioned by the prophet 
consist of organized systems of religion, and particu- 
larly so-called “organized Christianity”. There are 
many congregations, symbolically called houses, both 
Catiiolie and Protestant, all of which have taken the 
name of Christian, but which in fact show by their 
course of action that the organizations are anything 
but Christian. Tlic worship in those houses or con- 
gregations is formalism. The worshipers bow down 
before images and go tlu’ough forms of worship, which 
is contrary to the Word of God. Tlioy draw near to 
the Lord wdth their lips only, but there is no heart 
devotion to the Ijord. They magnify men and go 
through a ceremony that, instead of reflecting honor 
upon the Lord, brings reproach upon his name. God 
is pleased only with those who worship him in spirit 
and in tnrth. (John 4 : 23, 24) Formalism is an abom- 
ination in the sight of the Lord God. 

The Israelites fell away to idolatry and formalism, 
and their course was prophetic, foretelling how pro- 
fessed spiritual Israel v/ould fall away from God and 
into idolatry. God commanded that no graven image 
should be made: “Ye shall make you no idols nor 
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graven image, neither rear you up a standing image, 
neither shall ye set up any image of stone in your 
land, to bow down unto it: for I am the Lord your 
God.”— Lev. 26:1. 

The formalism that is practised in so-callcd “or- 
ganized Christianity” comes clearly within the defini- 
tion of graven images. (Isa. 44:9; 29:13; 2 Tim. 
3 : 1-5) For that reason such become a part of Baby- 
lon, or the Devil’s religion, because the purpose is 
not to honor Jehovah’s name but to build up an or- 
ganization that dishonors his name and turns the peo- 
ple away from him. The ecclesiastical systems are 
therefore the prison-houses. 

The chief prison-keeper, or warden, is Satan him- 
self, because he has by fraud obtained control of the 
organization called “Christian”. In each congrega- 
tion of these ecclesiastical organizations there is a shep- 
herd, or watchman, otherwise called pastor. These 
men, who arc clergymen, call themselves the shep- 
herds of the flock, or the clergymen of the flock. Each 
one looks to his own congregation for support. By 
their course of action they prove that they do not love 
God and Christ and his kingdom, because they give 
allegiance and support to the League of Nations, 
which is the Devil’s makeshift. They otherwise partic- 
ipate in the politics of this world, and arc more in- 
terested in what they call civic affairs than in telling 
of God’s great purpose and his kingdom. They refuse 
to hear the testimony of his Word, and therefore they 
are blind to what the Lord God is really doing at this 
time. Not only do they refuse to hear, but they put 
forth their best endeavors to prevent their congrega- 
tions from hearing. These clergymen are like their 
counterpart, the Pharisees, to whom Jesus said : “Woo 
imto you, lawyers [doctors] ! for ye have taken away 
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the key of knowledge : ye entered not in yourselves, 
and them that were entering in ye hindered.” — ^Luke 
11: 52; Matt, 23:13. 

The lav/yers, the Pharisees, the politicians and the 
commercial leaders stood together amongst the Jews. 
Today the politicians and the commercial powers sup- 
port the doctors of divinity, so called. Not only are 
they blinded to tlw truth themselves and refuse to 
hear it, but they take every action within their power 
to prevent members of their congregations from hear- 
ing the truth. The clergymen and the principal of 
their flocks arc blind guides, and, as Jesus said, they 
will fall into the ditch. (Matt. 15 : 14) God foretold 
the condition and course of action of these clergymen 
who are called watchmen, in these words : “His watch- 
men arc blind: they are all ignorant, they are all 
dumb dogs, they cannot bark; sleeping, lying down, 
loving to slumber. Yea, they arc greedy dogs which 
can never have enough, and they arc shepherds that 
cannot understand: they all look to their own way, 
every one for his gain from his quarter,” — Isa. 
56:10,11. 

It is these clergymen who are local prison-keepers. 
Probably in every one of the denominational organi- 
zations, called a church, and in every congregation 
thereof, there arc those who do love God and who 
are anxious to know about him and to obey him. But 
because of the influence of the clergymen and “the 
principal of the flock” they are not permitted to free- 
ly discuss the Bible in the church meetings, and are 
discouraged from going anywhere else to get a knowl- 
edge of it. In fact, it is in a very few of these or- 
ganizations that there is any Bible study. The clergy 
do not talk about the Bible. In fact, the modem clergy- 
men deny that the Bible is God’s Word of truth. 
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If the attention of those clergymen is called to some 
book that gives instruction in the Bible and sets forth 
the Scriptural proof of God’s purpose, the clergymen 
strongly denounce the book and ask their congrega- 
tions to have nothing to do witli it. The clergymen 
claim to be tlio only ones authorized to interpret the 
Bible, The result is that the people in those congre- 
gations are in darkness concerning the true teaching 
of the Word of God. 

The congregation observes that the pastor or clergy- 
man devotes his sermons to worldly politics, science 
so called, civic affairs and social matters, but never 
docs he give them any food from the Word of God 
that establishes the faith of the people in God and in 
his purpose of salvation. If it is suggested that mem- 
bers of the congregation go elsewhere to hear the truth, 
the clergyman vehemently opposes this, saying that if 
they withdraw from the church they will be doing an 
evil work and will therefore jiarticipate in wrecking 
society, and that they will find their own eternal 
destiny in torment. “A great multitude” of good 
people are thereby held in fear and restraint in the 
denominational organizations called churches. As the 
prophet foretold, they have a superstitious fear of 
God but that fear toward God “is taught by tiie 
precept of men”. — Lsa. 29:13. 

God foretold through bis prophet that the clergy- 
men, or shepherds, would come to a time when they 
would not feed the congregation but would feed 
themselves, and he expresrsed his decided disapproval 
of such. The Lord caused his prophet to write fore- 
telling these conditions in these words: “Son of man, 
prophesy against the shephci’ds of Israel, prophesy, 
and say unto them. Thus saith the Lord God unto the 
shepherds; Woe be to the shepherds of Israel that 
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do feed themselves! should not the shepherds feed 
the flocks? Yc cat the fat, and ye clothe you with the 
wool, yc kill them that are fed: but ye feed not the 
flock. The diseased have ye not strengthened, neither 
have ye healed that which was sick, neither have ye 
bound up that which was broken, neither have ye 
brought again that which was driven away, neither 
have ye sought that which was lost; but with force 
and with cruelty have ye ruled them. Therefore, 0 
ye shepherds, hear the word of the Lord ; Thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, I am against the shepherds; 
and I will rcquii'c my flock at their hand, and cause 
them to cease from feeding the flock; neither shall 
the shepherds feed themselves any more; for I will 
deliver my flock from their mouth, that they may not 
be meat for them. For thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
hold, I, even I, will both search my sheep, and seek 
them out.”— Ezek. 34:2-4, 0-11. 

The people of good-will in these church organiza- 
tions sec that there is no longer any truth taught to 
the congregation by the clergymen nor by the princi- 
pal of the flock. When the congregation assembles it 
is chiefly for the purpose of exhibiting the fine clothes 
of some and listening to a discourse that has no ref- 
erence to God’s Word. Therefore there are hungry 
souls in the denominational chui’ch systems who are 
in great distress because of the condition they see 
there existing. God, through his prophet, foretells this 
condition, and puts in the mouth of those in the congre- 
gation who are of good-will these words: "Help us, 
O God of our salvation, for the glory of thy name: 
and deliver us, and purge away our sins, for thy 
name’s sake.” (Ps. 79:9) They know that the name 
of God is not honored in the congregation; and they 
know that the people on the outside, commonly called 
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heathen, look with disgust upon the profession of the 
clergymen, well knowing that they are hypocrites and 
that their claim to represent God is not true. 

The prophet then represents tliesc honest “prison- 
ers” as saying: “Wherefore should the heathen [those 
outside of the church systems] say, Where is their 
God?” They sigh and cry because of this condition, 
and the prophet represents them further: “Let the 
sighing of the prisoner come l)efore thee; according 
to the greatness of thy power preserve thou those that 
arc appointed to die; and render unto our ncighlwurs 
sevenfold into their bosom their reproacli, whercwitli 
they have reproached thee, 0 Lord. So we tliy people 
and sheep of thy f»asture Avill give thee thanks for 
ever: we will shew forth thy praise to all genera- 
tions. ”—Ps. 79 : 10-13. 

This propliecy sliows that the prisoiu'rs are alive, 
but that tliey arc “appoi?ited to die”; and thereby 
they arc definitely identified. All who have made a 
consecration to do God’s will, and who have been 
accepted in the name of Jesus and taken into the 
covenant of sacrifice with him, must die as Imman 
beings and be raised out of death as si>irit beings, if 
they live at all. Therefore they arc “appointed to 
die” by reason of the covenant made. Those who 
willingly and joyfully separate themselves from the 
worldly religious systems, in obedience to the liord’s 
commands (2 Cor. 6: 16-18), also must die; hut they 
arc not held prisoners. Feeding upon the Word of 
God, they have become strong and have left the prkon- 
houses, and have been brought into Zion. Many of 
such were once “captives” to Babylon, or the Devil- 
captured system, but they came away and rejoiced. 
(Ps. 126 : 1-3) But those consecrated ones who remain 
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in the denominational systems and are held there by 
being put in fear or by restraint, are held as prison- 
ers ; and these are they who cry for relief. God’s great 
Prophet then shows that this class is the “great multi- 
tude’’ who must pass through the time of trouble and 
wash their robes in the blood of the Lamb and thereby 
receive God’s approval, and that then “God shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes’’. They will not 
be of the royal family of heaven, but they will servo 
“before the throne of God’ ’.-Rev. 7 : 11-17 ; Zeeh. 14 : 2. 

The facts are that in the denominational church 
organizations, both Catholic and Protestant, there are 
today many souls hungry for the truth, and yet the 
clergymen or prison-keepers do their best to keep 
them from knowing the truth. In their distress these 
prisoners pray unto God: “I looked on my right hand, 
and beheld, but there was no man that would know 
me: refuge failed me; no man cared for my soul. I 
cried unto thee, 0 L( . d : I said. Thou ai’t my refuge 
and my portion in the laud of the living. Attend unto 
my cry ; for I am brought very low : deliver mo from 
my persecutors ; for they arc stronger than I. Bring 
my soul out of prison, that I may praise thy name: 
the righteous shall compass me about; for thou shalt 
deal bountifully with me.” — Ps. 142:4-7. 

Through his prophet God foretells of a time when 
he would hear the cries of these prisoners and send 
relief, and then shows that the time that such relief 
would be sent would be after the building up of Zion. 
This proof shows a work that the temple class must 
do, and one reason for giving the witness: “When the 
Lord shall build up Zion, he shall appear in his glory. 
He will regard the prayer of the destitute, and not 
despise their prayer. This shall be written for the 
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generation to come; and the people whieh shall be 
created shall praise the Lord. For he hath looked 
down from the height of his sanctuary; from heaven 
did the Lord behold the earth; to hear the groaning 
of the prisoner; to loose those that are appointed to 
death.” — ^Ps. 102:16-20. 

The Lord has, just at the right time, brought the 
radio into action, which permits the people to remain 
in their homes and listen to a proclamation of the 
truth, regardless of the opposition of the prison-keep- 
ers, the clergy. KnoAving this, the clergymen Auiito 
Avitli Big Business to control the radio and, if possibh;, 
to prevent the truth from being bimdcast. The Lord 
has also provided a great number of books explaining 
the Bible, and his faithful Avitnesses go from house to 
house and put these in the hands of the people that 
the prisoners may have some food. Tiic prophet siiows 
then that God will open the prison doors by giving 
those who honestly seek the truth an opportimity to 
iicar and knoAV him. "Praise ye the Lord . . . which 
made heaven, and earth, the sea, and all that therein 
is: which keepeth truth for ever: which executeth 
judgment for the oppressed: which giveth food to 
the hungry. The Lord looseth the prisoners ; the Lord 
openeth the eyes of the blind ; the Lord raiseth them 
that are bowed down; the Lord loveth the righteous,” 
— Ps, 146:1-8. 

The proof shoAVS, therefore, that the eonsocrated 
ones in the denominational church organizations who 
desire to know God and his Word are hungry and in 
distress, and that they cry for help; and that the 
clei^y are the prison-keepers who render no help and 
concerning whom God says; "Behold, I am against 
the .shepherds; and I will require my flock at their 
hand, and cause them to cease from feeding the flock ; 
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neither shall the shepherds feed themselves any 
more.” — Ezck. 34: 10. 

And then God, through his prophet, shows how he- 
will bring relief to the prisoners by giving them a 
knowledge of the truth. Through his prophet he says 
to the faithful “servant” class, those who are of the 
temple and whom he has appointed as his witnesses: 
‘I have called you in righteousness, and I will hold 
your hand, and sustain you and give you the power. 
I will send you to open the blind eyes and to bring 
the prisoners from the prison-houses and them that 
sit in darkness out of the prison. That you may say 
to the prisoners. Go forth ; to them that are in dark- 
ness. Show yourselves. They shall feed in the ways, 
and their pastures shall be in all high places.' — 
Isa. 42:5-7; 49:9. 

This is one of the reasons why the testimony of the 
truth of God’s Word mxist now be given by the tem- 
ple class; and that work is now progressing in fulfil- 
ment of prophecy. That is the reason why faithful 
men and women go from house to house with boolts 
that explain the Bible, and place them in the hands 
of the people at a nominal cost. That is the way they 
preach the gospel, because it is God’s appointed way. 
The effect of giving the testimony by ra^o, by books 
and by other means, is to separate or divide the peo- 
ple. It brings the honest pci*sons of good-will, who 
want to serve God, out from those who are hypocrites. 
It is neither the purpose, nor the result, to get any 
one to join an organization; but the testimony is 
given to enable them to get their eyes opened and 
to take their stand on the side of Jehovah God. God 
having commanded this testimony to be given to the 
prisoners, his witnesses must deliver the testimony; 
otherwise they could not be pleasing to him. 
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THE PEOPLE 

There are millions of people of good-will in the 
world who are no part of Satan’s organization but 
who are under the influence and control of that op- 
pressive organization. They are not held in the church 
prison-houses, but are on the outside. They sec the 
hypocrisy in the churches and hold themselves aloof 
therefrom. They are blind to the truth, however, and 
Satan has caused their blindness. (Isa. 42:7; 2 Cor. 
4:3,4) It is God’s purpose that such persons may 
have an opportunity to learn the truth and have their 
eyes, which means their understanding, opened to 
enable them to take their stand on the side of Jehovah 
God and against the Devil. Jehovah, through his 
prophet, foretold that he would make provision for 
this work, and he has made provision for it. By his 
prophet he foretold that he would make an everlasting 
covenant with Christ, his beloved Son, and that others 
would be brought into that covenant, and that the 
ones faithful to that covenant should be members of 
his “servant” class that is approved. — Isa. 55:1-3; 
42:1-6, 

That he provides these witnesses to do a work for 
the benefit of the people is made clear. Through his 
prophet he said: “Behold, I have given him for a wit- 
ness to the people, a leader and commander to the 
people.” (Isa, 55:4) These words of the prophet 
apply primarily to Jesus Christ, who declared that ho 
came into the world that he might be a witness to the 
truth. They apply to all who are in Christ, which in- 
cludes those who are in the temple and therefore of 
Zion. The last members of The Christ on earth are 
therefore designated by Jehovah as his witnesses to 
the people, and the obligation laid upon them is made 
plain. Under the supervision of the great Witness, 
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Christ Jesus, these are to be made, and are made, “a 
'Witness to the people, a leader and commander to the 
people.” 

The remnant constitute the “feet of him”, the great 
Witness, and are therefore of Zion and in the temple 
and, being yet on earth, are standing at the very 
borders of God’s glorious kingdom. These are God’s 
watchmen, and he speaks of them as being placed 
upon the walls of Jerusalem, which represents the 
organization of his people on earth ; and then through 
his prophet he says of and concerning them: “I have 
set watchmen upon thy walls, 0 Jerusalem, which 
shall never hold their peace day nor night: ye that 
make mention of the Lord, keep not silence.” — Isa. 
62:6. 

The remnant must continue to give the witness, 
even unto the time of entering the kingdom. The en- 
trance therein is sjnnholizcd by the “gates”, and, 
addressing the remnant class who arc his witnesses, 
Jehovah says: “Go through, go through the gates; 
prepare ye the way of the people ; cast up, cast up the 
highway; gather out the stones; lift up a standard 
for the people.” — Isa. 62: 10. 

With tlicir faces toward the heavenly kingdom the 
faithful witnesses are pointing the people to the right 
way. These faithful ones are ‘preparing the way of 
tlie people’ by telling them the reason for their blind- 
ness and oppression, and of God’s gracious provision 
to release them from their burdens and to show them 
the way to endless life. This is not an effort to con- 
vert the world, such as the clergy have pretended 
that they could do, but it is a campaign of education, 
informing the people according to God’s command- 
ments.

These faithful witnesses ‘‘cast up the highway’’ 
for the people by showing them that God has pro- 
vided a great, broad and clear way for man to return 
to him and to receive everlasting blessings. Those 
witnesses are commanded to “gather out the stones”, 
which is a part of the work of preparing the way for 
the people. Satan the enemy, through the operation 
of his agents, and particularly the clergy, lias placed 
many stumbling stones in the way of the people. 
Amongst such stumbling stones are the falsehoods, 
that God is responsible for all the evil of the world; 
that God takes little children away in death because 
he Avants them; that God causes all the sickness iind 
suffering of man on earth ; and that when man dies, 
if he is outside the church, he is for ever tormented 
in fire and brimstone. 

Another great stone in the way of the people is 
that, as they have been told by the clergy, “this pres- 
ent evil world” is God’s kingdom on csirth ; that there- 
fore God is responsible for their oppression under the 
wicked nilcrship of the nations. The people must bo 
told the truth, to wit, that Satan the Devil is “the 
god of this world” and that so-called Christendom 
is a blasphemy of God’s holy name, because it as- 
sumes to represent Christ the beloved Son of Jehovah. 
The people must be told that Jehovah is the only true 
and Almighty God, and that his way is always right 
because he is love. 

The witnesses are commanded to “lift up a stand- 
ard for the people”. A standard means a guidon, 
or staff to which the pe<q)le may raDy and identify 
themselves with a specific side. The standard to bo 
lifted up for the people is (Jod’s standard ecnceming 
salvation and his government of righteousieas. The 
people must be told that Satan is the leri eiwmy fit 
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mankind and that Jehovah is man’s true and ever- 
lasting Friend. This must be done in order that all 
the people of good-will may have opportunity to take 
their stand on the side of the Lord God and under 
his standard. 

It was in obedience to the commandments of the 
Lord God to '4ift up a standard for the people” that 
a company of Christians, wholly devoted to Jehovah, 
assembled at Detroit, Michigan, on August 5, 1928, 
and by unanimous vote adopted and sent forth to the 
peoples of the world the following declaration: 

DECLARATION AGAINST SATAN AND FOR JEHOVAH 

The Bible Students in international convention assembled 
do declare themselves against Satan and wholly for Jehovah 
of hosts, and emphatically announce further these vital trutlis, 
to wit: 

First: That the peoples of earth, organized into forms of 
government and under the control of a superior and invisible 
ruler, constitute the world; 

Second: That Jehovah is the only true and Almighty God 
and the source of all just authority; that he is the King 
Eternal, the God of justice, wisdom, love and power, and tho 
true friend and benefactor of all creation; 

Third : That Jehovah delegated to his son Lucifer the author- 
ity to bo the overseer of man; that Lucifer became disloyal, 
rebelled against God and caused man to fall away from right- 
eousness, and since that rebellion Lucifer has been known by 
the titles Dragon, Serpent, Satcan and Devil; that Satan the 
Devil has caused strife amongst the nations and is responsible 
for all the cruel wars, wicked murders, all heinous crimes and 
other corrupt acts that have been committed; that until now 
Jehovah has not restrained Satan from the exercise of power 
and influence over man, to tho end that mankind might learn 
the baneful results of evil doing; that for many centuries 
Satan has been the invisible ruler of the world, constantly de- 
faming the name of Jehovah God and working great injury 
to men and nations; 

Fourth: That Jehovah promised that in his due time he 
would restrain Satan and establish a righteous government in 
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the earth, that men might have an opportunity for life ever- 
lasting in happiness; and to that end he anointed his be- 
loved Son Jesus to be the redeemer and invisible ruler of the 
world; 

Fifth: That Jehovah’s duo time has come to fulfil iiis 
promise and to clear his reputation in the minds of all crea- 
tion; that Christ Jesus has taken his high office as the exec- 
utive of Jehovah, and the great issue now is. Who is God, 
and who shall rule the peoples and nations! 

Sixth: That because Satan will not surrender his wicked 
rule over the nations and peoples of the earth, Jehovah of 
hosts with his anointed executive officer Christ Jesus will press 
the conflict against Satan and all of his forces of evil, and 
henceforth our battle-cry shall be, THE SWORD OP JE- 
HOVAH AND OF HIS ANOINTED; that the great battle 
of Armageddon, soon to begin, will result in the full restraint 
of Satan and the complete overthrow of his evil organization, 
and that Jehovah will establish righteousness in the earth by 
and through Christ the new ruler, and will emancipate man- 
kind from evil and bring everlasting blessings to all the na- 
tions of the earth; 

Seventh: Therefore the due time has come for all who love 
righteousness to take tlieir stand on the side of Jehovah and 
obey and serve him with a pure heart, that they may receive 
the boundless blessings which the Almighty God has in reserva- 
tion for them. 

There are those who claim to he consecrated to God 
who insist that in the proclamation of the truth noth- 
ing should be said about Satan’s organization, and 
particularly about the clergy as the representatives 
of Satan. The argument of such is tliat to speak of 
Satan’s organization and the clergy is liable to cause 
offense and hinder the spreading of the truth. Such 
argument and such course of action are pleasing to 
Satan and are vigorously denounced by Jehovah in 
his Word. How can the people know anything about 
God’s organization if they arc not told? If God’s 
anointed witnes.ses do not tell them, who will tell the 
people? How can the people know an3rthing about 
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the great enemy Satan and his wicked organization 
that oppresses them if God’s witnesses do not tell 
them? If the clergy are no part of God’s righteous 
organization, and if they support the politicians and 
profiteers of this world, then they arc on the Devil’s 
side and their course of action turns the people away 
from God and his righteous government. By so doing 
the clergy steal the thoughts, the allegiance, and the 
devotion of the people from Jehovah, 

He who steals is a thief. It is far more reprehen- 
sible to steal the faith and allegiance and devotion 
of the people from Jehovali than to steal the people’s 
money. The profiteers steal the money of the people. 
The clergy steal the allegiance and devotion of the 
people from Jehovah, and therefore they are much 
more reprehensible. ‘When the clergymen tell the peo- 
ple that God did not create man perfect; that man 
did not fall because of sin ; that the Devil had noth- 
ing to do with man ’s fall ; that man is a creature of 
evolution and can bring himself to the desired con- 
dition ; that the blood of Jesus w’as not shed for the 
purchase of man’s right to life; that God and Christ 
Jesus and the holy spirit are one ; and then, further, 
add insult to injury by declaring that the present 
oppressive governments on earth, combined under a 
league or compact, uto an expression of God’s king- 
dom, then the clergy are guilty of a crime in the sight 
of God far greater than that of highway robbery. 

If the consecrated person, who claims to follow in 
the footsteps of Jesus and to obey God’s command- 
msmts, sees the clergy thus stealing the faith, the 
allegiance and devotion of the people away from God, 
and turning them against God and turning them to 
the side of the Devil, and such consecrated Christian 
fails or refuses to cry out and give warning to the 
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people, then he also is a party to the crime. Such arc 
they who hate instruction that comes from the Lord 
and prefer rather to have the approval of the clergy 
or some of their allies. They are fearful of losing 
their own reputation or standing or position amongst 
the people, and are not fully devoted to the Lord. 

God, through his prophet, foretold this condition 
at the present time, and that some who claim to be 
his true followers would insist on putting on the 
“soft pedal” concerning the clergy and their allies. 
Concerning such, God says: “What hast thou to do 
to declare my statutes, or that thou shouldcst take 
my covenant in thy mouth [thou that daimest to be 
my son and witness] ? seeing thou hatest instruction, 
and eastest my words behind thee. When thou sawest 
a thief, then thou consentedst with him, and hast been 
partaker with adultcrci’s. ” — Ps. 50: 16-18. 

No one can bo faithful to God and receive his ap- 
proval by taking a compromising position. He must 
be wholly on the Lord’s side if he would have God’s 
approval. He can find more favor amongst men of 
the world by pursuing a compromising course and 
speaking easy concerning Satan and his organization, 
and particularly the clergy ; but if he does so, l)y tak- 
ing such a course of friendship with the world he be- 
comes God’s enemy. (Jas. 4:4) If the fear of man 
and the loss of prestige or material wealth causes him 
to take such compromising course, he should remem- 
ber the instruction from the Lord, who says through 
his prophet: “He [Jehovah] shall be for a sanctuary 
[a place of safety]. . . . Sanctify the Lord of hosts 
himself; and let him be your fear.” — Isa. 8:13,14. 

Jehovah’s truth is that which divides the people. 
He is having it declared to afford the people an oppor- 
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tunity to take their stand before the great and terrible 
battle of God Almighty against Satan’s organization. 
He advises all people of good-will to seek meekness 
and righteousness now, that by so doing they may 
provide for themselves a hiding-place in that time of 
terrible trouble which shall shortly come upon the 
world. (Zeph. 2: 2, 3) As the truth is now being de- 
clared by radio, by the wide publication and distri- 
bution of books, and by personally speaking to the 
people, multitudes of people are separating themselves 
from the Devil’s religious system called “organized 
Christianity”, and arc fleeing therefrom as rats flee 
from a sinking ship. By so doing they take their 
stand on the side of Jehovah God, and wait upon him. 
So doing, they may have the hope of being brought 
through tlic trouble and being the ones with whom he 
shall begin his restoration blessings upon earth ; and, 
being obedient, they shall live and never die. 

The work of dividing the people of God is set forth 
in the prophecies. The work of Elijah and of Elisha 
were both prophetic. Elijah smote the waters with 
his mantle, and the waters were divided. (2 Ki. 2: 8) 
Elijah’s mantle represented the message of truth, and 
the smiting work he did foretold the work of the 
church from 1878 to 1918, during which time many 
people separated themselves from the denominational 
church systems and became the true follower’s of 
Christ Jesus. Then later Elisha picked up the mantle 
that had fallen from Elijah and smote the waters, 
and they were divided. (2 Ki. 2 : 14) Thus was pro- 
phetically foretold a witness work of the church from 
1919 forward; and the result is the dividing of the 
people according to the will of God. By dividing the 
people is meant affording the people an opportunity 
to choose whether they wish to place themselves on 
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the side of a h3rpoeritical religion or to honestly ac- 
knowledge Jehovah as their God. 

Let it be understood that the testimony given by the 
witnesses of Jehovah is not a personal attack upon poli- 
ticians, rich men or clergymen. Many of these men 
have high ideals and arc conscientious, while there 
are many among them who are dishonest and hypo- 
crites. But whether they arc one or the other would 
make no difference so far as the giving of the testi- 
mony of the truth is concerned. It is for the best 
interest of all men to know the truth and to follow 
it. The purpose of giving the testimony which God 
has commanded is that the people may learn the truth. 

If the people have been deceived and hoodwinked 
by Satan, surely all honest ones among.st them would 
want to know how this has been accomplished and 
what is the remedy. God’s Word fully informs them. 
No good could be accomplished by personal attaclcs 
upon men, but much good can come by exposing error 
which men have followed. If the truth shows that men 
are practising a false and hyi)Ocritical religion which 
is turning the people away from Jehovah God, then 
the sooner they know the truth the better for them. 
God foretold what the Devil would do in deceiving 
man, and he caused his prophet to foretell the same ; 
and now God’s time has come to expose Satan and 
make known the truth. 

Jesus Christ is the Head of the church of God, and 
all those who started to follow Jesus started in the 
right way. Many years ago Satan seductively led 
the teachers in the church organization into a trap. 
Satan projected into the minds of such that it was 
their duty to convert the world, and that, in order 
to do so, the church must get into polities and busi- 
ness and bring the politicians and business men into 
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the church regardless of what they might believe. 
They made the polities of the world a part of the 
church, which they call God’s organization; which 
Jesus declared was wrong. (John 18:36; Jas. 4:4) 
The rulcra and commercial men have been unwittingly 
led into the denominational church organizations. 
Those organizations brought many errors into the 
church from the pagan Devil religion. Those organi- 
zations, however, still bear the name of Christian, 
but in fact they practise a satanic religion. 

God declares his purpose to destroy the Devil’s or- 
ganization, and he commands that notice thereof be 
given. lie strongly indicates in his Word that the 
political rulers and commercial men of the world will 
get their eyes open to the fact that they have been 
inveigled into the organization that is hypocritical 
and that misrepresents God, and in fact represents 
the Devil, and that then they will break away from 
that Satanic religion. Therefore God commands the 
testimony to be given, that the governments may be 
informed and that tlie people may see the true stand- 
ard and learn the right way to go. Those who are 
giving this testimony are the real friends of all the 
people, because they arc telling them what is for their 
good. While this work is going on Jehovah God is 
moving majestically forward to destroy Satan’s or- 
ganization and to completely establish righteousness 
in the earth and bring blessings to the people. 
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Day of His Preparation 

J EHOVAH is preparing for battle against the 
enemy. There is now no possibility of preventing 
that great battle. God foi’etold it by his prophets 
when he directed that the cup of his fuiy should bo 
handed to all the nations. Had the teachers of “or- 
ganized Christianity" stood by God’s Word and 
caused the people to hear the tnith, the great battle 
upon Christendom would have been avoided. But not 
now! (Jer. 23:21,22) Prophetically, God announces 
his decision when he directs his prophet to take the 
wine cup of his fury and pass it to every nation. 
“For thus saith the Lord God of Israel unto me; 
Take the wine cup of this fuiy at my hand, and cause 
all the nations, to whom I send thee, to drink it. And 
they shall drink, and be moved, and be mad, because 
of the sword that I will send among them. . . . And 
all the kings of the north, far and near, one with an- 
other, and all the kingdoms of the world, which are 
upon the face of tlic earth : and the king of Shcshach 
shall drink after them.” — Jer. 25: 15-26. 

The “wine cup" is a symbol of the potion which 
Jehovah ha.s decreed shall be drank by all the ruling 
powers of the earth. “Shcshach" is one of the names 
applied to Babylon, which means the Devil’s organi- 
zation, and therefore the prophecy particularly ap- 
plies to Christendom so called, or “organized Chris- 
tianity". It applies, of course, to all of the Devil’s 
religions, but greater responsibility is upon those who 
have had ample opportunity to know better. While 
God proceeds with this preparation, he causes notice 
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of his purpose to be delivered to the nations. — ^Matt. 
24:14. 

By his prophet Jehovah foretold the end of the 
Gentile times, the end of the world, and the beginning 
of the reign of Christ, and stated that it would be 
marked by the World War, quickly followed by fam- 
ines, pestilences, distress of nations, the regathcring 
of the Jews to Palestine, and the federation of the 
organizations of Christendom. The physical facts 
in fulfilment of this great prophecy began to come to 
pa.ss in 1914. Between that date and 1918, Christ 
Jesus, the great executive officer of Jehovah, ousted 
Satan from heaven. Next in order thereafter is the 
preparation for the final battle for the destruction 
of Satan’s organization. The evil organization that 
controls the nations of the earth must be destroyed 
before Christ Jesus, earth’s rightful King, inaugurates 
righteousness amongst the nations of the earth. Sa- 
tan is now devoting his attention to the earth, as the 
great Proi)hct foretold ; and “because he knoweth that 
he hath but a short time’’, Satan is preparing for 
the final battle. (Rev. 12: 12; 16: 14) Just when that 
great battle will take place is not now revealed to 
man; but because the preparations arc being made, 
the indications are that it will come to pass in the 
very near future. 

The Prophet Nahum had a vision conceming Nine- 
veh, the ruling city of Assyria, and he began his 
prophecy by saying, “The burden of Nineveh.” The 
word “burden” means “an utterance of doom”. His 
prophecy that follows relates to the day of God’s 
preparation for the expression of his vengeance 
against his enemy, and incidentally refers to Satan’s 
preparation also. Assyria, as the reader will recall, 
was tlie Devil's organization in which politics held 
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sway, and at the same time the political element was 
ably supported by the commercial and religious ele- 
ments. The fact that Nahum’s prophecy is directed 
against Nineveh, the capital city that ruled Assyria, 
is strongly significant that the day of preparation 
marks a period of time when, in the world organiza- 
tion, politics holds sway, and at the same time tho 
political rulers are ably supported by Big Business 
and the religious elements. 

The conditions existing at the present time exactly 
fit the description of the prophecy. Just now it is 
the political rulers who are making peace, i>acts and 
treaties, and foming leagues, and declaring that they 
are going to make the world safe for democracy and a 
desirable place in which to live. In this they are ably 
supported by the commercial powers, which powers 
join in the cry of “Peace!” and at the same time arc 
sj)ending great sums of money to prepare for war. 
The claim is that the best way to prevent war is to 
prepare for war. In other words, the best way to 
prevent two men from killing each other is to arm 
each one of them with all the guns he can carry. 

In the peace movements and war preparations the 
clergy and religious leaders arc giving their unstinted 
sui)port. These religious leadei-s occupy high seats 
at the councils held for the consideration of a world 
arrangement to prevent war. It is just at this time 
(1929) that the great political power restores temporal 
power to the head of the church of Rome, and a large 
sum of money is handed to the pope in connection 
therewith, which evidently the financiers had some- 
thing to do with providing. All the facts show that 
the political rulers arc in the saddle. Big Business 
and the preachers are in the chariot, and the entire 
combine is moving on to the great climax. All the 
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facta show that Nahum’s prophecy is now in course 
of fulfilment. 

The vision of Nahum can now be understood and 
is understood by those who are devoted to the Lord, 
because its fulfilment has begun and is progressing. 
The name Nahum means “comforter”, and his proph- 
ecy contains words of comfort to the people of Clod. 
The anointed arc told that Jehovah is slow to anger 
and great in power; that he will not acquit the 
wicked, but that ho will have his own way in the 
trouble, and that he has in mind those that trust 
him. (Nall. 1:1-7) These are words of comfort to 
those who are in “the secret place of the Most High”. 

Tlicn the Ijord tells his own that he will make an 
utter end to the wicked and that affliction shall not 
arise the second time. (Nah. 1:8-11) The prophet 
tells how' the elements of the enemy organization are 
folded together like thorns and drunk with ambition 
and their own schemes, but that God is preparing to 
destroy them like stubble. The Lord then informs his 
people that their day of affliction is about ended. “For 
now will I break his yoke from off thee, and wrill burst 
thy bonds in sunder.” For the further encourage- 
ment of his people, God then tells them that the Dev- 
il’s wicked system shall be destroyed, and adds: “I 
will make thy grave ; for thou art vile. ’ ’-Nah. 1 : 10-14. 

Jehovah calls his people Judah, because Judah 
means “praise”, and they praise his name; and in 
this connection, for the farther encouragement and 
comfort of his ow'n people, he says to them : “0 Judah, 
keep thy solemn feasts, perform thy vows [having 
been brought into the covenant by sacrifice, be faith- 
ful to it] : for the wicked shall no more pass through 
thee.” (Nah. 1:15) The faithful remnant has been 
deansed that the members thereof might “offer tmto 
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tlie Ijord an offering in righteousness”, -which is the 
praise of their lips and their full heart devotion to 
him. (Mai. 3:1-3; Heb. 13 : 15) They appreciate the 
fact that they have been taken into the covenant by 
sacrifice, and joyfully perform their part. (Ps. 50: 
5, 14 ; 24 : 4 ; Bom. 12 : 1) This is another proof that 
•whatsoever was written in the Scriptures aforetime 
was written for the benefit and encouragement of 
those who devote themselves wholly to the Lord God 
and prove faithful to him in the last days. 

Then the prophet shows Jehovah preparing for the 
siege of the enemy and his strongholds. The fact that 
God foretold through his prophet the day in which ho 
would prepare for battle is proof that the battle will 
be fought. The physical facts which we now see show 
the fulfilment of the prophecy, and are proof also that 
the great battle is in the very near future. Addressing 
those who are of Zion and who are watching the ful- 
filment of God’s prophecy, the prophet of the liord 
says: “He that dasheth in pieces is come up before 
thy face.” That means that Christ Jesus, the great 
executive olHeor of Jehovah, is present and preparing 
the siege, which he does alter casting Satan out of 
heaven. 

Another of God’s prophets describes the mighty 
officer of Jehovah, Christ Jesus, as the maul or war 
club with which he beats to pieces the enemy organiza- 
tion, and specifically names Babylon as that enemy. 
( Jer. 51 : 20-24) Appropriate to this same time, the 
Lord’s prophet says concerning the compact of the 
League of Nations: “Gird yourselves, and ye shall be 
broken in pieces. Take counsel together, and it shall 
come to nought.” — ^Isa. 8 : 9, 10. 

Further addressing God’s anointed concerning the 
preparation for the siege against the enemy, Nahum 
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the prophet says: “Keep the monition, vratch the way, 
make thy loins strong, fortify thy power mightily 
[pull yourselves together jSrtnly]. For the Lord 
[Jehovah] hath turned away [restored, Itotherham] 
the excellency of Jacob [his people].’’ (Nah. 2: 1,2) 
God announces that his time is at hand when he will 
show his favor in a special manner to his anointed, 
and he tells them to prepare for the siege and to be 
of great courage. Up to this time “plunderers have 
plundered’’ those of God’s anointed. {Rotherham) 
They have “emptied out’’ God’s people and marred 
their vine branches; but now from henceforth and 
for ever God will protect them and keep them night 
and day. — ^Nah. 2:2; Isa. 27 ; 2, 3 ; Ps. 125 : 1-3. 

Then says the Prophet Nahum: “The shield of his 
mighty men is made red, the valiant men are in scar- 
let : the chariots shall be with flaming torches in the 
day of his ■preparation, and the fir trees shall be terri- 
bly shaken.’’ (Nah. 2:3) This and the subsequent 
verses of the prophecy have been heretofore under- 
stood and described to mean the “chariots” for rapid 
transportation in this day. While the words of the 
prophet do well describe the modem means of fast 
travel, yet the prophecy surely has a deeper meaning 
than that. That deeper meaning could not be under- 
stood until the coming of the Lord to his temple and 
the building up of Zion, and until God’s lightnings 
flash, illuminating the prophecy. Instead of criticiz- 
ing any interpretation heretofore given this prophecy, 
rather should God's people rejoice because of the 
greater illumination that the Lord puts upon it in his 
own due time. 

The words of the prophecy, now illuminated by the 
lightnings of Jehovah, show that they are descriptive 
of Almighty God’s preparation for war. It is Je- 
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hovah who la 3 ra siege to Nineveh, the Devil’s organiza- 
tion. Jehovah provides the sliicld for his mighty men. 
God then tells the enemy to get ready for the siege 
because he is going to destroy him. He says: “Draw 
thee waters for the siege, fortify thy strongholds. 
. . . There shall the fire devour thee ; the sword shall 
cut thee off, it shall eat thee up like the cankerworm : 
make thyself many as the cankerworm, make thyself 
many as the locusts.” — Nah, 3: 14, 15, 

Jehovah’s ‘mighty man’ who is commanding all 
of his forces is the great Christ Jesus, His other 
“mighty men” are those who arc fully and completely 
devoted to God as members of the army of the Lord. 
To Christ Jesus, the great Field Mai-shal, Jehovah 
says: “Gird thy sword upon thy thigh, 0 most mighty, 
with thy glory and thy majesty. And in thy majesty 
ride prosperously because of truth and meekness and 
righteousness; and thy right hand shall teach thee 
terrible things.” (Ps. 45:3,4) Concerning all the 
members of Zion, Jehovah says: “I have commanded 
my consecrated ones, yea, I have called my mighty 
men for mine anger, even my i)roudly exulting ones.” 
— Isa. 13 : 3, B. V.; sec also Zeeh. 10 : 5. 

A shield wards off or turns aside the blows of the 
enemy. Jehovah is the Shield to the members of Zion: 
“Thou hast also given me the shield of thy salvation,” 
(Ps. 18:35) Jehovah is the right-hand support of 
his mighty oflScer, Christ Jesus, in the battle, (Ps, 
110:5) Describing the faithful of the Lord who 
“finally” or at the end are equipped for the war, the 
apostle mentions the shield of faith which turns aside 
the fiery missiles of the enemy. (Eph. 6:16) The 
abiding faith of the anointed in the shed blood of 
Christ and the faithful keeping of the covenant by 
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sacrifice into which they have been gracionsly brought 
well represent the shield “made red”. 

Again, another picture is given by the prophet. 
The mighty Christ Jesus is described as returning 
from the war and the question is propounded to him, 
“Wherefore art thou red in thine apparel?” and he 
replies that he has stained his raiment with the blood 
of the enemy. (Isa. G3:l-3) “The valiant men are 
in scarlet,” says the prophet; and these words show 
that the garments are made red, which identifies them 
with those who have the absolute and abiding faith 
in the shed blood of Christ Jesus as the Redeemer and 
Deliverer, in whose footsteps they joyfully follow. 
The so-called “organized Christianity” has no faith 
in the shed blood of Jesus, because his blood is denied 
as a means of salvation. It is only those who valiantly 
stand for the Lord that arc identified by their gar- 
ments of scarlet. These are given the garments of 
salvation when the Lord builds up Zion. — Isa. 61 : 10. 

Again, God’s prophet speaks of these faithful fol- 
lowers and calls them volunteers who joyfully obey 
the commandments of the Lord “in that day”. (Ps. 
110 ; 3) Those who are of Zion occupy the position 
of favor with the Lord, and concerning them it is 
written; “Through God we shall do valiantly.” (Ps. 
108:13; 118:16) It is impoilant to note that both 
of these prophecies arc made to apply “in that day”, 
which is the day of God’s preparation. 

“The chariots shall bo with flaming torches in the 
day of his preparation.” “Chariots” represent the di- 
visions of Jehovah’s militant organization. (Bzek. 
1:4-26) Bearing upon this point, mention is here 
made of Elisha’s experience at Dothan. For the pur- 
pose of taking Elisha, his enemy the king sent “horses 
and chariote, and a great host, and they came by 
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night and compassed the city about”. Elisha’s ser- 
vant was terrified by the great power of the enemy, 
but Elisha was not at all disturbed. He held firmly 
to his shield of faith, the shield with which God had 
provided him, and then it was that the Lord disclosed 
that he had filled the mountains round about with 
horses and chariots of fire for the protection of Elisha. 
(2 Ki. 6 : 12-17) That record was made for the benefit 
of God’s people, and now we arc “in that day” when 
God is making ready for the war and when the enemy, 
the dragon organization, would take the remnant and 
destroy the members thereof because doing the work 
foretold by Elisha ; and the Lord surrounds the I'cm- 
nant with his fiery chariots. “The chariots of God 
are twenty thousand, even thousands of angels; the 
Lord is among them, as in Sinai, in the holy place.” 
— Ps. 68:17. 

Throughout the earth today there arc small militant 
groups of the remnant of God’s organization, who arc 
active in the service of the Lord. These are divisions 
of God’s organization, and are represented as his 
chariots; and these flash with the light of fire from 
the “lightning” of Jehovah, which shines upon them 
by and through his present King, who is now in his 
temple. The words of the prophet do not convey the 
thought of a burning torch, as is well shown by otJnu* 
translations of the text which are here given: “Tlie 
chariots flash with steel in the day of his prepara- 
tion.” {R. V.) “On fire are the chariot-steels.” 
{Rotherham) God’s chariots or divisions of his or- 
ganization are fired with a zeal peculiar to his house, 
and are illuminated by Jehovah’s lightnings and by 
the beams of light arising from “the Sun of righteous- 
ness” now present and in command of the forces of 
Jehovah. 
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It is “the day of his preparation”, because it is 
the day which God has made for the accomplishment 
of his great work. (Ps. 118:24) The word “prepara- 
tion”, used by the Prophet Nahum in this text, is 
from the Hebrew word kun. It is interesting to note 
the manner in which this word is used in the proph- 
ecy. It means “to prepare, to perfect, to establish or 
be established”: “The path of the just is as the 
shinuig light, that shineth more and more unto the 
perfect [kiin] day.” (Prov. 4:18) This would indi- 
cate that the day of Jehovah’s preparation is the be- 
ginning of “the perfect day”. Otlier texts in which 
the same Hebrew word is used are: “The house of 
the Lord shall be established [Ajun] in the top of the 
mountains.” (Mic. 4:1) “God will establish \kun\ 
it for ever.” — ^Ps. 48:8; 87 : 5. 

The conclusion is therefore that “the day of his 
preparation” must bo the day in which Jehovah’s 
chariots (divisions of his organization) begin to re- 
ceive the light of “the perfect day” because of the 
presence of the Head of Zion in his temple and be- 
cause of the flashes of Jehovah’s lightnings. It is 
the time when the Lord lays “the Stone” before the 
members of the temple class and when the perfect 
light shines thereupon. — Zech. 3 : 9, 

To be sure, Jehovah is always fully equipped to 
engage his enemy in war; therefore “the day of his 
preparation” seems to refer more particularly to the 
fact that he is preparing by enlightening his own 
people, who are members of his organization, as to 
the time when the great conflict is approaching, and 
fortifying them to do their part which he has as- 
signed to them. He sends the remnant forth to pro- 
claim his praises and to advise the world of the ap- 
proaching day of his vengeance, and while these faith- 
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ful ones do so he enlightens them. He shields them 
and protects them, and puts them in proper order in 
his organization. 

“And the fir trees shall be terribly shaken.” What 
could that mean in connection with God's prepara- 
tion? It appears that God’s consecrated people are 
likened unto fir trees. The prophet foretells the 
shaking of spiritual Israel and the protection of those 
who shall ‘dwell under the shadow of his wing’. 
These are represented as saying: “I am like a green 
fir tree. From me is thy fruit found.” Then adds 
the prophet: “Who is wise, and he shall understand 
these things? prudent, and he shall Imow them? for 
the ways of the Lord arc right, and the just shall walk 
in them: but the transgressors sliall fall therein.” 
— IIos. 14:7-9. 

Following the coming of the Lord to his temple 
in 1918, judgment began at the house of God. (1 Pet. 
4:17) From that time forward there was a great 
shaking amongst the consecrated, and those who took 
the wise course God has blessed with an understand- 
ing of his Word, while others who claim consecration 
have been shaken down. This is in exact accord with 
what Paul declared would take place immediately 
preceding the destruction of Satan’s organization and 
the complete establishment of God’s kingdom on 
earth.— Heb. 12:27,28. 

Other translators render these words thus: “The 
chariots flash with steel in the day of his prep- 
aration, and the cypress [or fir] spears are bran- 
dished.” {A. B. F.) “And the lances are put in 
motion.” {Rotherham) God’s anointed are likened 
unto polished shafts or spears. A spear made of a fir 
tree or eypress, polished, and brandished in the sun- 
light, flashes and reflects the light. It is written con- 
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ceming the "servant” dass by the prophet of the 
Lord: "He hath made ... me [as] a polished shaft.” 
—Isa. 49:2. 

With the coming of the Lord to his temple, and the 
judgment that followed, there was a great shaking 
among the consecrated. The approved ones, likei 
polished spears, were put in motion by the great zeal 
manifested by them for the witness work in which 
they have participated and which is still in progress. 
This further suggests that God’s preparation is to 
fortify his people for ‘that great and terrible day’; 
and before the battle he sends them forth to serve, 
upon the enemy and upon the people, notice of his 
intention to lay siege to the enemy organization and 
bring about its destruction. The prophet describes the 
great war and its preparation, and some of God’s in- 
struments are mentioned as his "glittering spear”, 
(Hab. 3:11) Throughout the nations of the earth 
there arc numerous groups, called ecclesias, who are 
consecrated and devoted to the Lord, and who there- 
fore form parts of his organization ; and they may be 
properly spoken of as divisions of God’s organization, 
a number of whom are polished like a shaft ready for 
the service of the King. 

The war that is impending is not the battle merely 
of men. It is “the battle of that great day of God 
Almighty”. God has not kept it secret and is not now 
proceeding in secrecy. He causes his witnesses to pro- 
claim the facts, that even his arch-enemy and all of 
liis organization may have an opportunity to know of 
his purposes. Satan is now aware of the fact that 
he is facing the greatest conflict of his existence. 
Beeently he engaged in a fight with Christ Jesus in 
heaven and was worsted in that fight and east out 
of heaven down to the earth. The Devil now has 
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“great wrath, because he knoweth that ho hath but 
a short time” to prepare.— Rev. 12:12. 

ENEMVS PREPARATION 

In keeping with his usual mode of procedure, Sa- 
tan the enemy prepares for war, and he docs so with 
great noise and boasting and at the same time keeps 
the peoples in ignorance of his purpose. Christ Jesus, 
God’s great Prophet, caused John to make a record 
of this prophecy: “And I saw three unclean spirits 
like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and 
out of the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth 
of the false prophet. For they arc the spirits of 
devils, working miracles, which go forth xmto the 
kings of the earth and of the whole world, to gather 
them to the battle of that great day of God Al- 
mighty. ’ ' — Rev. 16 :' 13, 14. 

The three unclean spirits here mentioned are lik- 
ened unto frogs. A frog swells up, is bombastic, and 
boasts of what he is going to do and malees much noise 
about it. The noise of a bullfrog strikes terror to 
the mind of one who does not know whence the noise 
emanates. The Devil has the whole world in fear and 
distress because his ‘bullfrogs’ arc bellowing forth 
their noise. The “dragon” in the text represents the 
entire satanic organization, while the “beast” is sym- 
bolic of the visible part of that organization, and 
the “false prophet ’’particularly represents the fraud- 
ulent religions. With one accord all these elements 
of Satan’s organization boast and make much noise 
of what they are doing and are going to do. 

In substance they say: ‘The earth is ours, and we 
are going to fix everything to our liking ; and when we 
get through the people will like it.’ This is but voic- 
ing the sentiment of the Devil, who says: “My river 
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[peoples] is mine own, and I Have made it for my- 
self.” (Ezelf. 29: 3) The visible part of the oi^aniza- 
tion makes. peace pacts and boldly announces: ‘We 
have outlawed war and hence there will be no more 
war, and let the people be assured to that end.’ 

When the Paris Peace Pact was pending before the 
United States Senate for ratification, its chief sponsor 
in America was prancing about like a well-groomed 
horse that wanted to show itself. Even moving pic- 
tures were made of his antics, and these were exhib- 
ited before the people throughout the land. At the 
same time the war organization was pushing the law- 
making body both for the ratification of the peace 
jmet and for more battle-ships. The political whip 
was broxrght to bear to carry out the purposes of 
those in power: “The noise of a whip, and the noise 
of the rattling of the wheels, and of the prancing 
horses, and of the jumping chariots.” — Nah. 3:2. 

Within a few days after the United States Senate 
ratified the Paris Peace Pact by an almost unanimous 
vote, the law-making machinery provided for the 
building of a more powerful navy than has ever 
before been had, and provided for the expenditure 
of .$275,000,000 for new war vessels, to say nothing 
about the great expenditure for other military prep- 
arations. Public press dispatches, dated February 13, 
1929, announced that the president signed a bill that 
day to authorize the construction of fifteen modern 
war-ships, and within a few minutes thereafter the 
building program was begun. The clergy and the re- 
ligious leaders loudly applaud the action of the polit- 
ical and commercial powers, and say to the people, 
in substance: 'There will be no more war, because we 
have outlawed war. At the same time we must pre- 
pare by building more ships.’ 
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It is rather difficult for the common people to un- 
derstand the consistency of such actions and decla- 
rations. The building of war machines piuceeds upon 
a gigantic scale in every nation called Christendom. 
Tho political factors, in the saddle, make the legal 
provision; the commercial giants arrange for the 
money; and the clergy provide the sanctimonious 
smoke screen which their “father” employs to blind 
the people to the truth. Just as tho prophet says, all 
three arc like bullfrogs; but the loudest one, and the 
most sanctimonious among the three, is the “false 
prophet” religion. 

The preparation goes on and Satan causes his 
agents, the rulers of the earth, to take counsel to- 
gether against God and against his Anointed, and to 
say in .substance : ‘ Let ns break their bands asunder, 
and cast away their cords from us, and fix tho world 
to suit ourselves.’ “He [Jehovah] that sitteth in the 
heavens shall laugh ; the Lord shall have them in de- 
rision. ’ ’ — Ps. 2 : 2-4. 

Returning now to the consideration of Nahum’s 
prophecy relative to preparation, it is found to bo 
exactly in accord with the prophecy of Revelation 
above quoted. Jehovah spcales through Nahum and 
says: “The chainots shall rage in the streets, they 
shall justle one against another in the broad way.s: 
they shall seem like torches, they shall run like the 
lightnings. ’ ’ — Nah. 2 : 4. 

The chariots mentioned in this la.st quoted verse 
are not the same chariots as those mentioned in verse 
three of the .same chapter. The chariots first men- 
tioned are outside of tho city (the Devil’s organiza- 
tion) and are preparing to lay siege to the Devil’s 
organization. The chariots mentioned in verse fotir

are in the streets or roadways inside of the city, and 
are therefore a part of and belong to the city which 
is the Devil’s organization. These chariots last men- 
tioned are therefore the military organization and 
machinery of Satan. 

The Hebrew word used to translate the word 
“rage” in verse four of the prophecy is hallal, and 
means “to praise or to boast”, and is also rendered, 
“to show oneself foolish.” (Young) Thus the “char- 
iots” of Satan’s organization that “rage” in the 
streets means the military preparations that are 
vainglorious and carried on in a boastful manner; 
and those who are doing it swell up and bellow like 
bullfrogs making a great noise, while praising their 
own greatness, and thereby seek to impress the people 
by appearing in the streets and exhibiting themselvc.s. 
Why all the noise in the public press and upon the 
sei'cens of the moving pictures concerning war prepa- 
rations? Why the great military and naval display 
at every national function? Why the exhibition at 
every moving picture show of some politician or war- 
rior who is preparing for war? It is the war organiza- 
tions and war lords raging in the streets and making 
themselves foolish. Why, in all the war preparations, 
at the canteens, in the art galleries, in the public 
press and in the moving pictures, is tlie religious cle- 
ment made so prominent? It is always a part of the 
same bombastic campaign that Satan himself is en- 
gineering, and he is blinding the men who are really 
engaged in it and using them as his dupes. These 
fraudulently say: ‘We are Christian, and we thei*e- 
fore rci)rosont Christendom.’ But be it noted that 
they do not i)raise God nor his King, but they praise 
themselves. They are hurrying in their preparations 
and boast of their power and make themselves mad 
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and foolish before the Lord. And the preparation 
goes on! 

One translator renders the text thus: “They rush 
along in the broadways.” {Rotherham) Thus they do, 
because among the people they can make better speed 
by boasting of their power and that they are making 
the world safe for democracy. Another translator 
renders the text: “They rush to and fro in the broad 
ways.” (A. B. T.) The thought of friction is absent. 
By means of diplomacy they avoid friction, and there- 
by keep the real meaning hid from the eyes of the 
people. Such is always Satan’s method. 

Then adds the prophet: “Tiiey shall seem [the ap- 
pearance of them is, B. F.] like torches.” The word 
“torches” in this verse is more frequently translated 
“lamp”, and suggests the view that Satan’s organiza- 
tion-units, or his foremost agencies, will claim or ap- 
pear to be as lamps lighting the way of the people, 
or like torches of liberty lighting the way for free- 
dom and progress in the government of the people. 
It is the clergy that use their pulpits and the radio 
to harangue the people and to tell them of the great 
torches of liberty that the heroes are holding forth 
to light the people into a desirable condition. They 
are really blind guides and false prophets. God fore- 
told exactly that the condition would exist which now 
does exist. “For such are false apostles [preachers 
and teachers] , deceitful workers, transforming them- 
selves into the apostles of Christ [claiming to repre- 
sent Christ, and hence called ‘organized Christen- 
dom’, or ‘organized Christianity’]. And no marvel; 
for Satan himself is transformed into an angel of 
light. Therefore it is no great thing if his ministers 
[the clergy] also be transformed as the ministers of 
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righteousness; -whose end shall be according to their 
works. ’ ’ — 2 Cor. 11 : 13-15. 

Then adds the prophet: “They shall run like the 
lightnings.” They arc swift in the execution of their 
preparations, because Satan knows he has but a short 
time (Rev. 12; 12), and the rulers are in distress and 
perplexity because of what they see approaching.— 
Luke 21 : 26. 

God's prophet proceeds: “He shall recount his 
worthies [margin, gallants] : they shall stumble in 
their walk ; they shall make haste to the wall thereof, 
and the defence shall be prepared.” (Nah. 2:5) The 
word ■'‘worthies”, or gallants, in this text is in the 
American Revised Version rendered “nobles”. The 
same Hebrew word is rendered ‘principal of the 
flock” (Jcr. 25:34-36), and also “famous”. (Ps. 
136; 18) It is Satan’s nobles or principal ones of the 
flock of the religious organization who are liere meant. 
He has them in mind and recounts them. He takes a 
census of his chief agencies, and measures the strength 
of his fighting force as w'cll as of his bellowing 
“frogs”. Those men are of Satan’s world; hence Sa- 
tan gives consideration to them. — John 15 : 19. 

Those who carry out Satan’s purposes are his 
favored ones, hence called his “worthies”, or nobles 
or famous ones. This is one of his schemes to turn the 
people away from Jehovah God. Satan keeps before 
the people the great hci’ocs of his oi’ganization. In 
the religious organizations, in the great political meet- 
ings, in meetings of the financiers, in all of these the 
importance of the principal men, as examples and 
heroes worthy of praise, is held before the people. 
The metropolitan press, wliich is merely the tool or 
mouthpiece of Satan’s organization, publishes glow- 
ing accounts of the valor of the mighty officers of 
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war, of the power and virtue of the financial giants, 
and of the greatness of the religious element and re- 
ligio\is leaders. It is a mutual admiration society; 
and the press and the radio, the moving pictures and 
the artist, are all called into action to glorify the 
names of men, all of which keeps the minds of the 
people turned away from Jehovah God. 

In his preparation for the great battle Satan sum- 
mons his nobles and the principal of his flock, and 
these "noble” clergymen and principal of the flock, 
hypocritically claiming to be Christians, hurry to 
obey the summons of their master, Satan, even as 
the prophet of God says they would do ; and as they 
come "they stumble in their marcli”. {R. y.) They 
stumble over "The Stone”, which is God’s anointed 
King, as the prophet foretold. They make haste to 
the defense of Satan’s world or organization; and in 
so doing they stumble and fall, even as Jesus the 
great Prophet foretold they would. (Matt. 21 : 44) 
"And many among them shall stumble, and fall, and 
be broken, and be snared, and be taken.” (Isa. 8: 
14, 15) They hasten to aid in the preparation for tho 
assault upon God’s Anointed, but they fall. "When 
the wicked, even mine enemies and my foes, came 
upon me to cat up my flesh, they stumbled and fell. ’ ’ 
— Ps. 27:2. 

The prophet says: "They shall make haste to tho 
wall thereof.” The clergy and the principal of their 
flocks make haste to seek the instruments available 
for the persecution and punishment of those of God’s 
people who are Imown as the remnant, and who are 
diligent in spreading among the people the truth of 
Jehovah. They make haste to man the bulwarks of 
Satan’s organization, that the hated remnant may be 
destroyed. But while this preparation is going on. 
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the clergy, or “nobles", decline to appear in the open 
and defend their cause. Their policy is to never enter 
into an open discussion with those who represent Cfod, 
because that would expose their duplicity to the peo- 
ple. They are “mighty men of Babylon" (the re^ 
ligious part of the organization), and they swagger 
about and content themselves with boasting words, 
and secretly bring their influence to bear upon the 
political factors to torment God’s witnesses until the 
day the great battle will be fought. — Jer. 51 : 30. 

Satan knows that shortly he must fight the Lord, 
and therefore he prepares for the conflict. His method 
of preparation, however, is that of darkness. By loud 
boasting, by exalting the virtues and achievements of 
men, and by putting the nations in fear of each other, 
he hastens the gathering of the people together for 
the great day of battle. lie is really keeping the men 
of his visible organization in the dark. Satan hates 
the remnant of God with a deadly hatred, and he 
incites his nobles and the principal of the flock to 
attempt their destruction. Doubtless Satan is confi- 
dent that he can destroy the insignificant and “pesti- 
lential” group in the coming battle, but he now 
attempts to torment and persecute them. 

Satan would completely destroy the remnant now, 
were it not for the protection God furnishes his own. 
The prophet refers to Satan’s preparation and to his 
cohorts preparing for battle, and then says: “And 
the defence shall be prepared." These latter words 
manifestly refer to the protection God furnishes to 
his remnant. The word rendered “defence" appears 
in the margin as “covering", and is a covering or 
protection for those assaulting Satan’s organization. 
Rotherham renders the text; “Yet the storming 
cover is prepared." Jehovah is the covering, and his 
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protection for his own is “in the secret place of the 
Most High”, under the shadow of his wing; ‘he shall 
cover these with his feathers, and under his wings 
shall they trust.’ — ^Ps. 91:1-4. 

Jehovah sent Jonah to prophesy against the capital 
city of Assyria. The prophecy was given when Jonah 
had been delivered from the belly of the whale. The de- 
struction of the city was deferred until the day of God’s 
preparation. Since Jesus Christ was raised from the 
dead, which was foretold by the deliverance of Jonah 
(Matt. 12:40), there has been given a testimony to 
the nations of earth; and particularly lias this testi- 
mony been given since the second coming of the Lord 
and the resurrection of the faithful body members of 
Christ. During that period of time there has been ^ 
partial repentance of those who claim to bo followers 
of Christ. Now the testimony work is about complete. 
The day of God’s preparation is done. War upon and 
destruction of Satan’s organization is now about due. 
As the gates of ancient Babylon were opened and the 
army entered and the city fell, so, as the prophet 
says, “The gates of the rivers shall be opened, and 
the palace shall be dissolved,” and Satan’s organiza- 
tion shall fall. — Nah. 2 : 6. 

The day of battle draws nigh. The day for the 
judgment of the nations is at hand. The Lord is in 
his holy temple for judgment. “Hear, all ye people; 
hearken, 0 earth, and all that therein is; and let 
the Lord God be witness against you, the Lord from 
his holy temple.” — ^Mic. 1:2. 

Notice must be given to the world, because God 
does not take action in secret. Through his prophet 
Jehovah says: “Proclaim ye this among the Gentiles; 
Prepare war, wake up the mighty men, let all the 
men of war draw near; let them come up: beat your 
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plowshares into swords, and your pnminghooks into 
spears: let the weak say, I am strong. Let the heathen 
be wakened, and come up to the valley of Jehoshaphat 
[the place and time for Jehovah to pronounce and 
execute judgment] : for there will I sit to judge all 
the heathen round about.'’ — Joel 3:9, 10, 12. 

Satan marches his great army into “the valley of 
decision” for war. With blaring bands of military 
music and flying banners his officers approach. In 
the van march the kings, the princes, the presidents, the 
governors, and the smaller political rulers ; the judges 
and the attendants upon the great judicial systems; 
the parliaments, the congresses, and all others having 
to do with the political machinery of the world. More 
bands and banners, and on come tlie financial giants 
of the world, comparatively small in number, but 
great in power. More music, banners and floats, and 
then appear in the line of march the mighty ecclesi- 
astical pontifCs, the bishops, the cardinals, the priests, 
the rabbis, the doctors of divinity, the right reverends 
and all the other clergy, each wearing an apparel that 
identifies him, and accompanied by lay leaders and 
those who seiwe and receive the collections. Proud, 
haughty, cold, calculating and severe, and with heavy 
dignity, each one of the three great governing factors 
of the visible part of the Devil’s organization takes 
its respective position in the line of march. Self-im- 
portance is written upon tlieir countenance, and self- 
praise is upon all lips. 

March! March! March! And on they come! In 
the line there are great magazine owners and publish- 
ers, who use their columns to extol the virtues of the 
mighty worldly organization. There are the owners 
and publishers of the great metropolitan newspapers, 
which mold public opinion in favor of the ruling heroes. 
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More bands of music, and on come the chariots and 
horses of war. These are no part of the ruling factors, 
but they are instruments employed by the ruling 
factors. 

Tramp! Tramp! Tramp! Will they never cease 
to tramp? All the nations must come, because they 
must assemble to drink of that cup of wrath which 
God has poured for them, and none can refuse. — 
Jer. 25 : 28. 

There are more than sixty nations that are putting 
forth their best endeavors to equip for war. Some 
idea of the number of poor souls that are prepared 
for the slaughter, and which foim a military instru- 
ment of the Devil’s organization, may be gathered 
from the following table, which sets out the name of 
the country, the active army, the organized reserve, 
the unorganized reserve, and the total military man- 
power. These figures are published by the U. S. War 
Department, as of September 24, 1928.

It will be observed that the total military man-power 
set forth above is, to wit, 124,192,440 men. For all 
these men there mnst be war equipment, such as 
guns, swords, knives, knapsacks, gun carriages, tanlcS, 
ammunition, bombs, and all other instruments of de- 
struction used by men of war. Then add to the above 
the tremendous navies of the countries, which are not 
here set forth, including torpedoes and numerous sub- 
marines. To this add the enormous aircraft that fly 
through the air and drop deadly missiles upon men. 
To this add poison gases, a comparatively small 
quantity of which would destroy a whole city in less 
than a day. 

Those are all marching into “the valley of deci- 
sion”, the mass of them ignorant of why they are 
going there. There are multitudes upon multitudes of 
people who are no part of this organization, but who 
are either indirectly or directly affected thereby. 
These include the drivers of motors, the hospital corps, 
those who supply and convey the food necessary to 
feed the armies, the doctors and the nurses. And then 
there are other multitudes upon multitudes of people 
who are indirectly affected, because their necessities 
of life must be curtailed in order to supply the mili- 
tary organization. And then, over and above all this 
visible organization, unseen by all and known by a 
very few, rides the Devil, its mighty god, flanked and 
supported by hordes of evil angels. 

In view of all tliis array of organized power, even 
some who claim to be Christians scorn the thought of 
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a Devil’s organization. It might here be asked, Whose 
organization is it that is above described? Surely 
God docs not need such ; and while these come in the 
name of the Lord, they come hypocritically in his 
name, but in fact in the name of Satan the Devil. 

The visible part of God’s organization is really 
small and insignificant, so small, in fact, as to hardly 
deserve notice. They are on the other side of the 
valley of decision, under the banner of the Lord. They 
bear no weapons of warfare ; only their trumpets do 
they have with which to sound the praises of Jehovah 
God. The visible members of Satan’s organization 
look upon this small and insignificant company of 
trumpeters with contempt. They are the only visible 
foes of Satan, and they refuse to compromise with 
any part of his organization. They persist in singing 
forth Jehovah’s praise and in declaring the wonders 
of his works. Satan incites the clergy to destroy the 
little band of trumpeters, or singers, because the great 
ecclesiastics are annoyed by the presence of and the 
noise made by this small company of witnesses. The 
little company is doing no harm to any one ; the poli- 
ticians would find no occasion against them except for 
the influence of the ecclesiastics, and the financiers 
arc too busy to give them any heed; but both must 
heed their ally’s demands, because Satan is very mad 
at this little company and would destroy them. (Rev. 
12: 17) The Lord says to them: ‘Continue to sound 
your trumpets, cease not day or night, and fear not; 
no evil shall befall you ; I have put my words in your, 
mouth ; tell it out that others might know that I am 
God. ’—Isa. 62 : 6 ; 51 : 16 ; Ps. 91 : 10. 

The power and military strength of the invisible 
part of God’s organization can not be stated, because 
it is not revealed. We know that Jesus said that he 
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could call for twelve legions of angels for his own 
defense. We know, therefore, that there arc angels 
of great power wJio form a part of God’s mighty or- 
ganization. Christ Jesus is the Head of it, the field 
marshal leading the forces ; and over and above it all 
rides the Almighty God. The power thereof may bo 
approximated somewhat by the results that follow. 
The great issue to be determined finally is. Who is 
the Almighty God? The day of decision is at hand, 
and those who have some Imowlcdge of and faith in 
the Word of God are now enabled to determine from 
the words of the propliets what shall be the result. 



CHAPTER X 


War 

J EHOVAII begins the battle, because it is his war. 
It .is an expression of his righteous indignation 
against the assembled nations. (Isa. 34:1, 2) His 
great executive officer is revealed in the prophecy as 
seated upon a white horse, “and in righteousness he 
doth judge and make war." (Rev. 19: 11) The “white 
horse” is symbolic of the righteous war which he is 
about to begin. The crowns upon his head show that 
he is clothed with all power and authority. 

It is the great valley of judgment, because the na- 
tions arc assembled there in battle array to receive 
the decision of the Almighty God. It is the valley of 
slaughter, because there Satan’s organization shall be 
destroyed. Jehovah caused his prophet to say to the 
enemy organization: “I have laid a snare for thee, 
and thou art also taken, O Babylon, and thou wast 
not aware: thou art found, and also caught, because 
thou hast striven against the Lord. The Lord hath 
opened his armoury, and hath brought forth the 
weapons of his indignation: for this is the work of 
the Lord God of hosts in the land of the Chaldeans.” 
(Jer. 50:24,25) “In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and I will make them drunken, that they may 
rejoice, and sleep a perpetual sleep, and not wake, 
saith the Lord. I will bring them down like lambs to 
the slaughter, like rams with he goats. How id 
Sheshach taken ! ’ ’ — J er. 51 : 39-41. 

Jehovah has proven that every one of his prophets 
is true, and has proven it by applying to each one 
and his prophecy the tliree divinely-made rules, to 
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wit: (1) Each one of them spoke in the name of Je> 
hovah ; (2) each one spoke with loyalty to Jehovah, 
intending to turn the people to Jehovalx and to honor 
his name; and (3) at least a portion of the things 
foretold by each prophet has come to pass, and what 
is yet unfulfilled is certain to come to pass. Those 
parts of the prophecies that have not come to pass 
relate to the great battle, or the war of God Almighty 
against Satan and his organization, which will involve 
every nation of earth. These prophecies must be ac- 
cepted as true when the divine rule mentioned is ap- 
plied to the prophecies, and it therefore follows that 
the great war of Jehovah God is yet to come, is now 
impending, and will shortly begin. 

Jehovah pours the cup or potion of his wrath and 
compels each nation to drink thereof, so tlic prophet 
declares. It is a death potion, because they shall 
drink, “and fall, and rise no more, ... for I will 
call for a sword upon all the inhabitants of the earth, 
saith the Lord of hosts.” (Jer. 25:27,29) But why 
should God bring such a great calamity upon all the 
nations and inhabitants of the earth! lie assigns a 
reason for so doing. 


THE REASON 

Is it because a few men have become possessors of 
exceeding great riches that God will bring the great 
war! Surely that is not the reason. Material riches 
alone are not condemned by the Lord, Solomon was 
very rich. (2 Chron. 1:12) Jehoshaphat had riches 
in abundance. (2 Chron. 17:5) Hezekiah had “ex- 
ceeding much riches”. (2 Chron. 32:27) God did 
not condemn any of them because of their riches. 

Is the great war impending and about to fall be- 
cause the political rulers have not ruled the people 
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perfectly? Surely not that. Some one had to rule, 
and, all men being imperfect, no man could rule per- 
fectly, There have been many men in politics who 
have honestly done the best they knew how to do. 
Many of the rich men in politics have used their 
means to do good. 

Then why should this great impending calamity 
come upon the people and nations of the earth? It 
is because the people have been turned away from 
Jehovah God and caused to worship the Devil, and 
because Jehovah’s holy name has been hypocritically 
used thereby, bringing reproach upon him and turn- 
ing the people away from him to their own injury, 
and therefore turning the people in the way of tho 
Devil and destruction. And who is the most reprehen- 
sible and responsible for this condition? 

Call to mind that Satan first organized Babylon 
and instituted the Devil religion, inducing the people 
to worship him and to reproach and defame Jehovah 
God’s holy name. Then he organized Dgypt the great 
world power, putting the commercial and military 
forces to the front, and saddled his Devil religion upon 
the nations; and this he did to bring reproach upon 
Jehovah God’s name. Then he organized Assyria 
with the politicians in the fore, suppoifed by tho 
commercial power, and saddled upon that world pow- 
er the Satanic religion and tumed the people away 
from Jehovah God. In turn he saturated with the 
Devil religion every w'orld power that followed, and 
by fraud and deception has brought reproach upon 
God’s name and turned the people away from him. 

When Christianity, wliich was organized as a pure 
organization, began to grow, Satan organized a great 
commercial and political world power and caused it 
to adopt the Christian religion in name only, and 
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corrupted the organization known as Christianity and 
made it a Devil religion. This docs not mean that he 
corrupted the pure Christians, but he comiptcd the 
organization, made it a part of his own organization, 
and called it “Christian”. It is therefore clearly 
seen that Babylon is the Devil’s organization, is ‘the 
mother of all harlots’, and has caused the political 
ralcrs and the commercial giants of tlie cartli to com- 
mit fornication with her ; and thereby all the world 
powers, made up of political, commercial and relig- 
ious factors, have brought ignominy and shame and 
reproach upon the name of Jehovah God. The poli- 
ticians and the rulers and the commercial giants, who 
liave gathered great riches and honor and power, have 
been adopted by Satan’s wicked religious system and 
drawn into his net, and have been made a part of 
Babylon. 

The Lord has caused the names and history of the 
first three great world powers to be recorded that it 
may be seen at the end of the world hoAv they have 
represented the Devil. Egypt is one of the names of 
the Devil’s organization Avith the commercial and 
military power in the van ; Assyria is one of the names 
of the same Devil’s organization with the political 
rulers made prominent; and Babylon is the name of 
the Devil’s organization with religion made promi- 
nent. All constitute the Devil’s organization, and all 
are combined at the present time in the League of 
Nations and in peace treaties and world courts, in 
which the wickedness of the enemy has been brought 
to the full. Many of the inhabitants of the earth have 
been drawn into the oi^anization and willingly sup- 
port it. Both the political and the commercial rulers 
are responsible before God for what wrong they have 
done, but the most reprehensible and responsible be- 
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fore Jehovah, and who deserve and shall receive the 
severest punishment, are the religious leaders and the 
principal ones of the religious flocks. 

God has plainly indicated in Ids Word that the 
peoples of Egypt and Assyria shall be recovered and 
saved, (Isa. 19: 20-23) But that Babylon shall beewne 
utterly desolate and never arise again, is made cer- 
tain by his Word. The religions, organized by the 
Devil and canied on by his agencies, have been de- 
liberately so formed and used to reproach God and 
to turn the people in the way of destruction. There 
was never any excuse for this, and therefore there 
arc no extenuating circumstances to be taken into 
consideration at the final judgment upon Babylon. 
By the words of his prophet God names three reasons 
why he will bring the great calamity of the final war 
upon the world: “Behold, the Lord maketh the earth 
empty, and maketh it waste, and turneth it upside 
down, and scattcreth abroad the inhabitants thereof. 
The earth also is defiled under the inluabitants thereof ; 
because they have [1] transgressed the laws, [2] 
changed the ordinance, [3] broken the everlasting 
covenant. ” — Isa, 24 : 1, 5. 

The laws of Jehovah are rules of action which he 
has made and promulgated for the benefit of man. 
He is the great Life-giver, and no man can obtain 
life everlasting without knowing and obeying God. 
Therefore for man’s benefit he made these laws: (1) 
“Thou shalt have no other gods before me.” (Ex. 
20:3) (2) “Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any thing that is in 
heaven above, or that is in the earth beneath, or that 
is in the water under the earth.” (Verse 4) (3) “Thou 
shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve them.” 
— ^Verse 5.

Every nation under the sun practises a religion 
that is in violation of these laws. The most reprehen- 
sible lawbreakers among all who have practised a 
hypocritical religion arc those known as “organized 
Christianity” or “Christendom”, because such has 
been practised as the religion of and in the name of 
Jehovah God and his beloved Son Chi-ist Jesus ; and 
it has been practised and is practised liypocritically. 
H 3 T?ocrisy is an .abomination in the sight of God. The 
majority of the nations that form the League of Na- 
tions claim to practise the “Christian religion”, and 
they do so blasphemously by assiiming that the League 
of Nations represents Christ’s kingdom on earth. 
This devilish religion is “the abomination that mak- 
eth desolate”. Both Catholics and Protestants join 
together in the name of Christ and hypocritically 
Hake tfeeir stand in the holy place’, claiming to rep- 
resent God on earth. The pope, as head of the Cath- 
olic religious system, claims to bo the special vice- 
gerent of Christ and his kingdom, and that the pres- 
ent wicked kingdoms of the world arc Christ’s lung- 
dom. Both Catholic and Protestant religions name 
the name of Christ and, forming what is known as 
“organized Christianity”, join together in the adop- 
tion of the League of Nations, claiming that the whole 
arrangement is the visible expression of God’s king- 
dom on earth; therefore these have particularly bro- 
ken the laws of God, as stated above by the prophet. 
— ^Matt. 24 : 15. 

Another reason assigned is that they have “changed 
the ordinance”. The ordinance is a commandment. 
Note that it is “the ordinance”, stated in the singular, 
and therefore must mean the chief commandment. 
In response to the question as to what constitutes the 
great or chief commandment of God, Jesus answered: 
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‘'Tlioti shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. 
This is the first and great commandment.” — ^Matt. 
22:37, 38. 

Every religious organization or system of the world 
has clianged this great commandment. Particularly 
is this statement true with reference to “organized 
Christianity” so called. It changes the command- 
ment and causes the people of earth to bow down to 
a man, as, for example, the head of the Eoman sys- 
tem. It changes the commandments by teaching the 
people to lx>w down and worship objects and things 
in the church organization. Let every honest person 
judge for himself as to whcllier or not the clergy and 
I'eligious teachers of “organized Chri.stianity” so 
called are wholly devoted to the Lord God. If they 
are not, then they have changed the ordinance. If they 
loved God and were wliolly devoted to him, they would 
keep his commandments to tell the people concerning 
his plan of redemption by and through the blood of 
Christ Jesus his beloved Son, and that his kingdom, 
when established on earth, will offer the opportunity 
of life everlasting to the peoples of eai'th who will 
obey his laws. 

Instead of so doing, they deny the Bi1)lo aeeoiint of 
creation and tlic fall of man and redemption through 
the blood of Christ Jcsu.s. They teach the wicked and 
devilish doctrine of the so-called “holy trinity”, in 
wliich they make Jesus and the “Holy Ghost” equal 
with Jehovah God, and then fail to show any love 
for either God or Christ Jesus. They have freely en- 
tered into and participated in the politics of this 
world, and hypocritically tell the people that the 
present oi'ganized powers will bring them lasting 
peace and health and happiness and make the earth 
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a fit place to live on. They designedly indulge in and 
practise a religion that turns the people away from 
God and causes them to hate him rather than to love 
him. They teach that Jehovah God is a great fiend 
who has prepared a place of indescribable torture for 
all who do not come within the folds of their religious 
system and loyally remain there. If they loved God 
they would not do that. 

A third reason assigned for the impending war is 
that they have “broken the everlasting covenant”. 
After the tragedy of Eden the first covenant men- 
tioned in the Bible is that made with Noah. When 
Noah came out of the ark God told him tliat ho could 
have everything needful to sustain his life, that ho 
might even take the lives of animals for that purpose, 
but that he must not cat the blood thereof, wherein 
is the life. There it was that God made the everlast- 
ing covenant with Noah; and in that covenant the 
sanctity of human life is emphasized. God said to 
Noah: “And surely your blood of your lives will I 
require ; at the hand of ev'^ery beast will I require it, 
and at the hand of man ; at the hand of every man’s 
brother will I require the life of man. Whoso shed- 
deth man’s blood, by man shall his blood be shed: 
for in the image of God made he man. ’ ’ — Gen. 9 : 5, 6. 

This is the “everlasting” covenant referred to by 
the prophet, because God so names it. At the same 
time God promised that there should never be an- 
other flood that would destroy all the creatures of 
earth ; but the most important part of that covenant 
was the sanctity of life, which God particularly speci- 
fied in the covenant. He set a rainbow in the heavens 
as a token to man of the covenant. Then he said: 
“And the bow shall be in the cloud; and I will look 
upon it, that I may remember the everlasting covenant 
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between God and every living creature of all fledi 
that is upon the earth.” — Gen. 9:16. 

This covenant can not be limited to the destruction 
of the world by a flood. If God should refrain from 
destroying the people by a flood of water, he could 
still keep that covenant and destroy all the people by 
some other means. The entire context shows that the 
most important part of that everlasting covenant is 
that no man shall take the life of another, except he 
do so as the duly constituted executive officer au- 
thorized by the Lord so to do. 

The reason for the law is the life of the law. Je- 
hovah God is the great Life-giver, and therefore no 
man can with impunity take the life of another. Man 
could not give life ; and he is not authorized to take 
that which he can not give. When God made his 
law covenant with the Israelites, he again emphasized 
the importance of life when he specifically command- 
ed them, saying, “Thou shalt not kill.” It is God 
who gives life, and God alone has the right to take 
away life. (Job 1:21) God may and does delegate 
that authority to others. For instance, he did this in 
authorizing his people to destroy the enemies of Israel. 
He delegated the right of execution to his beloved 
Son Christ Jesus, and he is the great executive officer 
who will execute Jehovah’s judgment in the impend- 
ing war or trouble. 

All nations, without an exception, have broken the 
everlasting covenant. It may be said that most of 
them have done so ignorantly ; but they have done it. 
It becomes the duty of those who claim to be teach- 
ers of God’s law to know the law and to teach the 
people the truth thereof. The clergy, as the people 
well know, have sanctified war and induced the peo- 
ple to believe that it was and is their sacred duty to 
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kill. liet the peoples be the judge as to whether or 
not the clergy have had any excuse or justification for 
the course they have taken concerning war. 

In the World War of 1914 to 1918 many clergymen 
went with Germany and her allies, and blessed the 
armies of such, and urged them to kill their follow 
men. Britain and her allies were strongly supported 
by the clergy of their respective counfrics, both at 
home and near the battle-field, Avhere they preached 
to the young men and told them it was their solemn 
duty to hate and kill their fellow man. No clergy- 
man can stand before an audience anywhere on earth 
today and honestly declare that “organized Chris- 
tianity” has ever taken an unequivocal stand on the 
side of the Lord and asked the people not to kill. 
The people will be the judges, when considering the 
facts, that all nations, particularly so-called Chris- 
tendom, have broken the everlasting covenant; and 
this is one of the reasons why God will bring the 
great war upon the nations of earth as a just punish- 
ment. “Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall 
his blood be shed.” The man who preaches and urges 
men to go to the front and kill is equally guilty of 
the crime with those who kill; and therefore God 
will punish the nations, and particularly Christendom, 
and he declares that “the man Christ Jesus” shall 
be the executive officer to inflict divine punishment. 

Jehovah God promised to assemble the nations for 
judgment and for execution. (Zeph. 3:8; Joel 3 : 11- 
14) In the valley of decision, with the great assembly, 
as mentioned in the preceding chapter, stand the 
haughty, austere, proud and disdainful clergy. These 
gmrtlemen usually wear peculiar garments to identify 
themselves, and often wear skirts. By his prophet 
€k>d notifies the assembled ones df his purpose to 
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begin the war, and he assigns the reasons therefor. 
Addressing himself to the clergy .hnd the religious 
leaders and principal of their flock, he tells them in 
Bubstanse: ‘You have a form of godliness, but you 
deny th^ power thereof ; you draw near to God with 
your lips, but your hearts are far removed from the 
Lord; therefore you arc hypocrites.' — 2 Tim, 3:5; 
Isa. 29:13; Matt. 23:13-32. 

Then, addressing them specifically, the Lord Jesus 
says to all such hypocrites: “Ye serpents, ye genera- 
tion of vipers, how can yc escape the damnation of 
hell? . . . Upon you may come all the righteous blood 
shed upon the earth, from the blood of righteous 
Abel unto the blood of Zacharias." (Matt, 23: 33-36) 
The Lord Jehovah tells the political and commercial 
factors of the nations of the earth of their bloody 
deeds in violation of the everlasting covenant, and 
then, specifically addressing himself to the clergy or 
religious leaders, says: “In thy skirts is found the 
blood of the souls of the poor innocents; I have not 
found it by secret search, but upon all these.” — 
Jcr. 2:34. 

The innocent blood, mentioned in the last above 
quoted prophecy, includes the blood of many who 
have been killed because they faithfully represented 
Jehovah God: “And I saw the woman [Babylon] 
drunken with the blood of the saints, and with the 
blood of the martyrs of Jesus; aiid when I saw her, 
I wondered with great admiration.” (Ilcv. 17:6) 
“And in her was found the blood of prophets, and 
of saints, and of all that were slain upon the earth.” 
—Rev. 18:24. 

Addressing the great oi’ganization of Satan as- 
sembled in the valley of decision, Jehovah pronoxmees 
final judgment upon that organization, “symbolized 
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by Egypt: ‘'Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, I am 
against thee, PhaAoh king of Egypt, the great dragon 
that lieth in the midst of his rivers, which hath said. 
My river is mine own, and I have made it foy myself. 
. . . I will bring thee up out of the midst of thy 
rivers. ... I will leave thee thrown into the wilder- 
ness, thee and all the fish of thy rivers. ... I have 
given thee for meat to the beasts of the field and to 
the fowls of the heaven. ... I am against thee, and 
against thy rivers, and I will make the land of Egypt 
Utterly waste and desolate.” — Ezek. 29 : 3-5, 10. 

Then says the Lord: “Behold, the Lord rideth upon 
a swift cloud, and shall come into Egypt; and the 
idols of Egypt shall be moved at his presence, and 
the heart of Egypt shall melt in the midst of it. 
And I will set the Egyptians against the Egyptians ; 
and they shall fight every one against his brother, 
and every one against his neighbour; city against city, 
and Idngdom against kingdom.” — Isa. 19: 1, 2. 

Jehovah pronounces his final judgment against the 
Devil’s organization, represented by Assyria, and 
says: “Woe to the bloody city! it is all full of lies 
and robbery; the prey departeth not. Behold, I am 
against thee, saith the Lord of hosts ; and I will dis- 
cover thy skirts upon thy face, and I will shew the 
nations thy nakedness, and the kingdoms thy shame. 
And it shall come to pass, that all they that look upon 
thee shall flee from thee, and say, Nineveh is laid 
waste : who will bemoan her ? whence shall I seek com- 
forters for thee?” — ^Nah. 3 : 1, 5, 7 ; Mic. 5 : 6. 

Jesus, the great Prophet, denounces Satan as “a 
murderer from the beginning”. Satan’s organization 
has followed a like course. (John 8 : 42-44) Of all the 
haughty, austere, arrogant and disdainful men that 
have filled'* the organization of Satan, the religious 
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leaders have taken the front seats. The paintings in 
the great art galleries stand as silent witnesses to 
their austerity. The history of the world shows how 
cruel and austere they have been. As an example, 
John Calvin, the great ecclesiastic, condemned- his 
fellow man Servetus to death because of his disagree- 
ment with Calvin’s belief concerning the Bible. Calvin 
signed the death warrant and caused Servetus to be 
burned alive at the stake. There are many places 
throughout the earth that mark the martyrdom of 
men and women who were burned or otherwise mali- 
ciously murdered because of the cruelty of the relig- 
ious leaders. 

God pronounces final judgment upon the Devil’s 
organization as symbolized by Babylon and says: 
“For she hath been proud against the Lord, against 
the Holy One of Israel. ... Behold, I am against 
thee, 0 thou most proud, saith the Lord God of hosts ; 
for thy day is come, the time that I will visit thee. 
And the most proud shall stumble and fall, and none 
shall raise him up; and I will kindle a fire in his 
cities, and it shall devour all round about him.” (Jer. 
50:29-32) Then the Lord addresses himself to this 
devilish organization, particularly to the Devil him*- 
self, and says: “0 thou that dwellest upon many 
waters, abundant in treasures, thine end is come, and 
the measure of thy covetousness. Behold, I am against 
thee, 0 destroying mountain, saith the Lord, which 
destroyest all the earth: and I will stretch out mine 
hand upon thee, and roll thee down from the rocks, 
and will make thee a burnt mountain.” (Jer. 51:13,' 
25) That it may be understood that this judgment is 
upon the Devil as well as his organization, Jehovah, 
through his prophet, says: “And I wiU^punish Bel 
[head of the organization] in Babylon, and I will 
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bring forth out of his mouth that which he hath 
swallowed up : and the nations shall not flow together 
any more unto him: yea, the wall of Babylon shall 
faU.''-Jer. 51:44. 

Today the nations of the earth, particularly those 
forming the League of Nations, call themselves Chris- 
tendom or Christian, therefore they “call themselves 
by the name of the Lord”. Addressing himself to all 
the nations forming the visible part of Satan’s or- 
ganization, and specifically pointing out “organized 
Christianity”, or Christendom so called, Jehovah, 
through his prophet, says: “For, lo, I begin to bring 
evil on the city which is called by my name, and should 
ye be utterly unpunished? Ye shall not be unpun- 
ished*. for I will call for a sword upon all the inhab- 
itants of the earth, saith the Lord of hosts. Therefore 
prophefy thou against them all these words, and say 
unto them, The Lord shall roar from on high, and 
utter his voice from his holy habitation; he shall 
mightily roar upon his habitation; he shall give a 
shout, as they that tread the grapes, against all the 
inhabitants of the earth. A noise shall come even to 
the ends of the earth; for the Lord hath a contro- 
versy with the nations, ho will plead with all flesh; 
he will give them that are wicked to the sword, saith 
the Lord. Thus saith the Lord of hosts, Behold, evil 
shall go forth from nation to nation, and a great 
whirlwind [war] shall be raised up from the coasts 
of the earth.”— ^er. 25:29-32. 

Having pronounced his specific judgment against 
the Devil’s organization assembled in the valley of 
decision, Jehovah begins the battle. He commands, 
and his mighty executive officer, Christ Jesus, leads 
the assault. “For he commandeth, and raiseth the 
stormy wind, which lifteth up the waves thereof. They 
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mount up to the heaven, they go down again to the 
depths : their soul is melted because of trouble. They 
reel to and fro, and stagger like a drunken man, and 
are at their wits’ end.” (Ps. 107:25-27) A stormy 
wind or whirlwind is a symbol of a great war. The 
great battle of God Almighty is on and proceeds to 
a conclusion. 


THE RESULT 

The prophets of Jehovah described the progress of 
the war, and the result. Knowing that these prophets 
are proven to be true prophets of God, their testimony 
hero given imports absolute verity. Jehovah is the 
right-hand support of his beloved Son who leads the 
fight, and concerning which the prophet says: “The 
Lord [Jehovah] at thy right hand shall strike through 
[shatter] kings in the day of his wrath. He shall 
judge among the heathen [nations] ; he shall fill the 
places with the dead bodies; he shall wound the heads 
[hath shattered the head, Rotherham] over many 
countries.” — ^Ps. 110:5,6. 

Jehovah will give such a demonstration of his power 
that all may see and know that he alone is the Al- 
mighty God. The time having come to settle the issue, 
it shall be settled. “Who can stand before his indig- 
nation? and who can abide in the fierceness of his 
anger? his fury is poured out like fire, and the rocks 
are thrown down by him. The Lord is good, a strong 
hold in the day of trouble ; and he knoweth them that 
trust in him. But with an overrunning flood he will 
make an utter end of the place thereof, and darkness 
shall pursue his enemies.” (Nah. 1:6-8) “And I 
will bring distress upon men, that they shall walk 
like blind men, because they have sinned against the 
Lord; and their blood shall be poured out as dost, 
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and their flesh' as the dung. Neither their silver nor 
their gold shall be able to deliver them in tlie day 
of the Lord’s wrath; but the whole land sliall bo de- 
voured by the fire of his jealousy: for he shall make 
even a speedy riddance of all them that dwell in the 
land.”— Zeph. 1:17,18. 

Jesus Christ, the great Prophet, declared that the 
battle of God Almighty will be the Avorst trouble that 
ever has been or ever will be visited upon the world. 
(Matt. 24:21) That it will completely uncover and 
destroy the Devil’s organization and all the worlcs 
and workers of iniquity, the prophet makes clear when 
he says: “And the slain of the Lord shall be at that 
day from one end of the earth even unto the other 
end of the earth: they shall not be lamented, neither 
gathered, nor buried; they shall be dung upon the 
ground. — Jer. 25 : 33. 

That it will be a day of despair and vain howling 
of the shepherds, the prophet also plainly states: 
“Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; and wallow yourselve.s 
in the ashes, ye principal of the flock: for the days 
of your slaughter and of your dispersions arc accom- 
plished; and ye shall fall like a pleasant vessel.” 
(Jer. 25 : 34) When a pleasant vessel falls and is de- 
stroyed, those who possessed it are in distress. The 
illustration is an apt one, that the shepherds who have 
deceived the people shall so fall, as the prophet states. 

Further describing the calamity befalling the or- 
ganization, the prophet says: “And the shepherds 
shall have no way to flee, nor the principal of the 
flock to escape. A voice of the cry of the shepherds, 
and an howling of the principal of the flock, shall 
be heard: for the Lord hath spoiled their pasture. 
And the peaceable habitations are cut down because of 
the fierce anger of the Lord. He hath forsaken his 
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Covert, as the lion ; for their land is desolate, ‘beeanse 
of the fierceness of the oppressor, and because of his 
fierce anger.” — Jer. 25:35-38. 

The Devil’s organization, represented by Babylon, 
shall fall and become desolate, as it is written by the 
prophet: “Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and 
is become the habitation of devils, and the hold of 
every foul spirit, and a cage of every unclean and 
hateful bird.” (Rev. 18 : 2) Prom the very beginning 
Babylon was the Devil’s organization and associated 
with unclean spirits. This text in no wise disproves 
that conclusion. On the contrary, the prophecy here 
quoted describes the condition of desolation that comes 
upon Babylon after her fall. The words are those of 
description, showing her condition after God has 
broken her down. 

Good men and women have long been held in Baby- 
lon by the sophistry and deception of Satan and his 
agencies. After her fall, no more shall men or women 
dwell in her, but she becomes tlie habitation of hate- 
ful birds and beasts. She will be shunned by every 
man and woman. Another prophet of Jehovah sup- 
ports this conclusion: “And Babylon, the glory of 
kingdoms, the beauty of the Chaldees’ excellency, shall 
be as when God overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah. It 
shall never be inhabited, neither shall it be dwelt in 
from generation to generation; neither shall the 
Arabian pitch tent there ; neither shall the shepherds 
make their fold there. But wild beasts of the desert 
shall lie there ; and their houses shall be full of dole- 
ful creatures ; and owls shall dwell there, and satyts 
shall dance there. And the wild beasts of the islands 
shall cry in their desolate houses, and dragons in their 
pleasant palaces.” (Isa. 13:19-22) “And Babylon 
shall become heaps, a dwellingplace for dragons, an 
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astoiiisKment, and an hissing, without an inhabitant.” 
( Jer. 51 ; 37) The destruction of the Devil's organiza- 
tion will therefore bo complete, and will demonstrate 
to all creation that Jehovah is the Almighty Qod be- 
sides whom there is none. 

THE WINE-PRESS 

Jehovah uses apt illustrations to make plain his 
purposes. In the sixty-third chapter of Isaiah his 
prophet sets out one of such illustrations. What is 
there recorded follows shortly upon the coming of 
the great witness that God commands to be given, 
as detailed by the same prophet in Isaiah 62 : 10. 
The prophet has a vision of one returning from the 
slaughter of Edom and Bozrali and whose raiment is 
sprinkled with blood. Undoubtedly the one seen in 
such apparel is the same one described in another 
prophecy: “And he was clothed with a vesture dipped 
in blood; and his name is called The Word of God.” 
— Bev. 19:13. 

It is helpful to an understanding of a prophecy to 
first explain the meaning of some of the words which 
appear therein and in connection therewith. 

The name “Edom” represents that which is op- 
posed to the Lord. (Obad. 1) It has the same meaning 
as “Esau”, and therefore refers to the organization of 
Satan, the most reprehensible element of which is the 
religious clement. Idumea has the same meaning as 
“Edom”, and really is Edom. (Isa. 34:5) The wrath 
of God is especially against Idumea. (Ezek. 35:15) 
It refers to the same wicked system as described in 
Bevelation 19 : 19, 20. 

Bozrah was the chief city of Edom. Therefore 
Bozrah would represent that which is the center or 
most important part of the Devil’s organization, to 
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wit, the ruling factors. These consist of the commer- 
cial, political, and religious factora, the latter being 
the most reprehensible because claiming directly to 
represent God. 

The wine-press is the instrument, or organization, 
employed by Jehovah to crush or break up the fruit 
of the evil vine. “The vine of the earth,” or that 
evil vine (Eev. 14:18,19), produces the grapes or 
fruit of the earth. The earth represents the Devil’s 
organization visible to man. The vino of the earth is 
the very opposite of “the true vine”, and is there- 
fore the official pai"t of the Devil’s organization. 

The American Revised Version gives a better ren- 
dering of the text, and therefore the quotation is from 
that version. The prophecy begins with a colloquy. 
The first speaker is the prophet, and the second speak- 
er is Christ Jesus, the mighty executive officer of Je- 
hovah God who assaults the stronghold of the enemy. 
—Isa. 63:1-6, A. B. V. 

The first speaker propoutids the question: “Who is 
this that Cometh from Edom, with dyed garments 
from Bozrahl this that is glorious in his apparel, 
marching in the greatness of his strength?” 

Second speaker: “I [Christ, the great executive 
officer and Prophet of Jehovah] that speak in right- 
eousness, mighty to save.” (lie is the mighty Savior 
and Deliverer of oppressed humanity.) 

First speaker: “Wherefore art thou red in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like him that treadeth in 
the winevat [or trough] 1” 

Second speaker: “I have trodden the winepress 
alone ; and of the peoples there was no man with me : 
yea, I trod them in mine anger, and trampled them 
in my wrath; and their lifeblood is sprinkled upon 
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my gaments, and I have stained all my raiment. For 
the day of vengeance was in my heart, and the year 
of my redeemed is come. And I looked, and there 
was none to help ; and I wondered that there was none 
to uphold: therefore mine o-wn arm brought salva- 
tion unto me; and my wratli, it upheld me. And I 
trod down the peoples in mine anger, and made them 
drunk in my wrath, and I pooired out tlieir lifeblood 
on the earth.” — Isa. G3: 3-6, A. R. V. 

The wine-press, being the instrument employed by 
Jehovah to crush out the vine of the earth, is there- 
fore Gbd’s organization which he employs to destroy 
Satan’s organization. The great Prophet, Christ Je- 
sus, is the chief One in this org.anization and leads 
the warfare. He made mention of the wine-press in 
his prophecy: “And the angel tluust in lus sickle 
into the earth, and gathered the vine of t he carlli, and. 
cast it into tlie great winepress of the wrath of Ood.” 
(Rev. 14:19) “He troadeth the winepress of the 
fierceness and wrath of Almighty God.” — Rev. 19 : 15. 

The time arrives for tlic great executive officer of 
Jehovah to begin liis work of destruction against the 
enemy organization. He says: “And I looked, and 
there was none to help.” Necessarily this must take 
place before the actual assault begins. Here is further 
proof that Christendom, or “organized Cliristianity”, 
is not on the side of Jehovah, but on the side of Sa- 
tan the enemy. The World War of 1914 brought this 
proof into the open. The religious element, in viola- 
tion of the everlasting covenant, openly advocated 
the shedding of human blood in that war. In the 
spring of 1918 a few leaders amongst the clergymen 
of London, the very seat of “organized Christianity”, 
issued a manifesto declaring their belief, by reason of 
the war and attending facts, that the kingdom of 
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Qod was at hand. That manifesh) was re* 

j^ted by the clergy of Christendom, and in January, 
ipo, “organized Christianity*' openly approved the 
League of Nations and declared it to represent God’s 
kingdom on earth. There Christendom, or “organized 
Christianity”, took its stand openly on the side of 
Satan. The great Prophet Christ Jesus, continuing, 
says: “I wondered that there was none to uphold” 
in the assault upon the enemy. After he goes into the 
war, and upon returning, he says: “I have trodden 
the winepress alone, and of the peoples there was no 
man with mo.” That statement does not refer to the 
angels, of course, nor to any of the members of the 
body of Christ, because the latter are a part of Christ 
himself. (Ps. 69:5) Furthermore, the prophet shows 
that these body members are willing volunteers in the 
day of his wrath. (Ps. 110:3) (Sec also Revelation 
19:14.) Undoubtedly what the words mean is, that 
no man of the professed “organized Christianity” on 
earth will bo with the Lord in this fight. Only those 
who constitute the “remnant” and who are therefore 
members of the body of Christ are with him, and they 
sing forth the praises of Jehovah while the fight 
proceeds. 

The great war results in the complete destruction 
of Satan’s organization. The visible part of the or- 
ganization is represented under the symbol of 
“beast”, and is made up of the three elements, polit- 
ical, commercial and religious factors; while the re- 
ligious element is specifically named as “the false 
prophet”. (Rev. 19:19,20) The Lord declares that 
the Devil himself shall be “cast . . . into the bottom- 
less pit, . . . that he should deceive the nations no 
more”. (Rev. 20:1-3) Thus ends for ever Satan’s 
^wicked organization, which shall not rise again. 
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In that great battle the part to be performed by 
the faithful remnant is to sing forth the praises of 
Jehovah’s name, (1 Pet. 2:9,10) In so doing they 
show an absolute confidence in God and boldly tell 
of his mighty name and works. They do so because 
they love him, and he is to his people “a crown of 
glory” in that day. The battle is not the remnant’s, 
but it is Jehovah God’s, and the remnant are his 
witnesses to tell the peoples of earth concerning God 
and his purposes. — Isa. 28:5,6; 1 John 4:17,18; 
2 Chron. 20:15-22. 

That millions of people will be killed in that battle 
is certain from the words of tlie prophet: “And the 
slain of the Lord shall be at that day from one end 
of the earth even unto the other end of the earth: 
they shall not be lamented, neither gathered, nor 
buried; they shall be dung upon the ground.” (Jer. 
25 : 33) It will bo the worst trouldc the world will ever 
have known, and it ■nnll be the last. (Matt. 24: 21, 22) 
That many will be brought through the trouble and 
given an opportunity to begin right and obey the 
Lord and receive life, is also made certain by the 
words of the prophet: “Blessed is he that considereth 
the poor ; the Lord will deliver him in time of trouble. 
The Lord will preserve him, and keep him alive; and 
he shall be blessed upon the earth : and thou wilt not 
deliver him unto the will of his enemies. ”-Ps. 41 : 1, 2, 

As a further encouragement to the millions of peo- 
ple on earth today, who are no part of Satan’s or- 
ganization but who are held in subjection to it, the 
Lord counsels them to seek meekness and righteous- 
ness before the war begins; and, so doing, they have 
this promise: “Before the day of the Lord’s anger 
come upon you, seek ye the Lord, all yc meek of the 
earth, which have wrought his judgment ; seek right-

cousness, seek meekness; it may be ye shall bo hid 
in the day of the Lord’s anger.” — ^Zeph. 2:2,3. 

It is of the greatest importance to the people that 
they now be told the truth. The privilege and obliga- 
tion of telling the truth is laid upon God’s remnant, 
that little company of people which constitutes his 
true and faithful witne.sses from this time forward. 
Let all, therefore, who truly love God now “shew forth 
the praises of him who hath called [them] out of 
darkness into his marvellous light”. Let them thus 
do in the face of the greatest opposition. By the pro- 
claiming of the doings of Jehovah and his purposes 
the people may now know the meaning of the present- 
day events, and what shall shortly come to pass, and 
what will be for their good. 



CHAPTER XI 


Peace 

J EHOVAH has his own due time for everything. 
By his prophet he says there is time of war, 
and a time of peace’’. (Eccl. 3:8) In the pre- 
ceding chapters the proof is submitted coueeniing the 
greatest war the world will ever have known. It is the 
war of the great God Almighty and, when done, there 
will be no enemy to carry on warfare. Jehovah speaks 
by his prophets and tells of tlie end of war and the 
time of lasting peace: ‘Tie maketh wars to cease un- 
to the end of the earth; he breaketh the bow, and 
cutteth the spear in sunder; he bumeth the chariots 
in thc.fire.” (Ps. 46:9, R. F.) “And I will cut off 
the chariot from Ephraim, and the horse from Jeru- 
salem ; and tlic battle bow sliall be cut off ; and he 
shall speak peace unto the nations: and his dominion 
shall be from sea to sea, and from the River to the 
ends of the earth.” (Zech. 9: 10, R. F.) It is manifest 
that there could be no peace avS long as the wicked 
organization of Satan exists. The very purpose of the 
great war of Jehovah is to cleanse the earth, by rid- 
ding it of the Devil’s organization. Then peace and 
righteousness, like a river, shall flow unto the people, 
and they shall be glad. 

Seeing the day of great crisis approacliing, Satan 
comes to the fore with a makeshift to deceive the peo- 
ple and turn their minds away from Jehovah. This 
time it is a counterfeit peace arrangement. To bo 
sure, Satan knows that all honest persons desire to 
have peace. The politicians always wish to appear to 
be making provision to carry out the will of the peo- 
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pie. Doubtless the major number of the political 
rulers, and even the profiteers, would prefer to have 
peace. Not knowing Jehovah and his purposes, they are 
easily deceived by Satan. He is the father of lies, 
and a murderer, and never will there be peace while 
he has power over the nations of the earth. 

On August 27, 1928, fifteen of the representative 
nations of the earth, by their ambassadors, met at 
Paris and signed a treaty which is called “The general 
pact for the renunciation of war”. Both Japan and 
the United States signed that peace pact at that time. 
Later forty-four other nations signified their approval 
of the treaty. 

The clergymen of “oi^anizcd Christianity” pushed 
themselves forward to have a part in the ratification 
of that peace treaty. They told the people thtit the 
peace pact was and is a real Christian treaty. Their 
purpose in so doing was, of course, to obtain the sup- 
port of all the professed Christian people of earth 
for the treaty. The Federation of Churches of Ameri- 
ca sent out a letter, imder date of November 11, 1928, 
advocating the ratification of the peace treaty by the 
United States Senate. Among other things, that letter 
said: “As Christmas draws near what better gift 
could it bring to America, and through her to the 
world, than the Senate’s prompt, cordial and united 
ratification of this great instrument!” 

Another letter, bearing date of December 3, 1928, 
issued by the National Council for the Prevention of 
War, and sent out from its headquarters in Washing- 
ton, D. C., made this statement; “We are advising 
that letters be sent to the senators, urging them to 
make the pact our Christmas present to the world, 
and to pass it without reservation.” 
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The clergymen throughout America preached from 
their pulpits many sermons to the same effect, and 
connected the peace pact with the name of Christ, as 
though it had tlic approval of Christ and of God. 
That was a nice sugar-coated bait with whicii many 
honest people were deceived and caught and led to 
believe that it was their solemn Christian duly to 
urge the representatives of the people in the United 
States Senate to approve the peace pact. 

On January 15, 1929, the Senate got in line with 
the other “nobles” of “organized Christianity” Mid 
passed the resolution ratifying tlie peace treaty; and 
two days later the prancing secretary appeared be- 
fore the national executive, and in the presence of 
senators, representatives, and others, the treaty was 
approved, while the cameras clicked to make a show 
for the* people ; and many went home with a sigh of 
relief, and saying: “There shall be no more war.” 

Many senators voting for the approval of the t reaty, 
however, were not of that mind. Tlicy expressed them- 
selves as having little faith in the treaty as a means 
of preventing war. Tlicy proved their lack of faith 
that this piece of paper will prevent war, by a bill, 
pas.scd a few days later, in which provision was made 
for a greater navy than has lieretofore existed in 
America, to be used in the event of war. 

To be sure, Jehovah knew from the beginning the 
fraudulent schemes Satan would employ through his 
ageneies, and particularly the religious clement there- 
of, to mislead the people concerning permanent peace. 
By his prophet he foretold this outward demonstra- 
tion to mislead the people: “For from the least of 
them even unto the greatest of them, every one is 
given to covetousness: and from the prophet even 
luito the priest every one dealeth falsely. They have 
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healed also the hurt of the daughter of my people 
slightly, saying, Peace, peace; when there is no 
peace.” — Jer. 6:13,14. 

Every person who thinks seriously well knows that 
the piece of paper signed by the nations and ap- 
proved by the United States Senate will not prevent 
war. All the nations, from the least to the greatest 
of them, are moved by covetousness, because each na- 
tion wishes to get an advantage over the other. The 
prophet of God plainly states that the preachers and 
priests and the leaders of tlic religious part of the or- 
ganization deal falsely. With high-sounding words 
and sanctimonious voices they cry out, ‘Peace, peace! 
see what we have done to malce peace!’ and the Lord 
says, “There is no peace.” 

God has ordained the destruction of Satan's or- 
ganization, and nothing can prevent it. That tlie peace 
pact movement is a part of Satan’s seductive and 
deceptive scheme is further shown by tlie words of 
God’s inspired apostle, who wrote concerning the day 
of the presence of the Lord, where we now are: “For 
yourselves know perfectly tliat the day of the Lord 
so cometh as a thief in the night. For when they shall 
say. Peace and safety ; then sudden destruction com- 
eth upon them, as travail upon a woman with child; 
and they shall not escape. But ye, brethren, are not 
in darkness, that that day should overtake you as a 
thief.” — 1 Thess. 5:2-4. 

Those who are really devoted to God shall under- 
stand and do understand how lasting peace will come, 
and that it will come only after the great war of God 
Almighty, in wliich the organization of Satan shall 
be completely destroyed. All the palaver and noise 
and boasting conferences and conventions, preaching 
and passing of resolutions, will absolutely fail to 
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bring peace. When these agencies of the enemy all 
raise their voices in one accord and say, “Peace, and 
safety,” then sudden destruction shall come upon 
them. 

Again, by his prophet, Jehovah foretold how he 
would assemble the nations of the earth, and pour 
upon them his righteous indignation in the great 
devastating war that will eomc upon them “in the 
valley of decision”. And then he added: “For then 
will I turn to the people a pure language, that they 
may all call upon the name of the Lord, to serve him 
with one consent.” (Zeph. 3:8,9) God will have 
peace, and have it in his own way; and when he 
brings peace, it shall come to .slay. 

It should be apparent, to all wlio think, tliat there 
could , be no real peace on earth until wickedness is 
completely put down. While unrigIiteou.snc,ss rules, 
some will bo given advantage at the expense of others. 
The strong sunivc for a time, and fall when another 
stronger one arises. Disorder, strife, oppression and 
murder have ruled amongst men for centuries, be- 
cause Satan the evil one has been in control. There 
must come One greater and stronger than Satan, and 
who acts in exact harmony and under the direction 
of the Almighty God, and Avho will joyfully obey the 
commandments of Jehovah God. Then in peace and 
righteousness he will draw the people to him. Jehovah 
long ago foretold by his i)rophct the coming of his 
mighty One. He who would be the peace-maker for 
the people, and be their peace, must also be the Ec- 
deemcr of man. 

Jehovah arranged that his beloved Son the Logos 
should leave the courts of heaven and be bom a man 
child, grow to manhood’s estate, suffer death to pro- 
vide the price of redemption for man, and then be- 
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come the great Ruler of the world and establish peace 
for ever amongst men. Therefore, when Jesus was 
bom at Bethlehem, where the prophet foretold he 
would be bom (Mic. 5:2), God caused his mighty 
angel from heaven to announee this prophecy: “I 
bring you good tidings of great joy, which shall [in 
future days] be to all people. For unto you is bom 
this day, in the city of David, a Saviour, which is 
Christ the Lord.” Immediately following that great 
prophetic announcement a host of angels joined in 
the song of praise, which was heard by men ; and the 
words of that song were prophetic, because they fore- 
told the day when the people would be at peace, and 
when Jehovah God would bring them peace through 
the beloved One who was bom that day in the city of 
David. The angels sang: “Glory to God in the high- 
est, and on earth peace, good will toward mch.”— 
Luke 2:10-14. 

That great prophecy must be fulfilled, and with 
the conclusion of the great battle of God Almighty 
it will be fulfilled. God will fight for peace (and then 
peace will be on earth for ever), and this he will do 
by and through his beloved Son. Like a mantle of 
light, peace will cover the earth and good-vdll toward 
men shall be pennancntly established. It can come in 
no other waj’. Men who attempt to run ahead of Je- 
hovah and establish peace by their arrangements are 
an abomination in his sight. 

Long before the birth of the man child Jesus, God 
caused his prophet to foretell of his birth and the work* 
that he would later do. For centuries the people have 
walked on in darkness because ‘the prince of dark- 
ness’ has blinded them and led them in the wrong 
way. (Eph. 2 : 2 ; 6 : 12) Out of Bethlehem came the 
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mighty Savior of the world, the great Ruler, and in 
due time he shall light all men of the world. (John 
1:9) God’s prophet spoke concerning the future, 
foretelling what should come to pass, and now we see 
that prophecy partially fulfilled and the fulfilment 
thereof still in progress. God has placed his King 
upon his throne; he has committed to him all power 
and authority, and the great day of peace is near 
at hand. Through him, whom God anointed, shall 
come peace and light and blessings to the people, 
even as his prophet long ago foretold. “The people 
that walked in darkness have seen a great light : they 
that dwell in the land of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined. For unto us a child is 
bom, unto us a son is given: and the government 
shall be upon his shoulder: and his name shall bo 
called ’Wonderful Counsellor, The mighty God, The 
everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace. Of the in- 
crease of his government and peace there shall be 
no end, upon the throne of David, and upon his king- 
dom, to order it, and to establish it with judgment 
and with justice from henceforth even for ever. The 
zeal of the Lord of hosts will perform this.” — Isa. 
9:2, 6,7. 

Christ Jesus is earth’s rightful and righteous Gov- 
ernor and will rule in righteousness. The people will 
learn to call him the “Wonderful Counsellor’’, be- 
cause he will guide them in the right way. He is 
the Mighty One to whom Jehovah has committed all 
power in heaven and in earth, therefore “the mighty 
God’’. He is “the everla-sting Father’’, because it 
is by and through him that Jehovah grants life to 
the people as a gracious gift. (Bom. 6:23) He is 
“the Prince of Peace’’, and the peace he brings to 
earth will continue for ever. — Nah. 1 ; 9. 
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The people have learned to war against each other 
because of the covetousness and evil projected into 
their minds and hearts by Satan the enemy. When 
the government of Christ is over all the world, the 
peoples of earth will learn the truth ; they will cease 
for ever in the preparation for war, and will reduce 
their war machines and instruments of destruction 
to instruments that may be used to beautify the 
earth. — Isa. 2:2-4; Mic. 4 : 1-4. 

Why, then, do the ruling powers of the nations con- 
tinue to rage about preparations for war, and at the 
same time claim to have outlawed war? Why do the 
people meditate “a vain thing”, putting their con- 
fidence and trust in men and their ability to establish 
lasting peace on earth? God’s prophet propounded 
these questions, so appropriate at the present time, 
and which apply now, and then gave the answer to 
them. The prophetic answer is. Because the ruling 
factor's of Satan’s visible organization have taken 
counsel together against God and against his anointed 
King. (Ps. 2:1,2, li. V.) They have no desire to 
know and acknowledge Jehovah as the only true and 
almighty God. They are proud of what they claim to 
be able to do by p('ace pacts, conventions and leagues. 
“The wicked, through the pride of his countenance, 
will not seek after God: God is not in all his 
thoughts,” (Ps. 10:4) For that reason Jesus Christ, 
God’s groat executive officer, will destroy the organi- 
zation of the enemy, and clean out the workers of 
iniquity, that righteousness and peace may be fully 
established in the earth. — Ps. 2 : 9. 

The great desire of the peoples of the nations of 
earth is for peace and harmony, that they might dwell 
together without fear. Jehovah, by his chief executive 
officer, will bring the peoples their heart’s desire, 
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“The meek diall inherit the earth, and shall delight 
themselves in the abundanee of peace, ’’(Ps. 37:11) 
“In his days shall the righteous flourish; and abun- 
dance of peace so long as the moon endureth.” — 
Ps. 72:7; Isa. 32:17, 18. 

EGYPTIANS AND ASSYRIANS 

Jehovah specifically mentions the Egyptians and 
the Assyrians and the blc.ssing3 that will be extended 
to them during the administration of his righteous 
government under Christ, The Prince of Peace, Ho 
makes no such promise with reference to Babylon. 
There must be a reason for this difference. Men who 
have acquired material wealth and builded great mili- 
tary machines and organizations have not done so 
with the primary purpose of defaming God’s holy 
name. ’They have been hard-hearted and cruel in their 
course of action, and have been moved by selfishness. 
They have had ambitious desires for power and honor. 
They have been ovciTcached by the religious part of 
the Devil’s organization and have been turned blind 
concerning the great Jehovah God. But the Scrip- 
tures show that when that blindness has been removed 
and they see the true God, their hearts will be made 
tender. Learning that he is not the God that has been 
misrepresented to them by the clergy, many of those 
men will turn to the Lord God. 

The political rulers or politicians of the world, 
prophetically foretold by the organization and course 
of Assyria, have been moved by selfishness in the 
course of action taken by them. Their selfish desire 
has been for power and honor amongst men, and such 
has been the inducing caase for their course of action. 
They have been overreached by the Devil religion, 
and have practised that and become members of the 
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religious organization because it seemed to be to their 
selfish advantage. They joined the church for the 
same reason that they join a lodge. They expect some 
votes from that quarter. They have been blinded to 
the truth by the Devil religion and those who practise 
it. When the political rulers see and imderstand the 
hypocrisy of the Devil religion now practised by 
“organized Christianity” so called, and learn some- 
thing about the true God, and have their blindness 
removed, doubtless many of them will serve the Lord 
God with gladness of heart. 

But the Devil religion, represented particularly by 
the Devil’s organization named Babylon, has at all 
times brought reproach upon the good name of Je- 
hovah God. It has been organized and carried on for 
the very purpose of defaming Jehovah’s name and 
turning the people away from him. In the great war 
shortly to follow, the Devil religion, together with 
all those who hold on to and willingly practise it, 
shall go do\vn never to rise again. The workers of 
iniquity shall cease. 

The spirit of Egypt, the Devil’s earthly organiza- 
tion in which the commercial and military power pre- 
dominates, has been that of military conquest and 
tlie harsh exercise of power. Mon instinctively wor- 
ship something. The only true worship is that of 
Jehovah God. The Devil religion has turned men to 
the worship of idols aiid induced them to consult 
evil spirits, because they have been blinded to the 
truth. When God delivered the Israelites from Egypt 
he said: “Against all the gods of Egypt I will exe^ 
cute judgment. ’ ’ ( Ex. 12 : 12) Speaking by his proph- 
et concerning the great war of God Almighty, he 
says : “And the spirit of Egypt shall fail in the midst 
thereof: and I will destroy the counsel thereof: and 
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they shall seek to the idols, and to the charmers, and 
to them that have familiar spirits, and to the wizards.” 
— Isa. 19 ; 3. 

When the spirit of military power and conquest 
has been broken, then will men who have put their 
trust in such powers seek the counsel and advice of 
wizards and evil spirits, and these will fail them. 
Having reached their wits’ end they will ciy unto 
the Lord, as it is written: “Then they cry unto the 
Lord in their trouble, and he bringeth them out of 
their distresses. He maketh the storm a calm, so that 
the waves thereof arc still.” — Ps. 107:28,29. 

The prophet of Jehovah foretells the groat witness 
that must be given in the earth “in that day”, that 
the people may know of Jehovah, and foretells that 
the cries of the oppressed will be heard by Jehovah. 
“He shall send them a saviour, and a great one, and 
he shall deliver them.” Then the prophet adds: “And 
the Lord shall be laiown to Kgypt, and the Egyptians 
shall know the Lord in that day, and shall do sacrifice 
and oblation; yea, they shall vow a vow unto the 
Lord, and perform it. And the Lord shall smite 
Egypt: he shall smite and heal it; and tlicy sluill 
return even to the Lord, and he shall be enti'oatcd of 
them, and shall heal them.” (Isa. 19:20-22) This 
proves that the people will turn to Jehovah for their 
own good and, having so done, will receive hisble.ssings. 

What is said concerning Egypt applies likewise to 
Assyria, that is, to the people forming the eartlily 
organization of Satan in which the political rulers 
are in the saddle and leading. The government of 
peace established by Jehovah and ruled by his be- 
loved Son, the Prince of Peace, will open the way for 
the people to return unto God. Jehovah foretold the 
establishment of that highway and way when he 
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caxised his prophet to write: “And an highway shall 
be there, and a way, and it shall be ealled. The way 
of holiness ; the unclean shall not pass over it; but it 
shall be for those: the wayfaring men, though fools, 
shall not err therein.” (Isa. 35:8) These words of 
the prophet beautifully describe how Grod opens the 
highway and shows the people that the way to return 
to him is by wholly devoting themselves to him, and 
that wliile so doing there will be none to hinder, be- 
cause “no lion [fierce political ruler] shall be there, 
nor any ravenous beast [cruel, harsh military govern- 
ment] sliall go up thereon, it shall not be found there ; 
but the redeemed shall walk there ’ ’. — Isa. 35 : 9. 

Christ, the great Redeemer, has provided the ran- 
som price for all, and all shall have an opportunity 
to return to Jehovah by and through him. “And the 
raiLsomcd of the Lord shall return, and come to Zion 
with songs and everlasting joy upon their heads ; they 
shall obtain joy and gladness, and sorrow and sighing 
shall lice away.” — Isa. 35:10. 

Having in mind now that Egypt represented earth’s 
organized power with the eommcrcial and military 
elements predominating, and that Assyria represented 
earth’s organized power with the political rulers pre- 
dominating, and that these and the people have been 
deceived by Satan and turned away from God by the 
Devil religion, consider now the words of God’s propli- 
et: “In that day shall there be a highway out of 
Egypt to Assyria, and the Assyrian shall come into 
Egypt, and the Egyptian into Assyria, and the 
Egyptians shall serve [God] with the Assyrians.”— 
Isa. 19:23. 

Then the Assyrian will march into Egypt, not to 
rule nor to dominate, and the Egyptian will march 
into Assyria, not in military conquest, but there will 
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be complete harmony between all those who will come 
together and worship God in spirit and in truth, and 
they shall serve God and help one another. 

A highway from Egypt to Assyria would neces- 
sarily pass over the land of Canaan, and this prophet- 
ically foretells that the peoples of the nations must 
receive their blessings in the same way that the Israel- 
ites will receive theirs, to wit, through Christ the Prince 
of Peace: “In that day shall Israel be the third with 
Egypt and with Assyria, even a blessing in the midst 
of the land ; whom the Lord of hosts shall bless, say- 
ing, Blessed be Egypt my people, and Assyria the 
Avork of my hands, and Israel mine inheritance.” — 
Isa. 19:24,25. 

Jehovah God announces that, for those who forsake 
the Deril religion and turn to the Lord God and serve 
him, he will open a way to receive them and grant 
them the blessings of life everlasting. The people of 
the world, and particularly the political rulers and 
the commercial giants and builders of military powers, 
have been and are wicked because of their wrongful 
course. Their Avickedness has been induced chiefly by 
giving their allegiance to the Devil religion that has 
reproached Jehovah God. When the Prince of Peace, 
by the grace of God, has opened the understanding 
of the people, even though many of these have been 
great transgres-sors, they shall have an opportunity 
to receive the blessings of everlasting life. Concern- 
ing these, God, through his prophet, says: “Again, 
when the Avicked man tumeth away from his wicked- 
ness that he hath committed, and doeth that which is 
lawful and right, he shall save his soul alive. Because 
he considereth, and tumeth away from all his trans- 
gressions that he hath committed, he shall surely live, 
he shall not die.” (Ezek. 18: 27, 28) Thus God shows 
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his mercy and loving-kindness to every one who will 
manifest a right condition of heart devotion. 

Had the politicians and commercial giants been 
taught the truth and been induced to use their power 
and influence to honor Jehovah and turn the people 
to him, they might have accomplished much good. 
But the preachers and the priests of every organized 
religion have led them in the wrong way, because they 
practise Satan’s organized religion. Be sure Jehovah 
knows full well how men have been misled by the 
hypocritical teachers of organized religion, and in 
mei’cy he opens the way for men to know the truth 
and return to him. Therefore it becomes of the great- 
est importance at this time to tell the people the truth 
concerning God. 

Tlie leaders of organized religion o])pose the truth ; 
and they do so because they arc under the influence 
of Satan. By the u.so of fraud and misrepresentation 
they induce the political and commercial powers to 
believe tliat those who tell the trath are enemies of 
good government, and therefore seek to destroy the 
work of tl\ose who do teach the truth. But their op- 
position can not .succeed. God has begun to give the 
truth to the people, and no power can stop it. 

There is no de.sirc or attempt on the part of those 
who teach the tnrth of God’s Word to induce any one 
to join some organization or body. Their only pur- 
pose is to inform the people concerning Jehovah God 
and his pr’ovision for their blessing. Jehovah com- 
mands those who love him to now be his witnesses in 
the earth. He causes them to publish the trutli now, 
that the hypocritical mask may be removed from 
“organized Christianity” so called, and from other 
Qrganized Devil religions, in order that the people 
may learn the truth and get in line for the blessings 
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that God will bestow upon all who love and obey him. 
These blessings he will bestow, during the reign of 
the Prince of Peace, upon as many as obey him and 
honor his name. 

King David drove the enemies of Israel out of 
Palestine. He thereby prophetically foretold of Christ 
driving the enemy organization out of the world. 
The reign of Solomon followed that of David, and 
is famous for the majesty, wisdom and peace that 
marked his reign. lie thereby prophetically foretold 
of the peaceful and blessed reign of Cln-ist, the 
“greater than Solomon”. Christ Jesus, the groat 
Prophet, spoke of himself and of his glorious reign as 
greater than that of Solomon. He also foretold that 
the peoples of Egypt and Assyria would rise up in 
the time of his reign, biat that the hypocritical relig- 
ious leaders would be condemned. — Luke 11:31,32. 

Concerning Solomon it is written: “And the Lord 
magnified Solomon exceedingly in the sight of all 
Israel, and bestowed upon him such royal majesty as 
had not been on any king before him in Israel.” 
(1 Chron. 29:25) The name Solomon means “peace- 
ful one”. As peace, wisdom, riches and glory marked 
the reign of Solomon, so even far greater peace, wis- 
dom, riches and glory shall mark the reign of Christ, 
the Prince of Peace. 

Jehovah caused his prophet to write concerning his 
organization, of which Chri.st Jo.sus is the Head; 
“For thus saith Jehovah, Behold, I will extend peace 
to her like a river, and the glory of the nations like 
an overflowing stream: and ye shall suck thereof: 
ye shall be bonic upon the side.” — Isa. 66:12, R. V. 

When the peoples and nations come to know of 
God and his righteousness and peace, they will seek 
his organization called Zion. “They shall ask the way 
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to 23on with their faces thitherward, saying, Come, 
and let ns join ourselves to the Lord in a perpetual 
covenant that shall not be foi’gottcn.” (Jer. 50:5) 
The obedient ones will become the children of Christ, 
because they shall receive the blessings of life through 
Christ, the Prince of Peace. 

Let the people cease their vain imaginations that 
“organized Christianity’', so called, can bring them 
relief, peace and prosperity. Let them break away 
from Satan’s organization, take their stand on the side 
of Jehovah God, and give their allegiance and devotion 
to him. The prophet foretells what shall then come to 
pass : “ I will hear what God the Lord will speak : for 
he will speak peace unto his people, and to his saints : 
but let them not turn again to folly. Surely his 
salvation is nigh them that fear him; that glory may 
dwell in our land.’’ With the reign of the Prince of 
Peace in full sway, God’s prophet foi’Ctells that those 
who love righteousness will say: “Mercy and truth 
are met together : righteousness and peace have kissed 
each other. Truth shall spring out of the earth ; and 
righteousness shall look down from heaven. Yea, the 
Lord shall give that which is good ; and our land shall 
yield her increase. Righteousness sliall go before him ; 
and shall set us in the way of his steps. ’ ’-Ps. 85 : 8-13. 

Jehovah’s due time is now come for the people to 
hear the truth. The truth is being told by a few, 
who are devoted to Jehovah God, and in obedience to 
bis commandments, because it is his due time. “Or- 
ganized Christianity’’, so called, opposes the truth 
because that organization is under the domination of 
Satan. That the people may know that Jehovah is 
the only true God, and that Christ is the Prince of 
Peace and the Redeemer of man and earth’s rightful 
Ruler, the truth must now be told, and is being told. 
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God is tmcovering and revealing his prophecies for 
man’s good, and his light is shining thereupon daily; 
with increased brilliancy. 

Christ, earth’s rightful King, lias taken his power. 
With the end of the great war of God Almighty, he 
shall enlighten and judge the people. "Then judg- 
ment shall dwell in the wilderness, and righteousness 
remain in the fruitful field. And the work of right- 
eousness shall be peace; and the effect of righteous- 
ness quietness and assurance for ever. And my peo- 
ple shall dwell in a peaceable habitation, and in sure 
dwellings, and in quiet resting places. ”-Isa. 32; 16-18. 
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His Name 

J EHOVAH’S name is the most vital issue before 
all creation. A few have settled the question by 
taking an unequivocal stand on the side of Je- 
hovah, and now give all honor and glory to his name. 
All who will ever enjoy life everlasting must do like- 
wise. Speaking by his prophet concerning his anoint- 
ed, to whom he will give the divine nature and the 
highest position in his organization, Jehovah says: 
“I will set him on high, because he hath known my 
name.” (Ps. 91: 14) As the same anointed ones ap- 
proach the consummation of their hopes the prophet 
of God foretells their saying: “In that day shall this 
song be sung in the land of Judah [the condition of 
those who give their unstinted praise to Jehovah’s 
name] ; We have a strong city [organization] ; salva- 
tion will God appoint for walls and bulwarks. Open 
ye the gates, that the righteous nation which keepeth 
the truth may enter in. ’ ’ (Isa. 26 : 1, 2) Then address- 
ing Jehovah God, the same anointed ones say in the 
language of the prophet: “The way of the just is up- 
rightness: thou, most upright, dost weigh the path 
of the just.’’ — Isa. 26:7, 8. 

There is a mutual love between Jehovah and the 
anointed ones of his organization. These have fought 
against all opposition and triumphed in righteousness, 
and will witness the downfall of the enemy organiza" 
tion. Referring thereto, the prophet of Jehovah says; 
“In that day the Lord [Jehovah], with his sore, and 
great and strong sword [his mighty executive officer], 
shall punish leviathan the piercing serpent, even 
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leviathan that crooked serpent ; and he shall slay the 
dragon that is in the sea [amidst the restless elements 
of the world]. In that day sing ye unto her [Zion, 
God’s blessed organization], A vineyard of red wine. 
I the Lord do keep it ; I will water it every moment : 
lest any hurt it, I will keep it night and day.” (Isa. 
27 : 1-3) Thus does the prophet speak of and con- 
ceming them that are ‘taken out for God’s name’, 
and who show forth his praises by declaring his name. 
— ^Acts 15 : 14 ; 1 Pet. 2 : 9, 10 ; Isa. 12 : 4. 

Those who have trusted in Jehovah and his pro- 
vision for salvation through the blood of his beloved 
Son ; who have devoted their life exclusively to him, 
and who have overcome the world, rejoice and say; 
‘‘Our soul is escaped as a bird out of the snare of 
the fowlers ; the snare is broken, and we are escaped. 
Our hblp is in the name of the Lord, who made heav- 
en and earth.” (Ps. 124: 7, 8) Appreciating the pre- 
cious privilege of knowing his name, they say: ‘‘Thy 
name, 0 Lord, endurcth for ever ; and thy memorial, 
0 Lord, throughout all generations.” — ^Ps. 135:13. 

When Jehovah God gives a name to a creature, that 
name is significant. With stronger reasoning, when 
he reveals himself by a name, that name is of the 
greatest importance to his creatures. He reveals him- 
self by his name God, which means the Creator of 
heaven and earth and of all things that are good, and 
the Giver of life to all that obey. He reveals himself 
by the name Jehovah, which means his purposes con- 
cerning his creation. He reveals himself by the name 
Almighty God, which means that his power is un- 
limited, and that none can stand against it. He re- 
veals himself by the name the Lord of hosts, which 
means the Almighty God of war who destroys those 
that persist in wrong-doing. When Jesus came to 
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earth Jehovah revealed himself as the ’heavenly Father 
of the new creation, meaning that he is the source of 
life to all who live for ever in the heavenly realm. 
He reveals himself by the name Most High, which 
means that he is above and over all, moved always by 
love, and rules the universe in justice and righteous- 
ness, Understanding tliese truths, then man begins to 
appreciate the force of the words of Jesus who said: 
“And this is life eternal, that they might know thee 
the only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou 
hast sent.” — John 17 : 3. 

PERMISSION OF EVIL 

Evil has been active in the world for many cen- 
turies. Satan is the veiy embodiment of evil and the 
one who has persisted in carrying on evil. He has 
buildod a powerful organization, drenched the' earth 
with human blood, caused crime and wickedness to 
run riot, and has dragged down men and angels to 
the depths of woe. Almighty God is supreme, as his 
name implies, and could long ago have destroyed Sa- 
tan and all other workers of iniquity. Why has he not 
done so? By not destroying the evil-workers and not 
preventing the operation of evil, God has permitted 
evil to persist. What is the reason? 

The answer often given is that man by experience 
might learn the exceeding sinfulness of sin, and that 
angels likewise might learn by observation. That 
answer does not seem to assign an adequate reason 
for the permission of evil. The statement, “that sin 
by the commandment might become exceeding sinful,” 
occurs only one time in the Bible. The statement was 
made by Paul concerning the relation of the Jews to 
the law covenant, and that statement was made ap- 
proximately four thousand years after man had bem 
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going into death and evil had been in operation. 

It is true that man Icams by experience that wrong- 
doing leads to suffering and death; but those who 
have put forth their best endeavors to do good have 
also suffered and died. A very large pi’oportion of 
those going into death have died as infants, without 
the mental capacity to Icani the effect of sin, and 
therefore they could not have learned. A large pro- 
portion have died infants mentally although ma- 
ture in years, and they have learned nothing by ex- 
perience. When these are awakened out of death and 
learn of God, and then any disobey, they will be 
destroyed, and therefore their experience will have 
brought them no profit. As to the angels, many of 
them have had experience with sin, and yet there is 
no scripture to prove that they will profit by their 
experience or observation. 

While it is true that those creatures who are grant- 
ed life everlasting because of full obedience to God 
will learn that wrong-doing leads to death, that 
docs not seem to be an adequate reason for the per- 
mission of such great wickedness as Satan has wrought 
during the centuries past. There must be a more 
potent reason. 

A reason for the permission of evil, more potent, 
and consistent with the Scriptures and supported 
tiiereby, seems to be this: That Jehovah in his due 
time might fully demonstrate to all intelligent crea- 
tion his own supremacy in power, his exact justice, his 
perfect wisdom and his complete unselfishness, and 
thereby open the way, to all who love him and who 
maintain their integrity, to a full opportunity for 
faith and confidence in him and for gaining and re- 
ceiving the blessings of life everlasting. His Word 
and his name are the great questions involved, and 
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the vindication thereof must be the paramount reason 
for the permission of evil. 

The rebellion of Lucifer at once raised the issue, 
Who is the supreme God? The Word and name of 
Jehovah wero necessarily involved in that issue. God 
had created the perfect man and told him that death 
would be the penalty for the infraction of his law. 
Lucifer was appointed man’s overlord and immediate- 
ly set up his own wisdom and power as equal to that 
of Jehovah God. Lucifer concluded that he was wise 
enough and powerful enough to prevent the death of 
man, or that, should God kill the man, God would there- 
by demonstrate his own imperfect wisdom, because the 
infliction of the death penalty would prove God’s 
inability to create a man that could maintain his in- 
tegrity with God. The Bible record concerning Job 
is strong proof in support of this conclusion. 

To be sure, God could have immediately killed 
Adam and Lucifer, created anotlier perfect man, and 
placed another spirit being in Eden as man’s over- 
lord, and have begun anew to people the earth. Had 
he done so, that would have demonstrated only his 
supreme power and his justice. Other creatures in 
his realm would have insisted that the failure of man 
was evidence of the imperfect wisdom on the part of 
the Creator, and the basis for complete faith and con- 
fidence would have been shaken. There would have 
been no opportunity to show that God is both ‘just 
toward man and the justificr of man’. Neither would 
there have been opportunity to demonstrate the com» 
pleto unselfishness of Jehovah, that creatures might 
know that “God is love”, 

Satan pitted his o^vn wisdom and power against 
that of Jehovah God. Satan, after his rebellion, was 
devoid of justice and love ; therefore he could not pit 
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his justice and love against that of Jehovah. If Sa- 
tan could convince others of creation that Jehovah 
is not supreme in wisdom and power, then he would 
destroy the confidence of such creatures in Jehovah ; 
and when these suffered, they would become unfaith- 
ful to God and turn from him. The indi.sputable facts 
show that Satan has convinced the greater number of 
men that God is not supreme in power nor the pos- 
sessor of all wisdom. He has also convinced the major 
portion of men that God is unjust and that he is not 
loving. He convinced many of the angels to the same 
effect, and induced them to follow his course of wick- 
edness. Satan has used various methods to accomplish 
his purposes. He has caused many to believe the first 
lie, to wit, that man has an immortal soul and there- 
fore can not die; and by this he has made God appear 
to be ’a liar and imperfect in wisdom and power. 
Satan has caused many to believe that God has pre- 
pared a place of torture wherein he will eternally 
torment multitudes of mankind, and by this has in- 
tended to prove, and has proved to many, that God is 
void of justice and love. 

At any moment since the rebellion, God could have 
destroyed Satan and all his works and all other wicked 
creatures. The fact that he has not done so is no 
proof that God is at all responsible for the evil in 
the world. God is in no wise responsible for the sor- 
row, suffering, sickness, calamities and death that 
have fallen upon humankind. These things are the 
natural results that flow from sin, which is the viola- 
tion of God’s law. He has permitted the operation of 
evil and wickedness in that he has not prevented it. 
That, however, is no argument that he will not end 
it in his own due time. It is not the slightest argu- 
ment that God favors evil for a moment. On the con- 
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trary, his Word declares that he hates evil and the 
workers of iniquity. (Ps. 5 : 5 ; 45 : 7 ; Prov. 6 : 16-19) 
The proof of his Word is plain, that in his due time 
God will destroy all the wicked and completely an- 
nihilate the workers of iniquity.-Ps. 145 : 20 ; Nah. 1 : 9. 

The great ransom sacrifice of the man Christ Jesus 
is not involved in the question of the duration of the 
pemission of evil. The ransom sacrifice is God ’sieving 
provision made for the recovery f man. The ransom 
sacrifice could have been made available for the res- 
toration of man immediately following its presenta- 
tion as a sin-offering in heaven, as well as later, and 
yet evil has gone on until now. Prom the time of the 
presentation of the ransom price as an offering for 
sin, God has been selecting and gathering his church, 
which is the body of Christ. The duration of the per- 
mission of evil has not necessarily been affected by 
the selection of the church, but the church has been 
selected in spite of the evil. What God has done is 
this : He has permitted Satan to pursxic his own course 
of wickedness, but in his own due time God will cut 
Satan and his evil agencies short in exact justice. 
The course of Satan has at all times been a challenge 
to Jehovah God. Satan said to God coneeniing Job: 
‘Put him to the tost of suffering and he will curse 
you to your face.’ God permitted Satan to try his 
hand on Job and to put Job to the test, and amidst 
all the suffering Job remained stedfast iji his in- 
tegrity and held the confidence of Jehovah God. 

Satan knows that God has said that he created the 
earth for man, and man to have dominion over the 
earth. lie knows that it was God’s announced purpose 
to fill the earth with a perfect race of human beings, 
and that God had declared that the condition was 
that man must be obedient to him. (Isa. 45 : 12, 18 ; 
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6en. 1 : 28 ; 2 : 17) In substance he said to Jehovahj 
‘You can not put a man on earth who will maintain 
his integrity, and who, according to your law, will 
receive your blessings of life everlasting on earth.* 
Satan therefore put in issue the word of Jehovali 
God. God declares: “hly word . . . shall not return 
unto me void, but it shall accomplish that which I 
please, and it shall prosper in the thing whereto I 
sent it.” (Isa. 55:11) Therefore the issue upon the 
word of God was joined ; and with what result? Other- 
wise stated, God said to Satan: ‘You may do your 
worst and I will prove my word is true.’ 

HIS WORD 

Jehovah’s faithful servant and prophet wrote: “I 
will bow down towards thy holy temple, and thank 
thy Name for thy lovingkindncss and for thy faith- 
fulness, for thou hast magnified above all thy Name 
thy word.” (Ps. 138:2, BotherJmm) From the very 
beginning of man’s experience God gave his word 
that he would raise up a “seed” that would destroy 
Satan and his works. That word he will keep invio- 
late. God called Abraham and gave to him his word 
and promise that he would raise up a “seed” by 
which he would redeem and bless all the families of 
the earth. To Moses Jehovah gave his word that he 
would raise up a great Prophet, foreshadowed by 
Moses, who would be the Deliverer of the people. He 
sent forth his prophets to whom he committed his 
Word, and they faithfully declared the Word of God, 
prophesying that there should come to earth a man 
who would be faithful to God; who would be sub- 
jected to great persecution because of Ids faithfulness ; 
who would bear the sins of the people; who would 
suffer an ignominious death, and that not for his 
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Ojim wrong ; who would be raised up out of death and 
exalted to heaven ; and who by Ms death would pro- 
vide the redemptive price for man and open the way 
for the justification of men to life. — Ocn. 22: 17, 18; 
Deut. 18:15-18; Hos. 13:14; Mic. 5: 2; Ps. 16: 10; 
Isa. 53:1-12; 55:1-4. 

These prophecies have been fulfilled in Jesus Christ, 
the beloved Son of God. — John 3:16; Matt. 20 : 28 ; 
John 10: 10; 1 Tim. 2:3-6. 

To say that God permitted evil in order that by ex- 
perience man might learn the exceeding sinfulness 
of sin, would necessarily mean that evil has been car- 
ried on by the consent of Jehovah. If by his consent, 
then there wo\ild attach a responsibility to God for 
the practice of evil in the world. Such could not be 
true; because he has no pleasure in wickedness, nei- 
ther docs evil dwell with him. (Ps. 5:4) He hates 
evil; and he can not consent to that which he hates. 

Paul said nothing about God’s permitting evil that 
by experience man might learn the exceeding sinful- 
ness of sin. Paul was discussing the law and the com- 
mandment of God. (Rom, 7 : 7-13) To Israel God 
had given his law and his commandment. The state- 
ment of the Lord’s law is embodied in these words; 
“Thou shalt have no other gods before me. Thou 
shalt not make unto thee any graven image, or any 
likeness of any thing that is in heaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in the water under 
the earth.’’ — Ex. 20:3,4. 

The commandment of first importance Jesus de- 
clared to be this; “Thou shalt love the Lord thy God. 
with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind. This is the first and great command- 
ment.’’ — ^Matt. 22 : 37, 38. 

The law and the commandment of God made mam- 
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fcst what great sinners men are who attempt to divide 
their allegiance between God and the Devil. The 
Jews were under obligation to obey God’s law and 
commandment, because they had agreed so to do. 
They had not been faithful thereto, and because of 
their unfaithfulness God cast them away. Paul’s 
argument is that he would not have known the evils 
of sin except by the law, but that the law and tho 
commandment had manifested to him how exceed- 
ingly evil those sinners arc who agree to know and 
do God’s will and yet do contrary thereto. 

God would have it understood that he approves no 
one who divides his allegiance between him and the 
Devil ; because Jehovah is the only true God. He who 
loves God with his whole heart, mind and being, is 
unreservedly devoted to Jehovah God. The rule that 
Paul ‘was laying down is that those who are pleasing 
to the Lord God arc the ones who love him without 
reservation and serve him joyfully. That rule, then, 
would mean that every one must in due time come to 
a knowledge of the truth and have an opportunity to 
take his stand unreservedly on one side or the other, 
either for Jehovah or against him. 

It will not do to say that God willingly permitted 
the operation of evil, and therefore assented to it, in 
order that he might provide and carry out the purpose 
of re^lemption through the sacrifice of his beloved 
Son. The wisdom of Jehovah, being perfect, was 
sufficient to enable him to meet any contingency that 
might arise ; and when sin entered into the world by 
the disobedience of man, God’s wisdom was equal to 
tho occasion, and did provide for all such conditions. 

The facts, as shown by the Scriptures, are these: 
Adam was a perfect man, and he was told that a 
violation of God’s law would be punished by death. 
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Xucifer challenged that statement by saying; ‘You 
shall not surely die if you violate God’s law.’ Because 
of Adam’s selfishness and lack of love for his Creator, 
be followed the advice of Satan and did so knowingly. 
Satan now reasoned: ‘If God kills Adam, he admits 
his imperfect wisdom and his inability to make a man 
that will maintain his integrity. If he does not kill 
him, he is a liar.’ The word of God was therefore put 
at issue. The word of God and his name, and the 
vindication thereof, are more important than all the 
lessons that creatures might learn by experience. 

The course of action taken by Jcliovah, and which 
is shown by the Scriptures, is tliis: Satan had rebelled 
and put evil into operation, and challenged God’s 
word and name. God said: ‘Satan has challenged my 
word and my name; let him do his worst; my Son 
the Ijogos loves me and will gladly do my will. By 
and through him I will provide the redemption for 
man. He shall be made a man and given the oppor- 
tunity to sacrifice himself to provide the redemptive 
price for man.’ That is exactly what came to pass. 
It was the love of God that moved him to take action 
and to exercise his wisdom in carrying out his pur- 
poses in providing for the ransom sacrifice, lie knew 
of his ability to raise Jesus out of death; and he 
did so. 

All men, by reason of Adam’s sin, inherited death. 
(Rom. 5:12) In the exercise of his love God gave 
his beloved Son to die, that those who believe on 
him might live for ever. (John 3:16) In due time 
the knowledge of this loving couree taken by Jehovah 
shall be given to all men, that all through Christ may 
have the opportunity of obeying the Lord, and receiv- 
ing the free gift, and being justified to life. — ^Rom. 
6:18; 6:23. 
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Centuries before the coming of Jesus to earth, Qod 
gave his word that Jesus would come, and what he 
would do. He has kept that word and magnified it. 
This proves conclusively that Jehovah knew from the 
beginning that he would put the man Jesus on earth, 
who would stedfastly maintain his integrity at all 
times and under all conditions. Thereby God would 
prove and did prove his word true and right, and 
settled entirely on the side of Jehovah the issue which 
Satan raised. 

Satan was permitted by Jehovah to go the very 
limit in his effort to cause Jesus to fall and prove un- 
faithful to Jehovah, even as he had caused Adam to 
do. Adam was in every respect a perfect man, and 
Jesus also was in every respect a perfect man. One 
was exactly equal to the other. Otherwise Jesus could 
not have become the ransom sacrifice for Adam. 
Adam failed to maintain his integrity, and that with- 
out any excuse. Jesus did remain stedfast in his in- 
tegrity, and Jehovah made him the Savior of tho 
world and exalted him to tho highest place in his 
imiverse. 

Jehovah thereby proved his Word ; proved that his 
power is supreme; proved that he is just and the 
justifier of them that believe in his provision for sal- 
vation ; proved his complete and perfect wisdom, and 
gave the greatest exhibition of love that can ever be 
given. Those who trust in Jehovah God know that he 
has proven his Word true, and that the issue which 
Satan raised concerning the Word of God is settled 
in God’s own favor and to his eternal glory. 

Jehovah first spoke by his prophets, and then, when 
he sent Jesus his great Prophet, by him he declared 
his Word of truth, and which was fully corroborated 
in what the prophets had previously testified. (Heb. 
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f i ^ l^ce thea God has taken out from the world 
of men and women who have willingly devoted 
-^ihselves unto God and has taken them into the 
covenant of sacridee with Christ Jesus, and because 
Uiereof they have been the objects of great persecu- 
tion by Satan and his agencies. 

Of those called, many fell away to Satan, but the 
required number of those called have maintained their 
integrity and have held fast to God’s Word and his 
name, and have the confidence of and protection from 
Jehovah. Now these faithful ones joyfully say: “Sing 
unto him [Jehovah] a new song. . . . For the word 
of the Lord is right; and all his works are done in 
truth.” (Ps. 33:3,4) “The grass withercth, the 
flower f adeth ; but the word of our God shall stand 
for ever.” — Isa. 40: 8. 

From Abel to John the prophet there appeared on 
earth a few men who were made the servants and 
prophets of Jehovah, and to whom he committed his 
Word. Those men were subjected to all manner of 
persecution by Satan and his agencies, and yet amidst 
all they maintained their integrity and held stedfast- 
ly to God. They believed his Word and trusted im- 
plicitly in him. Those men God will make the visible 
rulers in all the earth, while Christ Jesus rules in- 
visibly and brings blessings to humanity. (Hcb. 11: 
140; Ps. 45:10; Isa. 32:1) Thereby God again 
proves his Word and magnifies it, and settles the issue 
concerning his Word in his own favor and to his own 
glory. 

HIS NAME 

Jehovah’s name has been reproached by Satan from 
the very beginning. In derision and mockery Satan 
caused the people to call themselves by the name of 
the Lord. (Gen. 4:26, margin) Satan oi^anized 
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Babylon, Egypt, Assyria, and other ^rld pov^^jS^#! 
saturated them with Ms Devil religion and has n8s4 
them, and particularly the false religious element, to 
bring reproach upon the name of Jehovah God. To*, 
day every organized religion under the sun either 
openly or covertly reproaches the name of Jehovah 
God. The holy prophet wrote: “Blessed is the na- 
tion whose God is Jehovah.” (Ps. 33: 12, A. B. 7.) 
But where is there a nation on earth in the year 
1929 whose God is Jehovah and which nation and 
people are devoted wholly to God and to the lionor of 
Ms name? Let the people answer. The answer must 
be that there is not one. The religion and politics 
and commerce of the world are united to rule in 
every nation under the sun ; and they have Satan for 
their god, even though outwardly calling themselves 
by tfie name of tlie Lord.-2 Cor. 4 : 3, 4 ; John 14 : 30. 

In times past God has magnified his Word above 
Ms name, but the time has come for him to exalt his 
name as well as his Word. Both his name and liis 
Word are now exalted in Zion, which is his own or- 
ganization. (Ps. 102:16; 132:13) Upon earth there 
is now a remnant of those whom the Lord God has 
called, and to such he has committed his Word and 
the honor of bearing testimony to his name. These 
God has taken out as “a people for his name”. (Acts 
15: 14) To such Jehovah says: “I have put my words 
in thy mouth, and I have covered thee in the shadow 
of mine hand, that I may plant the heavens, and lay 
the foundations of the earth, and say unto Zion, 
Thou art my people.” — ^I.sa. 51: 16. 

The time is at hand when the great issue, Who is 
the almighty One ? must be for ever settled. Jchovali 
has permitted the evil one to carry on Ms evil woric 
throughout all the centuries. At given times, and for 
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own name prominently to the fore. (2 Sam. 7 : 23; 
Itaa. 87 : 1-36) Today men who claim to be Christians 
and teachers of the Christian religion deny the Word 
of God concerning his creation of man, the disobe- 
dience and fall of man, and the provision for redemp- 
tion through the blood of Christ ; and in doing so they 
cast reproach upon the name of Jehovah God. They 
teach doctrines that dishonor his name, and openly 
declare their allegiance unto Satan’s organization. 
Their course of action is a mockery and a reproach to 
the Lord. “As Jannes and Jambres withstood Moses, 
so do these also resist the truth : men of corrupt minds, 
reprobate concerning the faith,” because Satan is 
their god. Jehovah says concerning them: “But they 
shall proceed no further, for their folly shall be mani- 
fest unto all.” (2 Tim. 3:8,9) There is a limit to 
the practice of evil, and that limit has been reached 
by Satan and his agencies. The issue of the almighty 
name is now to be settled for ever. Who, then, is the 
Almighty Godt „ 

Jehovah says: “I am the Lord [Jehovah] ; that is 
my name, and my glory will I not give to another.” 
(Isa. 42:8) Jehovah will now make kno^vn to the 
blinded people his supreme power, his wisdom, justice, 
and love. He causes all the people and nations to be 
gathered together, and demands that the Devil’s wit- 
nesses speak and justify their course of action or 
else acknowledge the trath that Jehovah is the only 
true God. Then addressing his faithful remnant he 
says: ‘Ye are my witnesses that I am God ; before me ' 
there was no God formed, neither shall there be after 
me.’ — Isa. 43:8-12. 

This great issue will now be settled finally, and 
Jehovah declares that he will settle it by destroying 
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Satan and his evil organization. Before that great 
war of destruction, he causes his faithful witnesses 
to serve notice upon the nations and peoples of the 
earth of his purpose to end the practice of evil. Je- 
hovah assembles the nations of earth for decision. 
(Joel 3 : 14) The nations are now assembled. He 
pronounces upon them his judgment, and then pours 
upon them his righteous indignation and destroys Sa- 
tan and his organization. (Zeph. 3 : 8) That is the 
end of the permission of evil. 

Instead of destroying Satan at the very begimiing, 
God has permitted him to pursue his course of wicked- 
ness and do everything within his power to oppose 
God. In the meantime God has kept his Word and 
his name before those who have sincerely desired to 
know and to do righteousness, and such he has pre- 
served from the assaults of the enemy. When Satan 
has done all that he can possibly do to dispute the 
supremacy, the power, the wisdom, the justice, and 
the love of Jehovah God, then Jehovah, in the great 
war, stops Satan’s operations of evil in the earth. 
Jehovah thereby proves himself to he supreme in 
power, the Almighty Eternal God, the Most High, 
besides whom there is none other. By so doing, Je- 
hovah for ever stops the mouths of all creatures from 
saying that there is another like unto Jehovah God. 
This is the most efEcetive way to teach creation that 
there is but one Almighty God. 

Jehovah removes the blindness of the people, that 
they may know him, and that they may know that 
there is no way of obtaining everlasting life besides 
the way which Jehovah God has prepared, and that 
that way is through the sacrifice of Jesus Christ his 
beloved Son. By this course of action Jehovah opens 
the way for full faith and confidence in him, that all 
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may come to know that he is the Almighty 
QoA, that he is perfect in wisdom, that he is just and 
has made provision for the justihcation of men, and 
that he is love because he is the perfect expression of 
wselfishness. 

All creation will then come to know that Satan 
is the enemy of God and of every creature that wants 
to do right, and that he is the one who has been and 
is responsible for all the evil and wickedness that has 
been practised in the world. Concerning him the Lord 
God long ago caused his prophet to write: “Yet thou 
shalt be brought down to bell, to tlie sides of the pit. 
They that sec thee shall narrowly locJc upon thee, 
and consider thee, saying. Is this the man that made 
the earth to tremble, that did srfiake kingdoms; that 
made the world as a wilderness, and destroyed the 
cities thereof; that opened not the house of his f>ris- 
onersl All the kings of the nations, even all of them, 
lie in glory, every one in his own house. But thou 
art cast out of thy grave like an abominable branch, 
and as the raiment of those that are (dain, thrust 
through with a sword, that go down to the stones 
of the pit; as a carcase trodden under feet. Thou 
shalt not be joined with them in burial, because thou 
hast destroyed thy land, and slain thy people; the 
seed of evildoers shall never be renowned.” (Isa. 
14 : 15-20) “All they that know thee among the people 
shall be astonished at thee ; thou shalt be a terror, and 
never shalt thou be any more.” — Ezek. 28:19. 

The people will come to know that Jehovah is the 
only true God and that he is their true and Almighty 
Friend. Through his prophet he says to the people: 
“Lo(A xmto me, and be ye saved, all the ends of the 
earth: for I am God, and there is none else. I have 
sworn by myself, the word is gmie out of my mouth 
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in righteousness, and shall not retom, That noto if¥> 
every knee shall bow, every tongue diall swear. 

Isa. 45:22,23. 

The prophet wrote foretelling also what the peopl6 
shall say when they come to know the truth : “And it 
shall be said [by the people] in that day, Lo, this Is 
our God; we have waited for him, and he will save 
us ; this is the Lord ; we have waited for him, we will 
be glad and rejoice in his salvation.” (Isa. 25:9) 
“And the Lord shall be king over all the earth: in 
that day shall there be one Lord, and his name one.” 
— ^Zech. 14:9. 

The prophet represents those who have come to 
know God, and who have full faith and confidence in 
him, as saying, “0 Lord, thou art my God; I will 
exaJt thee, I will praise thy name ; for thou hast done 
wonderful things; thy counsels of old are faithful- 
ness and truth.” (Isa. 25:1-4) Thus will the people 
manifest their appreciation of the almighty power, the 
perfect wisdom, the exact justice, and the unfathom- 
able love of the Almighty God. 

As further proof that the vindication of God’s 
Word and name is the chief reason for the permission 
of evil and the recovery of the human race therefrom, 
his prophet wrote: “Therefore say unto the house of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God ; I do not this for your 
sakes, 0 house of Israel, but for mine holy name’s 
sake, which ye have profaned among the heathen, 
whither ye went. And I will sanctify my great name, 
which was profaned among the heathen, which ye 
have profaned in the midst of them; and the heathen 
shall know that I am the Lord, saith the Lord God, 
when I shall be sanctified in you before their eyes.” 
— Ezek. 36:22,23. 
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' it: vm Satan who eansed Israel to prove tmfaithfol 
to Qod| and it is the same wicked rebel that is respon- 
idhle for the evil amongst all the nations and peoples 
of the earth. The Israelites were Clod’s chosen people, 
and therefore necessarily dear to him. If he would 
recover them not for their sakes but for his own 
name’s sake, then with stronger reasoning has he per- 
mitted evil in the world, not merely to teach his crea- 
tures the exceeding sinfulness of sin, but that he 
might establish for ever his glorious name before 
creation. When this i.s accomplished, then the lovers 
of righteousness will join with the prophet in saying: 
“Give tmto the Lord, 0 ye mighty, give unto the Lord 
glory and strength. Give unto the Lord the glory due 
unto his name; worship the Lord in the beauty of 
holiness. ’ ’ — Ps. 29 : 1, 2. 

It is the name of Jehovah that the faithful remnant 
of the followers of Christ now on earth exalt and 
praise. (Isa. 12 : 4-6) It will be the name of Jehovah, 
the Almighty God, that the people will honor for 
ever when they know him and learn of his love. God’s 
prophet foretold the song of praise that will flow from 
the lips of the people to the glory of his name when 
they are settled in peace in his kingdom: “Make a 
joyful noise unto God, all ye lands; sing forth the 
honour of his name: make his praise glorious. Say 
unto God, How terrible art thou in thy worlcs ! through 
the greatness of thy power shall thine enemies sub- 
mit themselves unto thee. All the earth shall worship 
thee, and shall sing unto thee ; they shall sing to thy 
name.’’ — Ps. 66:14. 

The present is the most blessed time since the days 
of Jesus that a Christian has ever been permitted to 
live on earth. It is now the blessed privilege of those 
who are wholly devoted to God to be witnesses for 
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and to the name of Jehovah the Most High. Anothey 
great prophecy is now in course of fulfilment, to wit: 
“The Spirit [Jehovah the great Spirit, and his Be* 
loved Son, of the same spirit (2 Cor. 3: 17)] and the 
bride [in the temple giving praise to God (Ps. 29:9)] 
say, Come. And let liim that heareth say, Come. And 
let him that is athirst come. And whosoever will, let 
him take the water of life freely.” (Rev. 22: 17) And 
now let all the peoples of earth who love that which 
is right come and take their stand on the side of Je- 
hovah God, Let those who love Jehovah God tell 
others about him and his wondrous works. “0 give 
thanks unto the Lord; call upon his name: make 
known his deeds among the people. Sing unto him, 
sing psalms unto him: talk ye of all his wondrous 
work^ Glory ye in his holy name: let the heart of 
them rejoice that seek the Lord.”
